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INTRODUCTION. 

Kighty-eight years ago the first Mayor of Boston 
took his oath of office in Faneuil Hall. The number 
of.’ citizens whose suffrages conferred this high 
distinction upon him was scarcely greater than 
the number of those assembled to-day to witness 
the installation of his latest successor. In the 
-meantime Boston has overflowed its original 
boundaries; its tall buildings rise higher than the 
hills of old Trimountain; its tunnels and subways 
promise to rival the catacombs of ancient Rome. 
It speaks well for our sense of reverence that, 
amid all these transformations, this ancient land- 
mark has been preserved, revealing in its simple 
outlines and modest dimensions the taste and 
conception of a bygone day. 

For if Faneuil Hall in its exterior aspect serves 
as a reminder of inevitable flux and change, it 
appeals to the mind far more potently as an emblem 
of civic constancy. Within this temple, every 
true Bostonian feels, night and day, as on some 
immutable altar, the flame of liberty is kept burn- 
ing. To its doors millions have resorted, assured 
that the very atmosphere of the shrine would 
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lend a peculiar efficacy to their espousal of noble 
causes. From this platform a thousand guests, 
tribunes and liberators from foreign lands, have 
recited their tales of oppression, and passed on 
fortified by the eager sympathy of the people of 
Boston. Here, too, our own spokesmen of human- 
ity have challenged tyrants and pleaded for the 
voiceless slave. What a stately galaxy they form, 
— Otis, Hancock, the Adamses, father and son, 
Webster, Sumner, Wilson, Andrew, and, not the 
least beloved, Wendell Phillips, whose public career 
began with an apostrophe to these historic portraits, : 
among which his own likeness is now thought worthy 
to hang. 

They are serious figures, these portraits of the 
ereat citizens of Boston. There are few glitter- 
ing uniforms among them. Their uplifted hands 
clasp no deadly implements of war. Theirs was 
the higher courage, the more heroic sacrifice, of 
daily lives absorbed in beneficent tasks and dedi- 
cated to everlasting principles. Though their lips 
are silent, their influence lives, and in the hour 
of trial we instinctively turn to them for inspira- 
tion and example. Let us, therefore, before we 
pass to our own immediate problems, salute these 
illustrious figures,— guardians of the sacred fire, 
presiding elders of the city’s invisible council, 
whose names constitute a roll of perpetual honor 
inscribed in the heart of every loyal citizen of 
Boston. 
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It has seemed fitting that our first step, under 
an untried charter, should be to repair for inspira- 
tion to this shrine of our ancient civic faith. Here, 
if anywhere, the mood of solemn _ responsibility 
should descend upon us, and our oath of office 
become something more than an empty form. 
These silent witnesses on the walls, those fluted 
pillars,— enduring replicas of the early Bulfinch 
design,— the gilded balcony clock, purchased sixty 
years ago by the pennies of Boston’s school children, 
all the sacred memorials around us, hallow the scene 
and lend support to our good resolutions. The 
presence of a large and representative gathering 
of our fellow citizens adds to the impressiveness of 
the occasion and testifies to the widespread interest 
taken in the administration of the city government 
at this turning point in the history of Boston. 


THE NEW CHARTER. 


The inauguration of the: first city government 
under the amended charter not only marks an epoch 
in the history of Boston but an important departure 
in municipal government in America. For the 
first time since Boston became a great city, our 
citizens have nominated and elected their Mayor 
and City Council without the intervention of 
national party organizations; they have held a 
municipal election from which party issues, influ- 
ences and designations were excluded not only by 
law but in practice. No other American city of 
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anything like the size of Boston has ever tried such 
a radical electoral experiment. 

It is not our part, as the first officials elected 
under the new system, to declare at this time 
whether its first trial was a success or a failure; 
but it will be our duty, by our performance of the 
respective official duties now placed in our hands, 
to enable the people to judge intelligently whether 
the nonpartisan system commends itself by its 
fruits. They can fairly expect us to be constantly 
mindful of the fact that no obligations to political 
organizations or to party leaders can now be urged — 
as standing in the way of such performance of 
official duty as will best promote the interests of 
all the citizens of Boston. If we are able to prove 
that the exclusion of the national parties makes 
for better and more efficient municipal government, 
Boston may lead the way in the path of municipal 
progress in this country. 

Under the party system of municipal govern- 
ment financial and administrative defects and 
abuses had in the course of years grown up at 
City Hall. While these were no worse than similar 
conditions and practices then and still existing 
in other cities of the Commonwealth, they affected 
the expenditure of larger sums of money and a 
public demand developed for the introduction of 
improved methods in connection with our finances 
and expenditures. The city government of the 
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year 1907 is entitled to the credit of being the 
first to take action, supported by a liberal appro- 
priation from the city treasury, for securing an 
effective inquiry into conditions long known to 
exist in our municipal administration, with a view 
to the application of proper legislative remedies. 
The fact that the action of the city in this matter 
was subsequently supplemented by the Legisla- 
ture, through granting the commission appointed 
by the city broader powers than the city was itself 
able to confer, in no way detracts from the credit 
due the city government of that year for initi- 
ating the movement which has now resulted in 
what is conceded to be a great improvement in 
our municipal conditions. 

Whatever views the citizens of Boston have 
entertained as to the merits of the various new 
features now incorporated into the charter, the 
plain duty that now lies before us is to give each 
and all of the new provisions a fair trial, accord- 
ing to the intent of the Legislature. Unless some 
obvious errors or deficiencies require immediate 
remedy, we should postpone efforts to secure further 
legislative changes at least until the new machinery 
of our government has been in operation for a 
year. Municipal government advances by experi- 
ment, and so far as the ideas contained in the 
charter amendment act are novel and_ untried, 
at least in a city as large as Boston, they should 
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be regarded as theories deliberately adopted by 
the Legislature, demanding a long enough trial 
to enable an intelligent opinion to be formed as 
to their practical results. However much any 
of us may regret that the voters of Boston were 
not allowed a larger part in the framing or the 
adoption of the charter amendments, it is now 
our duty to bow to the authority of the law and 
try to make the whole charter work for the good 
of the citizens of Boston who have elected us to 
represent them. 


CONCENTRATION OF POWER. 


In another respect also is the change in our city 
government which takes place to-day a unique one. 
No other great American city has ever elected such 
a small number of officials to exercise all of its 
municipal powers. The legislative powers of the. 
city, formerly divided between two branches of the 
City Council, consisting of thirteen and of seventy- 
five members respectively, are now concentrated in 
the hands of nine councilmen, elected at large. This 
may fairly be said to place in commission the legis- 
lative power of the city, which is chiefly that of 
passing ordinances and making appropriations of 
money; it is not, however, the so-called commis- 
sion form of government which is being adopted by 
many western and southern cities of much smaller 
size than Boston. The essence of the commission 
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form of government is the uniting of executive and 
legislative powers in the same hands,— the same 
officials who make the municipal appropriations 
also being responsible for the administration of 
the departments which spend them. Our charter 
amendments, wisely as I believe, not only preserve 
but still further emphasize the distinction between 
these two branches of municipal government. 

Many of our citizens, probably a considerable 
majority of them, have distrusted or feared such a 
great concentration of power as is involved .in 
reducing the number of municipal officials chosen 
by the people of Boston to fifteen men,— a Mayor, 
a City Council of nine and a School Committee of 
five. Whatever our individual opinions may be as 
to the desirability or permanency of such a policy, 
with the entire elimination of ward or district 
representation, it is now our clear duty to give the 
people of Boston the best results which the new 
municipal machinery can produce. 


SUMMARY OF CHANGES. 


The changes which the amended charter makes in 
the organization of the legislative branch of our city 
government, and in the method of nominating and 
electing its members, are now well understood. 
Our citizens are less familiar with the important 
changes which go into effect to-day in the respec- 
tive powers of the Mayor and of the City Council, in 
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the regulation of the finances of the city, and in 
the administration of the municipal business. It 
seems an appropriate occasion to lay before the 
City Council and the public a brief.summary of 
the more important of these changes. 

In several important respects the powers and 
responsibilities of the Mayor are materially enlarged; 
in some others the Mayor and the heads of depart- 
ments, constituting the executive and adminis- 
trative government, are subject to restrictions and 
limitations not imposed upon them in the past. The 
powers heretofore vested in the City Council are . 
materially enlarged in respect to the reorganiza- 
tion and consolidation of departments; but the new 
City Council loses the power possessed by the 
Board of Aldermen of confirming or rejecting the 
Mayor’s nominations, also the power formerly vested 
in that body of acting upon petitions for various 
locations and permits. Two new authorities directly 
representing the state government are now intro- 
duced into the machinery of our city government,— 
the Finance Commission and the Civil Service Com- 
mission,— the former body having only advisory 
powers, the latter body having very important 
discretionary powers, heretofore given only to the 
upper chamber of a legislative body. 

The share of the executive in the legislative 
power of the city is increased in two important 
respects,— one of them negative in character, the 
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other positive. The veto power of the Mayor 
is made absolute, the former right of the City 
Council, almost universally enjoyed by legisla- 
tive bodies, of re-passing a measure by a two- 
thirds vote over the veto of the executive, being 
now taken away. The Mayor must, therefore, 
in future share the responsibility for the passage 
of every order, appropriation or loan, without 
exception. The Mayor is also given the sole legal 
power to originate every appropriation to be 
met out of taxes or revenue, and the City Council 
has no power to increase any item of such an appro- 
priation without his consent; but the affirmative 
action of the City Council is required before any 
appropriation of money can be made. The Mayor 
is now absolutely responsible for the budget cover- 
ing the maintenance expenditures of the city 
departments; but the City Council retains final 
power to decline to pass, or to reduce, any item 
of which it does not approve. 

Although the City Council is thus deprived of 
some of its former powers, it is given a share in 
the exercise of one function which has hitherto been 
reserved wholly to the executive. The Mayor can 
no longer authorize any contract for street lighting, 
or for the collection, removal or disposal of refuse, 
extending over a period of more than one year 
unless approved by the City Council after a public 
hearing. To this limited extent the City Council 
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is given a voice, outside of its power over appro- 
priations, in the control of administrative business 
of the city. The City Council is also given the new 
right, which may prove of much practical impor- 
tance, of requiring the Mayor, either personally or 
through the head of a department, to attend a 
meeting of the council and answer questions of 
which notice has been given in advance relative 
to any matter coming within its jurisdiction. 


APPOINTMENTS BY THE MAYOR. 


An important change is made as to the appoint- 
ing power of the Mayor. Heretofore his appoint- 
ments have been subject to confirmation by the 
Board of Aldermen, in the cases where any approval 
was provided for; but the Legislature has, within 
recent years, excepted many positions from this 
requirement. The Mayor was not obliged to do any- 
thing except name his appointee. Now the Mayor 
is obliged, in the first place, to sign a certificate 
declaring that he makes the appointment “‘solely 
in the interest of the city”; this clearly excludes 
such partisan or personal considerations as have 
in the past often influenced appointments at City 
Hall, under all administrations. But this is only 
one requirement; the Mayor must also certify that 
his appointee is either ‘‘a recognized expert in the 
work which will devolve upon him,” or that ‘he is 
“specially fitted by education, training or experi- 
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ence to perform the duties” of the office for 
which he is named. 

And this is only the preliminary step. Before 
the appointment so made by the Mayor can take 
effect, the name of the proposed appointee must 
be forwarded to the Civil Service Commission and 
that body ‘“‘must make a careful inquiry into the 
qualifications of the nominee” to determine whether 
he is a ‘‘competent person, with the requisite qualifi- 
cations.’”’ A majority of the commission must certify 
that such inquiry has been made, and that their 
opinion agrees with the statement in the Mayor’s 
certificate, namely, that the appointee is either a 
“recognized expert’’ or ‘qualified by education, 
training, or experience’’ for the office in question, 
and that they “‘approve the appointment.” The 
law does not even require affirmative action by the 
commission, as it is provided that the mere failure 
to file this certificate of approval within thirty 
days renders null and void the appointment which 
the Mayor has attempted to make. 

By this provision the charter imposes upon the 
Civil Service Commission a more specific and exact- 
ing duty than was imposed upon the Board of 
Aldermen in its exercise of the power of confirm- 
ing or rejecting the Mayor’s appointments. The 
members of the commission cannot merely vote 
yes or no, as the aldermen could, upon the Mayor’s 
appointments; they are compelled to inquire into 
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competency and qualifications, not indeed by 
means of an examination of the same kind as that 
held for the making up of eligible lists, but under 
rules established by them and approved by the 
Governor and Council. Such rules have already 
been approved, and they provide among other 
things for an inquiry into character, as well as 
into qualifications, and for the furnishing to the 
commission of all information or papers in the 
possession of the Mayor relating to the appointee. 

It should be noted that the above provision 
applies alike to salaried and to unsalaried posi- 
tions. No one can now be appointed a member 
of an unpaid municipal board, such as the City 
Hospital Trustees or the Library Trustees, with- 
out obtaining the approval of the Civil Service 
Commission. This ought not to mean in practice 
that no one can be appointed to serve the city 
without pay in such a capacity who is not already 
specially informed in respect to the work to be 
under his charge. Such a requirement would 
have excluded from the service of the city many 
men whose unselfish work has been of the greatest 
value to the community. The theory under 
which certain lines of city work are adminis- 
tered by unpaid boards is that men of success- 
ful experience in the professions or in business 
are fitted to supervise and direct the operation 
of important departments, through qualified, sal- 
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aried subordinates, without having to be experts 
themselves in the lines of work under their charge. 
It would be unfortunate if any interpretation 
should be put upon the charter so narrow that 
it would exclude from original appointment men 
and women of the type now serving on some of 
our most important municipal boards. 


CONTRACTS. 


The amended charter also imposes important 
limitations upon the powers hitherto given to the 
executive officials of the city in respect to the 
awarding of contracts without advertisement. Con- 
tracts involving the expenditure of $1,000, instead of 
$2,000 as formerly, must be advertised by the head 
of the department, unless the Mayor gives written 
authority to do otherwise. The important addi- 
tional requirement is also now imposed that this 
authority cannot be given unless the head of the 
department furnishes the Mayor with a signed 
statement ‘‘giving in detail the reasons for not 
inviting bids by advertisement,’’ and this state- 
ment must be published in the City Record. 
The practical effect of these new provisions will 
_be to make advertising for bids the fixed practice 
of the city as to all contracts involving the 
expenditure of $1,000 or more, with rare excep- 
tions in cases where the reasons for a departure 
from the rule are so obvious that their force is 
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not likely to be questioned. This will establish 
a practice for the city widely different from that 
which has prevailed at City Hall since the adop- 
tion of the amended charter of 1885, and wholly 
at variance with that of great private corpora- 
tions, which rarely advertise their contracts,— 
a practice not followed by the State of Massa- 
chusetts or by most of its cities. Whether this 
policy will give satisfactory results to the citi- 
zens of Boston experience alone will determine. 
The discretion of heads of departments to accept 
such bid as may seem to them best for the city, 
whether the lowest bid or not, remains unchanged, 


FINANCIAL POWERS OF THE MAYOR. 


There is an impression that all or most of the 
current expenditures of the city fall directly under 
the control of the Mayor. The truth is that, even 
under the new charter, his effective financial juris- 
diction is still limited to departments expending 
only a fraction of the total amount raised by taxa- 
tion. He has no control over the requirements for 
interest and sinking funds, amounting to 16.9 per 
cent of the total expenditures. The expenditures 
for school purposes, which have doubled in fifteen 
years, amount to 14.2 per cent, and are likely 
to increase this year to more than 15 per cent. 
Those for the Police Department amount to 7.4 
per cent. Both these departments are managed 
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by public officials not responsible to the Mayor. 
The efficiency of the Fire Department, which 
requires 5.4 per cent of the entire expenditure, 
can not well be reduced. ‘These four items alone, 
namely, debt requirements, education and _pro- 
tection of life and property, consume 43.9 per 
cent of the total yearly expenditures. The state 
tax and metropolitan assessments consumed in 
1908 an additional 17.3 per cent, and the county 
tax 5.4 per cent, leaving only 33.4 per cent of all 
current expenditures, outside of the Fire Depart- 
ment, under the personal authority of the Mayor. 
Of this 33.4 per cent, 3.5 per cent is devoted to 
libraries and recreation, 3.6 per cent to lighting 
and engineering, 6 per cent to charities and cor- 
rection, 4.5 per cent to general government, 5.1 
per cent to miscellaneous purposes. The Street 
Department, exclusive of the Lamp Division, spends 
only 10.7 per cent of the total. So that the most 
radical retrenchment in this department, which has 
been made the object of special attack, could not 
materially reduce the total of the yearly expend- 
itures of the city. Those who speak lightly of 
saving millions of dollars have evidently only the 
vaguest conception of the true situation. 


FINANCIAL STATUS OF THE CITY. 
Among the causes of the recent civic awakening, 
evidences of which are seen on all sides, one 
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claims particular consideration. ‘The financial ob- 
ligations of the city have recently been painted 
in alarming colors. Far-reaching extravagance 
and corruption have been charged, and the pub- 
lic mind, or a portion of it, has become saturated 
with apprehension and suspicion on this score. It 
is my duty, first of all, to address myself to this 
grave subject and to substitute a clear understand- 
ing of the real situation for the exaggerated impres- 
sions Which have obtained a wide circulation and 
credence. 

In considering the expenditures and the debt — 
of Boston we must discard once for all the per 
capita basis of calculation. Boston is not a village 
or a provincial town. It is at once the capital and 
the market of Massachusetts and the chief seaport 
of all New England. Its wealth exceeds that of 
any city of equal population in the United States, 
if not in the world. It owes to its children the 
highest type of education, and to its adult citizens 
every modern facility and convenience. It harbors 
a huge non-resident population by day and 
throughout the evening. Its streets are worn 
by the wheels of an enormous traffic, and it 
absorbs the intemperance and the crime, as well 
as the trade and recreation, of a wide encircling 
area. In a word, all the intensified life of a great 
modern metropolis, ministering to an actual popu- 
lation almost double the number of its inhabitants, 
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is exhibited here, and this circumstance, which is 
doubtless one source of our exceptional wealth, 
must in the nature of things affect our scale of 
expenditures. To measure these on any other 
basis than that of the city’s valuation is to adopt 
a standard which would never be applied to any 
individual, business corporation, or nation. 


TAXATION AND DEBT. 

The touchstones of financial integrity are the tax 
rate and the ratio to valuation of current expendi- 
tures and of debt. In the study of municipal 
statistics recently issued by the State Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, it appeared that the tax rate of 
Boston during 1906, which happened to be the 
first year of my last administration, was lower 
than that of any other city in the state, except 
Springfield. The rate of current expenditures,— 
which covers, substantially, the cost of the city 
departments,— was absolutely the lowest in the 
state. The city debt rate was lower than that 
of ten other cities, and even when the metropolitan 
debt is included, it was only slightly greater than 
the average for the forty cities and towns in the 
metropolitan district. It will be said that our tax 
rate, whatever the comparison with other cities may 
show, has been increasing from year to year, and 
that a comparison of our present debt with the 
debt. of fifteen years ago offers food for sober 
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reflection. But I submit that any such retro- 
spective view must take into account the causes of 
recent increases and recognize their operation over 
a far wider field than the political boundaries of 
Boston. The truth is that the State of Massa- 
chusetts, and many of her cities, have embarked 
upon large schemes of public improvement which 
have necessitated liberal expenditures of the public 
money. No city in the Commonwealth has more 
than doubled its current expenditures in eight 
years, and more than quintupled its debt in sixteen 
years, but this is the record of the Commonwealth 
itself. The tax rate of Boston rises and falls with — 
the state tax. The debt of Boston is in large part 
a debt created by special enactments of the Com- 
monwealth, outside the statutory debt limit, and 
much of it under methods of metropolitan appor- 
tionment which we have always maintained to be 
unjust. 

Ten years ago the rate for the state tax assessed 
upon Boston was 61 cents; in 1909 it was $2.42. 
The county tax rate increased in the same period 
from 95 cents to $1.11, while the tax rate for 
city purposes actually decreased from $13.10 to 
$13.05. These figures, owing to a slight change 
in the basis of computation, are somewhat too 
favorable to the city, but the relation between 
these three items is substantially as shown by 
them. In other words, practically the whole of the 
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increase in the tax rate of Boston has been due 
to the increased expenditures of the state, and not 
to those of the city departments. The expendi- 
tures of the latter have merely kept pace with the 
rise in valuations. 

The net city debt, with our share of the net 
metropolitan debt added, is at present $107,773,- 
547.69, or about 8 per cent of the valuation of the 
city. Of this total, $29,249,933.61 is debt incurred 
within the debt limit, $42,096,038.97 represents 
debt incurred outside of the debt limit, every dol- 
lar of it requiring a special act of the Legislature, 
and $36,427,575.11 is the city’s share of the met- 
ropolitan debt. The city debt, exclusive of met- 
ropolitan indebtedness, is $71,345,972.58. The 
figures and the percentages are large but not stag- 
gering. The city of New York, for example, 1s 
allowed by law to incur a debt, exclusive of transit 
obligations, amounting to 10 per cent of its real 
estate valuation. If the rapid transit debt of 
Boston, which is expected to extinguish itself 
through the rental charged to the transportation 
company, be deducted, our debt, independent of 
metropolitan obligations, is only a little more than 
5 per cent of our real estate valuation, or one- 
half the limit set by New York. 

The assets of the city, consisting largely of public 
improvements for which the debt was contracted, 
must be taken into account in a statement of its 
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liabilities. In cities like Baltimore and St. Louis, 
which have small indebtedness, the assets are, as 
we might expect, correspondingly slender. A city 
can not own parks, waterworks, schoolhouses, 
hospitals, boulevards and other agencies of prog- 
ress without paying for them; but, on the other 
hand, if it has invested in these public utilities, it 
is absurd not to include them among its tangible 
resources. 

For all this, the present indebtedness of the 
city is a serious reality which I would lay before 
you for earnest consideration to-day. There is 
one way, and only one, to check its growth. If 
our citizens could refrain from demanding loans 
outside the debt limit, except for improvements 
that are absolutely necessary and of a productive 
character, the debt would increase more slowly 
than in the past. If we could reduce the annual 
borrowings to an amount equal to the annual 
erowth of the sinking funds, the city debt would 
at once become stationary. Efforts in this direc- 
tion will be assisted by a recent act of the Legis- 
lature which forbids loans outside the debt limit 
except for certain specified purposes. Some such 
radical step must obviously precede the positive 
reduction of the debt, which has been called for 
by many critics, who, however, seldom favor us 
with specific directions as to how this result is to 
be accomplished. Fundamentally, it rests with 
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the peopie of Boston. If they desire loans for 
municipal purposes beyond the limit fixed by 
the growth of valuations of property, then the 
total debt, which has already passed the hun- 
dred million dollar mark, must continue to in- 
crease faster than our ability -to bear its charges. 


STATH AND METROPOLITAN CHARGES. 


I have already glanced at the rapid rate of increase 
in the debt and expenditure of the Commonwealth, 
an increase far exceeding that which has taken 
place in Boston. Our interest in this subject is 
direct, since, as I have shown, the rise in the Boston 
tax rate is due almost wholly to the rapid increase 
of the state tax. The responsibility for this con- 
dition should be placed where it belongs, and, now 
that the city has recently made an effort to retrench, 
the attention of economists might well be directed 
for a time to the financial extravagance of the 
Commonwealth. 

Besides the state tax, there are other imposi- 
tions and burdens which the city is obliged to bear 
as a result of its relation to the Commonwealth 
and: to the metropolitan district. For two years 
I advocated before the Legislature measures embody- 
ing a redistribution of the corporation tax. Tardy 
and imperfect justice has at last been done, and 
during the year 1909 the receipts of the City from 
this source increased approximately a hundred and 
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fifty thousand dollars as the result of the adoption 
of a new method of distribution. This method 
gives a partial recognition to the principle that the 
tax should be returned to the city or town where 
the corporation does business, and not wholly 
to places where stockholders happen to reside. 
But it goes only half way, leaving 50 per cent of 
the tax to be distributed under the old system. 
That system favors a small group of residential 
towns, largely unproductive as far as the industries 
of the Commonwealth are concerned, and deprives 
not only Boston but most of the large industrial 
centers of revenues which they can ill afford to lose. 
This is only one phase of the larger problem of the 
taxation of personal property, more and more of 
which seeks those favored rural retreats in which the 
charms of delightful landscape and exclusive society 
are enhanced by a low tax rate and accommodating 
assessors. How men of high standing in the com- 
munity can evade their civic obligations, and pro- 
claim that the responsibility rests upon the public 
officials to outwit them in their ingenious devices 
for evasion, is a subject for moralists to consider. 
The taxpayer of ordinary means, whose property 
usually stands in full view, has no such oppor- 
tunity and makes no special study of the fine art 
of circumventing the law. Fortunately some of 
this concealed property has recently been brought 
to light, and Boston last year benefited consider- 
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ably as a result of these disclosures. I shall 
make every effort to further these profitable 
investigations. 

The city supports a separate Normal School at a 
large annual expense, yet pays its proportionate 
share, a sum amounting in 1908 to about $138,000, 
of the cost of the ten state normal schools. The 
automobile tax is added to the State Highway 
Fund, practically none of which is expended for the 
benefit of Boston, although its park roads and 
boulevards are crowded with motor vehicles and 
the city is under a heavy additional expense for 
maintenance in consequence. The city is also taxed 
for state highways in distant counties, but its own 
highways are built from the proceeds of local taxa- 
tion. Nearly the whole of the county tax is assessed 
upon Boston, although few will be found to dispute 
the proposition that Chelsea, Revere and Winthrop 
should in justice be charged with their share of 
this burden. 

The heavy burden of the metropolitan charges, 
and the unjust apportionment of them among the 
different communities that make up the metro- 
politan district, have been the constant theme 
of my predecessors in office, but at present there 
seems to be no immediate prospect of alleviation 
or redress. Boston is thus charged with an indebted- 
ness of more than $36,000,000, or 64 per cent of 
the total metropolitan debt. She provides a mag- 
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nificent park system,— including the Common and 
the Public Garden, Marine and Franklin Parks, 
Jamaica Pond and the Fens,— which is freely used 
by visitors from the entire metropolitan area. ‘The 
cost of the Boston park system is 86 per cent of the 
entire cost of municipal parks in the metropolitan 
area; yet Boston is also obliged to pay five-eighths 
of the cost of the metropolitan parks, including the 
cost of sea walls and bridges in the outlying: towns. 
This excessive charge, which includes the cost of 
maintenance as well as of construction, makes heavy 
inroads upon our annual tax levy. | 


SPECIAL FINANCIAL BURDENS. 


Besides these direct impositions, there is an 
indirect drain upon the resources of the city, 
due to its situation at the center of a populous 
metropolitan district. The Boston Police Depart- 
ment serves to a great degree as a metropolitan 
force, which is, however, wholly supported by 
Boston. In 1908, 88 per cent of all the arrests 
made in Boston, and about 48 per cent of all the 
arrests for intemperance, were of non-residents. 
Thirty years ago the proportions were about 
one thalf these figures. As a result the city is 
under an additional expense amounting to several | 
hundred thousand dollars annually. Its police 
force must be maintained at a strength able to 
cope with this great influx of non-resident inebri- 
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ates and offenders, while at the same time the 
necessity of concentrating the patrolmen in the 
down town stations renders it difficult at times 
to provide adequate protection for the outlying 
residential districts. Station houses have to be 
built on a larger scale to cace for the twenty thou- 
sand non-resident inebriates who are locked up 
annually in their cells. The dockets of the minor 
courts are crowded with these cases, and the county 
expenses, nearly all of which are borne by Boston, 
are correspondingly inflated. Finally, these unfor- 
tunates are sent in large numbers to our House 
of Correction, and there supported during the 
period of their confinement at the expense of the 
people of Boston. At the present time there are 
no fewer than three hundred and _ thirty-eight 
non-resident prisoners in that institution, and the 
cost of supporting them is more than $1,000 a 
week. The cost of station houses, court accom- 
modations and employees, and of the extra patrol- 
men required by these conditions, can scarcely be 
computed with precision, but it would surely be 
several times that figure. 

The Boston Fire Department incidentally affords 
protection to several of the adjoining municipali- 
ties. The bulk of the apparatus is located within 
striking distance of several surrounding cities 
and these naturally rely upon the well manned 
and splendidly equipped Boston force as an auxil- 
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iary to their own departments. Cambridge and 
Somerville are, in fact, nearer the business dis- 
trict where the Boston apparatus is necessarily 
concentrated than are the remoter sections of 
Dorchester and West Roxbury. 

The recent additions to the County Court- 
house remind us that the volume of business 
transacted in Suffolk County is out of all propor- 
tion to its relative population. For one reason 
or another attorneys prefer to bring their cases 
here, and the attendant expense is, once more, 
charged upon the taxpayers of Boston. It is high 
time that Boston should get some relief in this 
matter. 

I need not speak at length of the use made by 
an army of non-residents of our public baths and 
gymnasiums and of our public library; or of the 
73,000 metropolitan non-residents who earn their 
livelihoods in Boston. Enough has been said to 
establish my position that in its relation not only 
to the state, but to the surrounding cities and 
towns, Boston bears many financial burdens which 
are not properly her own. The non-resident tax- 
payer who laments his inability to shape the gov- 
ernmental policies of this city, while enjoying the 
comfortable tax rate of Brookline, may reflect 
that the corporation tax of Boston, diverted from 
its proper channels, has contributed to keep his 
local tax rate low, and that Boston in other ways 
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makes a considerable return for such benefits as 
he may confer by conducting his business within 
her borders. 


METROPOLITAN IMPROVEMENTS. 


The report of the Metropolitan Improvements 
Commission, made to the Legislature of last year and 
now referred to a quadruple joint board, consisting 
of the Railroad, Harbor and Land, Transit and Metro- 
politan Park commissions, is a very important public 
document. It affords a comprehensive basis for 
further investigation and for practical action which 
should not longer be delayed. The fact that the City 
of Boston was directly represented upon this com- 
mission, two of its five members having been 
appointed by me as Mayor in 1907, should give 
our city government a special interest in the 
outcome of its work. 

The quadruple board in its preliminary report to 
the present Legislature has already made one recom- 
mendation of great importance. It has asked that 
the opinion of the Supreme Court be taken as to the 
limits within which land-takings in connection with 
a public improvement must be confined in order to 
be constitutional. The present law only permits 
the taking of those estates of which some part at 
least falls within the lines of a proposed improve- 
ment, such for instance as the widening of a street. 
If the Court should give an opinion that estates 
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could be taken, under proper conditions, even if 
wholly outside of the area of the proposed improve- 
ment, such an enlargement of its powers would be 
likely to prove of much practical value to the City 
of Boston. , 

It has been possible to carry through ereat and 
expensive street improvements in some other cities, 
of which the widening of the Strand in London is 
the most notable example, only through the power 
of the municipality to take all of the property which 
would be enhanced in value by the improvement. 
Experience has shown that it is impossible for the 
city to obtain the benefit of such increased value 
by means of a benefit assessment, and the statute 
now limits such assessment to one-half of the actual 
benefit. If the city can obtain the right to real- 
ize the whole enhanced value of real estate directly 
benefited by a public improvement, so that this 
amount can be applied toward meeting the cost 
of the improvement, much can be done which is 
now financially impossible. 

The work of the quadruple joint board cannot 
fail to further emphasize the unique advantages 
of our water front and harbor. The model which 
the Board has prepared of a proposed development 
of the Commonwealth pier at South Boston for 
steamship traffic, both for passengers and freight, 
brings out these advantages in a striking manner. 
It shows how at a moderate expense this pier can 
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be developed to afford better facilities for the 
separate handling of passengers and freight, on 
different levels, with direct transfer to and from 
trains, than can be found anywhere in this country. 
Everything possible should be done to further 
develop Boston as a port for transatlantic 
passengers. 

In connection with the fuller development of 
our water front it is well worth while to endeavor 
to obtain from Congress the legislation which 
would be necessary to enable us to establish here 
such a free port as has contributed so greatly to 
the -commercial development of Hamburg. No 
city in this country possesses such facilities and 
advantages as Boston can offer for the establish- 
ment of a large bonded area on the water front in 
which goods can be manufactured, warehoused 
and transshipped free from all tariff restrictions. 


METROPOLITAN COUNCIL. 

Believing that all the metropolitan cities and 
towns have certain interests in common, I favored 
in 1906 a bill designed to create a metropolitan 
council, composed of the mayors and chairmen 
of the Boards of Selectmen within the metropoli- 
tan area. I still advocate the creation of such a 
body and believe it could accomplish much good, 
especially in maintaining a close watch upon legis- 
lation and uniting the members of the General 
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Court from the metropolitan district upon issues 
affecting the district as a whole. Legislation 
based upon the report of the Metropolitan Im- 
provements Commission—especially bills relating 
to the great questions of terminal improvements 
and circumferential thoroughfares—might occupy 
a conspicuous place in the deliberations of such 
a council. 
PUBLIC HEALTH. 

The conservation of material resources and the 
prevention of their waste and exhaustion is now 
commanding national recognition and adoption, and 
federal and state legislation is carrying this policy 
into effect. The conservation of our human 
resources, of the lives, health and well-being of the 
people, is at least as urgent a need, and a large 
part of this work comes within the province of 
the municipal government. The protection of the 
public health and well-being through modern 
methods of sanitation is now recognized as one of 
the most important functions of every great city. 
To say nothing of human suffering, the enormous 
waste and loss which is involved in the failure of 
the community to fully apply the safeguards which 
science has now taught us is more and more com- 
manding recognition. ,We are learning the lesson 
that most of the suffering of humanity is prevent- 
able; and men, women and children are at least 
as well worth protecting as minerals, forests and 
streams. 
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The comrnittee of one hundred on national vital- 
ity, appointed by President Roosevelt and widely 
recognized as an expert body, has found that on 
the average about 4 per cent of the population is 
more or less disabled by sickness and that about 
one-half of this sickness can be prevented by proper 
action on the part of the public health authorities. 
On this basis no less than 24,000 of the people of 
Boston are disabled by sickness, and if one-half 
of this sickness is preventable, 12,000 of our people 
can be saved from the burden of expense, the 
misery and the danger of death which disease 
' brings with it. Statistics show that more than 
50,000 men, women and children now living in 
Boston will probably die of tuberculosis alone 
unless sweeping preventive measures are taken. 
Many thousand more will die of typhoid, influenza 
and other diseases, the death rate from which can 
be considerably reduced by prompt and. efficient 
methods of health protection. If within the next 
generation we can reduce the number of deaths 
in this city from preventable diseases by one-half, 
this will extend from ten to twenty years the term 
of life of 30,000 to 40,000 of the people of Boston. 
This is, indeed, an end worth striving for, and it 
calls for our earnest efforts to place the public 
health activities of Boston in advance of those 
of any other city in the United States. We should 
no longer remain behind New York and Cleveland, 
to say nothing of the cities of Europe. 
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The record of Boston in establishing and organ- 
izing under my former administration the Con- 
sumptives’ Hospital Department, now recognized 
as leading this line. of work in the whole world, 
is an earnest of what we can accomplish in this 
larger field. Our Health Department should be 
so reorganized and strengthened that it will take 
a front rank in efficient and wide usefulness to 
the community, and if this requires a larger appro- 
priation than in the past it should be freely pro- 
vided, as our public money cannot be spent for 
a more useful purpose. | 


TREATMENT OF TUBERCULOSIS. 


In this connection I desire to call attention 
to the great need of a comprehensive investiga- 
tion, by an expert commission, to determine the 
proper spheres of the state and of its cities and 
towns respectively in relation to the protection 
of the public health, and to fix a basis of finan- 
cial contribution more equitable than that now 
in force. The recent public recognition of the 
problem of tuberculosis, and the provisions now 
made by the state and by Boston and a few other 
cities for dealing with it in hospitals, emphasizes 
the urgent need of a change in the present situa- 
tion, and I am heartily in sympathy with the 
attitude of my predecessor in calling this matter 
to the attention of the Governor. A great finan- 
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cial injustice is now done to Boston, as well as 
to the other cities which are providing for the 
erection and maintenance of such hospitals. The 
Consumptives’ Hospital Trustees ask for an appro- 
priation of $210,000 to support the work of their 
department during the current financial year; 
beside providing this large sum out of the city 
treasury we are also required to pay SBoston’s 
share, amounting to 386 per cent, of the expense 
of building and maintaining the three state hos- 
pitals for consumptives provided for by the Legis- 
lature of 1907, after the establishment of our 
Consumptives’ Hospital Department. Beside the 
building appropriation of $315,000, the annual 
expense of maintaining the 450 beds in these 
hospitals, on the basis of $12 a week for each 
patient, will be $280,000 a year, and Boston’s 
share of this expenditure will be $100,000. 

But it is not merely from a financial standpoint 
that injustice is thus done to Boston. We have 
a larger interest in the establishment of a sound 
and definite policy of dealing with the tuberculosis 
problem in this Commonwealth, to be followed 
both by the state itself and by its municipalities, 
which will, through harmony of action on lines 
approved by the highest authorities all over the 
world, really promise the ultimate eradication of 
this scourge. An encouraging feature of the fight 
against tuberculosis is the fact that cleanliness 
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and wholesome living are the chief curative agencies 
employed. Better sanitation in the home and 
the workshop will diminish not only consumption 
but many other diseases and thus raise the social 
and economic condition of great numbers of people. 
The economic importance of health and the vast 
economic loss occasioned by preventable disease 
is now so fully recognized by the wage-earners that 
the Boston Central Labor Union has _ recently 
appointed a special committee to deal with this 
subject. This is certainly a most encouraging step 
and a gratifying demonstration of the fact that 
the advanced and enlightened policy now established 
by the City of Boston is receiving the recognition 
and support of the great mass of the people. But 
the adoption of a common policy by the state and 
by the City of Boston is essential for the accom- 
plishment of the largest results. 

Boston has adopted the policy, indorsed by the 
highest authorities upon tuberculosis, of devoting 
her hospital accommodations, necessarily limited 
to a comparatively small number of beds, to the 
use of advanced cases. ‘This policy has the great 
merit of relieving the family of the patient from 
the burden of caring in the home for the most 
desperate and pathetic class of cases and of remov- 
ing the worse sources of infection, which otherwise 
spread the disease to other members of the house- 
hold. If this policy is the sound one, and I believe 
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that it is, it should also be adopted by the state in 
respect to the beds in the three new state hospitals; 
if it is not the sound one, this should be demon- 
strated by proper authority in order that our 
department may change its practice. But we should 
remember that it is quite impossible to provide 
hospital accommodations for all who are sufferers 
from this disease; the practical question is merely 
whether the patient in an advanced state should 
be left in the household,— often in a crowded tene- 
ment,—in order that the hospital accommodation 
may be occupied by the incipient patient, who 
can be greatly helped and generally cured by fol- 
lowing a proper regime under medical direction 
in the home. An expert commission appointed 
by the Governor could do a very valuable service 
at the present time in the way of co-ordinating 
the efforts of the state with those of Boston and 
other cities and laying out a consistent policy, 
the ultimate cost and results of which could be 
predicted in advance, instead of allowing a make- 
shift and uncertain policy to be developed from 
year to year. 

Such a commission should also deal with the 
very important question of securing the proper 
enforcement of the health laws of the state in all 
the cities and towns of the Commonwealth. Munici- 
palities are now required by law to provide proper 
facilities for isolating all persons suffering from 
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diseases dangerous to the public health, and the 
State Board of Health, in accordance with the 
authority vested in it by law, has declared tuber- 
culosis to be such a disease. But Boston and a 
few other cities are the only municipalities which 
have made any provision for obeying the law, 
at their own expense, while the others are allowed 
to violate the law with impunity and to look to 
the state to provide accommodations for their 
consumptives. Yet the best authorities on public 
health recognize that effective treatment must 
begin in the home, which is under the control of the 
local health authority, while direct state action 
looks rather to the treatment of a limited number 
of cases in distant hospitals than to the prevention 
or cure of disease before the stage of hospital treat- 
ment is reached. 
RAPID TRANSIT. 

I have strongly favored the improvement and 
extension of transit facilities within the city, par- 
ticularly the construction of subway or tunnel con- 
nections to the South Station, South Boston and 
Dorchester. The report -which the joint board 
consisting of the Railroad Commission and the 
Boston Transit Commission has recently made 
to the Legislature distinctly favors a subway con- 
nection between the Park Street Station and the 
South Station and recommends preliminary action 
looking toward its construction, and this or

some like project I shall heartily support. In 
spite of the unfavorable report of this joint board 
upon proposed subway extensions to South Boston 
and Dorchester, I believe that the need of such 
extensions is so great, and that they will have 
such an effect in increasing the taxable value of 
property in those districts, that some way should 
be found to secure their construction. The people 
of these sections are entitled to as good facilities 
of rapid transit as the people of Cambridge, who 
have secured both a subway and an elevated line. 

While Boston was a pioneer in subway con- 
struction, other great cities, notably New York, 
have now far surpassed us in their investments 
to secure rapid transit, even allowing for the differ- 
ence in population and valuation. None of our 
municipal investments have been better warranted 
than the $15,000,000 which we have thus far 
expended in subway construction. Even if it 
should be shown that it is impossible to secure 
immediately a full rental return from the addi- 
tional subways which the needs of ‘our popu- 
lation require, this should not be allowed to stand 
in the way of their construction, if the effect in 
increasing taxable values, in addition to the greater 
public convenience, can reasonably be expected to 
make the municipal investment a good one in the 
long run. 

The recent completion of the Washington Street 
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Tunnel has resulted in a substantial increase of 
values along the surface line which it follows, and 
there is little room for doubt that future subways 
will operate to the great advantage of property 
owners, particularly in the vicinity of the stations. 
No betterments have ever been assessed for the 
cost of subway construction, the entire charge 
falling upon the city and the transportation com- 
pany,— that is to say, ultimately upon the traffic 
that passes through the tunnels. The injustice of 
this becomes more apparent when we observe 
that the enormous rise in land values along 
Washington street has not been accompanied by 
corresponding improvements in the buildings that 
front on that thoroughfare. Many owners of this 
property have merely accepted the rise in values, 
due to the growth of a great commercial city around 
them, without contributing anything to this rise. 
Visitors to Boston and all intelligent students of its 
problems have been impressed with the curious 
fact that our busiest and most central thor- 
oughfare, on which the volume of daily business 
mounts into the millions, is still lined with old 
buildings, whose tenacity of life does more credit 
to the thrift than to the enterprise of their owners. 

The elevated structure along Washington street 
and through Charlestown is admitted to be an 
injury to property in those important districts. 
The development of underground transportation 
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should render it unnecessary to resort to this 
form of construction in the future, and opens the 
question whether it may not prove possible, 
upon terms fair to all interests involved, to 
remove the present unsightly structures. 

I believe it should be feasible to do in Boston 
what has been done in other cities. The elevated 
structures, at least along Washington street, 
should be removed and the subways extended. 
Equitable assessments, adjusted to the consequent 
rise in values, should be levied upon the adjoin- 
ing property; many of the owners, I am assured, 
would be glad to contribute their share to the 
cost of this great improvement. 


+ PENSIONS FOR CITY EMPLOYEES. 


I have repeatedly favored the establishment, 
alike in the interest of true economy and of 
humanity, of a modern pension system for our 
municipal employees, at least as comprehensive 
and adequate as those now adopted by many 
great private corporations. Cities have no legal 
right to establish such a system until authorized 
by state legislation, and mayors of Boston have 
in vain endeavored for more than ten years 
to obtain the passage of a permissive act for this 
purpose. Those who have complained the most 
loudly of the loss to the city occasioned by the 
carrying of aged employees upon its pay rolls 
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have only recently come to recognize that this 
loss will continue until such time as some fair 
method is devised of relieving the city service 
of those whom age or misfortune has rendered 
inefficient. 

Fortunately there is now a more intelligent 
interest in the subject, and many taxpayers are 
recognizing that upon economic grounds alone 
Boston would be warranted in following the exam- 
ple: of some of our greatest commercial organi- 
zations. The able and elaborate report of the 
state commission on old age pensions, recently 
submitted to the Legislature, should now pave 
the way for securing favorable action upon this 
matter at the present session. This report recom- 
mends a carefully considered scheme of munic- 
ipal pensions, applicable to all the cities of the 
state and subject to adoption in each city by popu- 
lar vote. The plan provides elaborately for com- 
pulsory old age insurance for municipal employees, 
on a contributory and co-operative basis; it is 
worked out in a very fair and practical manner, 
the fundamental provision being that equal con- 
tributions shall be made by the empleyee and 
by the city treasury. 

It is greatly to be hoped that the report of this 
commission will lead the Legislature to take favor- 
able action upon the bill which it recommends, 
and I shall ask the City Council to co-operate 
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with me in urging its passage. I believe that all 
who have investigated this “important subject 
are now agreed that the adoption of such a meas- 
ure iS a necessary preliminary to establishing the 
service of the city upon a proper basis of efficiency. 
Municipal pensions upon such a basis would rep- 
resent, not an unearned gratuity to the employee, 
but in part compulsory self-insurance, in part 
a special contribution by way of deferred wages 
for long and faithful service. The establish- 
ment of such a full municipal pension system by 
the City of Boston would also give a powerful 
impetus to the extension of the compulsory insur- 
ance idea in its various beneficent applications, — 
an idea which has contributed largely to the 
wonderful organization and efficiency of modern 
industrial Germany. 


INDEPENDENT RAILROAD CONNECTIONS. 

The railroad problem is a vital one to Massa- 
chusetts and to Boston. Through the action of the 
Legislature of last year the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road has now come under the control and manage- 
ment of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, and these now constitute one system to 
all intents and purposes. It seems to me that a 
full realization of the advantages which it was 
claimed that this practical consolidation would 
bring to New England requires the construction of 
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a new and independent line of railroad across the 
state of New York,:connecting the Boston & Maine 
system with the Great Lakes at Buffalo. This pro- 
ject deserves far more encouragement than it has 
hitherto received from our business men and pub- 
lic authorities, and the City of Boston has a great 
interest in its success. The application for the 
necessary authority to construct such a connecting 
line, once rejected, has recently been renewed 
before the Public Utilities Commission of New 
York, for the second district, and it should 
receive all of the support which we can give to it. 
Nothing would so effectively strengthen our rail- 
road situation and protect us against unjust dis- 
criminations as the possession of a connection with | 
the west independent of existing trunk lines. 


THE PARKMAN FUND. 

An opportunity to add many features of interest 
to our park system, without cost to the tax- 
payers, has been afforded by the munificent bequest 
of $5,000,000 made to the city under the will of the 
late George Francis Parkman. ‘This far-sighted 
lover of Boston has added luster to a family name 
already distinguished in our annals by associat- 
ing it for all time with the improvement of those 
open spaces which afford to multitudes of city 
residents their only means of direct contact with 
uature. The aggregate income of this fund will 
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probably amount to $2,000,000 in the next ten 
years. With such a sum it should be possible to 
provide many improvements and attractions long 
recognized as appropriate features of our parks 
and public grounds. An aquarium at Marine Park 
seems to me one of the most obviously desirable 
of such features; this would give instruction and 
entertainment to many, offering vivid illustrations 
of that ocean life with which this seaport is so 
associated and which affords the foundation of the 
fisheries in which our people have been engaged 
from the earliest colonial days. A _  zodlogical 
garden might well be added at Franklin Park or 
some other suitable location, with other features in- 
cluded in the original plans for that beautiful recrea- 
tion ground as drawn by Mr. Olmsted. The special 
memorial to the donor should, in my opinion, be 
placed on the Common, which doubtless endeared 
itself to the citizen who dwelt beside it for so 
many years and enjoyed from his window the — 
daily prospect of its shaded walks and refreshing 
lawns. The question of precedence in the making 
of suggestions as to the application of the income 
of this fund 1s less vital than the preparation of a 
unified plan, governed by expert knowledge, good 
taste and the broadest interests of the community, 
and, above all, by the expressed intention of our 
worthy benefactor.  - 
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NOTABLE IMPROVEMENTS. 


The notable improvements made in this city 
during the last five years, both through public and 
private action, are most encouraging. The erec- 
tion by Eben D. Jordan, one of our leading 
merchants, of a splendid opera house, worthy of 
the rank of this city as a musical center, should 
strengthen our faith in the greatness of Boston’s 
future. The expansion of our Chamber of Com- 
merce into one of the strongest business organiza- 
tions in the country, the notable additions to our 
transit facilities, the completion of the Charles 
River Basin, the successful organization of the 
1915 movement, the great improvements pro- 
jected in the report of the Metropolitan Improve- 
ments Commission, the opening of the new Art 
Museum,— all these things are full of encourage- 
ment. I shall always be glad to work with any 
and all organizations which are aiming to improve 
the economic and social conditions of our people, 
to bring more industries, trade and commerce to 
Boston, or to realize the great public improve- 
ments which we still urgently need. 


PUBLIC UTILITIES COMMISSION. 
I have suggested the desirability of adopting 
in this state the plan introduced in New York, 
on the recommendation of Governor Hughes, in 
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respect to the supervision and regulation of public 
service corporations. Under this plan all such 
corporations come under the jurisdiction of a single 
tribunal within a given territory, and the state 
is divided into two districts, one of which includes 
the metropolitan area and the other the rest of the 
state. This plan seems to me to promise important 
advantages to the public in comparison with the 
system existing in this state, under which 
the metropolitan district and the rural parts of 
the state come under the same commission and the 
various public service corporations come under 
the jurisdiction of different commissions. The 
New York plan has the merit of simplicity and 
ereater concentration of the power of regulation, 
and it seems to offer the public more convenient 
opportunities for the presentation and redress of 
any just grievances with respect to rates or service. 
The New York system has the further advantage 
of securing the undivided services and attention 
of the members of the commission, through the 
payment of adequate salaries. The relations of 
public service corporations to our people are of 
such great and growing importance that we are 
entitled to the benefit of the best and most effective 
method of public supervision and regulation which 
has been anywhere worked out and approved by 
results. 
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INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS. 

Although his official duties have a prior claim 
upon the attention of the chief executive, there is 
no interest in the city and no phase of its life which 
does not overlap at some point the sphere of his 
legitimate activity. I am particularly concerned 
to note the slow rate of increase of the manu- 
facturing industries of Boston. Only 34,033 men 
are reported as employed in manufacturing in- 
dustries in this city, as against 15,627 in Lynn, 
11,305 in Brockton, and 16,892 in Worcester,— 
cities whose combined populations amount to only , 
a fraction of ours; and the average yearly wage 
is less in Boston’s manufacturing industries than in 
those of Lynn and Brockton. It is true we employ 
a great army of middle-men and _ distributors, 
but an increase of productive industries would 
give occupation to thousands now regularly or 
intermittently idle. Such men naturally seek 
positions in the city departments and increase the 
pressure for municipal employment. 

In this connection I would point out that the 
entire number of persons employed by the city 
at salaries above $1,000, excluding heads of 
departments, deputies and superintendents, but 
including clerks, tellers, bookkeepers, cashiers, 
stenographers and the like, is only 277. Many 
large business concerns in this part of the country 
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employ a greater force at more attractive salaries, 
and with a better prospect of permanent tenure 
and promotion. The realization of this fact 
should encourage applicants for positions not 
to confine their efforts to so limited a field. 

One remedy for the stagnation of industry in 
Boston is the adoption of a more practical system 
of education, aiming to prepare the pupil directly 
for his work in after life, and by so doing 
to improve his prospect of securing lucrative em- 
ployment. The new High School of Commerce, 
the School of Practical Arts, the Mechanic Arts 
High School, the proposed vocational bureau, all 
recognize the mutual needs of the pupils and of 
the society into which they are to fit as productive 
factors. The reorganized state board of education is 
now introducing industrial and vocational training 
into the public school system of the Common- 
wealth, and a few years will see marked develop- 
ments in this new line of educational work. I have 
advocated, and will continue to promote to the 
best of my ability, all agencies of this character, 
believing that they tend not only to reduce the 
ereat evil. of unemployment, but to raise the 
standard of skilled labor and enhance its dignity 
and reward. They should also do much to create 
a new atmosphere among the youth of the city, 
since they impart to young men the practical 
knowledge which brings power and _ confidence. 
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With a keener interest in the pursuits of com- 
merce and a more marked ambition to carve out 
independent careers, no. generation has _ ever 
enjoyed a fairer opportunity than that. which is 
about to take its place in the industrial life of 
Boston. 

At the other extreme of industrial organization, 
I find an unfortunate attitude on the part of those 
to whom we should naturally look for leadership. 
Local capital has sought outlets in distant spec- 
ulation and neglected enterprises nearer home, 
which in many instances would offer safer returns. 
The recent report of the Metropolitan: Improve- 
ments Commission well declares: ‘‘The promoters 
and managers of New England industries have 
been too prone in the past to turn their 
backs upon the signal opportunities presented 
by the water front of Boston Bay. . .. The 
European ports in which there has been in the 
past twenty-five years such unparalleled indus- 
trial as well as commercial development could 
hardly duplicate, either in the number or the excel- 
lence of their sites for ideal manufacturing con- 
ditions, the areas which are comprised within this 
very water front of metropolitan Boston. In the 
main harbor alone there are many available sites 
for industrial districts, which, with both water 
and rail connections, might rival in extent the 
celebrated Bush Terminal of Brooklyn.’”’ No words 
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of mine could heighten this picture of opportunity 
unimproved —of cheap, available sites, accessible 
to rail and tide water, neglected by local capital. 


CONCLUSION. 

The world is growing better, not worse. The 
spirit of the times is virile and hopeful. We have 
witnessed great calamities in recent years. ‘The 
very existence of great cities has been threatened, 
yet at each new visitation mankind has rallied 
to the relief of the sufferers, and the circles of 
human brotherhood have been widened. The indi- 
vidual life is becoming richer and more complex. 
We have greater physical powers, broader intel- 
lectual interests, a wider range of spiritual satisfac- 
tions. All over the earth, as well as here in the 
heart of New England, the functions of govern- 
ments are becoming more and more compreheusive. 
Who can seriously doubt that these extensions 
of public activity are the very index of prog- 
ress, when it is among the most enlightened 
nations that we see the movement at its height? 
It is to the credit of Boston, and no occasion for 
alarm, that her government leads the other great 
cities of the globe in many humane undertakings 
and emulates them in all. 

With so many problems awaiting settlement, 
so many opportunities opening before us, it is 
agreed on all sides that the next four years will 
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embrace a critical period in the history of Boston. 
No man, unassisted, can solve all of these prob- 
lems, with their technical difficulties, or even 
collect the data on which proper solutions must 
be based. I appeal, therefore, for co-operation in 
this great undertaking to all public spirited citi- 
zens Who appreciate the difficulty as well as the 
importance of the task that confronts me. I 
appeal to the Press, which has done so much 
to create these new conditions in Boston, to 
treat with fair consideration those who are now 
charged with the official responsibility of reduc- 
ing theory to practice. I appeal to you, 
gentlemen of the City Council, holding equally 
with myself a direct commission from all the 
people of our city, to continue to exercise 
your functions in the spirit which, I know, 
animates all of you to-day; let us endeavor 
to agree whenever we can, to differ only when 
we must. I appeal to the heads of all our city 
departments, and through them to the 13,000 city 
employees of every rank, reminding them that 
the obligation rests upon them to give to a gen- 
erous employer a just return in quantity and 
quality of service rendered. I count confidently 
upon harmonious relations with the members of 
the School Board, whose problems are interwoven 
with the welfare of future generations. I would 
assure all the civic associations, now happily 
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springing up in many quarters, that their goal 
‘is mine, and that we can achieve it more readily 
by united than by divided efforts. I appeal 
finally through you, ‘my hearers of to-day, to 
the entire citizenship of Boston, and I ask them, 
regardless of past differences, to co-operate with the 
city government which they have elected under the 
new charter. It should not need a catastrophe, 
such as flood, fire, or earthquake, to obliterate the 
barriers of prejudice here in Boston, or to heal 
the wounds of political strife. The mere vision of 
our noble city and the recollection of its glorious 
past should suffice to unite us. Let us then all 
draw together and the dawn of a greater prosperity 
will soon regild her seal. The prayer that forms its 
motto will be answered. We can scarcely ask more 
than that God should continue to be to us as He 
was to our fathers.

Hon. Grorce A. HiIBBArD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Dear Sir,— The Art Commission submits the following 
report for the year beginning February 1, 1909, and ending 
February 1, 1910. 

The Superintendent of Public Buildings having asked the 
co-operation of this commission in preserving the paintings 
in Faneuil Hall, this commission has learned with regret 
that this work could only be begun during the year, because 
of a lack of available funds. It is earnestly hoped that 
these paintings may be promptly put into proper condition 
so as to save them from further damage during the year 
1910-11. 

Pursuant to an order of the Common Council April 2, 
1908, negotiations with the Boston & Albany Railroad, 
begun during the year 1908-09, have been continued, 
with a view to securing more appropriate fences on the rail- 
road bridges, for which that corporation is responsible in this 
city. Structural repairs to the Harrison Avenue Bridge 
being now in contemplation, it is understood by this com- 
mission that an appropriate iron fence will soon be sub- 
stituted for the present unsatisfying structure. 

The Superintendent of Public Grounds having requested 
this commission to superintend the cleaning of the equestrian 
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statue of George Washington in the Public Garden, the work 
was done under the direction of this commission during 
June, 1909. 

On January 29, 1909, the Superintendent of Public Grounds 
transmitted to this commission an order of the Common 
Council January 21, 1909, requesting him “to place an iron 
fence surrounding the Joseph Warren statue.” Messrs. 
Carrére and Hastings of New York, architects of the Joseph 
Warren monument, were accordingly requested to submit to 
this commission a sketch for such a fence. Full sized draw- 
ings from this sketch were subsequently made by Mr. 
Jennings, of the firm of Austin & Stickney, architects, of this 
city. The design was approved by this commission, and, it 
is hoped, will be put into execution by the Department of 
Public Grounds during the coming year. 

In accordance with a vote of the Board of Aldermen 
January 11, 1909, authorizing this commission to secure a 
duplicate of a bronze tablet stolen from the site of the Spar- 
hawk mansion, on Warren avenue, Brighton, a proposal of 
the Murdock-Shaw Company, February 238, 1909, to furnish 
such a duplicate and place it in position for the sum of eighty 
(80) dollars was accepted by the chairman March 3, 1909. 

In accordance with a vote of the Board of Aldermen 
March 8, 1909, appropriating eight hundred and five (805) 
dollars for four bronze tablets, to be placed ‘‘one at Savin 
Hill, designating the location of the first settlement of Dor- 
chester; one at the old Dorchester Burying Ground; one at 
the site of the birthplace of Edward Everett, and one at the 
site of the first Meeting House and Free School in Dor- 
chester,” the Murdock-Shaw Company of Boston submitted 
to this commission designs for the proposed tablets, and on 
April 16, 1909, these were approved. On May 19, 1909, loca- 
tions for these tablets were similarly approved. The Murdock- 
Shaw Company having agreed to furnish the tablets for the 
sum appropriated, and having set them in place, a requi- 
sition for eight hundred and five (805) dollars in favor of 
the Murdock-Shaw Company was made by the chairman of 
this commission June 9, 1909. 

On April 15, 1909, a design for a tablet to be erected in 
Jamaica Plain by Mary Draper Chapter, Daughters of the 
American Revolution, was approved, and, after examination, 
~ a bowlder on which to place the tablet and a location for the 
same were approved on May 11. 

On December 6, 1909, the commission approved two new 
panels at the Franklin Union, executed by Mr. Mills. 
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The Superintendent of» Public Buildings having submitted 
to this commission May 14, 1909, a design for a proposed 
clock at Peabody square, Ashmont, the design could not be 
approved. In rejecting it, this commission suggested that 
any plan for improving Peabody square would be incomplete 
which did not provide for the removal of the telephone post, 
and, if possible, the trolley post on the grass plot which is 
the main feature of the square. It was the opinion of this 
commission that the telephone and electric light wires should 
be carried beneath the bridge, or otherwise disposed of, the 
square being naturally one of the most attractive of the 
city. A new design for the proposed clock, drawn by Mr. 
Austin, of Austin & Stickney, was approved October 4, 
1909, and a location at Peabody square for the clock was 
approved on December 24. 

On September 17, 1909, your Honor sent to the chairman 
of this commission, among others, a letter suggesting that 
steps might well be taken to secure a saner and more appro- 
priate celebration of the Fourth of July. This subject was 
duly considered by this commission, at whose instance a 
meeting was called at the Bar Association Library January 
20, 1909, to formulate a plan for a fitting celebration. This 
commission is ready to do whatever it may with propriety 
towards this end. 

In compliance with an order of the Board of Aldermen 
March 16, 1908, the commission then considered, and has 
further studied during this year, the relocation of certain 
statues in the public open spaces of Boston. This commis- 
sion understands that plans are in preparation by the Munic- 
ipal Improvement League for relocating certain statues on 
the. Public Garden, on Commonwealth avenue, between 
Arlington street and Massachusetts avenue. When these 
plans are submitted to this commission they will receive 
immediate attention, and, if adopted, the Mayor’s approval 
of the relocation will be requested in accordance with section 
2, chapter 410, Acts of 1898. 

In accordance with an order of the Board of Aldermen 
October 29, 1909, requesting the heads of various depart- 
ments to report recommendations for the expenditure of the 
income of the Parkman Fund, the chairman and two members 
of this commission met with your Honor, and with the 
heads of other departments, to consider this subject. In 
this connection the chairman wrote to your Honor November 
11, 1909, as follows: 

“On behalf of the Art Commission, I beg to request that 
your Honor recommend to the Board of Aldermen the appro- 
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priation of twenty thousand (20,000) dollars from the income 
of the Parkman Fund to be spent by the Art Commission in 
the following manner: 

“Ten thousand (10,000) dollars for relocating the statues 
of Hamilton, Glover and Garrison, now on Commonwealth 
avenue, and the statues of Cass, Sumner and Everett, now on 
the Public Garden. 

“Ten thousand (10,000) dollars for improving the corner 
of the Common at Park and Beacon streets, and the side of 
the Common from Park street to a point opposite Hancock 
street, in a manner befitting the architectural dignity and 
the historical importance of the Shaw monument.” 

In closing this report, I beg to call again to your Honor’s 
attention the facts stated as follows in my letter of December 
10, 1909: ‘‘This commission has been greatly handicapped 
during the current year by its inability to pay for service 
which it has been obliged to induce experts to render without 
payment. A further continuance of this practice is lable 
to limit seriously this commission’s usefulness to the city. 
Under these circumstances, it is hoped that your Honor wili 
approve the moderate increase which this commission 
requests,” 7. e., an increase from four hundred (400) dollars 
to eight hundred (800) dollars for the year.

For convenience of assessment, and as authorized by chap- 
ter 115 of the Acts of the year 1889, which provides that the 
assessors may “divide any ward . . . into convenient 
assessment districts,’’ the twenty-five wards of the city are 
divided into forty-six districts — five of them into three each, 
eleven of them into two each, and nine are undivided.

The Board of Assessors received a state warrant in accord- 
ance with the provisions of chapter 488, Acts 1895, and chap- 
ter 453, Acts 1901, and any and all acts in addition and 
amendment thereto, entitled ‘‘An Act to Provide for a Metro- 
politan Water Supply,” amounting to $1,862,823.42.

The valuation can be increased $1,224,900 for bank stock 
assessed at the several rates of the places where the banks 
are located, as the Tax Commissioner of the Commonwealth 
credits the City of Boston with the stock held by its citizens 
in Massachusetts banks located outside that city. It may be 
further increased by $77,120,900 on account of holdings by 
citizens of Boston in Massachusetts corporations. 

These valuations are determined by taking the amount 
paid by the Commonwealth to the city during the financial 
year on account of corporate taxes assessed as of the first 
day of May of that year. The totals are underestimates, as 
the collection extends beyond the year in which taxes are 
assessed, and a small proportion of their total sum is paid 
over to the city with the assessments of subsequent years. 

As the revenue from these sources is always estimated 
before the amount to be raised by taxation is determined, the 
effect of the valuation of this property in reducing the rate 
of taxation is the same as though its amount was included in 
the assessors’ aggregate and the taxes were assessed by them.

10, 1897, exempt from the action of this statute, but said 
railways pay, under chapter 500 of the Acts of 1897, a very 
similar tax to the Commonwealth, which tax is distributed 
by the treasurer of the Commonwealth among the cities and 
towns in which said railroads operate. Boston’s proportion 
of this tax is $74,218.72. 

There was also credited to the City of Boston by the treas- 
urer of the Commonwealth the sum of $359,309.62, being 
the city’s share of franchise tax on street railways under 
chapter 14, of the Revised Laws.

buildings, formerly used as polling booths, but now placed on the island 
for use as hospitals; steamboat wharf, storehouse for infected cargoes, 
and other buildings, with the live stock, farming utensils, merchandise, 
provisions, tools, ete., for carrying on the Quarantine Station. 

SmatitPpox Hospirat, Southampton street, two buildings erected in 
1893. The contents of the lot are about 52,660 square feet.

HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Trustees of the Boston City 
Hospital: 

The land bounded by Harrison avenue, East Concord street, Albany 
street and Massachusetts avenue. The lot consists of 430,963 square feet. 
Also the land to the southwest of Massachusetts avenue, bounded by 
Albany street, Northampton street and a passageway near Harrison 
avenue, consisting of 125,736 square feet. On the first lot is the Boston 
City Hospital proper, which consists of a group of twenty-four buildings. 
On the second lot mentioned is situated the South Department, for infec- 
tious diseases, which consists of a group of eight buildings. 

The Trustees also have charge of a plot of land containing about 69,785 
square feet, on the east side of Albany street, in the rear of the hospital. 
On this lot are situated the ambulance stable, boiler house, dynamo sta- 
tion, coal pocket and storage house. 

The Convalescent Home is situated on 610,500 square feet of land, at 
No. 2150 Dorchester avenue, near the Dorchester Lower Mills. On this 
property is a three-story house, with a two-story ell, with accommoda- 
tions for thirty-four patients and eight employees. There are also a 
barn and stable, shed and recreation house for patients. About one-half 
of this property is highly improved and one-half woodland and pasture. 

The Haymarket Square Relief Station; lot contains 9,449 square feet 
of land, on which is a three-story brick building with two one-story ells. 

The East Boston Relief Station is situated on 7,500 feet of land, at 
No. 14 Porter street, East Boston. On this land is a three-story brick 
hospital and a two-story brick ambulance stable. 
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The total amount of land in this department is 1,253,933 square feet, 
or 28,5, acres. The number of buildings is forty-four. 


CHILDREN’S INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


MarceLua StreeT Home.— Contents of lot, 338,837 square feet. Of 
this 197,487 feet were taken by the Park Department in July, 1903. The 
part of the estate still held by the Trustees of Children is not in use. 

PARENTAL ScHoou.— The Bolles estate, situated on Spring street, West 
Roxbury, consisting of about twenty-eight acres of land, dwelling house, 
farmer’s house, stable, ice house, boathouse, sheds, etc., was purchased in 
August, 1892, at a cost of $30,000, for a Parental School. There have 
been erected on this place a kitchen and laundry house, two temporary 
school buildings, three dormitories and a hospital. In 1901 additional 
land to amount of 778,448 square feet was purchased at a cost of $35,262.27. 
Three new cottages have been erected. Work on the erection of a new 
school building to contain eight class rooms and a hall was begun in 
September, 1909. 

RaInsForRD IsLAND (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 1871 of 
the Commonwealth at a cost of $40,000, containing eleven acres. The 
buildings are occupied by the Suffolk School for Boys. 


BOSTON. INFIRMARY DEPARTMENT. 


AumsHousgs, Alford street, Charlestown, is situated on a lot containing 
102,400 feet, with garden containing 73,038 feet, near the Everett line, a 
short distance from the Malden Bridge. The building is of brick, built in 
1849, is 100 feet long by 45 feet wide, three and one-half stories high, with 
two wings, one story high, 39 feet by 19 feet, and two wings, two and one- 
half and three and one-half stories high, 45 feet by 23 feet. One hundred 
twenty inmates can be accommodated. On the lot are a large barn and 
other outbuildings. 

Lona Istanp.— The department controls about 167 acres. A building 
accommodating 350 persons was erected on this island in the years 1886 
and 1887, and is now occupied by male paupers. A building for about 
250 female paupers, a hospital with 250 beds, a chapel seating 800, a 
power house about 116 feet long by 40 feet wide and two stories high 
(including laundry and bakery), a house for the superintendent, a hos- 
pital for consumptives, with fifty-one beds, a home for nurses, a tie-up 
for cattle and a mortuary have since been erected. There are also a large 
barn, ice house, piggery and other farm buildings and a reservoir with 
capacity of 1,000,000 gallons. 

STEAMER “JoHNn Howarp.’’— This boat is 38.14 tons burden, 70.7 feet 
long, 14.5 feet beam, 5.65 feet draft, and was built at a cost of $18,000. 
Her berth is at Long Island, where, being fully equipped for fire duty, she 
ean be called on at short notice should a fire occur on any of the islands. 

The boat is used for the conveyance to and from the city of the visiting 
medical staff of the Long Island Hospital, the heads of the departments 
conducting institutions on Long, Rainsford and Deer Islands, and the 
clergy officiating therein. 


PENAL INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


_ The following property is in charge of the Penal Institutions Commis- 
sioner: 

House or Correction, Deer ISLAND, containing about 100 acres of 
upland, about fifty acres of flats, on which are the large brick prison 
buildings, prison building for women, hospital, heat and power plant, 
workshops, piggery, etc., required for carrying on House of Correction.

BOSTON FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


By Chapter 308 of the Acts of 1909, the Fire Commissioner of the City of 
Boston for the time being and his successors in office, and twelve members 
of the Fire Department of the City of Boston, to be chosen as hereinafter 
provided, and their successors, shall constitute a body corporate for the 
purpose of receiving and holding all sums of money and real and personal

FOSS SEVENTEENTH OF JUNE AND FLAG FUNDS. 


The City Council of the City of Charlestown, in August, 1866, accepted 
the bequest made in the will of the late JacosB Foss, who died in Charles- 
town June 2, 1866, the income of which is to be expended for the following 
purposes: 

Celebrating the anniversary of the Battle of Bunker Hill, for either or 


all of the following purposes, viz.: ‘‘ Ringing the bells, firing salutes, music, 
or decorating the streets.”’

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This fund has resulted from a bequest to the “‘ Inhabitants of the Town 
of Boston, in Massachusetts,’? made by BENJAMIN FRANKLIN in a codicil 
to his will (see Suffolk Probate Records, book 712, page 1). The said eodi- 
cil provided that the fund, “if accepted by the inhabitants of the Town 
of Boston,” should he managed “under the direction of the Select Men 
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united with the Ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational and 
Presbyterian Churches in that Town,” who were to loan upon certain 
stated conditions portions of the said fund, at 5 per cent interest, ‘to 
-such young married artificers, under the age of 25 years, as have served 
an Apprenticeship in the said Town; and faithfully fulfilled the Duties 
required in their Indentures, so as to obtain a good moral Character from 
at least two respectable Citizens, who are willing to become their Sureties 
in a Bond.” 

The fund was accepted by the Town at a Town meeting held May 25, 
1790 (Franklin having died April 17, 1790), and the “ Donation’? was 
paid to persons acting as managers in 1791. 

Franklin’s codicil provided that at the end of 100 years the managers 
should reserve #, of the amount which Franklin estimated would have 
accumulated by that time, this amount to continue “to be let out on 
interest in the manner above directed for another hundred years,’’ and 
that they should spend +29 of the fund which had by that time accumu- 
lated “in Publie Works which may be judged of most general utility to 
the inhabitants such as Fortifications, Bridges, Aqueducts, Public Build- 
ings, Baths, Pavements or whatever may make living in the Town more 
convenient to its People and render it more agreeable to strangers resort- 
ing thither for Health or a temporary residence.” 

The first period of 100 years expired May 2, 1891, but a suit brought 
by the heirs of Franklin temporarily prevented the expenditure of this 
portion of the fund for the purposes specified, and it was not until 
January 17, 1894, that the treasurer of the fund, Mr. Samuel F. McCleary, 
by direction of the ministers of the three churches named in the codicil 
and the Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston, which Board had been 
assumed to be the successors of the “Select Men,” paid to the City Treas- 
urer $329,300.48 (42° of the fund); and the said persons voted that this 
amount be expended ‘‘in the purchase of land and for the erection thereon 
of the Franklin Trades School and for the equipment of the same.” The 
fund was not, however, expended for that purpose, certain suits having 
been brought to have the courts determine who were in fact managers 
of said fund; and it was finally decided (see Collins vs. Doyle, 184 Mass. 
373) that the ‘“selectmen while in the performance of their duties as 
managers were not acting as public officers of the town,” and that the 
members of the Board of Aldermen “did not become their successors as 
managers of the Franklin Fund’’; and by virtue of a final decree made by 
Justice William C. Loring of the Supreme Judicial Court on March 16, 
1904, nine persons (of whom the Mayor of Boston is, ex officio, one) were 
appointed to act in conjunction with the ministers of the three churches 
as managers of the said fund. The managers are the rector of Christ 
Church, the ministers of the First Church in Boston and the First United 
Presbyterian Church, John F. Fitzgerald, Mayor of Boston (ex officio), 
Richard Olney (Chairman), William Endicott, Nathan Matthews, Charles 
hammcee James J. Storrow (Secretary), John A. Sullivan and George 

. Swain. 

From the accumulated fund there has been expended by the managers 
$388,852.35 on account of the construction and equipment of a building 
at the corner of Appleton and Berkeley streets, known as the Franklin 
Union, and containing a hall capable of seating 1,000, 24 class rooms, 
and 6 draughting rooms. The object of the institution is to afford people 
working at a trade an opportunity to increase their knowledge and improve 
their condition. The land on which the building stands was purchased 
by the City of Boston for $100,000. 

The balance of the fund, which was retained by the treasurer,— and 
which the codicil provides shall remain invested until 1991, when it will 
be divided between the City of Boston and the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, in the proportions specified in the bequest,— was, at the request 
of the managers of the fund, turned over to the City Treasurer on October 
20, 1904. it having been voted by the managers that the Treasurer of the 
City of Boston for the time being act as the treasurer of both the accu- 
mulated and the accumulating funds.

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Ticknor Brequest.— By the will of the late Grorcr Ticknor, of 
Boston, he gave to the City of Boston, on the death of his wife, all his 
books and manuscripts in the Spanish and Portuguese languages, about 
four thousand volumes, and also the sum of four thousand dollars. After 
the receipt of said sum the city is required to spend not less than one 
thousand dollars in every five years during the twenty-five years next 
succeeding (2. e., the income of four thousand dollars, at the rate of five 
per cent per annum) in the purchase of books in the Spanish and Por- 
tuguese languages and literature. At the end of twenty-five years the 
income of said sum to be expended annually in the purchase of books 
of permanent value, either in the Spanish or Portuguese languages, or 
in such other languages as may be deemed expedient by those having 
charge of the library. The books bequeathed or purchased are always 
to be freely accessible for reference or study, but are not to be loaned 
for use outside of the library building. If these bequests are not accepted 
by the city, and the trusts and conditions faithfully executed, the books, 
manuscripts and money are to be given to the President and Fellows of 
Harvard College. 

In order that the city might receive the immediate benefit of this con- 
tribution, Anna Ticknor, widow of the donor, relinquished her right to 
retain during her life the books and manuscripts, and placed them under 
the control of the city, the City Council having previously accepted the 
bequests in accordance with the terms and conditions of said will, and 
the Trustees of the Public Library received said bequests on behalf of 
the city, and made suitable arrangements for the care and custody of the 
books and manuscripts.

Bowvoin DorcHEsTER ScHooL Funp.— On March 1, 1797, James 
Bowvo1n, of Boston, in token of his respect and esteem for the inhabi- 
tants of the town of Dorchester, and for the sum of 5s., deeded to them 
and to their successors forever, “for the use and benefit of the public 
schools in said town,” a certain parcel of woodland. The sale of this 
estate by the Board of Street Commissioners was authorized by the City 
Council in 1889, and the net proceeds paid to, and invested by, the City 
Treasurer in bonds of the City of Boston, the income of said bonds being 
expended by the School Committee for the benefit of the public schools 
in that part of said city formerly called Dorchester.

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On September 27, 1897, the Corporation Counsel of the city gave an 
opinion that the schools in South Boston had the same right as the schools 
in Dorchester to participate in the benefit of this fund, and since that date 
the income has annually been expended for the purchase of books and 
other supplies for the schools in these two sections of the city.

CHARLESTOWN ScHoot Trust Funp.— The Legislature of Massachu- 
setts, on the 27th of March, 1793, passed an act to incorporate Richard 
Devens, Nathaniel Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, Joseph Hurd, 
Nathaniel Hawkins, Seth Wyman, and their successors, Trustees of the 
Charlestown Free Schools. On the 18th of April, the same year, it was 
“Voted that the Town Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., Treasurer 
of the Trustees of the Charlestown Free Schools, all the money, bonds, 
notes of hand, ete. (being the property of said free schools), that now are, 
or may come into his, the Town Treasurer’s hand.” 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner 
of electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus chosen 
shall have “all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all the labili- 
ties set forth” in the act to incorporate certain persons under the name 
of the Trustees of Charlestown Free Schools. The Act of Annexation 
to Boston provided for the continuance of this corporation in the mem- 
ber of the School Committee of the City of Boston from the Charlestown 

istrict. 

By chapter 53 of the Acts of 1877 the School Committee was incorpo- 
rated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust Fund, to 
“manage said fund, and disburse the income thereof within the limits of 
the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of the instruments 
creating said trust.” 

The School Committee elects annually one of its members as treasurer 
of the corporation, who holds in trust the property of this fund, and 
expends the income thereof for the purchase of books and other educational 
material for the benefit of the schools situated within the limits of the 
former City of Charlestown.

His will, which was proved 
April 9, 1827, contained a bequest of $1,000, the income thereof to be paid 
to the writing master of said school for the time being, and to be by him 
applied to the purchase of books for the use of indigent scholars belonging 
to said school.

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PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACHERS’ RETIREMENT FUND. 


This fund has been created in accordance with the provisions of chapter 
_ 237 of the Acts of 1900. 

The fund is for the purpose of providing annuities to teachers who have 
retired from the service of the City of Boston after having taught a certain 
length of time in the day schools of the city, and who have contributed 
a certain sum to the fund. 

Eighteen dollars per year is deducted by the City Treasurer from the 
salaries of all teachers who entered the service of the city after the passage 
of the Act of 1900, and also from the salaries of such other teachers as 
have voluntarily elected to come within the provisions of the act. 

On January 31, 1910, 2,374 teachers were contributing to the fund at the 
rate of $18 per year.

PERMANENT SCHOOL PENSION Funp.— This fund was established under 
authority of chapter 589 of the Acts of 1908 for the payment of pensions 
to the teachers or supervising staff of the public day schools of the City of 
Boston at a rate not exceeding $180 a year. 

The care and investment of said fund are “vested in a board of three 
trustees, of whom, one shall be the Chairman of the Board of Commission- 
ers of Sinking Funds of the City of Boston, ex officio, another chosen by 
the School Committee, and the third shall be chosen by the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Teachers’ Retirement Fund in the City of Boston.’ 

“Tn addition to the amount which the school committee is now author- 
ized by law to appropriate for the support of the public schools of the city, 
and for other purposes, it shall annually appropriate for the purposes con- 
templated by this act, and in the same manner in which it makes appro- 
priations for other school purposes, the sum of five cents upon each one 
thousand dollars of the valuation on which the appropriations of the City 
Council of the city are based, and shall from time to time pay to the treas- 
urer of the permanent pension fund such portions of the proceeds of said 
five cents upon each one thousand dollars of the valuation aforesaid as, 
in the opinion of the school committee, will not be needed for the purpose 
of paying pensions to teachers during that year.”

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SUMMARY OF ALL THE DECISIONS OF THE 
BOARD OF APPEAL UP TO AND INCLUD- 
ING DECEMBER 29, 1909. 


CasE No, 125. 
January 27, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to con- 
vert a wooden barn outside of the building limits into 
a small wooden dwelling house for a single family 
because the plans showed a building that, when altered, 
would be over thirty-three feet in height, with only 
one means of egress, in violation of section 35, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, which requires two means of egress 
in a building of this class. The appellant contended 
that said section 35 does not apply to such a building 
outside of the building limits. The Board so found and 
sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 126. 
February 3, 1909. 

The appellant applied for a permit to build an apart- 
ment house less than sixty-five feet in height of second- 
class construction and covering less than five thousand 
square feet floor area. The Building Commissioner had 
refused a permit because the building showed six stories 
above the sidewalk. The appellant contended that the 
lower story should be construed as a basement, since 
it was a matter of no importance whether the floor of 
this lower story was six inches above the sidewalk or 
one foot or more below, and that the determining factor 
in this class of buildings was the maximum height 
allowed, which is sixty-five feet. The appellant asked 
the Board to find that the lower story in the said build- 
ing is a basement. A majority of the Board found that 
such a lower story in this case is not a basement and 
dismissed the appeal. A minority dissented and sus- 

tained the appeal. 
CasE-No, 1275.2 - 

February 27, 1909. 

The appellant wished to erect outside the building 
limits an alleged double wooden house for habitation 
three stories in height, the area of the said house exceed- 
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ing eighteen hundred square feet. The plans showed 
a six-apartment house so divided in some places by one 
brick wall and in other places by two brick walls that 
three apartments were to be on-each side of said wall 
or walls. In the first story a common front doorway 
gave into a common entry inclosed on each side by a 
brick wall and covered with a fireproof ceiling. This 
entry led into a common staircase hall likewise inclosed 
by solid brick walls except that on each floor a doorway 
provided with metal covered door and frame led to each 
apartment. Above the first story, a single brick wall, 
separating the house into two equal parts, abutted 
against the brick walls inclosing the staircase hall. 
The Building Commissioner contended that this build- 
ing would be one tenement house, and, as it exceeded 
eighteen hundred square feet in area, would be illegal. 
(Section 51, chapter 550, Statutes 1907.) The appellant 
contended that in spirit it would be a double house 
and better than if it were divided by a single brick 
wall from front to rear with a staircase on each side of 
same. The Board, using its discretionary power, sus- 
tained the appeal on the ground that this was a specific 
case not contemplated in the law though covered by it. 
(Section 7, chapter 550, Statutes 1907.) 


CasE No. 128. 
February 27, 1909. 

The appellants wished to erect a cold storage ware- 
house, and for the purpose of accommodating their 
elevator machinery and to prevent the influx of warm 
air down the elevator shaft, asked permission to head 
over the elevator shaft on the line of the roof with con- 
crete flooring, building a pent house above the same for 
the storage of elevator machinery, etc. This form of 
construction was objected to by the Building Com- 
missioner as being in violation of section 38, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, which requires that the elevator 
shaft should run three feet above the roof and have a 
skylight in the same. A majority of the Board sus- 
tained the appeal on the ground that this was a specific 
case not contemplated by the law although covered by 
it. A minority dissented. 


Case No. 129. 
February 27, 1909. 


The appellant wished to erect a wooden house outside 
the building limits, in his back yard, and to place it so 
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that two sides came within three feet of the party line, 
the third side on a party line with solid brick wall, and 
the fourth facing toward the street. The Building Com- 
missioner refused to grant a permit because he contended 
that besides the front exposure there should be one other 
exposure at least ten feet wide in accordance with the 
provisions of the fifth paragraph of section 35, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907. The appellant contended that section 
35 did not apply to wooden buildings outside the build- 
ing limits. The Board agreed with the Building Com- 
missioner that section 35, so far as the exposure was 
concerned, applied to such a building and therefore dis- 
missed the appeal. 


CasE No. 180. 
February 27, 1909. 

The appellant wished to connect two buildings on 
opposite sides of a public way by means of a covered 
bridge, the flooring of which was to be about thirty-two 
feet above the street. The Building Commissioner felt 
that he had no authority to grant a permit and the 
Board concurred with the Building Commissioner that 
it had also no authority. Appeal dismissed. 


CasE No. 181. 
March 18, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a double wooden house of habitation because 
the brick dividing wall is not shown extending to the 
front line of a two-story open porch which is common 
to both houses. In appealing from the decision of the 
Building Commissioner the appellant contended that 
the porch in question is not a part of the house. The 
Board found that it is not the intention of the law in this 
specific case to require the dividing brick wall to extend 
to the position contended for by the Building Com- 
missioner, and therefore sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 132. 
March 24, 1909. 
The appellant asked permission to extend the base- 
ment and first story of his tenement house over the area 
of the existing back yard, the said basement and first 
story to be used for mercantile purposes. Owing to the 
peculiar physical conditions of his premises and of adjoin- 
ing premises the Board found that none of said premises

would be deprived of any existing light and air by the 
proposed extension, and therefore, acting under its 
discretionary power, sustained the appeal on the ground 
that this is a specific case not contemplated by the law 
though covered by it. 


CasE No. 133. 
April 14, 1909. 

The appellant wished to erect outside of the building 
limits an alleged double three-story brick dwelling. The 
Building Commissioner had refused a permit because 
such a structure he contended would be a one tenement 
house and as such would not conform to the require- 
ments of the law in various particulars. The plans 
showed a six-apartment house so divided in some places 
by one brick wall and in other places by two brick walls 
that three apartments were to be on each side of said 
wall or walls. A common front doorway led into a com- 
mon staircase hall likewise inclosed by solid brick walls 
except that on each floor a doorway provided with metal 
covered door and frame led to each apartment. The 
appellant contended that in spirit this would be a double 
house and better than if it were divided by a single 
brick wall from front to rear with a staircase on each 
side of same. The Board, using its discretionary power, 
sustained the appeal on the ground that this was a 
specific case not contemplated in the law though covered 
by it. (Section 7, chapter 550, Acts of 1907.) 


CasEe No. 1384. 
April 7, 1909. 
The appellant asked permission to use concrete block 
construction for a one-story office structure covering less 
than one thousand square feet. The Building Com- 
missioner had refused to grant a permit because the 
external walls were less than twelve inches thick in a 
building other than habitation. The Board, using its 
discretionary power, sustained the appeal on the ground 
that this was a specific case not contemplated in the 
law though covered by it. (Section 7, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907.) 
Case No. 135. 
April 28, 1909. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a three-story 
wooden dwelling covering practically the entire lot. 


6 City DocumEnNT No. 6. 


The application for a permit had been refused by the 
Building Commissioner because of this fact. The 
Board concurred with the Building Commissioner and 
dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 136. 
April 28, 1909. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in permitting an equivalent method of construction in 
regard to restricted area between adjoining buildings 
on the same lot. 


CasE No. 187, 
May 1, 1909. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in permitting an equivalent method of construction, 
namely, the use of automatic flush valves supplied 
directly from the water service pipe for several water- 
closets on the fourth floor of an office building. 


CasE No. 1388. 
May 8, 1909. 

The appellant asked permission to alter an existing 
second-class building by adding one story to the present 
buildings and four stories in addition at the rear. The 
appellant proposed to use the story above the first for 
mercantile purposes and the third and fourth stories 
for meeting and assembly halls. The Building Com- 
missioner refused to grant a permit because there were 
several halls or assembly rooms with an aggregate 
capacity in excess of the number of persons (600) 
allowed to be assembled in a building of second-class 
construction. In their formal application the appellants 
stated that there were to be halls and meeting rooms on 
each floor. The Board dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 139. 
May 8, 1909. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit to 
erect a building for habitation because the external walls 
were to be less than twelve inches in thickness and the 
outside finish to be of other than incombustible material. 
The appellant, proposed to use seven-inch hollow, 
vitrified terra cotta tiles reinforced by steel and con- 
crete and contended that this method of construction 
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was more substantial than that prescribed in section 12, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant contended 
that a wooden cornice should be allowed as the building 
was outside of the building limits. The Board found 
the contention of the appellant sound in both particulars 
and sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 140. 
May 8, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner asked the Board to concur 
with him in allowing an equivalent method of con- 
struction, as follows: 

Abraham Blander made application for permit to 
build five tenement houses and stores on Dover street, 
numbered 209-211, 213-215, 217-219, 221-223 and 
225-227, respectively. The building 209-211 is on the 
westerly end of the proposed block, and on the westerly 
side of this building are windows lighting rooms. In 
order to satisfy the provisions of section 63, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, the said Abraham Blander agrees to keep 
open a space, greater than is required by law, described 
in an agreement and survey registered with the Suffolk 
Registry of Deeds. The open space described in the. 
agreement is an open space required and provided for 
the several buildings facing on Harrison avenue. in 
the case of the other four buildings there are, between 
each group of two, inclosed courts, which courts should 
be eight feet wide by sixteen feet long on the land of 
each building, or sixteen feet square for the two. The 
appellant proposes to have a court thirteen feet by 
sixteen feet with an opening three feet wide between 
the two buildings running from the court to the yards 
at the rear of the buildings. The Board found that 
the alleged agreement of Abraham Blander was of no 
legal value and did not accept the equivalent method 
of construction in this instance. In regard to the 
arrangement of the courts, the Board concurred with 
the Building Commissioner in permitting the equivalent 
method of construction. 


Case No. 141. 
May 26, 1909. 
The appellant asked permission to make alterations 
in a theater of second-class construction. She pro- 
posed to construct five or six bed rooms in the loft of a 
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theater building over the stage and auditorium to be 
used as sleeping rooms for servants in connection with 
a hotel adjoining. These rooms were to have access 
to the said hotel by means of iron balconies. ‘The 
Building Commissioner contended that the proposed 
construction would be extremely dangerous, and should 
not be permitted in a theater of second-class construc- 
tion. The Board agreed with the Building Commis- 
sioner and dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 142. 
June 12, 1909. 


The Building Commissioner asked the Board to con- 
cur with him in approving means of ingress and egress 
in a first-class structure. The Board concurred with 
the Building Commissioner in approving means of 
ingress and egress. 


Case No. 148. 
‘ June 12, 1909. 


The Building Commissioner asked the Board to con- 
cur with him in granting an equivalent method of 
construction, namely: The erection of a building exceed- 
ing five thousand square feet, to which buildings of 
second-class construction adapted for habitation are 
restricted by Iaw, the building being so divided by brick 
walls that no area within the building exceeded five 
thousand square feet. The Board concurred with the 
Building Commissioner in this specific case and granted 
this equivalent method of construction. 


Case No. 144. 
June 16, 1909. 


The appellants asked permission to erect a two-story 
structure, exceeding twenty-seven feet measured from 
the wharf, adjoining an existing one-story shed.. The 
upper portion was to be entered on the upper story 
from the level of the new Charlestown Bridge, while 
the lower story would be entered from the grade of the 
Warren Bridge. The Building Commissioner contended 
that a building of this nature on a wharf should not 
exceed twenty-seven feet in height measured from the 
wharf. The appellant contended that the height should 
be measured from the mean grade of all the streets on 
which the building abuts. The Board found that this 
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was a specific case not contemplated by the law though 
covered by it, and acting under the discretionary power 
granted under section 7, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, the 
Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 145. 
June 26, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to make alterations in a double wooden dwelling 
house because the proposed balcony on the rear of each 
house was nearer than three feet from a constructive 
lot line. The plans showed a balcony of two stories 
at the rear of the double house with one exterior 
wooden staircase from the second story of: said balcony 
to the ground, and an exit from the second story of 
each half of the double house onto said balcony, also 
from the first floor of each part to the first floor of the 
said baleony.. The Building Commissioner contended 
that the alleged double house being two houses, the two 
balconies should not be ‘continuous but should be six 
feet apart. The Board found that whether the alleged 
building be considered as one double house or as two 
separate houses the proposed construction would be no 
more hazardous than if the building were one dwelling, 
and if it were one dwelling, the balcony as proposed 
would be permissible. The Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 146. 
June 26, 1909. 

The appellants asked permission to alter an existing 
building in such manner as to provide on the first floor 
a banquet hall or dining room for members of a lodge; 
on the second floor a billiard room; on the third floor a 
lodge room which would accommodate somewhat over 
six hundred persons, allowing six square feet to each 
person as required by law. The Building Commissioner 
contended that the two halls or assembly rooms would 
contain collectively more than eight hundred persons. 
The appellants contended that this lodge room was not 
an audience hall and a lodge room required a large area 
of the hall to be devoted to purposes other than that of 
seating. The Board sustained the appeal on the ground 
that this building when altered was to be used as a 
private club and the requirements regarding the equip- 
ment of lodge rooms are such as to preclude a seating 

capacity of 600. Appeal sustained. 
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Case No. 147. 
July 7, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to alter 
premises as the yard or court was of less size than 
required by law. The appellant proposed to extend the 
store on the first story so that 1t would cover and include 
an existing yard space approximately ten feet by twenty 
feet. The yard was surrounded on two sides by the 
main building in question; on the third side by a blank 
wall of an adjoining house, and on the fourth side by 
the retaining wall of a public school yard, the top of 
which wall is about seven feet above the grade of the 
said yard. The appellant proposed to erect over this 
yard a one-story structure of which the roof would be 
six feet six inches above the top of the school yard wall 
above referred to. The Board found that the proposed 
alterations would not deprive any adjoining premises or 
any of the apartments above the first story in the house 
under consideration of light or air, and, furthermore, the 
proposed alteration would be an improvement upon 
the property, as the present yard, which is now a pit 
practically surrounded on four sides, would be eliminated 
and the roof of the addition would be a more desirable 
substitute. The Board finding this to be a specific case 
not contemplated by the law though covered by it, and 
acting under the discretionary power granted in section 
7, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 148. 
July 14, 1909. 

The appellant proposed to erect a church of second- 
class construction containing an auditorium that would 
seat over eight hundred persons, the floor of which 
auditorium is about seven feet above the grade of the 
street. At present it is proposed to erect only the base- 
ment, using the future first floor as aroof to same. The 
Building Commissioner contended that section 105, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907, included churches within the 
meaning of the words ‘‘a hall or assembly room to con- 
tain a public audience” and that therefore the church 
should be of first-class construction. The church is to 
be built on a large lot with very few buildings (and those 
small in size) within the immediate neighborhood. The 
board sustained the appeal on the ground that in 
this specific case, in view of all the circumstances sur- 
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rounding same, it would be a hardship and an injustice 
to require a church of first-class construction. 


Case No. 149. 
July 21, 1909. 


The appellant asked permission to connect two 
adjoining existing houses at 56 and 58 Spring street so 
as to make one tenement house, four stories in height, 
and to extend premises at 56 Spring street to the rear, 
leaving a twelve-foot yard back of the new rear wall. 
Windowsin this ell, as well as windows lighting bathrooms 
and hallways in No. 58, derive their light from a fourteen- 
foot yard or court, twelve feet of which constitutes a 
back ,yard to premises which face at right angles to the 
house in question on Allen street and is owned by the 
appellant. As by law this twelve feet of back yard 
could not be built over by extending the said premises 
that face on Allen street, sufficient amount of light and 
air is provided in premises at 56 and 58 Spring street. 
The Board, finding this to be a specific case not contem- 
plated by the law though covered by it, sustained the 
appeal. 


CasE No. 150. 
November 24, 1909. 


“The attorney for the appellant explained to the Board 
that the property in question would in all probability 
be taken by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. 
The Board suspended the case, pending action of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company. 


Case No. 151. 
August 23, 1909. 


The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
for the erection of a cotton manufacturing mill and 
weave house because the spaces inside the buildings 
were in excess of the required area, and the floors so 
constructed as to carry safely less than one hundred 
twenty-five pounds per superficial square foot as required 
for light manufacturing. The appellant contended 
that to reduce the areas by division walls even to maxi- 
mum areas of twenty thousand square feet would seri- 
ously hamper the operation of the proposed cotton mill 
and increase the running expenses and thereby put the 
mill to a disadvantage in competition with similar mills 
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elsewhere. In regard to the floor loads the appellant 
contended that a provision of strength sufficient to 
carry a load of seventy-five pounds per square foot was 
the standard adopted in all other mills throughout the 
country as the result of long experience in mill construc- 
tion. The number of persons on each floor area of sixty 
thousand square feet would not exceed four hundred. 
The Board found that to reduce the floor areas by divi- 
sion walls would seriously hamper and interfere with the 
operation of the proposed mill and weave house and 
would increase the running expenses and thereby put 
the mill to a disadvantage in competition with similar 
mills elsewhere. The proposed mill requires unre- 
stricted floor areas or spaces such as are designed by the 
appellant. The Board also found that floors so con- 
structed as to carry a live load of seventy-five pounds 
per square foot were sufficient in this case. The Board 
sustained the appeal in both particulars. 


Case No. 152. 
August 23, 1909. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit to 
erect a wooden dwelling house because there is a break 
in the party wall. The appellant wished to make a 
break in this party wall three feet in length, and to 
build in from this break a wall or court three feet by 
four feet in area, in which there would be windows 
lighting the toilets and pantries. ‘The commissioner 
contended that in the case of a wooden dwelling upon 
a party line, the wall should be solid brick or concrete. 
The appellant contended that the three sides of the 
light well were practically external walls and that 
being such, and not upon a party line, it was permissible 
to construct them: of wood, providing the studding 
was brick nogged and wire lath and plaster applied 
to the outer surface, which the appellant intended 
to do. A majority of the Board found that provided 
the appellant constructed his walls inclosing the light 
well of brick and his window frames and sashes of 
metal with wired glass in the sashes, he would be com- 
plying with the spirit of the law. Appeal sustained. 


Case No. 153. 
August 238, 1909. 


The Board concurred with the Building Commis- 
sioner in permitting an equivalent method of construc- 
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tion in regard to yards and courts for certain specific 
tenement houses where peculiar conditions existed. 


CasE No. 154. | 
August 23, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to erect an electric substation because the structu- 
ral metal supporting or forming part of the frame roof 
or columns was not protected against the effect of 
heat. Built into the external walls, which were of 
brick and concrete, were steel plate columns, built 
partly in and partly beyond the inner surface of the 
exposed walls, so that a portion of each column was 
exposed within the building. The Building Commis- 
sioner contended that these exposed portions should 
be fire protected as required by law. The Board found 
that it would be a manifest injustice to require the 
fireproofing of these columns, and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 155. 
September 8, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to alter a second-class business building because 
the proposed building was to have pent houses on the 
roof slightly exceeding in size and height the maximum 
permitted under section 4, chapter. 383, Acts of 1905. 
The appellants contended in their appeal that these 
pent houses of the dimensions shown were necessary 
to accommodate the machinery for electric elevators, 
which condition had not been contemplated in passing 
the said Act of 1905. The Board found that as there 
seemed to be no practical objection to the proposed 
construction, it would be a manifest injustice in this 
specific case to prohibit such erection. 


CasE No. 156. 
September 2, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to make alterations in an existing tenement house 
because an inner court would not be of legal minimum 
dimensions. The appellant proposed to use the court 
for lighting rooms in two adjoining houses and proposed 
~ to file deeds to permanently restrict the area of the 
court for the benefit of one of the houses. The Board 
found that the deeds submitted would not secure such 
restriction, and dismissed the appeal. 
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Case No. 157. 
September 2, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to build a tenement house of second-class construction 
because it extended from a street to an alleyway less than 
fifteen feet wide and there was to be no backyard — 
a violation of section 56, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 
The alleyway in question is about eleven feet wide. The 
appellant contended that said alley is a street or public 
highway and if so it would be legal for him to build as 
proposed. The appellant submitted duly attested copies 
from the Board of Street Commissioners and from the 
records of the Mayor and Aldermen that the said alleged 
street is a highway of the City of Boston. The Board 
found as a fact that the alleged street is a legal street 
and that therefore by the provisions of section 56, 
paragraph 3, the appellant could not be required to pro- 
vide a yard at the rear of his premises. The appeal was 
sustained. 


CasE No. 158. 
September 8, 1909. 
This Rapes is similar to Case No. 155 and the appeal 
was sustained for the same reason. 


Case No. 159. 
September 15, 1909. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in permitting an equivalent method of construction in 
regard to yards and courts for certain specific tenement 
houses where peculiar conditions existed. 


Case No. 160. 
September 25, 1909. 

The appellant asked permission to install new plumbing 
in an old brick building to be altered into a theater and 
to use the brick drains existing under the basement floor 
of said old building. These drains already serve and will 
continue to serve several abutting buildings belonging 
to different owners. The Building Commissioner refused 
a permit because the new plumbing in the said altered 
building could not by law enter the said drain in the 
basement but must consist of irondrains running ten feet 
beyond the wall of the old buildings and there be con- 
nected with the said brick drain. The existing drain 
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so far as it- has been examined is in good condition. The 
Board found that in this specific case it would be a 
manifest injustice to refuse the issuance of a permit to 
do this plumbing and to connect into the. said drain, 
provided that such brick drain was found to be or left 
in a condition satisfactory to the Building Commissioner, 
and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 161. 
September 22, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
a double brick house separated by a party wall because 
the appellant proposed to construct a common light well 
between the two houses by cutting out four feet of the 
party wall, contending that such a construction would 
be in violation of section 31, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 
The appellant asked the Board to find that such common 
light well would not be in violation of section 31, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, nor a dangerous fire menace. A 
majority of the Board concurred with the contention 
of the appellant and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 162. 
September 22, 1909. 

The appellant applied for a permit to unite two exist- 
ing wooden buildings, the first story to be of brick. The 
total area of the reconstructed building would be in 
excess of that permitted for wooden tenement houses. 
The appellant contended that the building would be a 
composite building when altered and therefore would 
not come under the requirements for wooden buildings. 
The Board sustained the appeal in this specific case. 


Case No. 168. 
October 20, 1909. 

The appellant applied for relief from the complaint of 
the Building Commissioner that the floor timbers 
entered eight-inch walls instead of being supported on 
ecorbels or by iron hangers as required by section 34, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant proposed to 
support his floor.timbers upon four inches of the eight- 
inch external walls, contending that such a form of 
construction was legal. The Building Commissioner 
contended that such construction was illegal and undesir- 
able. A majority of the Board found that section 34, 
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chapter 550, Acts of 1907, did not permit of the con- 
struction proposed and dismissed the appeal. A 
minority dissented. 
CasE No. 164. 
October 20, 1909. 
This application was withdrawn. 


CasE No. 165. 
October 20, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner asked the Board to 
approve of the erection in this specific case of a house of 
habitation of second-class construction to cover more 
than five thousand square feet of superficial area, so 
separated by brick partition walls that no area within 
the building exceeded five thousand square feet. A 
majority of the Board did not concur with the Building 
Commissioner. A minority concurred with the Building 
Commissioner. 

CasE No. 166. 
November 1, 1909. 

The appellant proposed to enlarge an existing roof 
house. The Building Commissioner refused a permit 
because the proposed enlargement would be in violation 
of section 4, chapter 383, Acts of 1905. The appellant 
proposed to install an electric elevator, the machinery 
of which would be placed on the roof at about the present 
location of a tank used in connection with a sprinkler 
system. The location of the tank would have to be 
changed by moving it some twelve or thirteen feet from 
its present location, thereby increasing the new structure 
one hundred and sixty-seven square feet over the area 
of the present house. The Board found that there was 
no practical objection to the proposed enlargement of 
the present roof house and that it would be a manifest 
injustice in this specific case to prohibit such enlarge- 
ment. The appeal was sustained. 


‘CasE No. 167. 
November 3, 1909. 

This case is the same case which was submitted to the 
Board in August, numbered 156. The Board found that 
under sections 59-62 and 63 of chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
the appellant had not brought himself within the pro- 
visions of the law and the Board saw no reason for 
using their discretionary power and dismissed the 
appeal. 
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CasE No. 168. 
November 3, 1909. 
The appellant asked relief from the order of the Build- 
ing Commissioner that there were not sufficient number 
of water-closets at premises 169 Endicott street. The 
Board agreed with the Building Commissioner and 
dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 169. 
November 10, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a tenement house of second-class construction 
because the area of an inner court, to be used by the 
two houses in common, was less than required by law 
for each house. It was found as a fact that if of first- 
class construction the two buildings would be con- 
sidered as one and the light court would be of legal size. 
The Board found therefore that the spirit of the law had. 
been complied with and sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 170. 
November 10, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a tenement house because there was to be no 
backyard behind the same and no outer court in place 
of such yard. ‘The house in question was one of those 
referred to in Case No. 169. The appellants contended 
that were this building and the one referred to in Case 
No. 169 considered as one building the lighting would 
be legally provided for and it would be unjust to require 
a strict technical observance of the law in this case. 
The Board found this to be a specific case not contem- 
plated by the law though covered by it and sustained 
the appeal. 

Case No. 171. 
November 10, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a store and office building because the roof 
house to contain the elevator machinery would be in 
excess of the maximum permitted under section 4, 
chapter 383, Acts of 1905, and in place of the skylight 
required by law, the appellant proposed to vent the 
elevator well by a horizontal duct above the roof line, 
which duct terminated in a large opening provided with 
a pivoted metal sash and frame and fusible link. The | 
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Board found that as there were no practical objections 
to the construction of the roof house, it would be a 
manifest injustice to forbid it and sustained the appeal 
in this particular. In regard to the horizontal vent 
duct the Board found this to be a specific case not 
contemplated by the law though covered by it and 
sustained the appeal in this particular also. 


Gast No. 172. 
November 20, 1909. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a three-story brick tenement house of second- 
class construction on the ground that the proposed 
construction was two houses and the light exposure was 
insufficient to comply with the law. The building in 
question is to have two exits, to be less than five thousand 
square feet in area, and is to be separated by a division 
wall into two portions above the basement. The 
Building Commissioner contended that such an arrange- 
ment constituted two houses and if said building was 
considered as two houses, neither house would have the 
legal amount of light exposure. The appellant con- 
tended that as his total area did not exceed five thousand 
square feet as permitted by law, it was immaterial 
whether there were two entrances or one, and the build- 
ing as a whole should be considered one house having 
ample exposure. The Board sustained the appeal on 
the ground that the proposed structure was one building 
and that therefore the exposure’ proposed would be 
legal. 
Cask No. 173. 
November 24, 1909. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
two wooden dwelling houses in a block separated by an 
eight-inch wall because the said brick wall did not extend 
to the front line of a connecting piazza as required in 
section 40, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant 
contended that such a piazza should not be considered 
as a part of the building proper. The Board agreed 
with the appellant in this specific instance, and sustained 
the appeal. 
Case No. 174. 
November 24, 1909. 
The Building Commissioner asked the Board to concur 
with him in allowing an equivalent method of con- 
struction, namely: The erection of a building exceeding 
five thousand square feet, to which buildings of second-

class construction adapted for habitation are restricted 
by law, the building being so divided by brick walls 
that no area within the building exceeded five thousand 
square feet. The Board concurred with the Building 
Commissioner in this specific case and granted this 
equivalent method of construction. 


CasEe No. 175. 
November 24, 1909. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in permitting an equivalent method of construction in 
regard to yards and courts for certain specific tenement 
houses where peculiar conditions existed. 


Case No. 176. 
December 11, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner asked the Board to con- 
cur with him in approving an equivalent method of 
construction in regard to an arrangement of court and 
open passage common to two houses. The Board con- 
curred with the Building Commissioner in approving 
the equivalent method of construction. 


CasE No. 177. 
December 2, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a manufacturing building of second-class con- 
struction because the proposed building was to exceed 
seventy-five feet in height. The appellant contended 
that it should be allowed as it was to be connected with 
an existing similar building over seventy-five feet in 
height and because the proposed building was to be 
isolated from neighboring structures and to be built 
on the extreme outskirts of the city. The Board sus- 
tained the appeal. 

CasE No. 178. 
December 29, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner asked the Board to con- 
cur with him in allowing an equivalent method of 
construction, namely: The erection of a building exceed- 
ing five thousand square feet to which buildings of 
second-class construction adapted for habitation are 
restricted by law, the building being so divided by brick 
walls that no area within the building exceeds three 
thousand square feet. The Board concurred with the 
Building Commissioner in this specific case and granted 
this equivalent method of construction. 
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AN ACT TO AMEND CHAPTER 550, STATUTE 
OF 1907, RELATIVE TO THE CONSTRUC-— 
TION, ALTERATION AND MAINTENANCE 
OF BUILDINGS IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be in enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled and by the authority of 
the same, as follows: 


SEcTION 1. Section twelve of said act is hereby 
amended by striking out from paragraph ten in said 
section the following words:—to the outer air either 
by window or by suitable light shaft,— so that said 
paragraph as amended shall read as follows: 

Every building used for habitation shall have such 
number of water-closets as the board of health may 
require; every building where persons are employed 
shall have at least one water-closet for every twenty 
persons therein employed, and in any building where 
both sexes are employed, separate accommodations 
shall be furnished for men and women. Every inclosure 
containing one or more water-closets shall be provided 
with adequate ventilation. 

Sect. 2. Section thirty-three of said chapter is 
hereby amended by adding at the end thereof the fol- 
lowing words:—JIn all first class buildings except 
theatres, temporary partitions not of first class con- 
struction may be used within areas not exceeding one 
thousand square feet inclosed by fireproof partitions. 

SecT. 3. Section thirty-five of said chapter is hereby 
amended by striking out the fifth paragraph thereof 
and inserting in its place the following paragraph: 

Every such building, so altered, remodeled or enlarged, 
shall have, in addition to the exposure of the widest 
street, an exposure as long as the average width of the 
building, upon a space open from the ground to the 
sky, at least ten feet wide for the first three stories, and 
increasing in width two feet for the next two stories: pro- 
vided, that if the basement and first story are adapted 
or enlarged for use for mercantile purposes, the expos- 
ure required by this section shall not apply to that 
part of the building. 
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Sect. 4. Section thirty-five of said chapter is hereby 
amended by adding at the end thereof the following 
paragraph: 

Extensions to an existing building, whether for habi- 
tation or otherwise, shall conform to the new law, but 
existing portions need not be changed in the case of 
extensions unless additional weight is put upon the 
walls by such extensions. 

Sect. 5. Section forty-two of said chapter is hereby 
amended so that the third paragraph of said clause 
parenthesized (1) shall read as follows: 

A tenement house hereafter erected is any tenement 
house other than an existing tenement house as above 
defined, provided, that a house not an existing tenement 
house, if erected: prior to the passage of this act, with 
the unanimous consent of the board of appeal may be 
altered into a tenement house without conforming to 
all requirements for new tenement houses, and to the 
extent that it does not conform to such requirements 
may be treated as an existing tenement house. 

Sect. 6. Section fifty-six of said chapter is hereby 
amended by adding at the end thereof the following 
paragraph: 

The rear yard herein provided for may be occupied 
over the whole area for mercantile or manufacturing 
purposes through the height of the basement and the 
first story, not exceeding fifteen feet above the first 
floor.

The number of permits granted for first and second class 
buildings is 451; for third class buildings, 1,241; for altera- 
tions, 2,474; for setting of steam boilers, engines, etc., 1,183; 
for plumbing, 4,067; for gas-fitting work, 9,738 — making a 
total of 19,154 permits granted during the year. 

The number of examinations made upon buildings in 
process of construction is 17,693; of alterations, 10,722; of 
boilers, engines, ete., relative to setting, 773; plumbing work, 
19,287; gas-fitting work, 14,162; elevators, 4,051; egress, 
2,025; plans, 5,200; speeials, 129; fires, 349 — making a 
total of 74,391. 
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These examinations occasioned 232 reports relative to 
unsafe buildings, dangerous chimneys, etc.; 349 reports 
relative to fires; 374 reports relative to violations, and 2,856 
final reports—making a total of 3,811 reports made during 
the year. . 

The number of notices issued for violation of the statutes, 
etc., is 1,660; for unsafe buildings, walls, etc., 117; for dan- 
gerous chimneys, 27; for additional means of egress, 711, 
and for miscellaneous purposes, 1,446 — making a total of 
3,961 notices issued during the year. 

Of the 5,200 plans submitted during the year 4,323 were 
approved and 877 were disapproved. 

The department referred to the Board of Appeal 42 appeals. 
Twenty-nine appeals were sustained, and 10 appeals were 
dismissed. The Board of Appeal also concurred with the 
Building Commissioner in allowing an equivalent method of 
construction in ten cases, as provided in section 8, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907. The department received 36 communica- 
tions from the Board of Appeal. 

The number of first and second class buildings upon which 
final reports have been rendered during the year is 279, at 
an estimated cost above the land of $7,488,350. 

The number of third class buildings upon which final reports 
have been rendered during the year is 1,064, at an estimated 
- cost above the land of $5,545,390. 

The number of alterations completed during the year is 
2,058, at an estimated cost of $3,303,464. 

The number of plumbing jobs completed during the year 
is 3,254, at an estimated cost of $1,298,948. 

The number of boilers, etc., set, 998, at an estimated cost 
of $1,020,030. 

The number of gas fixtures and piping installed is 9,757, at 
an estimated cost of $485,528. 

The total estimated increase in tax valuation by con- 
struction and improvement for the year is $19,091,710. 

There have been 599 buildings provided with additional 
means of egress. This includes 1,732 families, 5,875 persons, 
at an estimated cost of $112,610. 

On February 1, 1909, there were 88,001 buildings in the 
City of Boston. 


During the year ending January 31, 1910, there were 1,343-

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THEATRES AND Pusiic HALLS. 


The inspection and supervision of conditions surrounding 
theatres and public halls imposed by chapter 450, Acts of 
1904, was assigned by the Mayor to this department to be 
performed in addition to all other inspections and reports 
required by the building laws and by the several special acts 
relating to buildings in Boston. 

The Act of 1904 requires a ‘‘complete inspection of all 
theatres and public halls to be made once in each month 
and as much oftener as possible.” 

“Eivery such inspection shall cover all details relating to 
the condition of the building as regards the safety of life and 
property.” 

All monthly reports of inspections must be collated and 
a rating given to each theatre or hall as set forth in said 
act. The reports and ratings must be signed by the inspec- 
tor making same and rendered to the Mayor on the last day 
of each month. 

In addition to the above the Mayor is authorized as licens- 
ing officer to call for any number of examinations and reports 
on matters pertaining to theatres and halls and on which 
he desires information, and such examinations and reports 
must be made promptly and complete in detail. 

This department is required in addition to the above stated 
duties “to post a notice in conspicuous type in the entrance 
to such theatre or hall in the following form: This theatre 
(or hall) has been inspected by official inspector (name of 
inspector) on (date).” 

A compliance with these requirements necessitated the 
permanent assignment of one or more inspectors to this work 
and owing to the demands on the department for this duty 
the commissioner found it necessary to often make personal 
inspections of theatres and halls, as no provision had been 
made for any additional force to the department for these 
increased duties and great responsibilities.

As these three last named theatres have been completed 
during the past year the work of inspection during the last 
days of completion has necessitated the presence of an inspec- 
tor every day. 
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All the work commenced and completed in all the theatres 
as above noted has been inspected and planned for outside of 
the regular monthly inspections and in a number of cases 
daily visits were made to these theatres for the purpose of 
consultation and inspection of proposed changes. 

There are eighty public halls to be examined twice a year, 
one complete full examination with a full report occurring 
each August'for annual license and a spring examination each 
year to comply with chapter 450, Acts 1904. 

There are fifty public halls to be examined once a year (for 
egress and structural changes) before annual license is granted. 

About ninety examinations have been made the past year 
of churches, halls, hotels, etc., for one-night exhibitions of 
moving pictures, made necessary by chapter 566, Acts 1908. 

As all the moving picture houses have been built for this 
form of entertainment or buildings for this same purpose 
reconstructed, they have come directly under the control and 
supervision of this department, and in consequence the 
monthly inspection has been to see that the egress and 
conditions required by this department are being complied 
with. There has been no alteration or change in any of these 
houses during the past year.

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TENEMENT HOUvUSEsS. 


Under the provisions of chapter 550 of the Acts of 1907 
the inspection of existing tenement houses with reference 
to light and air for apartments, etc., was placed in this 
department. 

No provision for any force other than the force of the 
department as it existed is provided for in the act, and in 
consequence the department found it necessary to detail two 
inspectors of the plumbing division on this work. This 
detail was made August 12, 1907, and the remainder of that 
year was consumed in preliminary work. 

A larger detail it was impossible to make, owing to the 
amount of work to be performed by the inspectors of the 
different divisions, without crippling the work of the depart- 
ment imposed by law. May 10, 1908, a communication was 
received from the Civil Service Commission stating that the 
work of tenement house inspection by the inspector of this 
department detailed for that purpose was illegal and must 
cease. Some time elapsed before the difficulty was overcome 
so that work might proceed in a legal manner and with the 
approval of said commission. 

In the prosecution of this work a house-to-house inspection 
by wards was considered most feasible, and so the work was 
commenced in Wards 12 and 18, followed by inspections in 
Wards 9, 10, 11, 6 and 8, where work is now in progress.

Mr. Leonard W. Ross, general superintendent, in control 
of the work carried on in the cemeteries and burying grounds 
of the department, with headquarters at Mount Hope Ceme- 
tery, and direct supervision of the work in and pertaining to 
that cemetery. 

Mr. John Frank Keating, secretary, as the executive 
officer of the Board of Trustees, in charge of the department 
office at City Hall. The minutes and deeds and the financial 
transactions of the department are recorded in this office. 
The secretary, in compliance with the city ordinances, is 
under bonds.

On October 2, 1909, his Honor Mayor Hibbard accepted 
the resignation of Hon. Thomas Leavitt as a member of this 
Board of Trustees, as he had accepted an appointment as 
a Schoolhouse Commissioner. 

On October 18, 1909, the appointment by his Honor 
Mayor Hibbard of Mr. John J. Madden as a Cemetery Trustee 
for the remainder of the term ending April 30, 1910, in place 
of Hon. Thomas Leavitt, was confirmed. 

On January 24, 1910, the appointment by his Honor 
Mayor Hibbard of Mr. Albert W. Hersey as a Cemetery Trustee 
for the term ending April 30, 1914, was confirmed. 

Although Mr. Leavitt was a member of this Board less 
than a year, his earnest activity and sound advice were 
deeply appreciated, and his resignation was sincerely regretted 
by his associates. 

The appointment of Mr. Madden brings to the Board a 
citizen long identified with the business interests of Boston. 
His thorough interest and harmony in the work of this 
department is gratifying to the Board. 

Mr. Hersey has served continuously as a Cemetery Trustee 
since the organization of this department in 1897. His 
interest has been unflagging during over twelve years of 
service, and his fellow members are sensible that his reap- 
pointment comes as a deserved tribute.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the Trustees of the Cemetery Department, City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN,— I submit herewith my first annual report 
as general superintendent of this department for the year 
beginning February 1, 1909, and ending January 31, 1910. 

A detailed statement of the work performed during the 
year is as follows: 
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Mount Horr CEMETERY. 


Chapel used for burial services twenty-eight times, receiving 
tomb used nineteen times. 

Land prepared for burial purposes: 10,000 square feet for 
new lots; 1,200 square feet for graves, Elm Grove; 30,000 
square feet for graves, Section F'; a total of 41,200 square feet. 

Three thousand six hundred and eighteen square feet sold 
for lots; 14,640 square feet sold for graves; a total of 18,258 
square feet. 

Forty thousand seven hundred and seventy-three square feet 
regraded and seeded; 10,645 square feet regraded and ready 
for seed; 22,400 square feet graded and sodded; 12,938 square 
yards of avenues macadamized; 30,000 square yards of avenues 
resurfaced with stone dust; 630 cubic yards of stone removed

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from ledges; 4,800 tons of stone crushed and used in cemetery; 
1,725 lineal feet of paths constructed; 32,000 square yards of 
avenues regraded, resurfaced and rolled with steam roller; 520 
cords of stable manure hauled; 390 cords of stable manure 
used; 44 lot markers set; 550 grave markers set; 24 govern- 
ment markers set; 9 brick graves built.

Through your efforts, and at the instance of his Honor 
Mayor Hibbard, this department was given by Superin- 
tendent of Streets, Mr. Emerson, and Fire Commissioner, 
Mr. Parker, the manure produced at several of the stables 
of their departments, which calls for an expression of our 
gratitude. The results of the use of this large amount of 
fertilizer upon our grounds will not be fully seen or appre- 
ciated until another year or two have passed. 

Under the head of extraordinary work may be mentioned 
a large amount done upon the greenhouses at Mount Hope 
Cemetery, consisting of the removal of all the glass from 
one large house, parts of all the houses, resetting the glass 
and painting; also the rearrangement of a part of the heat- 
ing apparatus, the reglazing, painting and repairing of the 
entire stock of hotbed and cold frame sashes, the building 
of several new frames, and the renewal by purchase of the 
depleted stock of hotbed mats. 

Additional heating apparatus has been installed in the 
chapel, which enables us to maintain sufficient heat in the 
coldest weather. 

A very large number of lots in Mount Hope Cemetery 
which are endowed by their owners paying for perpetual 
care by your directions I have trenched over to the full 
loam depth, removed all roots and noxious growth from the 
soil, heavily fertilized. with decomposed stable manure and 
reseeded with varieties of grasses best adapted to the special 
location of each. The many expressions of pleasure and 
gratitude lodged at the office by the owners of these lots 
who have visited Mount Hope since this work began is 
pleasing to me, and should encourage us to continue until 
every endowed lot in the department is put in such condi- 
tion that no just complaint can be made. 

The Buffalo-Pitts “Tandem” steam roller, which was 
rented at a cost of $500 for the season, has proven to my 
mind that this was a wise expenditure of money. The 
roller was used every day but three from April 15 to 
December 14, when it was laid up for the winter. 
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For the benefit of the grounds a large number of trees 
have been removed at Mount Hope. The results already 
shown have proven satisfactory. 

In Mount Hope Cemetery, extending from the main 
entrance, is an area of about seventeen acres which has a 
natural drainage towards and across Paine street. After a 
study of theesituation I am convinced that this territory 
can be drained in the following manner: The city sewer 
department to lay a sewer pipe from Stony brook through 
private property to and under Paine street to the cemetery, 
and this department to take up the work at that point and 
extend the pipe as far as the greenhouses. As you are. 
aware, this is one problem demanding early action. 

An improvement long desired was accomplished at Mount 
Hope this year. Late in 1909 the city government appro- 
priated $1,400 for the removal of the dilapidated wooden 
fence on Paine street and the erection of a wire railing. 
This railing extends from Walk Hill street on Paine street 
for a distance of 1,311 feet and thence on the line of a right 
of way in the cemetery 109 feet. It was completed in Jan- 
uary, 1910, and the necessary grading will be done during 
the coming spring. 

At Evergreen Cemetery a large amount of land improve- 
ment is being accomplished through taking advantage of the 
fact that the Metropolitan Water Commission is installing 
a large water main in Commonwealth and Chestnut Hill 
avenues under a contract with Charles J. Jacobs Company, 
which contract provides that the surplus excavated material 
be given to the City of Boston through the Street Depart- 
ment. At your request the Superintendent of Streets 
gave this material, amounting to about 12,000 cubic yards, 
to this department. Upon your presentation of the facts, 
his Honor Mayor Hibbard and the City Council provided a 
special appropriation of $13,000 to develop land for burial 
purposes, and operations were begun under a contract with 
Charles J. Jacobs Company on the 18th of last October. 
Good progress was made until the climatic conditions caused 
a suspension of the work for the winter. As early in the 
coming spring as weather conditions will permit the work 
will be resumed, and it should be completed on July 1 next. 
As a result we shall have prepared and subdivided into 
lots of suitable sizes ready for sale about 116,000 square 
feet of land, for which there is a steady and increasing 
demand. I confidently expect to make many lot sales 
from this area in the early future, as many people who have 
not been able to procure lots in this desirable cemetery have 
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interred their deceased relatives and friends in single graves, 
awaiting the time when lots could be procured here, and as 
we will have provided a considerable number of extremely 
desirable lots in this cemetery, which is easily reached from 
any part of Boston, we cannot fail to attract purchasers. 
This will provide a means of income to the city of more than 
$200,000, even at our prices, which are about one-third 
less than the prices paid for less desirable lots in other 
cemeteries. 

A considerable amount of work was done by department 
laborers on the Dorchester South Burying Ground, con- 
sisting of a complete regrading, new loaming of the surface 
and seeding of a considerable portion of its area and the 
rebuilding with stone of all its avenues. 

The services of the custodians of the several cemeteries 
of the department have been rendered in a satisfactory 
manner. I desire, however, to especially commend to your 
notice the work of Mr. Harding, custodian of Evergreen 
Cemetery, who, notwithstanding a materially reduced force 
of laborers, has maintained the grounds under his charge in 
a better condition than in former years. 

I desire to express my warm appreciation for the uniform 
courtesy and consideration shown me by all of the trustees.

On March 23 the following order was passed by the City 
Council and approved by his Honor Mayor Hibbard: 


Ordered: That the City Messenger be authorized to erect a flag pole 
on the triangular piece of land in the square at the junction of Columbia 
road, Dudley and Stoughton streets, Upham’s Corner, and to supply a 
flag for the same; the expense thus incurred to be charged to the appro- 
priation for City Council, Incidental Expenses. 
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The above action was approved by this Board, this land 
being part of Dorchester North Burying Ground. The pole 
consists of two parts, the lower being 85 feet high and 
26 inches in diameter, the upper being 65 feet high. The 
wood is Oregon pine. The pole is erected in honor of 
American Revolutionary Soldiers who are buried in the 
Dorchester North Burying Ground. The flag was first 
raised on April 19 with appropriate exercises by the City 
Government. | 

During each year the trustees seek the aid and advice of 
the Engineering Department in the preparation of specifica- 
tions and drawing of plans for cemetery improvements. We 
sincerely acknowledge many favors received from Mr. William 
Jackson, City Engineer, and his assistants. Each request 
has received coyrteous and prompt attention and hearty 
co-operation. 

A visitor to any old burying ground is impressed with the 
many ancient gravestones found therein, and usually com- 
ments on the splendid state of preservation of these 
memorials of the dead. It is not generally understood that 
these stones were never set, aS in modern cemeteries, on a 
permanent foundation. Subject to climatic conditions affect- 
ing the ground, coupled with the lack of proper support, their 
present condition is all the more remarkable. The proper 
manner of preserving these stones has been discussed by 
many individuals in the past, and the trustees took the 
matter up with the Engineering Department last year with 
the hope that a plan might be adopted which combined both 
efficiency and economy. It is not the intention of the 
trustees to burden the city with the expense of setting these 
stones, as it is only proper that the expense should be borne 
by those directly interested as descendants or otherwise. As 
a result of careful study, we make the following recom- 
mendation: Each stone is to be set in concrete, composed of 
one part of Portland cement of the quality required by the 
standard specifications of the Engineering Department of the 
city, two parts clefn sharp sand and four parts of broken 
stone or clean screened gravel; the stone or gravel to be 
free from dust or dirt and to vary in size from one-half to 
one and one-quarter inches in the greatest diameter. The 
concrete is to have a minimum horizontal thickness of four 
inches on all sides of the imbedded part of the headstone 
except where the nearness of a neighboring stone prevents, 
in which case the thickness shall be as near four inches as is 
practicable. 

The top surface of the concrete is to be beveled on a slope 
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of one inch vertical to four inches horizontal. A half-inch 
bar of twisted steel or other approved bar is to be bent to a 
rectangular form and imbedded in the concrete. The depth 
to which the stone shall be set depends upon the depth of 
the stone below the inscription. During the past year four 
stones have been set in this manner, and the expense borne 
by individuals interested. The approximate cost for thus 
setting the average stone should not exceed $7. 

Under an agreement drawn by the Law Department, the 
Park Street Congregational Society was granted permission 
to erect a fire escape on the side of the church adjoining the 
Granary Burying Ground.

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During the past year twenty meetings of the Trustees have 
been held.

The members of the Board all serve in turn on the Visit- 
ing Committee for the Parental School and the Suffolk School 
for Boys, two members being appointed for two months in 
succession. They also visit the children placed out in 
families and institutions at intervals. 

The children under the care of the Board are classed as 
follows : — 


(a.) Delinquent children at the Suffolk School for Boys 
(Rainsford Island) and probationers therefrom. 


(6.) Truants at the Parental School (West Roxbury) and 
probationers therefrom. 


(c.) Dependent and Neglected children boarded or placed 
free in families (usually in the country), and a number in 
the care of schools for defectives, or other hospitals or insti- 
tutions not under the management of the Trustees, where 
they have been placed for training or hospital treatment at 
the expense of this Department.

One hundred and seven boys from the Suffolk School 
for Boys and 139 boys and two girls from the Parental 
School were released on probation. These remain in charge 
of the Department, the boys from the Suffolk School for 
Boys in most instances until their majority is attained, and 
the boys and girls from the Parental School until they reach 
the age of 16 years in nearly all cases. Of the 197 dependent 
and neglected children discharged 14 died, of whom 10 were 
in institutions not directly in our charge. 
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FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


The total cost of the Children’s Institutions Depart- 
ment for the year was $204,150.91, which, divided among 
the whole average number of children (1,714) makes an 
average per capita expense of $119.11 for the year, or $2.29 
per week. 

An analysis of the expenses of the Placing-Out and Office 
Division, the Parental School and the Suffolk School for 
Boys is given in Tables 2B to 2G, inclusive. 

The net cost of the Placing-Out Division, with its esti- 
mated share of the office expenses amounted to #88,044.43. 
This includes a charge of $175.58, on account of the decrease 
in the inventory of clothing on hand February 1, 1910, from 
the inventory of the year previous. 

Of this, $8,928.09 has been paid for the board of child- 
ren in the Massachusetts Hospital School at Canton, the 
Massachusetts State Sanatorium at Rutland, and the Long 
Island Hospital; and $682.02 was paid on account of children 
who were at the Massachusetts School for the Feeble-Minded 
and at the Massachusetts Hospital for Epileptics previous to 
December 1, 1908, for whom we received no bill until during 
the year 1909. 

The remainder, $78,434.32, has been paid for an average of 
463 children boarded in families and an average of 288 child- 
ren in free homes. ‘Taking together all children placed in 
families (751), we find the average per capita cost for the year 
to be $104.44, or $2.00 per week. 

The total net cost of caring for the delinquent children 
was $52,547.67, of which $50,504.20 was used for the Suf- 
folk School for Boys. This includes the estimated share of 
office expenses, $500.00, and $6,589.85, which was expended 
to repair the damages caused by the storm of December 26th, 
1909, and $3,000.00 expended for permanent improvements. 

Subtracting these last two items, we have 40,914.35, 
making an average per capita cost for each boy actually in 
the Institution (139), $294.85 for the year, or $5.65 for 
the week. 
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The remainder, $2,043.47, represents the amount expended 
on the visitation of boys on probation in their own homes and 
homes in the country, the clothing furnished by the Placing- 
Out Division to some of these boys when going to the coun- 
try, and board paid for an average of four boys for the 
year. Taking together all delinquents, both in the Suffolk 
School for Boys and on probation (an average of 355), 
the average cost per capita for the year was $129.46, or 
$2.48 per week. (This does not include the amount paid 
on account of damage caused by storm.) 

The total net cost of caring for the truants committed to the 
Parental School was $63,734.39, of which $58,164.82 was 
used for the Parental School, including an estimated share 
of the office expenses, (#900), making an average per capita 
cost for each child in the institution (188) 309.39 for the 
year, or $0.93 per week. 

The remainder, $5,569.57, represents the amount expended 
on the visitation of boys on probation in their homes, and 
homes in the country, the clothing furnished by the Placing- 
Out Division to some of these boys when going to the 
country, and board paid for an average of 32 truants on 
probation. Taking together all the truants (an average of 
540), the average per capita cost for the year was $118.03, or 
$2.26 per week. 
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SUFFOLK SCHOOL FOR BOYS. 
TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 


The Suffolk School for Boys is on Rainsford Island, which 
contains eleven acres of ground, far too little for such a School. 
Boys are committed during minority to this School between 
the ages of seven and fifteen years, by the courts, ostensibly 
for various minor offences, but really for ascertained unfitness 
to be left at large. Chapter 413, Acts of 1906, provides new 
methods of dealing with juvenile offenders; they are now 
classed as delinquent children and not as criminals. Under 
this Act it is the duty of the probation officers of the various 
courts to investigate each juvenile case before the court takes 
action and report regarding the character of the child, his 
school record, his home, his surroundings, and previous com- 
plaints against him. If adjudged a delinquent child the 
court may place the case on file or in the care of the probation 
officer for such time and on such conditions as may seem 
proper, or commit such child until he attain the age of 
twenty-one to the Suffolk School for Boys. 

The problem of the School is to make these boys healthy, 
strong and industrious, and to instill into them such moral 
principles as will tend to make them good citizens. 

The report of the Superintendent and the statistics of the 
School show to a degree what success has been attained. 

Although the boys are committed to the care of the School 
during minority, yet it is possible for a boy during the first 
six months, by good behavior, to become eligible for release 
on probation, and as a matter of fact the average length of 
stay in the School itself, taking all the boys together, 
amounts to about 13 months. 

Boys who are released on probation from the School are 
put under the care of the Placing-out department, and 
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information concerning them is given in the report of the 
Superintendent of that department. The most severe test 
of an educational institution is the test of the future and we 
are glad to record that taking everything into consideration 
the results are favorable. 

An appropriation of $5,000.00 was made by the Council 
last summer for filling in a part of the bay and adding to 
our land. When estimates were obtained, so little could be 
done for the money, it seemed not worth the expenditure. 
The storm of December 26th did considerable harm, washing 
away three hundred feet of the pier and some of the outbuild- 
ings and bulkheads, so that it was not possible to reach the 
island from the wharf. With the consent of the Mayor 
the appropriation of $5,000.00 was used towards repairing 
the damage caused by the storm. 
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ADDITIONAL (MINORITY) REPORT ON THE 
SUFFOLK SCHOOL. 


For some years there has been a growing conviction on 
the part of the undersigned members of the Board of Trus- 
tees that the time has come for the city to abandon the 
Suffolk School. 

Beginning in 1905, for the last five years we have been 
calling attention to the utter inadequacy of the institution 
for the work it is supposed to do. Out of date, out of 
repair, and needing so much to bring the School up to stan- 
dard as to be out of the question from any economic point 
of view, the institution is kept going almost entirely through 
the personality of the Superintendent and some of his staff. 

It is costing the city more per boy* to give less advanta- 
ges and training than the state for the same class of work. 

In the Lyman School and in the new Industrial School for 
Boys at Shirley, the state has now established and maintains 
institutions capable of giving this class of bovs of the whole 
state suitable accommodation and training. 

Boston is paying approximately 40 percent of the expense 
of these schools and has equal privilege with the rest of the 
state to have its boys taken care of in these institutions. 
Yet Boston insists on duplicating these expenses to run its 
own local school as a survival of an old system that has long 
disappeared from the rest of the state. There is not a single 
argument to justify this, yet it remains as a monument of 
the inertia that handicaps a modern city’s development when 
the improvement calls for cutting salaried places from the 
city pay roll. 

The boys would have better facilities for being trained in the 
state institutions at less cost. The distribution of the state 
boys among the Lyman School, Shirley School, and Concord 


*See Tables. 
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Reformatory, offers a greater protection to the individual 
youth and better facility for the adequate handling of the 
needs of certain boys than can be afforded at the Suffolk 
School where one hundred and fifty boys are placed together 
more or less entirely on an age basis. It must be only a 
question of time when the city abandons this waste of money 
and of youths. We recommend that it be now, and that the 
Legislature of 1910 be asked for authority to transfer to the 
Lyman and Shirley Schools the boys now at Rainsford and 
that the Suffolk School be abandoned.

I have the honor to submit the annual report of the 
Suffolk School for Boys for the year ending January 31, 
1910. 

COMMITMENTS. 


There have been committed during the year 103 boys, of 
whom 14 were returned from probation by the Trustees. 

Of the whole number 4 boys who had previously been in 
the institution were committed by the courts. 

The number of commitments is smaller than in the year 
previous, probably because many boys were sent to the new 
Industrial School at Shirley, who, prior to the opening of that 
School, would have been sent here. 

One hundred and seven have been released on probation 
and one has been discharged. 

The average daily attendance was 139, this average being 
22 less than in the year preceding. The largest attendance 
was 150 on April 8 and 9; the smallest, 128 on November 6, 
7, and 8. 

The year commenced with a population of 142 and closes 
with 137, a decrease of 5. 


SCHOOL WORK. 


No change has been made in the organization of the schools 
from that of the previous year. The work is in charge of a 
Principal and four assistant teachers, and an instructor in 
sloyd. The courses of study, methods, grades, etc., are like 
those of the city’s public schools, and the boys suffer little or 
no disturbance in their studies upon entering the institution 
schools or returning to the public schools. 

Instruction in sloyd is given two periods each week dur- 
ing the year.

During July and August, a summer school was in session 
five periods a week. 

Evenings indoors were devoted to school-work, reading, 
letter-writing, amusements and games, entertainments, etc. 


INDUSTRIES. 


The printing, shoemaking, sewing, and gardening depart- 
ments have given the benefits of the special training in each 
to their full quota of boys. The results accomplished have 
been most satisfactory, and speak well for the spirit of 
endeavor and intelligent effort of those boys who have been 
fortunate enough to be connected with one of them. 

I have often expressed my regret that circumstances pre- 
vent the administration from enlarging the scope of this part 
of our work. 

Under normal conditions, that training which rounds out 
the individual and makes him capable of choosing and then 
entering upon and pursuing that work which is best fitted 
for his talents, is conceded to be the best, but when neither 
the conditions nor the individual are normal, as in an insti- 
tution of this character, the changed circumstances must be 
met by different treatment. 

I think it is apparent to those who have studied this 
question at close range, that the briefness of the stay of the 
individual in the institution, and the unlikelihood, after his 
release, of his being either inclined or able financially or 
otherwise to pursue an occupation in which he has had no 
previous experience and which is at the same time suited to 
his talents and will offer opportunities for developing them, 
will render adequate financial returns for effort expended, 
and afford him protection from the vicissitudes and uncertainty 
experienced by those who labor at some occupation dependent 
upon season or weather, make it necessary to direct the 
energies of the boy, while under control, into those channels 
which will result in the special training of brain and hand in 
some particular trade or occupation judiciously chosen after 
a study of his individual needs, rather than to attempt 
merely to provide the preliminary training, so largely theo- 
retical, incidental to all trades and occupations. 

A study of the talents and inclinations of the individual 
will rarely fail to indicate a trade which will be attractive to 
the boy and which if followed with zeal by him, will change 
the course of his life and result in the addition of another to 
the body of self-respecting and useful citizens, and a decrease 
in the ranks of the idle, shiftless, criminal or vicious. 
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Such a system is not without its faults, nor is any other, 
except, perhaps, in theory. The choice of a trade is as likely 
to be well made when advised by an experienced person who 
has studied the boy’s requirements, as when the boy is left to 
his own devices. 

The installation of a judiciously comprehensive selection ot 
trades or courses of manual training would be of inestimable 
benefit to this institution. I would have every boy here, 
unless physically incapacitated, receive some manual training 
beyond what is possible with present facilities. 


RELIGIOUS EXERCISES. 


Religious services have been conducted in the Chapel each 
Sunday by Rev. Mathew McDonald, 8.J., who has also reg- 
ularly visited the Catholic boys in their spiritual interests. 
The Sabbath School has been conducted regularly. 

Services for the Protestant boys have been conducted by 
Miss Lillie A. Cobb. 

Services for the Jewish boys have been in charge of the 
Boston Council of Jewish Women. 

This work is often conducted at the cost of much self- 
sacrifice on the part of those who give their services for the 
uplifting of our boys, and I wish to express to them my 
sincere appreciation of their endeavors. 


HEALTH. 


The health of the boys has been generally good. Four 
cases were sent to the Long Island Hospital for treatment. 
One death occurred there from appendicitis. Five hundred 
and seventy cases were treated by the resident physician, Dr. 
Charles A. Rabethge. 

The dentist, Dr. Evan P. Wentworth, cleansed the teeth of 
all the boys. He has treated and capped 41 teeth, extracted 
223, and made 76 fillings. 

The usual classes in gymnnstics and athletics have been 
conducted by the physical director, Dr. Rabethge. The 
summer ocean baths and holiday observances were continued. 


CONCLUSION. 


The needs of the institution are not less than last year, 
and are so well known I need not mention them here. 

Many extensive repairs have been made during the year — 
repairs which are not “ordinary” in the usual sense of that 
word for the reason that they were made necessary because 
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we are occupying buildings so ancient that “ordinary ” 
repairs would not suffice to keep them in usable condition. 
The item of repairs is not what it should be under average 
conditions. 

This fact places us in an unenviable position when com- 
parison is made with other institutions, as is often done. Our 
“unusual repairs ” item added into the cost of maintenance 
increases our per capita cost to such an extent that it does 
not compare favorably with some others where conditions are 
not like ours. If the same conditions prevailed in all the 
institutions compared, the per capita cost to Boston would 
be no cause for complaint. I mention this here as I am sure 
that many times the figures are not given their true value 
because the above facts are not recognized or not known, and 
therefore comparisons are of little value. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to my 
assistants and the Board of Trustees for their hearty co- 
operation and generous support.

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PARENTAL SCHOOL—(THE TRUANT SCHOOL 
OF THE CITY OF BOSTON). 


TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 


The Parental School is a school for truants. It is situated 
on the Charles River, in West Roxbury. ‘The main school 
for boys consists of two wooden sheds used for school pur- 
poses and a new brick school-house ; six dormitories ; a boiler, 
kitchen, and laundry building; a hospital and a superintend- 
ent’s house, and a barn. The two latter are old wooden 
buildings; two of the dormitories are divided in such a way 
that each boy has a separate room, while in the others the 
_ boys sleep in large rooms together. The girls’ school is about 
a mile away on high land, overlooking the river, and it is an 
old house remodelled. At present the number of the pupils 
in the School is smaller than last year. It must be a matter 
for conjecture, only, whether the numbers are likely to de- 
crease permanently so that it will become a smaller school or 
whether the causes that have led to the commitment of a 
smaller number of children are hable to become inoperative, 
so that the School will become larger. We call attention to 
the opinion of the Superintendent on this matter. 

There is no class of boys to whom an opportunity for 
industrial training can mean more than to the class of boys 
at the Parental School. The ordinary school curriculum has 
failed to appeal to them. In many cases this is purely acci- 
dental and a change of surroundings or special attention to 
the inculcating of regular habits may correct their faults and 
bring them again into normal school relations. In many 
cases, however, the fault is deeper than this. The boy may 
be incapable of sustained mental effort. The only chance to 
fit such a boy into a useful niche is to make him into a self- 
sustaining workman. Industrial training offers him his best 
chance in life. What he lacks in brains he may often make 
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up in mechanical skill in the use of his hands or body. The 
city owes to every boy which it fails to reach through its 
ordinary school work a chance for industrial education. 
Such training should have an even more important place in a 
truant school than in the ordinary city school. 

We therefore propose, with the opening of our new school 
house, to develop and extend the industrial training part ‘Of 
our School. 

When the new school-house is occupied we shall have for 
the first time a place where all the boys can be collected 
under one roof for purposes of entertainment, instruction, or 
gymnastics. 

Release in all cases from this School depends upon the 
merit system by grading and on the basis of behavior and 
effort at study which makes it possible for a boy or girl to 
earn his or her way out in six months. When eligible they 
are, under provisions of law, set at liberty under certain 
conditions by joint action of the Trustees, the Superintendent 
of Schools of Boston, and a Justice of the Court, and they 
remain at liberty as long as they conform to the conditions. 
These require that they shall attend day school regularly 
until they reach the age of fourteen, and thereafter be kept 
either at school or at work until they reach the age of sixteen 
years. Those whose homes are unsatisfactory are placed in 
country homes. 

As in previous years the Trustees feel the inadequacy of 
the School for Truant Girls to meet the needs of such girls. 
To release them at the age of sixteen years for return to the 
bad conditions from which they were taken is a policy full of 
menace to the girls and certainly not for the interest of the 
city. These girls could be better cared for as neglected 
children of this Department or of the state. ‘The progress 
made in school work and the gain in the ways of good house- 
keeping and right living while the girls are at Helen Cheever 
Cottage emphasize the demand that their best interests be 
served. The Trustees have petitioned the General Court to 
abolish the girls’ department, but in vain.

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HEALTH. 


The general health has been excellent, there having been 
few cases of serious sickness. Again (as in the previous 
year) we were called to mourn the death of one boy, William 
~Bean, who died December 9th, in the City Hospital, after 
undergoing an operation for osteomyelitis. Fifteen patients 
were sent to the City Hospital for treatment or operation: 
one with swollen glands of the neck; one with osteomyelitis ; 
one with diphtheria; three with appendicitis; and nine with 
scarlet fever. Forty-eight children were supplied with spec- 
tacles during the year. 

Dr. Constantine Popoff, the medical house officer, has treated 
1,171 cases: 108 were hospital patients, 15 of whom were 
transferred to the City Hospital. The visiting staff of physi- 
clans were Dr. A. M. Worthington, Dr. W. W. Howell, 
Dr. E. N. Libbey, Dr. F. C. Jillson; Dr. Edward D. Hurley, 
ophthalmologist; Dr. C. Morton Smith, dermatologist; Dr. 
J. S. Stone, consulting surgeon; Dr. E. P. Wentworth, 
dentist. 

Dr. Edward D. Hurley has examined the eyes of the child- 
ren as they were admitted, or needed attention. Forty-eight 
were supphed with spectacles. 

Dr. Evan P. Wentworth, dentist, treated and capped 52 
teeth, extracted 587 teeth, and made 107 fillings. The teeth 
of all the boys were cleansed in July and January. 


SCHOOL WORK. 


There has been little change in the school work during the 
year. Until the beginning of the fall term we had nine grade 
teachers and two sloyd teachers. One of the former and one 
of the latter resigned their positions at that time, and until 
the beginning of the winter term we had eight grade teachers 
and one sloyd teacher when the number was augmented by 
the appointment of a teacher of industrial work. 

At the present time we have about twenty pupils to a 
teacher, a number sufficiently small to secure good results. 
The number of boys in the School being considerably smaller 
than for a number of years past, it will be possible with the 
smaller classes to offer better advantages than they have en- 
joyed heretofore and make it possible for the more advanced 
boys to graduate from the grammar school. ‘To some of the 
older and brighter boys a diploma from the grammar school 
would be an incentive to do their best work and would 
doubtless arouse in some the ambition to enter one of the 
high schools. 
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During five weeks of the summer vacation the boys under 
a special instructor learned a number of new out-door plays 
and games and had gymnastic exercises daily in the open air, 
and the latter part of the summer we had several field days, 
the boys of the several cottages engaging in competitive drills 
and games. , 

During July and August the boys and girls went in bath- 
ing nearly every day, and many of the boys and all of the 
girls but one learned to swim. 

Besides the general garden work most of the boys had 
gardens of their own in which they took great interest and 
from which they learned many valuable lessons. ‘This branch 
of nature study never fails to arouse their curiosity and the 
powers of comparison, judgment, and reasoning are supplied 
with material calculated to stimulate their activity, while the 
memory gathers many new facts and impressions through the 
boys’ own efforts. 


INTERMEDIATE INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION. 


There are probably between twenty-five and thirty thou- 
sand children in Massachusetts between the ages of 14 and 
16 who are now either engaged in so-called juvenile employ- 
ments or who are growing up in ignorance and _ idleness. 
Practically all of our boys between these age limits belonged 
to the latter class before their commitment. It is, then, a 
matter of the highest importance to these boys and to society 
that they be given the kind of training while here that will 
at least best fit them “to begin the learning of a trade,” 
and not only make it possible to ascertain whether they are 
fitted by nature for any mechanical trade, but also to go a 
step farther and determine what trade they are fitted for. 

A school in which the age limit is 16 certainly cannot 
turn out skilled journeymen. If we shall be able to offer 
such advantages to our boys that those who are fitted for a 
trade come to recognize that fact and have a settled purpose 
to learn it, we shall have done all we can do for them voca- 
tionally ; provided, furthermore, we do our utmost, if necessary, 
to find them employment (after leaving the School) where 
they can get the shop experience required for learning a 
trade and for making skilled workmen. 

In other words they should receive while here a certain 
amount of intermediate industrial education, ze, they 
should do pre-apprentice work to fit them to become appren- 
tices in the trades and to give them some insight into the 
problems and conditions of the trades, so that on entering a 
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shop they may the more intelligently, and therefore the more 
quickly, adapt themselves to shop routine. 

At the beginning of the winter term, January 3, we formed 
two classes of fifteen each, each class working three half-day 
periods a week under an experienced and competent teacher. 

It is impossible to outline a hard and fast course of study 
for these intermediate industrial classes. They are composed 
of boys between 14 and 16 years of age and it should, from 
the standpoint of greatest advantage both to the individual 
and to the community, be our aim to train them for practical 
work and at the same time secure an adequate intellectual 
training. 

Public industrial training in this country has but just begun 
and the task is a great one, requiring as it does and will the 
best thought of educators and much experimentation by prac- 
tical workers. What we may be able to accomplish in this 
department of education is as yet problematical. However, 
we trust that what we have begun and what we may do will 
result not only in affording our boys an opportunity to learn 
to become self-supporting, but also in pointing out and secur- 
ing for them a career which will insure them steady work 
and an increasing wage. 


THE TEACHERS. 


Within the past year the maximum salary of our teachers 
has been increased ninety-six dollars and is now the same as 
the maximum salary of teachers of disciplinary classes of the 
public schools of the city, whose work corresponds to that of 
our teachers in its nature and in difficulty. This increase 
of salary will mean much to the School as it will enable us 
to secure and retain the very best teachers. Transfers of 
teachers to the city schools will be less frequent and the 
securing of first-class teachers will be less difficult. But 
there are other benefits and privileges enjoyed by the pub- 
lic school teachers in which our teachers cannot as yet share. 
Legislation is necessary before our teachers can be pensioned, 
and the privilege of having one year in eight for study and 
travel has not yet been accorded them. In order, therefore, 
that the status of our teachers may be identical with that of 
the public school teachers, the following recommendations 
are made: 

1. That steps be taken to secure for our teachers the 
benefits of the pension system. 

2. That the Regulations of the public schools governing 
leaves of absence be adopted by the Trustees tor Children. 
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HELEN CHEEVER COTTAGE. 


The year has been a pleasant and profitable one for the 
girls. The number has been so small that it has been possi- 
ble for them to enjoy the advantages of family life with few 
of the disadvantages incident to life in an institution. The 
discipline, management, and instruction have been excellent, 
and the general health has been all that could be expected. 
Their good health and almost perfect freedom from even 
slight ailments have been largely due to the regular life, 
out-door exercise, and cleanly habits which they are required 
to observe. 

Five afternoons a week (during the school months) from 
1:30 to 5 p.m., with an intermission of fifteen to thirty min- 
utes, they have devoted to school work. Of the eight girls 
now in the school six are in grade five, one in grade six, and 
one 1n grade seven, and all are making commendable progress. 
Some of the girls have already begun to use the typewriter 
which was recently bought for them. This will be a valuable 
help in teaching spelling, capitalization, and punctuation, and 
it may stimulate some of the more scholarly and ambitious 
girls, who have little taste for domestic work, to enter high 
school and to seek more congenial employment. But their 
chief duties have been in the line of domestic work. This 
side of their education has been emphasized. Cooking, sew- 
ing, laundry, and general housework are each in turn a part 
of each girl’s experience. Among the gratifying features of 
the work are the practical lessons in household economy 
which they are taught in many ways, and the neatness and 
orderliness in household affairs which they are required to 
practise and which contribute so largely towards the comfort, 
contentment, and happiness of family life. 


RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION. 


As in years past the Catholic children have attended 
Saint Theresa’s Church and the Protestant children the 
South Evangelical Church. Mr. Max Fritz and his several 
assistants have taught the Jewish boys the principles of their 
faith. We hereby make grateful acknowledgment to those 
who have given so unselfishly of their time and energy to the 
religious training of those who have come under their 
instruction.

All of the above except Mr. Baker and the Empire 
Concert Company, who entertained the boys and girls on 
Thanksgiving and Christmas Days respectively, generously 
gave their services, and we hereby thank them for the 
interest they have shown in the welfare of the children and 
for the entertainment and instruction they have given them. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The average attendance has greatly decreased during the 
past few years. But this fact is not a difficult one to 
explain, at least to explain in part. 

The teachers of the public schools evidently realize that it 
may not be to their credit, and oftentimes may be to their 
discredit, if their pupils are committed to the Parental 
School. The natural consequence is that they are making 
their schools more attractive and the restraint and routine 
less irksome to their pupils. They are, many of them, 
striving to learn more and more about the home life of their 
pupils and, like the truant officers, are making a study of the 
Boy Problem and seeking more and more to secure the 
co-operation of parents. Truant officers realize full well that 
while their success may not be measured altogether by the 
small number of boys they may have committed to the 
Parental School, it is certainly not measured by the number 
of commitments they are able to secure. 

Medical inspectors and district nurses are of invaluable 
help in recommending and giving treatment which makes 
school life a pleasure to many children who otherwise for 
relief from pain or discomfort incident to school work would 
shun the school-room and become fit or, rather, legal subjects 
for truant schools. 

The Juvenile courts and probation officers are large factors 
in bringing about the great decrease in the number committed 
to schools of this kind. Under the care and direction of 
judges and probation officers of the right sort, many who 
would otherwise be committed to institutions yield to right 
influences and are reclaimed from a career of wrong doing. 
The boys’ clubs, settlement houses and child-helping societies 
are all aiding in the work, and society in general seems to be 
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aroused as never before to the promotion of the welfare of 
childhood. 

The disciplinary classes also have a tendency to lesson our 
numbers, inasmuch as some boys on probation from this 
School, and other boys whose conduct renders them eligible 
for commitment here, become members of these classes 
instead of increasing our attendance, which was the case 
before the disciplinary classes were established. 

We should share with society in general the satisfaction 
which comes with the knowledge that new forces and influ- 
ences are directing our boys more naturally and successfully 
into right ways of thinking and doing, and that, when ideal 
social conditions shall exist, the execution of the law per- 
taining to compulsory school. attendance will no longer 
require special schools for truant children. 


OUR NEEDS. 


The two greatest material needs of a year ago have been 
supplied. The new school building is expected to be ready 
for occupancy about May 1, and the hospital is now heated 
from the central heating plant. 

Our chief needs at the present time are a new barn and a 
coal pocket, which we trust will soon be supplied.

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PLACING-OUT AND OFFICE DIVISION. 


TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 


Now that the “Massachusetts System,” consisting in the 
placing of dependent children in families instead of keeping 
them in institutions has become firmly established in this 
country, it is interesting to observe what a great change it 
has introduced. When the Trustees of the Children’s Insti- 
tutions were first appointed, in 1897, there were still nearly 
four hundred children in the Marcella Street Home, and 
although it might have been generally conceded that a smaller 
home would have answered the purpose of caring for such of 
these dependents as were supposedly not in a condition to be 
placed in families, yet no one guessed that the institution 
could be given up so soon and entirely replaced by distrib- 
uting the children all over the country in proper homes. 
Once the great majority of dependent children were confined 
in houses, or at least within walls, for no fault of their own. 
The number so treated is now very small. Formerly the 
burden of proof was placed on those who advocated placing- 
out. Now it rests on those who advocate the institution 
system. Attention is called to various activities fully 
described in the report of the General Agent of this and 
previous years. 

The object of this division is to give a home to a homeless 
child, to keep it at the public school and in social equality 
with the average child of the State, or indeed to give it still 
better than average advantages by carefully supervising each 
child and its environment, through a visitor who is made its 
friend and advocate. 
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REPORT OF THE GENERAL AGENT FOR THE 
PLACING-OUT AND OFFICE DIVISION. 


To the Trustees for Children: — 


I herewith respectfully submit the report of this Division 
for the year ending January 31, 1910. 

In the business of the office each case receives personal 
attention: the hearing of statements of persons who come to 
the office to procure or to dispose of children; the making of 
permanent records of each ward of the city; writing state- 
ments for the investigations for the release or admission of 
children; preparing reports; correspondence; procuring and 
sending clothing to children placed at board; and accom- 
panying children to and from homes in the country to hospi- 
tals and institutions, as well as a variety of miscellaneous 
work incident to children, not recorded. 

There are now in the care of the Placing-Out Division, 
outside of institutions, 1,816 children, which includes 461 
probationers from the Suffolk and Parental Schools in their 
own homes. In addition, there were supported at the Mas- 
sachusetts State Sanatorium for Consumptives, at Rutland, 
during the year, 22, and at the Massachusetts Hospital 
School at Canton, for crippled and deformed children, 42, 
these institutions not being under the management of the 
Trustees, but for whom this Department pays the cost of 
maintenance. The bill for such cases was $7,603.09, an 
increase of $6,028.75, over the previous year. 


HOMES. 


The aim of this Division is to provide for each child in its 
care the advantages of a good home. Most of the children 
are placed in the country, while others, requiring special care 
on account of physical or mental defects, are placed perma- 
nently or temporarily in special schools or hospitals. The 
whole number boarded or in free homes, scattered about in 
this and other New England states, is now 851. 
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The conditions under which children are placed in homes 
vary with the needs of the individual child. The sort of 
homes that are accepted may be classified as follows: 

1. Free homes, where children will be cared for tempo- 
rarily, permanently, or will be adopted. 2. Homes where 
older boys and girls may make themselves useful without 
compensation in return for the comforts of a good home, 
with opportunities to take up the higher branches of study. 
3. Places where reasonable wages will be given, when the 
child is old enough, and where there are good home condi- 
tions for boys and girls. 4. Boarding places for young 
children, where, in return for a compensation, the best care 
will be given. 

As a rule, not more than two children are placed in a home, 
except members of the same family, and then not exceeding 
three. Special attention, therefore, is paid to the following 
points: The moral character of the family must be known to 
be good; the sleeping accommodations for the child must be 
healthful, and it must be borne in mind that this is for the 
future as well as for the present; the income must be suffi- 
cient for the support of the family without the child’s 
board money; the ages of the members of the family are 
considered, and the health of each one should be good, not 
only for the present time but likely to be so as long as the 
child remains with them. Homes, before being accepted, 
must be recommended by the clergyman of the church which 
the family attends, and must be approved by a visitor of the 
Department. Care is taken to have a few homes convenient 
to the city, each of which can accommodate six or seven 
children who need training, special care or medical treat- 
ment, where they are kept under close observation for long 
or short periods before being placed in the family selected 
for them. In a few towns near at hand a large number of 
infants or delicate children are gathered, and are frequently 
visited by our trained nurse. Few of the boarding children 
are placed outside of the state. 

The general health of the children has been good. Most 
of those needing medical care have been treated by physi- 
cians, oculists, and dentists in the towns where they reside. 
Eighty-two have, however, been brought to the city for 
treatment at the various hospitals. 

When children are placed directly in families, it is required 
that they be of the same religious faith as the parents of 
the child, and that when old enough the child shall attend 
day school, Sunday school, and church, regularly. The clergy- 
men and visitors see that these rules are complied with. 
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Out of an average of 846 children in country homes dur- 
ing the year, there have been but four deaths: one child was 
under one year of age; one was three years of age; two 
were ten years of age. Ten others died in hospitals not 
connected with the Department. For causes of deaths see 
Table 40. 

Correspondence between worthy parents (or if no parents, 
relatives or friends) and the children is encouraged, all 
communications being sent through the Department. Occa- 
sional visits are allowed. 

At Christmas time all the placed-out children received 
from their visitors a present suitable to their years, in the 
form of books, cards, ete. 


TRUANTS. 


At present there are fifty boys and two girls from the 
Parental School who have been released on probation, either 
in free homes or at board in families in the country. 

Many of the truant boys, on reaching the age of sixteen 
years, prefer to remain in their country homes rather than 
return to city life. Frequent requests to be returned to 
their former homes in the country are received from boys 
after they have been discharged to their parents; to others, 
however, country life is not congenial, and we have much 
difficulty in keeping them in their places. Probationers in 
their own homes in the city and attending school, in addi- 
tion to frequent visits to their homes and schools by the 
agent in charge of them, are required to report once a month, 
generally on Saturdays, at the Trustees’ office, and to bring 
a card from their teachers giving an account of their attend- 
ance and conduct at school. Truant officers and masters of 
schools co-operate with our agents in the supervision of these 
boys and girls. 

Of 276 probationers at home, (boys,) 102 are attending 
day school; 4 are employed and attending night school; 119 
are employed and not attending school; 16 are irregularly 
employed; 9 are unemployed; 20 are out of the state or 
city, not visited; 6 have been lost sight of. Three girls at 
home on probation are employed. 


NEGLECTED CHILDREN. 

Neglected children are those who have not received proper 
care from their parents or guardians, and on this account, 
usually on complaint of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, are committed during their minority, by 
the Courts, to the care of this Department.

These children, when received, are placed in families either 
at board or free, and may, after a while, be released to their 
own homes with the approval of the Trustees, when there is 
evidence to show that they will no longer be neglected; 
however, about seventy-five per cent of these sentenced child- 
ren remain wards of the Department during the full term 
for which they are committed. 


DEPENDENTS. 

The largest class of children are the Dependents, who are 
received from parents or friends. The most important causes 
for these applications are illness, misfortune, separation of 
parents, and intemperance. Like the neglected children, 
they are seldom disposed of other than by placing them in 
country homes until relatives or friends are able to take 
charge of them again. 


DELINQUENT CHILDREN. 


When an inmate of the Suffolk School has earned his 
merits and is eligible for release from the institution, he is 
placed, under provisions of the merit system, in his home if 
it is found satisfactory ; if otherwise, in a home in the country. 
In either case he remains under the supervision of an agent 
of the Board until he attains his majority. Probationers in 
their homes, or in homes procured for them, may be returned 
to the School when they fail to comply with the conditions of 
their release. Supervision over these boys at home is not 
only maintained by visits but also by correspondence, and 
they are required to report at the office of the Trustees at 
stated intervals to the agent in whose charge they are. 

The shoe shop and printing department of the Suffolk 
School are equipped with the best modern machinery. Here 
all the printing for the three divisions is done, including the 
Annual Report. Boys who have received instruction in these 
branches have been quite fortunate in finding employment 
after their release; many of them are doing well and earning 
good wages. 

Of the 182 boys on probation in their own homes, 24 are 
attending day school; four are employed and attending night 
school; 98 are employed and not attending school; 28 are 
irregularly employed; eight are unemployed; 13 are out of 
the state or city, not visited; 7 are lost sight of. 


SCHOOLING. 


The law in reference to school attendance of our wards, 
has, with few exceptions, been complied with. Eleven boys 
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and twelve girls are attending high schools, normal schools, 
academies, or business colleges; one boy will enter medical 
school next year. 

Section 4 of Chapter 44 of the Revised Laws provides for 
the tuition in the public schools in any city or town in the 
Commonwealth of a child between the ages of five and fit- 
teen years, who shall be placed elsewhere than in his own 
home, by the Trustees for Children of the City of Boston. 
An appropriation of fifty cents is paid for each week of five 
days, or major part thereof, of attendance of every such child 
in the public schools. The transportation of the children to 
and from a public school, when necessary, is also payable by 
the City of Boston. Statements of the accounts of the sev- 
eral cities and towns are to be made annually on the first day 
of April. Under the provisions of this Law all bills for 
tuition and transportation are audited by this Department 
and paid by the School Board of the City of Boston. 


VISITS. 

A very careful supervision is maintained over all children 
atter they are placed in families. They are visited by agents 
of the Department for the purpose of inquiring into their 
general conditions and associations, making sure that they 
are kindly treated, that they attend school, and are sent to 
church and Sunday school; that they are given proper moral 
training and that all other conditions, under which they were 
placed, are complied with. Also, that all contracts made in 
behalf of children on indenture have been duly observed. 
Personal interviews with the child, the family, teacher, and 
pastor, and the general appearance of the child, health, clean- 
liness, and treatment, are recorded. Clothing and sleeping 
accommodations must be examined, and the food supply 
judged by occasionally calling at meal hours. The appear- 
ance of the child will indicate whether the food is right in 
quantity and kind. 

According to my annual custom, and in order to know per- 
sonally the condition and situation of our wards in country 
homes, I have this year visited some forty-seven towns in 
this and adjoining states. I found, with few exceptions, that 
the children were regular at school and church, well clothed, 
well fed, and kindly treated. 


INVESTIGATIONS. 


The homes of all dependent children are visited before 
admission and a thorough investigation made concerning each 
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applicant, covering reasons for admission, wage earning capac- 
ity of family, and probable length of time for which sup- 
port of children will be needed. When the family requires 
temporary aid only, they are referred to the Overseers ot the 
Poor, or to a private charitable society which will render the 
necessary assistance. A record of conditions of parents is 
also kept while children remain in the care of the Depart- 
ment. The total number of investigations during the year 
was 2,149. This included investigations for applications for 
admission or release of dependent and neglected children, of 
boarding and free homes, for adoption, for admission to the 
School for the Feeble-Minded, the School for Crippled and 
Deformed Children, the State Sanatorium, Rutland; for release 
from the Suffolk School and from the Parental School. 


CONCLUSION. 


The results of our work show that among those who have 
passed out of the care of the Department are successful 
farmers, mechanics, teachers, doctors, lawyers, nurses, Wives 
and mothers, many of whom are filling places of trust. 

We also have occasional visits from our wards of former 
years, boys and girls, who come to tell of their successes and 
their reverses in life, sometimes for assistance and advice. 

The Placing-Out and Office force consists of fourteen per- 
sons, who, by their faithfulness and care, have contributed 
much to the success of the work. 

I am under obligation to the Trustees for encouragement 
and support, and to the various public and private charities 
for their kind assistance and for favors received.

Hon. Joun F. FirzGEra.p, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str,— In compliance with the requirements of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1898 I herewith submit a report of the business. 
of the City Clerk’s office for the fiscal year ending January 31, 
1910. 

The total number of returns of expenses for nominations: 
and elections made was 252 as against 507 the year previous, | 
largely owing to the change in the city charter. Of this 
number 138 were from candidates at the state primary elec- 
tion, 24 being duplicates. In 95 cases the returns stated 
that no payments were made. For the state election 71 
returns were received, 48 from candidates and 23 from com- 
mittees. No payments were reported in 20 of these cases. 
Of the 25 candidates for the various offices voted for at the 
city election held January 11, 1910, 17 filed returns, 5 stating 
that they had spent nothing, while 26 returns were made by 
committees. 

During the municipal year the Board of Aldermen held 
sixty-one meetings, including twenty-three special meetings. 
Public hearings were given on 331 matters. 

During the calendar year 1,309 resident hunters’ certifi- 
cates and two foreign born (alien) hunters’ certificates were 
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issued, those for resident hunters at one dollar each, and those 
for alien hunters at fifteen dollars each. The receipts were 
forwarded to the State Treasurer. 

Considering the labor involved in filling out the licenses 
with a personal description of the licensee, in sending dupli- 
cates to the Commissioners on Fisheries and Game and to the 
State Treasurer, and in entering stub records, I feel that the 
city should receive some portion of the fees. 

Although the recent amendment to the charter transferred 
some of the duties of the Board of Aldermen to the Street 
Commissioners it omitted to transfer certain duties of the 
City Clerk which are incidental to them. Notices of hearings 
before the Street Commissioners must still be sent by the 
City Clerk to owners of estates along the street or part of street 
on which locations for poles are asked for, and when such 
locations are granted the City Clerk must certify on the 
original orders that hearings were held by the Street 
Commissioners. 

Again, new licenses to manufacture, keep, sell, etc., explo- 
sives must be granted by the Street Commissioners, but the + 
City Clerk’s certificate issued upon notice of intention to con- 
tinue the business is sufficient for a renewal for another year 
of licenses previously granted by the Board of Aldermen. 

I herewith submit a statement of the business of the office, 
with the appropriations, receipts and expenditures for the 
last five years. :

CONSUMPTIVES’ HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1909-10. 


Boston, February 7, 1910. 
Hon. Joun F. FipzGera.p, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Srr,— The report of the Consumptives’ Hospital 
Department for the year ending January 31, 1910, is 
respectfully submitted herewith. 

As provided by law, the Board of Trustees met on 
May 14, 1909, and organized for the year by the election 
of Edward F. McSweeney, chairman, and Herbert F. 
Price, secretary. 

. The men’s open-air cottage ward, for which contract 

had been let last year, was completed and open for 
patients April 1, 1909, and sixty-two patients have 
been admitted. The capacity of this building is twenty- 
four. 

The first ward building was opened October 26, 1909. 
Up to the close of the year 104 patients have been 
admitted. Of these, thirty have died. The advanced 
stages of the disease of these patients shows clearly 
the province of this ward building, and demonstrates 
the necessity of a building sufficiently equipped to cope 
with this type of patient. The trustees have felt from 
the first that the advanced and dying consumptive 
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should have just as good care as the patient dying from 
some acute disease. To this end a fully equipped 
hospital, easy of administration and attractive and 
comfortable to the patient, was built. The experience 
since opening fully justifies the building in every way. 
The short time since its opening prevents any fair esti- 
mate of per capita cost, and until it has run a sufficient 
time no cost should be computed. 

The Day Camp has shown a fall in attendance since 
the State Sanatoria opened; 683 patients were admitted 
during the year, 109 were registered at the first of the 
year, and 119 at the close of the year. 

The Day Camp as an educational institution, open 
all the year, has proved of much real benefit. When 
we consider the advanced stages of the disease, the 
results of treatment are very gratifying. 

The Out-Patient Department treated 2,656 new 
patients during the year, 8,074 old cases returned to 
the clinic, making a total of 10,703 treatments given 
during the year. Plans are under way with the owners | 
of 18 Burroughs place whereby larger quarters may be 
had by the means of additions to the present house. 

The Franklin Park school for tuberculous children 
was opened ‘at Franklin Park Refectory Building on 
October 12, 1909. This hospital school is maintained 
in conjunction with the School Department of the city, 
and is for the out-of-door care of tuberculous children. 
It is the intention of the department to run a ten months’ 
experiment and on the results of the experiment to 
shape future policy. 

Because this school was opened so late in the year, 
but little can be said of the result of this work. It has 
been shown, however, that a child attending this school, 
properly clothed for out-of-door life, not only shows no 
ill effects, but considerable benefit is evidenced in gen- 
eral improvement in health, gain in weight and ability 
to attend studies without fatigue. 

That this is due to the out-of-door life, supplemented 
by good food and regularity with measured exercise, 
rest and study, is certain. The value to the sickly 
child of being placed under the joint care of the physi- 
cian, nurse and teacher has been amply demonstrated. 

Open-air rooms in the several schools throughout 
the city would benefit many of the underfed children 
who are below par but have no definite form of tuber- 
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culosis. No one definitely knows the exact physical 
condition of the school children in the city based on 
physical examination, and any estimate made to-day 
can be based on the unsatisfactory data furnished by 
the mortality records and the results of generally super- 
ficial examinations made during the routine supervision 
of the children by the school physicians, together with 
the results of the work on children treated at our Out- 
Patient Department. 

The segregation of the dying consumptive is the 
first and pressing problem. After this comes the care 
of the child. The way to eliminate it in the coming 
generation is to cure it before it begins, and no proper 
attempt to solve this problem can be started until the 
exact physical condition of all the school children in 
Boston is accurately ascertained. 

Contracts have been let for the erection of a second 
ward building, similar in many respects to the first but 
differing in the subdivision of wards into small wards 
of three, four and five beds and the installation of 
several single rooms. Work has now progressed on the 
building, and it is hoped to open early in the fall. 

Plans are also under way for a second cottage ward, 
and contract will be let just as soon as plans are ready. 

Plans for a domestic building, to include stores, 
kitchens, bakery, dining rooms and sleeping quarters 
for employees, together with small office quarters, are 
- under way. The sum appropriated for this building, 
$100,000, has rendered the problem extremely difficult, 
and the architects, under the direction of the building 
committee of the trustees, are making every effort to 
make the building come under the amount appropriated. 
This lack of money has forced the architects to adopt 
a form of construction which is not fireproof, and may 
mean a reduction in the size of the building. 

The policy of hiring beds as provided by law is but 
a temporary measure and will be abandoned when the 
hospital is completed. A bill to limit this privilege of 
hiring beds in private hospitals to the year 1916 is now 
before the Legislature. It is the hope of the trustees to 
have sufficient beds at Mattapan before this time. 

The whole problem of relations between state and 
city in the care of tuberculosis is pending before 
the Legislature in a bill for the appointment of a com- 
mission to study and report. 
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In view of the fact that this bill is unopposed, and 
that all persons engaged in tuberculosis work favor the 
appointment of such a commission, in all probability 
this bill will pass the Legislature. Pending the findings 
of this commission, the trustees feel that no further 
appropriation for new construction need be requested.

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REPORT OF THE MEDICAL STAFF. 


Boston, January 31, 1910. 
To the Trustees of the Boston Consumptives’ Hospital: 


The medical report for the year ending January 31, 
1910, is respectfully submitted herewith. 

The work of the past year is the beginning of the com- 
plete development of the work as outlined and discussed 
in the two preceding reports and offers no occasion for an 
extended report. The interrelation and unity of the 
various lines of medical activity have become more and 
more evident, and in consequence the work has become 
increasingly systematized and effective. 

Throughout the year the supervision of the clinical 
work has been divided equally between Dr. Murphy and 
myself, and I take pleasure in commending his faithful 
service to your board. 


A. ,HospiTaL, MATTAPAN. 


The expansion of the medical work in this department, 
in consequence of the opening of the first cottage ward 
and the first pavilion of the hospital, has naturally 
necessitated a corresponding development in the plan 
of medical service. Under the immediate direction of 
Dr. Townsend, the resident physician, these plans for 
the medical service have been carried out most efficiently. 
Two resident internes have. divided the work in the 
hospital, and have had the entire charge of the patients 
there, being supervised by the resident physician. Much 
of the routine examination and treatment of the patients 
in the Day Camp and Cottage Ward has also been 
assigned to them. The appointment of Dr. R. H. 
Houghton, who was so long associated with the work of 
the Day Camp, terminated with the opening of the new 
hospital, and we were deprived of the services of a very 
efficient and faithful associate. Dr. Murphy and myself 
have made regular visits to the hospital, and have thus 
had general charge of the services. Drs. Sullivan and 
Shay have regularly visited the institution two mornings 
each week to attend to the laryngological cases. 
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The pathological work has added greatly to the inter- 
est and value of the clinical work and promises to 
develop within the next year into a branch of very great 
importance. 

1. The Main Hospital. From the opening of the 
first pavilion, October 26, 1909, to the end of the fiscal 
year, January 31, 1910, 104 patients were admitted, 49 
males and 55 females. The numbers remaining January 
31, 1910, were 27 males and 27 females, or a total of 54. 
Of the total 104 admitted during the above period, 101 
were classed as Stage III., one as Stage II., one as 
Stage I., and one as nontuberculous. 

The type of case is thus seen to have been in keeping 
with the purpose of the hospital, namely, to make it a 
place for the segregation and care of the consumptive in 
the most advanced stages. As a rule, the patients have 
been strictly bed cases, though in a few instances, as is so 
characteristic of tuberculosis, they have been able to be 
on the veranda or about the ward almost to the end. 

The very slow rotation of cases, in comparison with 
acute hospitals, is obviously due, first, to the character- 
istic slow progress of the disease, and, second, to the 
constant efforts which have been made to detain every 
case until death. 

The following table shows the disposition of the fifty 
who were discharged previous to February 1, 1910: ~—

It should be noted that the dead comprise 60 per cent 
of those discharged, and nearly 29 per cent of all those 
admitted. In many instances the fifteen patients dis- 
charged to their homes were in a dying condition, but it 
is significant that it is becoming less and less difficult 
to induce the dying to remain. Both the patient and 
their friends appear to be more reconciled to the idea 
that the hospital is the best place for this type of 
consumptive. 
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The sources of the 104 patients were as follows: 

Seventeen were sent from the Day Camp, 6 from the 
Cottage Ward, 65 from their homes (chiefly by the Out- 
Patient Department) and 16 from other hospitals. The 
rather large number from the Day Camp is explained by 
the fact that previous to October 26, 1909, a not incon- 
siderable number of very advanced consumptives were 
constantly in attendance there because of the absence 
of any adequate hospital accommodations for them in 
the city. When possible for the patient to travel to the 
camp without undue fatigue it has seemed far wiser to 
have them in this institution for the day than in their 
homes. The six admitted from the Cottage Ward were 
all cases which had progressed so unfavorably that they 
were no longer able to be up and about during the day. 

Even this short period since the opening of the hospital 
has been sufficient to demonstrate to my entire satis- 
faction the necessity for this permanent and fully 
equipped type of hospital. It has been exceptionally 
easy of administration, and so arranged as to afford 
every possible comfort to the patients. Our experience 
thus far proves what was previously generally con- 
ceded, namely, that exactly the same complete equip- 
ment is necessary in a hospital for dying consumptives 
as for the acute maladies of a general hospital. 

2. The Cottage Ward for men was opened April 1, 
1909, and to January 31, 1910, 62 patients were admitted, 
of whom 23 remained on the latter date. Notwith- 
standing the fact that none but ambulatory cases have 
been admitted, all but three were in the third stage of 
the disease. The treatment of such advanced cases in 
the lean-to type of ward in this climate has been an 
interesting experiment and has given surprisingly satis- 
factory results. No hardships have been evident during 
the winter, and almost without exception the patients 
have entered into the spirit of the open-air treatment 
enthusiastically. The entire front of the ward has 
been kept open-constantly winter and summer except 
for one-half hour twice daily. At 7 a.m. during cold 
weather the wards are closed and the steam turned on 
in order that the temperature may be sufficiently raised 
to allow the patients to pass from the locker rooms to 
their beds in comfort. The same precaution is taken 
at bedtime. 

The twelve patients in the west wing of the ward, 
not satisfied with having the front of the ward open, 
have even during the coldest weather, except in the 
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case of severe storm, slept with their beds on the open 
veranda. ‘The experience so far gives the fullest assur- 
ance that all but the strictly bed patients can be treated 
successfully in this type of ward. Under the super- 
vision of a nurse the entire work of the ward has been 
done by the patients. The great saving in expense, 
both of construction and maintenance, in this type of 
ward as compared with the usual hospital ward is 
evident. 

Considering the advanced stage of the disease in 
practically all cases the results of treatment have been 
surprising indeed. The gains in weight have in many 
instances been. especially striking, the greatest being 
sixty pounds. 

Thirty-nine patients were discharged from April 1, 
1909, to January 31, 1910. Of this number 13 were 
discharged as improved, 6 returning to work, 6 to their 
homes or to the country and 1 to Rutland. Several 
of those remaining in the Cottage Ward January 31 
are planning to take up some work early in the spring. 
Of the 25 discharged unimproved, 14 were transferred 
to the main hospital as too ill to remain as ambulatory 
cases.

3. Day Camp.—The number of patients at the Day 
Camp February 1, 1909, was 109, and the total number 
admitted during the year 683, making a total of 792 
treated during the twelve months. At the close of 
the year 119 patients were registered at the camp.

The above represents 32/812 days of treatment and 
an average daily attendance for the year of 95, as com- 
pared with an average daily attendance last year of 61. 
For the month of July the average daily attendance 
was 130, the largest for any month during the year. 
The average ratio of males to females throughout the 
year was approximately 2.1. 

Six hundred and fifty-nine of the total 683 cases were 
referred from the Out-Patient Department, 17 from 
private physicians and 17 from miscellaneous sources. 
The small number coming from private physicians is 
explained by the fact that it is the common practice 
among the physicians of the community to send their 
patients first to the Out-Patient Department, to be 
referred from there to the Day Camp.

The presence of thirteen incipient cases is due to the 
fact that the State Sanatorium at Rutland will not 
receive noncitizens, and many of these residing in Boston 
have entered the camp. 

Of those discharged during the year 1.85 per cent — 
were regarded as ‘‘arrested’’ cases, 26.8 per cent as 
“improved,” 25.65 per cent as “ stationary,” and 46.2 
per cent as ‘‘unimproved.”’ Considering the advanced 
stage of the disease in the majority of cases the above 
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results seem satisfactory. Sixty-eight returned to work; 
14 were sufficiently improved to enter Rutland; 38 
were transferred to the Cottage Ward, and 17 to the 
hospital.

In general the work at the camp has progressed 
satisfactorily and it seems more and more to justify its 
position of prominence in the group of institutions at 
Mattapan. Unquestionably a very large percentage of 
those at present treated in the camp should properly 
be in the hospital, a careful study of the list by Dr. 
Townsend and myself indicating that probably at least 
50 per cent fall within this class. For the remainder, 
however, hospital residence is unnecessary, and the 
relatively inexpensive care furnished in the camp is 
entirely adequate. 

But little change has been made during the year in 
the established routine, which was described in detail 
in last year’s report. 


B. Tuer Our—-PatTIeENT DEPARTMENT. 


In spite of the large number of patients treated and 
referred to institutions by this department during the 
past two years, the number of cases both old and new 
treated during the year just closed show a substantial 
increase. During the year 2,656 new patients were 
examined, 1,125 of whom were found to be tuberculous 
and 1,513 nontuberculous. The number of old cases 
visiting the clinic was 8,074, making a total of old and 
new patients of 10,703. 
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The above 2,656 new cases were grouped as follows:

A comparison of this table with these given in last 
year’sreport shows that the increase is due to the greater 
number of children examined, largely brought about, 
it seems evident, by the closer co-operation of the public 
school authorities. 

The work has constantly broadened in scope, and in 
general shows a very gratifying steady growth. Not- 
withstanding this development, however, no additions 
to the facilities for work have been made since the 
opening of the department, and at present the condi- 
tions of crowding are almost intolerable. Unquestion- 
ably the standards of work are very materially lowered 
in consequence, and unless relief’ is afforded in some 
manner our work must permanently suffer. 

Added evidence has frequently been at hand to 
indicate that the dispensary is becoming more and 
more the center of tuberculosis work in Boston. <A con- 
stantly increasing number of patients are being referred 
to us for examination by the physicians of the com- 
munity and the cordial relations with other hospitals 
and institutions have continued. 

The added experience in providing institutional 
treatment for the various classes of consumptives places 
us in a position to judge more intelligently of the specific 
needs. Between two and three hundred patients, includ- 
ing all types, are referred to various institutions or 
otherwise cared for monthly, and the number of cases 
under home treatment is therefore slowly diminishing. 
For the very early cases in children, and those with 
questionable disease, the Convalescent Home of the 
Children’s Hospital at Wellesley has continued to pro- 
vide a large number of beds and the results have been 
exceedingly gratifying. On the average, about five 
children are accepted each week by this institution, 
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but the demand is considerable in excess of its capacity 
and some further provisions should be made for this 
class. All tuberculous children in the advanced stages 
needing treatment, have been provided for in hospitals, 
but in some instances the disposition has not been 
suitable and special provisions are much needed. At 
present the most evident need is for beds for advanced 
male patients. The Day Camp possesses sufficient 
facilities to care for all cases found to be suitable for 
this form of treatment. 

I cannot speak too warmly of the work of the assist- 
ant physicians and the visiting nurses in this department, 
and to the director, Dr. Floyd, should be given much 
credit for bringing the work up to its present high 
standard. 

Dr. Sullivan and his assistant, Dr. Shay, are deserv- 
ing of the highest praise for the excellent standard of 
work maintained in the laryngological department. It 
has continued to be one of the most important depart- 
ments in the hospital. 

A total of 2,586 new cases received a systematic 
examination of the nose, throat and ears during the year 
ending January 31, 1910. Statistics of some of the 
most common abnormal conditions found among these 
are given below:

As previously, it has been necessary to refer practi- 
cally all operative cases to some other laryngological 
clinic provided with equipment for operations. The 
surprisingly large number of cases of nasal and post 
nasal obstructions, which were by no means confined 
to the children, indicates very clearly the need of 
such provisions in the Out-Patient Department. Those 
needing treatment of the teeth have been to a consid- 
erable extent sent to one of the dental clinics. Nearly 
all of the cases with laryngeal tuberculosis have been 
admitted to the hospital at Mattapan and have in con- 
sequence continued under the care of this department. 
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The importance of the work already organized to 
provide treatment for and to give instructions with 
reference to the proper care of the teeth is strikingly 
shown by the very large number of those found with 
neglected teeth, 2. e., 42.67 per cent. 


C. Hospirrau ScHOOL. 


So much has been written regarding the organization 
of the hospital school that any detailed description 
seems unnecessary. Since October 12, 1909, when it 
was taken over from the Boston Association for the 
Relief and Control of Tuberculosis by the Boston Con- 
sumptives’ Hospital, there has been a most gratifying 
development both in numbers and the general efficiency 
of the work. 

The medical work has been under my personal 
direction, Drs. Murphy and Bowditch sharing equally 
with me the responsibility of the regular visits. As a 
rule, at least four visits each week were made, and any 
question of treatment or policy at other times referred 
to one of us by telephone. By special arrangements 
with the Boston Board of Health all examinations of 
sputa and throat cultures have been made at the city 
laboratory. So far as it was possible to obtain a 
specimen, the sputum from each child was sent to the 
laboratory, and if negative repeated at intervals of 
a few weeks. A standing order requires that a throat 
culture shall be made in all cases of sore throat and the 
child sent home until the result of the examination is 
known. All cases in any way suspicious of the acute 
exanthemata are likewise sent home and observed there 
until the case is definitely diagnosed noncontagious. 
With very few exceptions all the above cases were seen 
by one of the visiting physicians. ‘To these precautions 
is undoubtedly due the fact that although several cases 
of contagious diseases have appeared not a single sub- 
sequent case has developed as a result of the first. 
Written instructions are in the hands of the nurse 
covering the treatment of all possible emergencies. 

An attempt has been made to have every child given 
a complete physical examination at least once each 
month. Those cases needing examination of the nose, 
throat or ears are sent to the Out-Patient Department. 
Children with neglected teeth are referred to their own 
dentist, if they have one, if not, they are taken by the 
nurse to the Harvard Dental School for treatment.

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In the work with the children in general, both in the 
school and the home, we have constantly sought the 
co-operation of the family physician if there be one. 

Practically all children are referred from the Out- 
Patient Department. On entrance, the condition of the 
child is determined by one of the visiting physicians 
and depending upon this is placed in one of three general 
groups. The daily program for each of these groups is 
arranged with reference to the amount and character 
of the study, exercise and work, and graded from Class 
III., where no work and very little study and exercise 
is provided, to Class I., where the regular program of the 
school is followed. Further individual exceptions are 
also made to suit special conditions. The general pro- 
gram of the school is as follows:

The type and frequency of the exercise has been 
varied within wide limits, depending on the weather. 
On very cold days during the winter the routine of the 
day was frequently broken by very short periods of 
exercise, such as deep breathing, gymnastics and games. 
During mild weather the exercise, as will be seen from 
the above program, is confined to two periods daily, one 
at 10.30 a. m. and the other at 3 p.m. Asa rule, in 
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the late forenoon the children are allowed to play simple 
games under the direction of the teachers for fifteen to 
twenty minutes. 

Each child is given a number and furnished with a 
chair, blanket, sleeping bag, coat, cap, mittens, over- 
shoes, stockings and wristers, all of which bear his 
number. The individual is held responsible for the 
above articles. 

Under the direction of Miss Hyams a most admirable 
piece of scientific study has been carried on with the 
diet of the pupils which should, when completed, be a 
valuable contribution to our knowledge of the food 
requirements under such conditions. The exact amount 
and character of the food given the children is not only 
very carefully regulated and recorded, but under the 
personal supervision of the housekeeper, who is a 
trained dietitian, a group of selected pupils receive a 
diet which is very accurately weighed and the caloric 
values determined. By watching at the same time the 
weights and general condition of the group it is ex- 
pected that more exact information regarding the food 
necessary for differing ages and «conditions will be 
obtained. 

The diet furnished at the school is also erenhat 
modified by that which the child receives at home. 
Each child is required to report in writing each day to 
the nurse a list of the food taken at home. These 
reports. are supplemented by the home investigations 
of the social worker. It is surprising that so few 
children are found by these investigations to be receiving 
insufficient food at home. The majority seem to have 
a substantial breakfast and supper at home, and 
the attempt has therefore been made to supplement 
the home diet in such a way as to bring the total to 
the proper level. As an example, the menu for a 
week during the month of January was as follows:

Figured in heat units the value of such a diet has been 
determined as varying from 2,400 to 3,000 calorics. 

Coincidently with the care of the child in the school 
we have attempted work designed to improve conditions 
in the home. A trained social worker has devoted 
essentially all her time to this phase of the program. 
Particular attention has been given by her to the diet 
and the conditions in the sleeping room. On the whole, 
the results have been most satisfactory, although the 
number of cases has been so great as to make it impos- 
sible for a single individual to adequately do the work. 

Twenty-six children were in attendance October 12, 
and to January 31 fifty-one additional were admitted, 
making a total of seventy-seven. Arranged according 
to ages and sex they are as follows:

The eleven’ suspected cases were all very weak, 
sickly children who gave every suggestion of being 
tuberculous, but who could not be proved to be ac- 
tually infected. Many were from tuberculous families. 
Whether definitely tuberculous or merely suspected the 
open-air treatment is equally indicated, and in con- 
sequence all such children have been: retained in the 
school until the condition could be shown to be non- 
tuberculous, when they were discharged back to the 
public schools. The question may naturally arise, 
is there not danger of the nontuberculous debilitated 
child contracting the disease by the intimate associa- 
tions in the schoolroom and especially at meals? In 
answer it may be said that in the entire school during 
the period from October 12, 1909, to January 31, 1910, 
repeated examinations of the sputum in all cases where 
any could be obtained showed only three positive cases. 
Such associations as are found in the school work in the 
open air offer no possibilities of contagion, and any 
danger at meals is obviated by the system of steriliza- 
tion of all dishes after each meal. 

It is too early to attempt any special study of the 
results of treatment, but in general the children, as a 
rule, respond very promptly to the treatment. The 
improvement in the general physical condition is almost 
always immediate, and the teachers are convinced that 
in many cases, at least, there is a striking change in 
the mental powers also. They evidently enjoy life 
in the open air even in the coldest weather and none 
seem to suffer any hardships from the treatment. Head 
colds and bronchitis have been rare occurrences during 
the winter.

The period covered by this report is so short, and many 
of the pupils have been in attendance for but a fraction 
of that time, that any table of gains and losses in weight 
seems to me of little value. In general, the weights 
have shown an increase in all but four instances, two 
of whom remained stationary and the other two lost 
weight. 

In closing this special report, I desire to speak most 
warmly of the work of the physicians, nurses, teachers, 
and the social worker, all of whom have shown the 
most admirable’ enthusiasm, devotion and judgment. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I beg to make the following recommendations: 


First, that increased facilities be provided at the Out- 
Patient Department at the earliest possible date. The 
especial need, as previously urged, vs for an operating room 
for the laryngological department and for examination 
and record rooms. 

Second, that a working case catalogue of all consumptives 
in Boston be maintained at the Out-Patient Department, 
and that more complete cooperation with other tuberculous 
hospitals and agencies caring for consumptives be attempted, 
un order to exert a constant surveillance over them. 

Third, that an X-ray plant be provided for both the 
hospital and the Out-Patient Department. 

Fourth, that in recognition of the enormous importance 
of the pathological work a suitable laboratory be built for 
scientific work. 

Fifth, that more cottage wards of the type already exist- 
ung be built to furnish hospital accommodations for the 
large number of moderately advanced cases for whom none 
are now made or who are being treated in the Day Camp. 

Sixth, that during the coming summer an experiment be 
made at Mattapan to test the value of carefully regulated 
work for patients.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Trustees of the Consumptives’ Hospital: 


The year which has just closed has seen a steady 
advancement in the work of the caring for the con- 
sumptive. ‘Ten thousand seven hundred and three pa- 
tients have been treated at the Out-Patient Department, 
including 2,656 new patients. The nurses have made 
30,609 visits divided as follows: 7,024 visits to the 
homes of new patients and 19,321 visits to the homes of 
‘old patients and 4,264 miscellaneous calls in connection 
with patients. 

Four hundred and forty-six patients have been treated 
in beds in private hospitals as provided by law; of these, 
164 have died, and 183 have been discharged to their 
homes in various stages of the disease. 

The attendance at the Day Camp has diminished per- 
ceptibly subsequent to the opening of the State Sana- 
toria. The average daily attendance for the year is 
95. During the year 683 have been admitted and 673 
discharged. 

The men’s cottage was opened April 1, 1909, and 
remained full during the remainder of the year. Sixty- 
two patients have been admitted and 39 discharged. 

The first ward building, completed after many delays 
on the part of the contractor, was opened October 26, 
1909, and was filled as rapidly as patients could be 
transferred by ambulance. It is the feeling that this 
building will serve the most needy patients of the city, and 
those of the most advanced stages of the disease neces- 
sarily need the greatest care. One hundred and four 
patients have been admitted and 50 were discharged. 
Of these 30 have died. The high death rate in this 
building of itself tells the type of patient cared for and 
at once shows the extent of the relief given to the 
suffering ones. 

The out-patient building at 13 Burroughs place still 
presents its crowded condition and more than ever is 
manifest the need of enlarged quarters. 

The school maintained at Franklin Park, in conjunc- 
tion with the Boston School Committee, was opened 
October 12, 1909. This school is an experiment based

on the results of the caring for 100 children. Seventy- 
seven children have been admitted, so far, at the school. 
Numbers up to 100 will be added as rapidly as suitable 
children can be obtained to attend the school. 

The work at Mattapan has progressed as rapidly as 
could be expected under the varying conditions encoun- 
tered. The general farm and garden work has assumed 
considerable importance during the year. It is my 
intention to carefully record the cost of production of 
each item in this department and after fair trial eliminate 
those which do not show intelligent profit. 

The removal of patients from their homes to the 
hospital at Mattapan offers a problem of much impor- 
tance because of the great distance. . Horse ambulances 
have been utilized but are unsatisfactory from two, 
aspects, namely, the length of time necessary for a 
horse to make the trip, subjecting the patient already 
weakened by disease to a long, weary journey; the tax 
on the horse is also of much importance, as the average 
run per trip measures from 12 to 15 miles. An auto- 
mobile ambulance of such type as would insure easy 
riding for the patient should be obtained. By this 
means the time of transportation could be cut to one- 
third of the time now consumed. This would save 
much suffering for the patient. J would reeommend the 
purchase of a White Steamer ambulance for use in the 
transfer of patients. 

Various tables and statistics are appended which will 
show the work done during the year. 

Acknowledgment is made to the various individuals 
and organizations who have cooperated and assisted 
us in our work during the year.

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SUPERINTENDENT OF NURSES’ REPORT. 


The work of nurses at the Out-Patient Department 
has increased materially during the year. The staff of 
nurses has increased from twelve at the commencement 
of the year to eighteen at the present time. 

During the year 30,609 visits have been made in the 
homes of patients. Four hundred sixteen patients, 
too ill to attend clinics, have been cared for in their 
homes. 

The districts published in last year’s report have 
been continued with but little change. 

The work of reporting unsanitary conditions of 
houses, yards, alleyways, etc., has increased considerably 
during the year. Notices to the Board of Health 
requesting fumigations of houses have been sent in all 
cases where a consumptive patient has lived and moved 
away or died. 

The close association and co-operation between this 
department and organized charity have been main- 
tained during the year and much good work is the 
result of such happy relations. 

The fortnightly conferences which were started at 
the beginning of this work have reached such enormous 
proportions because of the many demands from other 
people connected in the work that larger quarters than 
is afforded by the rooms at Burroughs place will be 
needed if these are carried through another year. 
A great deal of benefit has been derived from these talks 
and the nurses express their appreciation to the speakers 
who have given their time in their behalf. 

Many individuals have generously given to our loan 
closet, and have provided many articles which are 
itemized elsewhere. 

The health of the nurses has been unusually good 
throughout the year.

OF THE 


HLECTION DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1910. 


Boston, March 9, 1910. 


Hon. Joun F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str,—In compliance with section 24 of chapter 3 of the 
Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Commissioners 
respectfully submits its annual report. 


NUMBER OF VOTERS. 


At the city election held December 15, 1908, the number 
of male voters on the list was 110,656. The number of such 
voters on the first list published by the Board in August 
was 99,770. From that time to the close of registration 
for the city election there were added the names of 13,483 
male voters. In revising the voting list, after its publication 
in August, 988 names were dropped on account of death, 
removal and other causes. The number of male voters on 
the final list sent to the polls on the day of the city election, 
held January 11, 1910, was 112,265, an increase of 1,609. 

There were 12,554 female voters registered for the city 
election in 1908. There were 11,912 female voters registered 
for the city election in 1910, a decrease of 642. The total 
increase of male and female voters from the preceding city 
election was 967. 
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' The new charter provided that the first municipal election 
shall take place on the first Tuesday after the second Monday 
in January in the year 1910 and thereafter the regular munic- 
ipal election in each year in said city shall be held on the 
first Tuesday after the second Monday in January instead 
of, as formerly, the first Tuesday after the second Monday 
in December. 


An Act to CHANGE THE Date or ASSESSMENT OF TAXES 
AND LISTING AND REGISTRATION OF VOTERS. 


Under the above title the Legislature of last year passed 
this act providing that the first day of April instead of the 
first day of May shall be hereafter the date of making a list 
of persons liable to a poll tax and, in Boston, making a list 
of male residents as provided by law. From the list of 
persons liable to a poll tax the voting lists of all cities and 
towns in the Commonwealth, except Boston, are prepared. 
In Boston the voting list is made from the list of male resi- 
dents as secured by the police. Before the passage of this act ' 
the voting lists of this city were based on the list of male 
residents as of May 1. It will be noticed that this date is 
approximately six months preceding the state election. 
Among the qualifications of voters described with precision 
in the Constitution is one requiring a residence within the 
Commonwealth one year and within the city or town in which 
a person claims the. right to vote six calendar months last 
preceding a state, city or town election. It will be seen, 
therefore, that so far as the state election is concerned 
the first day of May is the first day of the last calendar month 
of the six months’ period prescribed by the Constitution 
and appears to be, and is, the day throughout the Common- 
wealth upon which the lists of male residents should be made 
for the purpose of registration of voters. Under the act 
as it now stands we apprehend some confusion and inac- 
curacies in the voting lists of the state. To give a concrete 
example: Suppose a man who is assessed in Cambridge as 
of April 1, and carried on the voting list of that city, moves 
into Boston during April and registers in Boston as he has 
the right to do; he may be carried on the voting lists of 
both cities without either being aware of the fact. On the 
other hand, the Constitution, by the thirtieth amendment 
adopted by the people in 1890, provides that no person 
otherwise qualified to vote for national or state officers 
shall, by reason of change of residence within the Common- 
wealth, be disqualified from voting for state officers in the 
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city or town from which he has removed his residence until 
the expiration of six calendar months from the time of such 
removal. Now suppose a voter registered in Cambridge as of 
April 1 moves to Boston during April and neglects to register 
in this city. After six calendar months has elapsed from the 
time of such removal he is deprived of his franchise for state 
and national officers which the Constitution by an amend- 
ment — the basis of the franchise being then that of May 1 
residence — practically guaranteed to him. When we con- 
sider that the usual period of the year for a change of 
residence is during the Spring it is not unreasonable to assert 
that unless voters exercise more vigilance than they usually 
do they may by reason of this change of residence be deprived 
of the right to vote for state and national officers. 

This act struck out in the election laws of this state the word 
‘““May”’ wherever it occurred and inserted in place thereof the 
word “April,” and especially in one section without regard to 
the effect such change would have upon the election laws rela- 
tive to ward division. For example: The last day for change of 
ward lines was changed from the first day of May to the first 
day of April. The first day of May, 1905, passed in Boston 
without that change of ward lines which so many considered 
necessary, and it is inconceivable why the time was shortened 
one month, especially in view of the fact that by the proposed 
new charter the date of induction into office of the City Council 
had been advanced one month, a matter that was then under | 
consideration by the Legislature. Under the law as it now 
stands instead of having a period of about three months and 
a half to redistrict the city the City Council has a period of 
about one month and a half. In this connection also the law 
provides that the Election Commissioners, after the annual 
city election in the year 1914, shall transmit to the City Clerk 
before February 10, for the purpose of making a division of 
ward lines, a list of male voters arranged by blocks or such 
other subdivision which the City Council may before the first 
day of February designate. Before the new charter became 
a law city elections took place in December and after the 
city election in the year preceding the year in which a city 
may divide its ward lines the list of male residents above 
referred to was transmitted to the City Clerk before February 10 
for the use of the city government. If this law were com- 
plied with as it now stands this list, because of the change 
of the city election to January, would have to be presented, 
to the City Council a year before any use could be made of it 
and such lists, of course, would not represent the list of male 
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voters used in the election in the last part of the year immedi- 
ately preceding the contemplated division. Such a list for 
the purpose of ward divison is always provided by blocks, a 
division which is known to and in the exclusive possession 
of the Assessing Department of the City of Boston. In order 
to comply with the duty imposed on the Election Commis- 
sioners by this statute they were compelled in the year 1904 
to engage assessors’ clerks to make this compilation by reason 
of the fact that we were not only engaged in duties incident 
to the city election but also because the block system was in 
the exclusive possession of the Assessing Department. If the 
date of the city election is not changed we recommend that 
the time for furnishing such lists be changed in section 68, 
chapter 560, Acts of 1907, so as to read after the word “ four- 
teen,’ ‘‘and in Boston after the annual state election in said 
year,’ and also change the word “April” to ‘‘ May,” in 
the section applicable to ward division. Moreover for the 
reasons stated above, especially in view of the fact that such 
lists must be furnished if, the former amendment is made 
less than one month after the city election, we recommend that 
the law be amended so that the duty of making such lists 
shall be imposed upon the Board of Assessors, to which body 
the list of male voters can be transmitted by this Board. 

It requires no sagacity to foresee that the effect of this law 
on the lists of registered voters in the Commonwealth, at 
least in cities where there is a continual change in the popula- 
tion, will be baneful; and especially in this city where the 
municipal election takes place in January, practically ten 
months after the list of male residents upon which the voting 
lists are based has been taken. 

In the case of Capen v. Foster, in 29 Mass. at page 491, 
Chief Justice Shaw said: “It is competent to the Legislature 
to make reasonable and suitable regulation, not calculated 
to defeat or impair the right of voting, but rather to facilitate 
and secure the exercise of that right.’ Although there may 
be some doubt as to whether this act defeats or impairs the 
right to vote we believe we can safely say that in our opinion 
it does not facilitate and secure the exercise of that right. 


) 


UsE OF SCHOOLHOUSES AS POLLING PLACES. 


In accordance with our report of last year a thorough 
investigation of the use of schoolhouses for polling places, 
where the same were suitable and convenient, was made. 
The Board visited about 120 schoolhouses in Boston and out 
of this number designated rooms in the basements of 82 as 
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polling places in this city. From the opinions we have received 
we believe that the use of these basements as polling places 
interfered in no manner with the specific use of schoolhouses 
for school purposes. Although objection was made in some 
instances to the change of location of polling places from one 
part of the precinct to another the fact that the largest vote 
ever cast in the City of Boston was cast at the recent municipal 
election would seem to indicate that the voters were not dis- 
commoded by these changes. In some cities when new school- 
houses are erected provision is made in the plans for a polling 
place in the basement of the new school by setting off a room 
adapted for that purpose which also could be used during 
the rest of the year for any purpose incident to a school- 
house. We believe this is a good plan for Boston to adopt 
and recommend it for consideration. 

We renew our recommendation of last year that the policy 
of using basements of schoolhouses for polling places be 
fixed by legislation, in order that this Board may be secured 
in its right to so use the basements in schoolhouses for this 
purpose. The initial expense of fitting up these basements 
will not have to be borne again by the Board and the con- 
siderable saving that was made in-the transportation of the 
booths displaced will continue. 


NEw CHARTER. 


Chapter 486 of the Acts of 1909 gave the voters of Boston 
the right to vote at the state election upon the following 
plans which appeared in this form upon the official ballot: 

Plan No. 1. The term of the mayor to be two years; the 
city council to consist of one member from each ward (except 
wards 20 and 24 which shall have two each) nominated in 
primaries and elected for two-year terms, and nine members 
elected at large for three-year terms; nominations for school 
committee, mayor, and councilmen-at-large to be made by 
independent nominations and by delegates elected by the 
voters in the primaries. 

Plan No. 2. The term of mayor to be four years, subject 
to recall after two years by not less than a majority of all the 
voters in the city; the city council to consist of nine members 
elected at large for three-year terms; all nominations for 
a municipal election to be made by petition of not less than 
five thousand voters, without party designations on the 
ballot. 

Plan No: 1 received 35,276 votes. Plan No. 2 received 
39,170 votes. On this question there were 5,970 blanks. 
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Plan No. 2 therefore determined the form and the manner 
of nominating and electing the city government of this city 
at the municipal election held January 11, 1910. Plan No. 2 
abolished the primary election for municipal offices in the 
City of Boston and repealed all laws relating to primary elec- 
tions for such offices. It provided that any male qualified 
registered voter in this city may be nominated for any munici- 
pal elective office as set forth in said plan, provided, that 
on or before five o’clock p.m. on the twenty-fifth day prior to 
the election nomination papers prepared and issued by the 
Hlection Commissioners, signed in person by at least five 
thousand registered voters in said city, qualified to vote for 
such candidates at the election, shall be filed with the Election 
Commissioners, and the signatures on the same to the number 
required to make a nomination are subsequently certified 
by the Election Commissioners. It also provided for the form 
of nomination paper, the novel part of which was the author- 
ization given to a committee of not less than five persons, 
or a majority thereof, as representatives of the signers to 
fill a vacancy. It may be said here in passing that because 
of the fact that no voter legally nominated withdrew there 
was no necessity of any such committee availing itself 
of this authorization. It also provided that nomination papers 
shall not include candidates for more than one office, except 
that not more than three or nine, as the case may be, candi- 
dates for the city council — and in the last election there 
were nine — may be included in one nomination paper; and 
not more than two candidates for the school committee — 
and in the last election there was but one — may be included 
in one nomination paper. Next year there will be three 
candidates for the city council and two candidates for the 
school committee to be elected. EXvery voter was given the 
right to sign as many nomination papers as there were per- 
sons to be elected to office and no more. The act also provided 
that nomination papers in each year shall be issued by the 
Board of Election Commissioners on and after, but not before, 
the day next following the state election. It can be readily 
seen that in order to comply with this last provision the 
Election Board were obliged to prepare nomination papers, as 
set forth in Plan No. 2, some time previous to the state 
election without knowing that plan would be adopted. Upon 
the adoption of Plan No. 2 nomination papers were issued on 
and after, but not before, nine o’clock a.m. of the next day 
following the state election. 

It was contended by some persons that the Election Board 
had the power to restrict the issue of nomination papers to 
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those voters only who were candidates, but the Election Board 
came to the conclusion that any male voter in Boston had the 
right to such nomination papers and this conclusion coincided 
with the popular characterization of Plan No. 2 before election 
as the “people’s plan.”?” Although there was a great rush 
for nomination papers, especially within the week succeeding 
the state election, the Board was prepared for all demands 
made on it, having adopted a line of procedure which guar- 
anteed the ultimate workability of this new method of nomina- 
tion. 

As the law provided that the Election Commissioners 
should certify a number of signatures which are names of 
registered voters in the city qualified to sign nomination 
papers, the Board prepared -three sets of voting lists, one 
for the use of certification of names for mayor, one for school 
committee and one for the city council. . Each nomination 
paper when filed was numbered and against the name of a 
registered voter was placed the number of the paper and the 
number of candidates nominated thereon. By adopting the 
rule that where a voter signed more nomination papers for 
each office than there are persons to be elected thereto, the 
signature, or signatures, on nomination papers first filed in 
this office up to and including the number allowed by law for 
him to sign were the only ones that would be certified by the 
Board, we prevented that duplication of names, by the system 
previously referred to, which, if not adopted, would have 
occurred to an alarming extent and would have made the 
nomination of candidates futile and ridiculous. About 
23,000 nomination papers were issued by the Board and of 
this number 4,495 were filed containing 182,945 names to 
be examined and of which 109,264 were certified. As the 
act provided that the Board need not certify a greater number 
of names on nomination papers than are required to make a 
nomination, with one-fifth added thereto, the Board ceased 
certification of names when a candidate had approximately 
6,000 certified signatures. Nomination papers of nine candi- 
dates found not to contain 5,000 certified signatures were 
declared invalid. In order to complete this certification the 
office force was compelled to work night and day, and only 
toward the last of the period was the Board required to engage 
extra clerks for this purpose. So heavy was the amount of 
work imposed on the department that the Board was unable to 
complete its certification and duly announce the names of 
candidates legally nominated until the last hour on the last 
day provided by law for such completion. The Board facili- 
tated the work of certification by receiving nomination papers 
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from candidates in lots, at any time during the period between 
the state election and the last day for filing, even though 
they did not contain the requisite number of signatures. In 
other words the Board allowed candidates to make successive 
filings of nomination papers and did not require candidates 
to wait until they had at least 5,000 signatures on their nomi- 
nation papers before filing. By announcing to candidates 
the number of names examined and ready for certification 
on those papers so filed, candidates knew how far and how 
near they were to a legal nomination and could redouble 
their efforts if necessary to secure the requisite number of 
signatures. The names of candidates appearing on nomina- 
tion.papers being a matter of public record, according to the 
act, were announced to the public; but the nomination papers 
were not open to public inspection, as therein provided, until 
after certification: After certification was completed the 
nomination papers were opened to public inspection, but no 
objections were filed. Among the reasons which fortifies 
the Board in its opinion that it adopted the right course as 
to certification was the fact that there would not be adequate 
time to hear objections involving a hearing of probably a 
thousand witnesses on the question of the validity of nomina- 
tion papers of candidates containing 6,000 certified signatures, 
as many of them did contain. For the method adopted 
secured without duplication the certification of qualified 
signers as far as our certification can show them to be qualified. 
When, however, forgery in signatures occurs to such an extent 
that the Board is convinced that such forgery invalidates 
nomination papers of any candidate, even though no objec- 
tions are filed, the Board will always avail itself of its right to 
present the facts to the District Attorney. 

An interesting change in the formation of the ballot was 
caused by the provision “the names of candidates for the same 
office shall be printed upon the official ballot in the order they 
shall be drawn by the Election Commissioners, whose duty it 
shall be to make the drawing and give an opportunity to each 
candidate to be present either in person or by one representa- 
tive.’”’ Formerly the names on the ballot were arranged 
alphabetically, and an examination of the ballot for aldermen- 
at-large in this city for the last few years will show a large 
number of candidates at the top of the ballot whose surnames 
begin with the first letters of the alphabet. It was generally 
assumed that candidates at the top of the ballot had an advan- 
tage over those further down. The innovation of drawing by 
lot for position on the ballot eliminates this alleged advantage 
always held by those candidates who, besides other qualifica- 
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tions, were so fortunate as to be thus alphabetically qualified, 
and gives all candidates from A to Z an equal chance for posi- 
tion on the ballot. 

The drawing for position took place in the Aldermanic 
Chamber in City Hall. The names of candidates were written 
on cards, the cards inserted in blank envelopes which were 
sealed and placed in a revolving box from which they were 
drawn. One commissioner drew the sealed envelopes from 
the box in the presence of the Board and the candidates or 
their representatives, passed the same to the chairman, who, 
withdrawing the cards announced the names of the candidates 
thereon and exhibited the cards to the persons present. No 
objection whatsoever was made by those present to this 
method of drawing.. The names of the candidates were then 
printed on the official ballot in the order thus drawn.* 
While there is no doubt that some perfecting amendments 
relative to the details of the plan adopted might be suggested, 
yet, as there seems to be a general disposition on the part of 
everybody to give the new charter a fair trial without amend- 
ment, we do not feel it is our duty at this time to suggest 
any changes or amendments. 


COMPLAINTS OF ILLEGAL REGISTRATION. 


During the year there were filed in accordance with law 
thirty-five complaints of illegal registration. After due hear- 
ing of such complaints, at which counsel representing both sides 
were present, the following dispositions were made of the same: 

Sustained, 12; dismissed, 17; withdrawn, 1; 4 voters trans- 
ferred to correct ward and precinct, and notation made on 
the voting list opposite the name of 1 voter : “Confined in 
hospital.” 


PROCEEDINGS WHEN VOTE IS CHALLENGED. 


Section 268 of chapter 560 of the Acts of 1907 in reference 
to this matter provides: 


“Tf in any state, city or town election at which official 
ballots are used the right of a person offering to vote is chal- 
lenged for any legal cause, the presiding officer shall administer 
to him the following oath: . 

“You do solemnly swear (or affirm) that you are the identical 
person whom you represent yourself to be, that you are regis- 
tered in this precinct (or town) and that you have not voted 
at this election. , 

‘“‘He shall also be required to write his name and residence on 
the outside of the ballot offered, and the presiding officer shall

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add thereto the name of the person challenging, and the cause 
assigned therefor, whereupon such ballot shall be received; 
and no person shall make any statement or give any informa- 
tion in regard thereto, except as required by law. The clerk 
shall record the name and residence of every person who has 
been challenged and has voted.” 


This section is silent as to the qualifications of the chal- 
lenger. By reason of this absence of any qualification, an alien 
as well as a citizen, a nonresident as well as a resident, has 
the right to challenge, and such challenge must be received. 

As the challenger is, in a sense, participating in a primary 
or election we believe that he should be at least a voter in 
the city or town in which he exercises the right to challenge; 
and strong reasons may also be advanced for requiring him 
to be a voter in the precinct in which he is so exercising his 
right. 

Again, the words “legal cause”’ in this section are open 
to a wide interpretation. A man may challenge because 
he believes a voter does not possess any or all of the qualifica- 
tions of a voter. The common reason for challenging, how- 
ever, in this city: is that the voter is “illegally registered.” 

Now the qualifications of voters are determined by the 
various tribunals of the state many days previous to the 
election and the statutes are clear and explicit in giving any 
voter ample opportunity to make a complaint for illegal 
registration. It would seem therefore that all cases involv- 
ing the qualifications of a voter should be settled under the 
statutes as provided before the day of the election and that 
the right of a person to challenge should be confined to three 
causes of challenge: 


First, That he is not the identical person he claims to be. 
Second, That he is not registered in this precinct (or town). 
Third, That he has voted at this election. 


It will be noticed that the oath which the challenged voter 
takes entirely coincides with legal causes suggested, for he 
takes oath that he is the identical person he claims to be, 
that he is registered in this precinct and that he has not 
voted in this election. 

This indiscriminate right to challenge leads to confusion 
and delay, and our experience for a number of years shows 
us that the right to vote of a person challenged 1 is not made 
a subject of further inquiry. 

It would seem as though the rights of all voters are fully 
protected if the right to challenge were limited as above. 
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For this would lead to a closer scrutiny of the voting list and 
the settlement of all questions relative to illegal registration 
before the election. 


JURORS. 


The preparation of the jury list has been carried on by this 
Board with due regard for the full consideration of this impor- 
tant subject. Although the statutes do not make it obliga- 
tory on the Board to use its office force in investigating 
prospective jurors, yet the Board detailed its clerks to search 
the records of the various courts in Boston with a view to 
presenting facts to the Board which would aid them in elimina- 
ting persons unfit for jury service. A thorough investigation 
of the preliminary list was also made by the police under the 
direction of the Police Commissioner.. 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD. 


The term of Alpheus Sanford, Esq., expired April 30, 1909. 
He was reappointed for the term of four years ending April 
30, 1918, and assumed the duties of his office May 1, 1909. 
John M. Minton, Esq., was designated by the Mayor as Chair- 
man of the Board of Election Commissioners and member of 
the Listing Board. 


ESTIMATE FOR THE ENSUING YEAR. 


In a communication to his Honor the Mayor we submitted 
our estimate of the expenses for the ensuing year, giving an 
itemized statement of the same, which showed that the sum 
of $148,725 would be necessary.

The office of the City 
Engineer was established by ordinance on October 31, 
1850, and by chapter 449 of the Acts of 1895.

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Agassiz Road Bridge (in the Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1887 of brick and stone 
masonry. It is maintained by the Park Department 
and is in good condition. 


Albany Street Bridge (over the Boston & Albany R. R. 
Freight Tracks). 

The original structure was built in 1856-57, and 
rebuilt in 1867-68. The present bridge was built in 
1886-87, and is maintained in part by the City of 
Boston and in part by the Boston & Albany R. R. 
An examination of this bridge made in August, 1909, 
showed that the floor beams, including connections, and 
the lower chords were in such condition as to be unsafe 
for a load covering the full width of the roadway. On 
recommendation of this department team travel was 
restricted to two roadways, each about 10 feet wide, 


adjoining the curb lines, a portion in the center of the ' 


roadway about 7 feet in width being thrown out of 
service. Plans are now in preparation for rebuilding 
the bridge this year. 


Allston Bridge (over the Boston & Albany R. R., Brighton). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. The sidewalks 
have been rebuilt during the year. The ironwork 
above the floor should be painted this year. 


Arborway Bridge (over Stony Brook, in Arborway near 
Forest Hills Station). 


This is a wooden bridge resting on abutments of 
vulcanized spruce piles. The stringers and under- 
planking are of vulcanized hard pine. When this 
bridge was built in 1893 it was assumed that within 
ten years the channel of Stony brook would be improved 
at this point, and a temporary structure was all that 
was deemed necessary. The piles and some of the 
stringers are badly decayed and unless a permanent 
structure is to be built at once the bridge should be 
rebuilt within the next two years. The bridge is main- 
tained by the Park Department. 


Ashland Street Bridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R., West Roxbury). 
The present structure is of iron and was built in 1875. 
With the exception of one of the fences the bridge is in 
fair condition. 
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Ashmont Street and Dorchester Avenue Bridge (over Old 
Colony Division, New York, New Haven & 
Hartford R. R.). 


This is a wooden bridge formerly maintained by the 
railroad company. It was lengthened on the Boston 
side in 1895, and now the city maintains 75 feet of the 
northerly part. The deck and sidewalk planking have 
been patched. The deck planking and some stringers 
should be renewed. The bridge will soon be Extended 
on the city side. (See page 46.) a 


Athens Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 
This is an iron bridge, built in 1874. The sidewalks 
and deck planking should be renewed and the bridge 
should be painted. 


Atlantic Avenue Bridge (over South Terminal Station 
Yard and Fort Point Channel). 


The bridge was completed and opened to travel 
August 12, 1907. On the Boston approach is a steel 
viaduct about 450 feet in length, consisting of a series 
of short plate girder and I-beam spans of the deck type. 
The bridge over the railroad yard consists of two steel 
plate girder spans and two steel truss spans, all except 
one plate girder span being through spans. Fort Point 
channel is crossed by one truss span, a plate girder span, 
an I-beam span and a draw span, all being deck struc- 
tures built of steel. The draw span is a swing or turn- 
table draw, 184 feet long on center line, operated by 
electricity and compressed air. On the approaches and 
acress Fort Point channel the bridge is 50 feet in width; 
over the railroad yard the width is 60 feet. Some 
painting should be done this year, otherwise the bridge 
is in good condition. (See page 88, Appendix G.) 


Audubon Road Bridge (over the Boston & Albany R. R.). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge, built in 1893-94, 
and is maintained by the Park Department. A new 
flooring for the roadway has been built during the 
year and new sidewalk planking laid. It was not 
deemed necessary to put in new stringers, although 
some of them were soft on upper edges. The top flanges 
of girders only were painted but the bridge, especially 
over main tracks, should be cleaned and painted this 
year. 
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Austin Street Bridge (over Boston & Maine R. R., 
Charlestown). 


This is a steel plate girder deck bridge with steel floor 
beams supporting a wooden flooring, built under the 
decree of the Superior Court abolishing the Austin street 
grade crossing. It was built in 1903-07 by the Boston 
& Maine Railroad Company and is over the railroad 
location. The bridge has fourteen spans resting on 
stone piers; it is 50 feet wide and has one 10-foot plank 
sidewalk and a roadway 39 feet wide, paved with stone 
blocks. Part of this bridge was opened to travel May 6, 
1903, being connected to the Cambridge end by tem- 
porary structures. The entire bridge was opened to 
travel September 17, 1907. The surface of the bridge 
is maintained by the city, the remainder by the railroad 
company. ‘The fences should be repaired and painted; 
otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


Baker Street Bridge (at Brook Farm, West Roxbury). | 


This is a wooden stringer bridge of about 15 feet span. 
It is in fair condition. 


Beacon Street Bridge (over Outlet of the Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1880-81, and had up to 1901 a 
wooden floor for the roadway. At the latter date a new 
floor was built, consisting of 18-inch steel I-beams incased 
in Portland cement concrete, and the roadway was paved 
with hard pine blocks, treated by the creoresinate pro- 
cess. New sidewalks have been laid during the year and 
some painting done. The bridge is in good condition. 


Beacon Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1884-85, widened in 
1887-88, and the central roadway further widened in 
1890 for the convenience and at the expense of the street 
railway company. During the year the two side road- 
ways have been rebuilt, new stringers put in where 
necessary and new planking for both courses put in; 
new sidewalks have been laid and the ironwork below 
the flooring has been cleaned and painted. Within a 
few weeks the Boston Elevated Railway Company will 
rebuild the flooring of the middle roadway which carries 
both of its tracks. When this work is completed the 
bridge will be in good condition, excepting the ironwork 
above the floor which should be painted this season or 
early next. 
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Bellevue Street Bridge (over Muddy River, in Riverway). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 44 feet span and 15 
feet rise. It was built in 1893 by the park departments 
of Boston and Brookline and is maintained jointly by 
them. 


Bennington Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R., 
East Boston). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge built by the railroad 
company in 1906 under the decree of the Superior Court 
abolishing the grade crossings in East Boston. The sur- 
face of the bridge is maintained by the city and the rest 
of the structure by the railroad company. The bridge 
should be painted, otherwise it is in good condition. 


Bennington Street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach & 
Lynn R. R.). 

This bridge is made up of two independent parts; the 
old part is of iron, built in 1889; the new part is of steel, 
built in 1902. The intown roadway has been replanked 
and a small amount of painting has been done. The 
bridge should be painted, and the out of town roadway 
will soon need redecking. Otherwise the bridge is in 
good condition. 


Berkeley Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R. and 
Providence Division, New York, New Haven & Hartford 
eel pale 


The bridge over the tracks of the Boston & Albany 
R. R., which is maintained by the city, was originally 
built for the Boston Water Power Company, and 
accepted by the city in 1869. The present structure 
over these tracks is a through plate girder bridge and 
was built in 1891. : 

The bridge over the tracks of the N. Y., N. H. & H. 
R. R. was built in 1899 and is maintained by that com- | 
pany. Work is now in progress under a contract with 
the Boston Bridge Works for repairing and strengthening 
the bridges over both railroads, the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company joining with the city in this work. 
The work will be completed early in the spring. 


Bernier Street Footbridge (over Bridle Path, in Riverway). 

This is a semicircular masonry arch of 38 feet 4 inches 
span. It was built in 1893 and is maintained by the Park 
Department. 
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Bernier Street Footbridge (over Muddy River). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 52 feet span and 14 
feet rise. It was built in 1893 by the park departments 
of Boston and Brookline and is maintained jointly by 
them. 


Berwick Park Footbridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 

This is an iron footbridge, erected in 1894. The iron 
stairs and piers were new, but the trusses and floor beams 
were those built for Franklin street in 1883. New treads 
have been put on all the stairways during the year and 
the bridge is in good condition. 


Blakemore Street Bridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82. The railings 
and the trusses above the floor have been painted the | 
past year. The lower planking is poor and should be 
renewed and the ironwork below floor painted. 


Blue Hill Avenue Bridge (over Midland Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


This is a steel bridge, built by the N. Y., N. H. & H. 
R. R. in 1903 and is over the railroad location. The 
surface of the bridge is maintained by the city, the 
remainder by the railroad company. The steel work has 
been painted and the bridge is in good condition, excepting 
the sidewalk planking, which should be renewed. 


Bolton Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


This is a wooden bridge, originally built in 1889 and 
rebuilt in 1905. The deck planking needs renewal. 


Boston Street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


This is a plate girder bridge, built in 1900 in connection 
with the abolishment of the grade crossing on Dor- 
chester avenue. The surface of the bridge is main- 
tained by the city and the rest of the structure by the 
railroad company. The south sidewalk and the boxing 
around the girders need repairing, and the bridge should 
be painted. The deck planking should be renewed 
within two years. 
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Boylston Street Arch Bridge (in the Fens). 


This is a stone arch bridge, built in 1881. It is in 
good condition, with the exception of coping, which 
should be repointed without further delay. 


Boylston Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R.). 


The first bridge on this location was built in 1886-88 
and the present structure in 1907-08. <A full descrip- 
tion of the new bridge was given in last year’s report. 


Bridle Path Bridge (over Muddy River, in the Riverway). 

This is a masonry bridge of three arches; the central 
arch is elliptical in form, with a span of 30 feet and a 
rise of 9 feet 6 inches; the side arches are semicircular, 
15 feet in diameter. It was built in 1894 and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. It is in good con- 
dition. 


Broadway Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


The draw was built in 1874-75 and the supports for 
the draw landings are iron columns. The rest of the 
bridge is built of steel on masonry piers, and was 
rebuilt in 1901-04. Thesteel work over Foundry street, 
the plate girder section over the railroad, the gates 
and some of the fencing should be painted. The tracks 
and wheels below the draw are in poor condition. The 
stone piers should be repointed. The planking on the 
draw should be renewed and the planking on the water- 
way and pier needs repairing. ‘The draw is old and too 
light for heavy travel and should be rebuilt within two 
years. The main bridge is in good condition except the 
painting. 


Broadway Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R.). 


The old bridge, built in 1880-81, was replaced in 
1900 by the present bridge. The examinations which 
have been made from ladders of the under side of this 
bridge show that the steel is badly corroded. The 
flooring should be stripped off, the steel work thoroughly 
cleaned and painted; while this is being done an oppor- 
tunity will be afforded for a more careful examination 
to be made than is now possible, which may reveal 
conditions requiring more extensive repairs. It is 
recommended that this work be done early this year. 
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Brookline Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1884. With the excep- 
tion of the paint the bridge is in fair condition; it should 
be painted next year at the latest. 


Brookline Avenue Bridge (over Muddy River, in the 
Riverway). 
This is a semicircular masonry arch of 15, feet span. 
It was built in 1892 by the park departments of Boston 
and Brookline and is maintained by them jointly. 


Brookline Street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This is a wooden trestle bridge, built on a pile founda- 
tion in 1906, and is in care of the Commissioners for 
Boston and Cambridge Bridges; the city pays one-half 
the cost of maintenance. It was built as a temporary 
structure, with the expectation that it would be replaced 
by a permanent bridge within ten years. As the bridge © 
is now three years old the construction of the permanent 
bridge should be commenced within a year or two. 
Additional scuppers are needed at both ends of the 
bridge. It is in good condition. 


Brookline Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R.). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge, on steel trestles, 
with wooden floor and wearing surface, built in 1906. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city and 
the rest of the structure by the railroad company. 

It is in good condition. z 

Brooks Street Bridge (near Faneuil Station, Brighton). 

This is a steel bridge with a concrete and asphalt 
floor, built in 1902. The bridge should be painted and 
the roadway surface should be repaired. 


Byron Street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn 
R. R.): 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1889. The sine 
and bulkheads are in poor condition and the bridge 
needs a general overhauling. 


Cambridge Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


The new bridge was completed in the fall of 1907, 
the formal dedication having taken place July 31. 
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Since December 21, 1907, the bridge has been main- 
tained by the Commissioners for the Boston and Cam- 
bridge Bridges, and the city pays one-half of the cost 
of maintenance. The structure is in good condition 
and needs only the yearly cleaning and customary 
touching up of the paint, which has been made unsightly 
in spots on account of the seepage of. water. It is of 
the utmost importance that this bridge should be kept 
properly painted in order that it may not be deteriorated 
by rust. 


Cambridge Street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 

This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf 
draw. The Boston end was rebuilt in 1884. The draw 
sidewalk on Boston end and the Cambridge end of the 
bridge were rebuilt in 1890. The bridge is in the care 
of the Commissioners for the Boston and Cambridge 
Bridges, and the city pays one-half the cost of main- 
tenance. The bridge is in poor condition and should 
be extensively repaired this year. 


Cambridge Street Bridge (over Boston & Maine and 
Boston & Albany Railroads, Charlestown). 

This is a through steel truss bridge of four spans, built 
in 1901 by the Boston & Maine R. R. The surface is 
maintained by the city, the remainder by the railroad 
company. The sidewalks have been repaired. The 
bridge is very rusty and should be painted. 


Castle Island Footbridge (from Marine Park to Castle 
Island). 

This is a temporary footbridge, built in 1892, and 
is maintained by the Park Department. It -connects 
Marine Park with Castle Island, and is furnished with a 
draw, so that if desired by the United States authorities 
the island can be cut off from the mainland. Repairs 
have been made on the planking. The fences should be 
painted and more planking should be renewed. The 
bridge is in fair condition. 


Central Avenue Bridge (over Neponset River, Dorchester 
Lower Mulls). 

This is an iron bridge and was built in 1876. The city 

maintains the part within its limits. The sidewalk 

planking has been repaired, and is in good condition. The 
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roadway planking and some of the stringers are now 
being renewed. The fences should be painted. The 
ironwork is in good condition. 


Charles River Dam Bridge. 


This is a steel bridge in line with the roadway over 
Charles River Dam and is in charge of the Charles 
River Basin Commission. It was built in 1906-07 by 
the American Bridge Company and consists of a short 
fixed span 9 feet 2 inches in length on the westerly side 
and a movable portion 63 feet 10 inches in length. 
The movable portion is composed of two leaves of the 
Scherzer rolling lift type, 18 inches apart, each leaf 
having a roadway 30 feet 10 inches wide and a sidewalk 
10 feet wide, and being operated by a 35 horse power 
electric motor. The bridge was opened to travel 
January 27, 1910. 


Charlesgate Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R., in the~ 


Fens). : 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82, and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. The railings have 
been repaired and painted, but the whole bridge should 
be cleaned and painted this year, and an opportunity 
given to make a careful examination of the ironwork. 
As the abutments are constantly settling, decreasing the 
head room over the railroad, the bridge should be raised 
to its former elevation at the time the stripping is done. 


Charlesgate Bridge (over Ipswich street, in the Fens). 
This is a deck plate girder bridge with a buckle plate 


floor built in 1900-01. The roadway is paved with . 


asphalt and the sidewalks with artificial stone. The 
bridge should be painted as the portions under the side- 
walks are in very rusty condition. 


Charlestown Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This bridge was opened to public travel November 27, 
1899, and superseded the old Charles River Bridge, 
which was built in 1785-86. 

The present bridge over the river consists of ten spans 
of the deck plate type, each 85 feet long, and a swing or 
turntable draw 240 feet 6 inches long. 

The bridges over Water street and over the railroad 
tracks each consist of two spans of steel I-beams, with 
brick arches turned between the beams. 
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The drawtenders’ house has been painted during the 
year. The steel work for the whole length of the bridge 
should be thoroughly cleaned and painted. The railings 
already have been allowed to rust so badly that in some 
panels the bottom rail has been eaten entirely through. 
The surfaces of both sidewalks are badly worn, that on 
the downstream side has now reached a condition which 
calls for resurfacing at once. 


Chelsea Bridge (over Boston & Maine R. R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built by the Boston & Maine 
Railroad Company in 1894, and is over the railroad loca- 
tion. The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city, 
the remainder by the railroad company. Repairs have 
been made on the sidewalk planking. The wheel guard 
is too low and narrow; the fences and sidewalk planking 
need repairing and the bridge needs painting; some of 
the track stringers begin to show decay. Otherwise the 
bridge is in good condition. 


Chelsea Bridge North (over North Channel, Mystic River). 

The city maintains the part within its limits. The 
original structure was built in 1802-03. The piles 
under the main bridge were driven in 1880. The upper 
part of the bridge, the draw and draw foundations were 
built in 1895. The draw-way was widened to 60 feet in 
1900, the draw foundation being enlarged, the draw 
lengthened and the draw piers built. The draw has been 
strengthened, its flooring has been renewed, and the floor 
beams have been painted. The waterway has been 
extensively repaired. The upper part of the bridge 
should be painted; new machinery should be provided; 
several truck wheels need renewing; an additional bear- 
‘ing should be provided at the skew end; the sidewalk 
planking should be repaired; the track stringers and the 
fences should be repaired; the old fender guards are in 
poor condition. 


Chelsea Bridge South (over South Channel, Mystic River). 

This is a pile bridge with an iron draw. ‘The original 
bridge was built in 1802-03. The piles of the present 
bridge were driven and the draw was built in 1877. 
That part of the bridge above the girder caps was rebuilt 
at a higher grade and the draw was raised in 1895. The 
landings of the draw have been repaired. Where the 
rebuilding of 1895 joins the old work repairs are needed 
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on both sides of the bridge. The draw is too light for 
the present travel; the bridge should be rebuilt. 


Chelsea Street Bridge (from East Boston to Chelsea). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a steel swing draw. 
The original bridge was built in 1834. It was rebuilt in 
1848, 1873, 1894-95 and in 1908-09. ‘The bridge is 347 
feet long, about 100 feet of the Chelsea end was built in 
1894-95 and strengthened in 1906; the rest of the bridge, 
including the draw, was built in 1908-09 and was opened 
to all travel January 3, 1910. (See page 48.) 


Circuit Drive Bridge (over Scarboro Pond, in Franklin 
Park) 
This is an elliptical masonry arch of 30 feet span and 
6 feet 3 inches rise. It was built in 1893 and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. 


Columbia Road Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 


York, New Haven & Hartford R. R., and Old Colony 
Avenue). 

This is a deck plate girder bridge of two equal spans, 
one over the tracks of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R., 
and the other over Old Colony avenue, and was built 
in 1902. The roadway is paved with Canton brick, 
cement grout joints, and laid on hard pine planking. 
The sidewalks are badly cracked and should be put in 
good condition without further delay. Some painting 
has been done, but the whole bridge should be painted, 
the portion over the avenue being very rusty. 


Columbia Road Bridge (over Shoreham street). 


This bridge was built in 1902. It is a two-span steel . 


beam structure, with brick and concrete arches turned 
between the beams; the roadway is paved with Canton 
brick laid with cement grout joints. The sidewalks are 
of artificial stone. The girders and all the exposed steel 
work are rusting badly and should be painted at once 
to prevent the further corrosion of the structure. 


Columbus Avenue Bridges (over Boston & Albany R. R. 
and Providence Division, New York, New Haven & 
Hartford R. R.). 

The bridge over the Boston & Albany R. R. was 
built in 1876-77 and is maintained by the city. In 
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1899 the bridge was shortened 11 feet at its south end 
and a pier built in place of the old south abutment. 
In 1907 new plate girders were built on the center side 
of each roadway and the roadway floor strengthened. 
The bridge is now in good condition, except the side- 
walk floor beams which should be strengthened. 

The bridge over the tracks of the N. Y., N. H. & 
H. R. R. was built in 1899 and is maintained by that 
company. ‘The asphalt pavement needs patching. 


Commercial Point or Tenean Bridge (Dorchester). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. 
The piles were driven in 1875. The draw and upper 
part of the bridge were rebuilt in 1901. The fences 
- Should be repaired and painted and the blocking sup- 
porting the machinery should be renewed. Otherwise 
the bridge is in good condition. 


Commonwealth Avenue Bridge (in the Fens). 


This is an iron bridge and was built in 1881-82. It 
has had an entire new hard pine lower planking put on 
during the past year and the sidewalks have been patched. 
The railings should be painted, otherwise the bridge is 
in good condition. It is maintained by the Park 
Department. 


Congress Street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 

This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron turntable 
draw on a stone foundation, and was built in 1874-75. 
The part of the bridge above the caps was entirely 
rebuilt in 1908 and the machinery of the draw span 
put in good order. This year the draw fender pier was 
replanked, new stringers put in, new floor built in the 
drawtenders’ house and the house painted. The bridge 
is now in good condition and can probably be maintained 
so for the next ten years. 


Cottage Farm Bridge (over Boston & Albany R.“ R., 
Brighton). 

The present bridge was built in 1895-96. With the 
exception of the plate girders on the outside lines of 
the bridge and some special construction under the side- 
walks, the superstructure is composed of 20-inch steel 
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beams, filled between with brick arches and Portland 
cement concrete, on which is a wearing surface of Sicilian 
rock asphalt. The bridge should be painted and the 
asphalt roadways repaired; otherwise it is in good con- 
dition. 


Cottage Street Footbridge (over Flats, East Boston). 

This is a wooden pile bridge, built in 1889, for foot 
travel. It was extensively repaired in 1905. The 
sheathing and some of the stringers need renewal and 
the fences should be painted. 


Craigie Temporary Bridge. 

This is a wooden pile bridge, built by the Charles 
River Basin Commission to accommodate travel dur- 
ing the construction of the Charles River Dam. It 
was opened to travel July 2, 1905, and was closed to , 
travel January 27, 1910, when the traffic was turned 
over the roadway at the dam. This bridge will soon 
be removed. 


Curtis Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R., East 
| Boston). 

This is a through steel plate girder bridge, built by 
the railroad company in 1906 under the decree of the 
Superior Court abolishing the grade crossings in East 
Boston. It was opened to travel December 29, 1906. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city and 
the rest of the structure by the railroad company. The 
bnage should be painted; otherwise it is in good con- 

ition. 


Dartmouth Street Bridges (over Boston & Albany R. R. 
and Providence Division New York, New Haven & 
Hartford R. R.). 

The bridge over the Boston & Albany R. R. was 
built in 1878-79 and is maintained by the city. Very 
extensive changes were made in this bridge in 1899 by 
the railroad companies, necessitated by the new location 
of the tracks of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. leading 
to the South Station and the abandoning of the tracks 
connecting this road with the Boston & Albany R. R. 
Some of the hangers and the bottom flanges of the floor 
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beams over the main tracks have been reduced in sec- 
tion so materially by the corrosive action of the fumes 
from the locomotives that it will be necessary to rebuild 
portions of this bridge next year. 

The bridge is now in fair condition and can be kept 
so the next two years. The question of building a new 
structure should, however, be considered this year. 


Dorchester Avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retractile 
iron draw, and was rebuilt in 1891-92. The lower part 
of the draw has been painted. The fences and upper 
part of the draw should be painted. The sidewalk 
planking and a few curb stringers on the draw should 
be renewed; the track timbers should be repaired; the 
suls and planking on the wharves, waterway and piers 
need renewal; some of the spur shores have begun to 
decay and should be refitted; the waterway should be 
repaired and the wreckage among the piling should be 
removed. 


Dorchester Avenue Bridge (over Old Colony Division 
New York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 

This is a steel bridge, built in 1900, over the new loca- 
tion of the N. Y., N. H: & H.R. R. The surface of the 
bridge is maintained by the city and the rest of the 
structure by the railroad company. The bridge should 
be painted. The deck planking will need renewal 
within a couple of years. The bridge is in fair condition. 


Dover Street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This was originally a wooden pile bridge, built in 
1805, rebuilt in 1858-59, and again in 1876. In 1893-94, 
upon the abolition of the grade crossing of the Old 
Colony R. R., the present iron structure, resting on 
masonry piers, was built. The sidewalks on the draw 
have been replanked. The planking on the wharves has 
- been repaired and miscellaneous repairs have been made. 
The bridge should be painted this year; new track is 
needed for the draw; the rack should be adjusted in 
order that the draw may be reversed; the concrete of 
the draw foundation pier should be repaired and the 
other piers should be repointed; the end lifts need re- 
pairing and the draw should be raised. The waterway 
needs repairing. The upstream asphalt sidewalk needs 
resurfacing. 
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Ellicott Arch Bridge (in Franklin Park). 
This is a semicircular masonry arch of 17 feet 6 inches 
span. It was built in 1889 and is maintained by the 
Park Department. 


Everett Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R., 
Brighton). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1891 by the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Company. The bridge was cleaned 
and painted and a new floor built for roadway and side- 
walks in 1908. The bridge is now in good condition. 


Fens Bridge (in the Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1891-93. It is in good 
condition. 


Ferdinand Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. In 1899 this 
bridge was shortened about 3 feet at its southerly end 
and the old south abutment replaced by a brick pier. 
The bridge is now in fair condition except the fences; 
these should be repaired and painted. 


Florence Street Bridge (over Stony Brook). 


This is a wooden stringer bridge of about 15 feet span, 
and is in fair condition. 


Forest Hills Entrance Bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This bridge was built in 1894-95. It is maintained 
by the Park Department and is in good condition. 


Gainsborough Street Footbridge (over Providence Division, 
New York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


This is an iron footbridge, erected in 1904. New 
wooden treads have been put in on the stairways the 
past year. The bridge is in good condition except the 
paint; it is reeommended that the bridge be painted this 
year. 


Gold Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 

This is an iron bridge with a wooden flooring and was 

built in 1895, replacing a footbridge which was built 

in 1890. The sidewalk planking has been repaired. 
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The bridge is very rusty and should be painted this year 

and the fences should be repaired. The walls need a 
small amount of pointing, otherwise the bridge is in 
good condition. 


Granite Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. 
The city maintains the part within its limits. The bridge 
was originally built in 1837. The draw and the adjoin- 
ing bay were repaired in 1907, and during the past year 
the rest of the bridge was entirely rebuilt. Four bents 
of oak piles were driven, new hard pine caps, stringers 
and lower planking were put in and spruce sheathing 
and sidewalk plank laid. The work was done under a 
contract with William H. Ellis at a cost of $2,743. The 
abutment was also repaired where the sewer outlet 
passes through it. 


Harvard Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


This is an iron bridge with an iron turntable draw, and 
was built in 1887-91. This bridge is in the care of the 
Commissioners for the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, 
and the city pays one-half the cost of maintenance. 
The roadway of the fixed spans was repaired in 1901-02 
and a wooden block paving laid. In 1905 the asphalt 
walks were replaced by 3-inch hard pine and the railings 
were painted. During the year the draw span has been 
thoroughly repaired and raised about 2 inches by the 
insertion of metal shims between the girders and the 
drum. This raising was necessitated by the gradual 
shrinkage and compression of the ‘timber work on which 
the draw rests. New hard pine roadway stringers and 
new roadway flooring have been laid, the end floor 
beams have been strengthened and the apparatus for 
lifting the ends of the draw has been thoroughly 
repaired. The draw span is now in good condition. 
The draw fender pier and the fender guards should be 
repaired and the whole bridge painted. It is recom- 
mended that this work be done this year. 


Harvard Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford R. R., Dorchester). 

This is a steel bridge, built in 1904, under an agree- 

ment between the city and the N. Y., N.H. & H. R. R. 

The steel work is very rusty and should be cleaned and 
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painted this year, and the deck planking should be | 
renewed within a couple of years. Otherwise the bridge 
is In good condition. 


Huntington Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R.). 


The old bridge built in 1872 has been removed and a 
new bridge built during the year. (See page 50.) 


Huntington Avenue Bridge (over Muddy River). 


This is a semicircular masonry arch of 15 feet span. It 
was built in 1893 and is maintained by the park depart- 
ments of Boston and Brookline. 


Hyde Park Avenue Bridge (over Stony Brook). 


This is a stringer bridge of 19 feet 9 inches clear span 
measured at right angles, and was built in 1904. It is in 
good condition. 


Ipswich Street Bridge (over Waterway, in the Fens). 


The bridge was built in 1898, and is in good condition, 
except the railings, which should be painted this year. 


Irvington Street Footbridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


This is a steel footbridge and was built in 1892. It is 
in fair condition, but will need painting in another year. 


L Street Bridge (over Reserved Channel, South Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with an iron retractile 
draw. It was built in 1892. A new spruce deck has been 
put on the draw, a few:stringers have been renewed, part 
of the draw has been painted, and some work has been 
done on the pier and track stringers. The bridge should 
be painted, except the part done last year, the water- 
way and planking on the pier and the sidewalks should 
be repaired. The piling in the fender guards and under 
the 6-foot walk are in poor condition. The planking 
under the abutment and wing walls on the South Boston 
side is being eaten by the worms and additional gravel 
should be deposited about the planking. 


Leverett Pond Footbridge (in Leverett Park). 
This is a segmental masonry arch of 24 feet span and 5 


feet 5inches rise. It was built in 1894, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 
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penrvocs Avenue Bridge (over Muddy River and Boston 
& Albany R. R.). 


A hd original wooden structure was built in 1857 and 
rebuilt in 1877. ‘The present masonry arches were 
erected in 1899 by the park departments of Boston and 
Brook]ine, and are maintained jointly by them. 


Malden Bridge (from Charlestown to Everett). 

This is a wooden pile bridge, with a retractile steel 
draw, and was rebuilt in 1900-01. The planking on the . 
draw has been repaired and is now in fair condition. 
The bridge should be painted, the walks should be resur- 
faced, the paving should be repaired and some of the 
capsills on the pier should be renewed; about 50 feet 
of fence should be built on the wing of the abutment. 
Otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


M assachusetts Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany R.R.). 


The original bridge was built in 1876 and the present 
structure in 1908. It is a deck plate girder bridge with 
steel floor beams, 6-inch hard pine roadway and 4-inch 
sidewalk planking. The roadway is paved with wooden 
blocks and the sidewalk with paving brick. It is in 
good condition. 


Massachusetts Avenue Bridge (over Providence Division 
New York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 

This is an iron bridge built in 1876. The roadways 
carrying street cars were strengthened in 1908, and new 
sidewalks were built last year. The middle roadway 
should be repaired and the whole bridge paintéd this year. 


Mattapan Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


This is a three-arch bridge of Melan construction with 
granite facing. It was built in 1902 by the Metropolitan 
Park Commission and is maintained by it. The arches 
are semicircular, two spans being 14 feet and one 50 feet; 
the bridge has one 56-foot roadway and two 12-foot 
sidewalks. It is in good condition. 


Maverick Street Bridge (over the Boston & Albany R. R., 
East Boston). 

This is a through steel plate girder bridge, built by the 

railroad company in 1906 under the decree of the Superior 
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Court abolishing the grade crossings in East Boston. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city and 
the rest of the structure by the railroad company. The 
fence should be painted. The bridge is in good con- 
dition. 


Meridian Street Bridge (from East Boston to CVtelsea). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden turntable 
draw on a pile foundation. The original structure was 
built in 1858. It was rebuilt soon afterwards, and was 
widened and rebuilt in 1884, excepting the draw, which 
was built in 1875-76. The chords of the draw were 
rebuilt in 1896. The main part of the bridge was 
strengthened for the use of heavy electrics in 1906, and 
the draw was repaired and strengthened in 1907. * Con- 
siderable work has been done on the waterways. The 
draw should be adjusted. The roadway planking, the 
waterways and the pier are in very poor condition. The 
bridge should be rebuilt within two years. 


Milton Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The 
original structure is very old. It was widened in 1871— 
72. The older part of this bridge was built of stone, 
and the widening is an iron structure on stone columns. 
The westerly sidewalk was rebuilt on new iron girders 
and floor beams in 1900. The sidewalks have been 
rebuilt and the iron beams and girders painted. The 
old planking on the bridge should be uncovered and 
examined, and it will probably need renewal. One of the 
capstones over the first waterway is cracked. 


Mt. Washington Avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This bridge was removed during the past year and 
the channelway dredged. 


Neponset Bridge (from Dorchester to Quincy). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The 
original structure was built in 1802. The steel draw 
and the adjoining upper part of the bridge has been 
rebuilt. The Boston end of the bridge, built in 1877, 
is in poor condition and should be rebuilt; the piers are 
in very poor condition. 
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Neptune Road Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn 
R. R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1887-88, and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. The sidewalk plank- 
ing has been renewed; the bridge should be painted. 
Otherwise it is in good condition. 


Newton Street Bridge (over Providence’ Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1872. A new lower — 
planking has been laid this year and such stringers as 
were found in poor condition have been replaced by new 
timber; new fences have been built and the ironwork 
cleaned and painted. This bridge is one of the oldest 
in the city, but can probably be maintained in safe con- 
dition for two or three years longer if carefully watched 
and the deck is kept in good condition. 


Norfolk Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford R. R., near Blue Aill 
Avenue Station). 


This is a through lattice girder bridge, and was built by 
the railroad company in 1902. The surface of the bridge 
is maintained by the city and the rest of the structure 
by the railroad company. The steel work has been 
painted and the bridge is in good condition except side- 
walk planking, which should be renewed or thoroughly 
repaired. 


Norfolk Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R., near Dorchester 
Station). 

This is a steel bridge, built in 1905, under an agreement 
between the city and the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. 
The bridge is very rusty and should be painted and the 
boxing at the trusses should be repaired. Otherwise the 
bridge is in good condition. 


North Beacon Street Bridge (from Brighton to Watertown). 

The city maintains the part within its limits. This 
is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. The 
original structure was built in 1822, and the present one 
in 1884. The bridge is in poor condition. It should 
be rebuilt without a draw. 
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North Harvard Street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This bridge was originally built in 1662, and was 
rebuilt, except the piling, in 1879; the draw was built in 
1891. The bridge is in the care of the Commissioners 
for the Boston and Cambridge Bridges; the city pays 
one-half the cost of maintenance. The bridge is in very 
poor condition, and the building of a new bridge should 
be commenced at once. 


Northern Avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 
(See page 53.) 


Oakland Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


This is a new steel plate girder bridge, built by the 
railroad company in 1902 under the decree of the Supe- 
rior Court abolishing the grade crossing at this point. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city and 
the rest of the structure by the railroad company. The — 
steel work has been painted and slight repairs made to 
the sidewalks during the year; the planking of both 
walks should be renewed this year. 


Perkins Street Footbridge (over Boston & Maine R. R. 
and Boston & Albany R. R., in Charlestown). 


This bridge was built in 1900 and opened to travel 
February 2,1901. It has two spans of wooden stringers 
and one span of steel Pratt trusses. The surface is 
maintained by the city, the rest of the structure by 
the railroad companies. The fence has been repaired 
and painted. The bridge should be painted. The 
smoke from locomotives is eating part of the steel of 
this bridge rapidly, and it will soon need repairing. 


Porter Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R., 
East Boston). 

This is a through steel truss bridge, built in 1906-07 by 
the railroad company under the decree of the Superior 
Court abolishing grade crossings in East Boston. The 
surface of the bridge is maintained by the city and the 
rest of the structure by the railroad company. It is in 
good condition. 


Prescott Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R., 
East Boston). 

This is a new through steel plate girder bridge, built by 

the railroad company in 1906-07 under the decree of the 
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Superior Court abolishing grade crossings in East Boston. 

The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city and 

the rest of the structure by the railroad company. The 

pricge should be painted. Otherwise it is in good con- 
ition. 


Prison Point Bridge (from Charlestown to Cambridge). 

This bridge includes a steel draw and its landings and 
was builtin 1907. The original bridge was built in 1833. 
The bridge is in the care of the Commissioners for the 
Boston and Cambridge Bridges, and the city pays one- 
half the cost of maintenance. The shafting has been 
adjusted and the machinery has been housed in. A 
drawtenders’ house should be provided and part of the 
old pier should be rebuilt. 


Public Garden Footbridge. 

This is an iron bridge and was built in 1867. Some 
new wooden floor beams were put in during the year, but 
the entire woodwork should be renewed this year, as 
recommended in last year’s report, if it is proposed to 
keep the present structure in service. 


Saratoga Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R., 
East Boston). 

This is a through steel plate girder bridge, built in 1907 
by the railroad company under the decree of the Superior 
Court abolishing grade crossings in East Boston. The 
surface of the bridge is maintained by the city and the 
rest of the structure by the railroad company. The 
bridge should be painted; otherwise it is in good con- 
dition. 


Scarboro’ Pond Footbridge (in Franklin Park). 
This is an elliptical masonry arch of 40 feet span and 
8 feet 3 inches rise. It was built in 1893 and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. 


Shawmut Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R. 
and Providence Division, New York, New Haven 
& Hartford R. R.). 

The original bridge, built in 1871, was removed and a 
new through plate girder bridge erected in 1904. The 
bridge is in good condition, but should be painted in a 
thorough manner this year. 
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Southampton Street Bridge (over South Bay Sluice). 
This is a wooden bridge, built in 1875 as a temporary 


structure. It is in very poor condition and should be 
rebuilt. 


Southampton Street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, 
New York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 

This is a steel plate girder bridge, built m 1901-02. 
The surface is maintained by the city, the rest of the 
structure by the railroad company. ‘The bridge has 
been redecked and the boxing at the girders renewed. 
The bridge should be painted. 


Spring Street Bridge (from West Roxbury to Dedham). 


This is a stone bridge. ‘The city maintains the part 
within its limits. The piers and arches were pointed in 


1905 and granite copings, surmounted by iron railings, | 


built on both sides of the bridge. The part within the 
city’s limits is now in good condition, but the railings 
should be painted the coming summer. 


Summer Street Bridges (over A, B and C Streets). 


These bridges were built in connection with the aboli- 
tion of the grade crossing on Congress street and were 
opened to travel in 1900. The bridge over A street is a 
steel deck plate girder structure, with a paved roadway 
of granite blocks and asphalt sidewalks. 

The bridge over B street is a through plate girder 
structure, with a paved roadway of granite blocks and 
asphalt sidewalks. 

The bridge’ over C street is a two-span steel beam 
structure, with brick and concrete arches turned between 
the beams; the roadway is paved with granite blocks 
and the sidewalks with asphalt. 

These bridges are in good condition, except that those 
over B and C streets should have some painting done on 
them. 


Summer Street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This bridge was built in 1899-1900 in. connection 
with the abolition of the grade crossing on Congress 
street. It is a four-span deck plate girder bridge, resting 
on masonry piers, with two retractile draws over a 50- 
foot channelway. The roadway of the fixed spans has a 
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granite block paving, and the sidewalks have asphalt 
wearing surfaces. The whole structure should be 
painted this year and the draws and the draw founda- 
tions should be replanked. 


Summer Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven, & 
Hartford R. R. Freight Tracks). 


This bridge was built in 1900 in connection with the 
abolition of the grade crossing on Congress street, and is 
maintained by the city and the railroad company, the 
former maintaining the wearing surface and the latter 
maintaining the rest of the structure. It has four spans, 
consisting of three through trusses each, and has a 
granite paved roadway and asphalt sidewalks. The 
whole bridge is now in good condition with the exception 
of the sidewalks. The walks laid on this bridge were 
made of an asphalt composition containing but a small 
percentage of asphalt; they are now in very poor con- 
dition and should be rebuilt or resurfaced this year. 


Sumner Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R., 
East Boston). 


This is a through steel plate girder bridge, built by 
the railroad company in 1908 under the decree of the 
Superior Court abolishing the grade crossings in East 
Boston. The bridge was opened to travel of all kinds 
June 22, 1908. The surface of the bridge is maintained 
by the city and the rest of the structure by the railroad 
company. It isin good condition. 


Warren Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retrac- 
tile iron draw. The present structure was built in 
1883-84. The downstream pier and wharf have been 
replanked and some stringers have been added; some of 
the deck planking and the downstream corner of the 
waterway have been repaired; the lower part of the 
draw has been painted and miscellaneous repairs have 
been made. The fender guards on the Charlestown 
side are in poor condition; the sides of the waterway, 
the planking on the upstream wharf and in the draw pit 
should be extensively repaired; the curbing on the draw 
should be realigned; the landing shoes need adjustment; 
the sidewalk and fencing on the westerly side of the 
bridge, city end, should be extended about 20 feet, and 


Po 
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the concrete sidewalks should be resurfaced. The mid- 
way sections near the gates should be rebuilt; additional 
oak sleepers are needed on the track timbers, and a few 
sidewalk piles should be strengthened. 


Webster Street Footbridge (over Boston & Albany R. R., 
East Boston). 


This is a new through steel truss bridge, built by the 
railroad company in 1908 under the decree of the Superior 
Court abolishing the grade crossings in East Boston. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city and 
the rest of the structure by the railroad company. It 
is in good condition. 


West Fourth Street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


In 1893-94 the grade crossing of the Old Colony R. R. 
on this street was abolished, and an iron bridge built, . 
extending from the end of Dover Street Bridge, at the 
South Boston side of Fort Point channel, to the easterly 
line of Foundry street. The surface is maintained by 
the city, the rest of the structure by the railroad com- 
pany. The sidewalk planking has been put in fair con- 
dition. Some of the stringers near Dover Street Bridge 
and some of the boxing are in poor condition and need 
repairing and the bridge should be painted. 


West Rutland Square Footbridge (over Providence Division, 
: New York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 
This is an iron footbridge, built in 1882. New treads 
have been built on all stairways during the past year 
and the bridge is now in fair condition. 


Western Avenue Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 

This bridge is in the care of the Commissioners for 
the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, and the city pays 
one-half the cost of maintenance. The draw and upper 
part of this bridge is now being rebuilt. The bridge 
was closed to team travel December 14, 1909, provision 
being made for foot travel across the channel by a 
temporary bridge. (See page 70.) 


Western Avenue Bridge (Brighton to Watertown). 
The city maintains the part within its limits. This 
is a wooden pile bridge with an iron draw, and was 
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rebuilt in 1892-93. Only minor repairs have been made; 
the Boston end of the draw should be raised; the draw 
should be adjusted and the bearings under the ends of 
the girders should be renewed; the planking and capsills 
on the piers and along the waterways should be repaired; 
some of the spur shores are broken and should be refitted; 
the sidewalk planking and deck planking on draw and 
main bridge need renewal, also some of the planking on 
the draw foundation, and the bridge should be painted 
this year; some of the piles in the fender guard are in 
poor condition. 


Winthrop Bridge (from Breed’s Island to Winthrop). 

This is a pile bridge without a draw. It was origi- 
nally built in 1839; it was rebuilt in 1851; exten- 
sively repaired in 1870 and has been repaired many 
times since. The abutment at the Winthrop end needs 
pinning up, as there has been some settlement; the 
bulkhead at the Boston end, some of the outside bolsters 
and the roadway planking are in very poor condition. 
Some of the piles are somewhat eaten by worms; the 
piles in deep water should be examined by a diver, and 
additional piles may be needed. The waterway should 
be partially filled, and the bridge should be rebuilt of a 
shorter length. If this bridge is to be kept in service 
extensive repairs should be made at once. 


Wood Island Park Footbridge. 

This is a steel footbridge, built in 1898-99, and con- 
nects Prescott street, Hast Boston, with Wood Island 
Park, spanning the tracks of the Boston, Revere Beach 
& Lynn R. R. The bridge is in good condition. 


Bridges wholly Supported by Railroad Corporations. 
Harrison Avenue Bridge, over the Boston & Albany 
R. R. is in poor condition and should be rebuilt. The 
other highway bridges maintained by the several rail- 
road companies are in good or fair condition. 
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SURVEYING DIVISION. 


The work of the Surveying Division during the past 
year has consisted of the making of such surveys and 
plans as have been required by the several city depart- 
ments, and giving lines and grades of public streets 
when requested by abutters intending to build. 

* Forty-two petitions requesting that catch-basins 
should be constructed were reported upon to the Sewer 
Division. 

* One hundred and two plans of streets showing pro- 
- posed locations of future catch-basins were furnished 
on request of the Sewer Division. 

* Two hundred and fifty-five catch-basins were staked 
out on request of the Sewer Division, and duplicate 
sketches showing locations of spikes, ties, etc., were 
furnished. 

* Measurements have been obtained. on twenty-five 
streets for the Sewer Division, for the purpose of making 
sewer assessments. | 

*Two hundred and forty-four plans of proposed 
underground pipes, conduits, etc., were examined for 
the Sewer Division, and locations for proposed future 
catch-basins were marked on plans. 

Three hundred and forty-two notices of contracts to 
lay artificial stone sidewalks were received, lines and 
grades were marked, the work measured when com- 
pleted and reported upon to the Street Department. 
In one hundred and thirty cases the Street Depart- 
ment was notified that existing edgestones should be 
reset preparatory to the laying of artificial stone. 

Seventy notices of the completion of repairs to arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks were received, the work measured 
and reported upon to the Street Department. 

Twenty-nine petitions to make sidewalk openings for 
areas, bulkheads, etce., were received from the Street 
Department and reported upon. 

One hundred and sixty-nine requests for edgestone 

were examined and the amount required reported upon 
to the Street Department.

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Sidewalk grades for forty-one streets were furnished 
engineers and architects for plans of twenty-one new 
buildings. | 

Eleven plans of streets were made for sidewalk assess- 
ments on request of the Street Department. 

Kighteen hundred and eighty-six orders were attended 
to for the Highway Division; these consisted of staking 
out new streets for construction, giving lines and grades 
for repairs and reconstruction of old streets, testing 
lines and grades after completion of work, and measur- 
ing the amount of work performed and making plans 
showing quantities to be assessed upon abutting owners. 

Estimates for grade, land and building damages and 
cost of construction were furnished the Street Commis- 
sioners on thirty-one streets. 

The lines and grades of twelve streets, for which the 
Street Commissioners were petitioned for authority to 
open as private ways, were examined and reported upon. 

* Six miscellaneous reports were made to the Sewer 
Division. 

Nineteen miscellaneous reports were made to the 
Highway Division.

During the year seventy-five such cases have been 
investigated. 

There were 109 accident and other plans made for the 
Law Department. 

In connection with the, Surveying Division there 
have been 1,242 titles examined, 415 deeds and 353 
plans copied from the Registry of Deeds. 

Thirty-six hundred and thirty-eight blueprints have 
been made during the year.

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MISCELLANEOUS WORK AND CONSTRUCTION. 


ABOLISHMENT OF GRADE CROSSINGS ON THE BOSTON, 
REVERE Bracu & LYNN RAILROAD. 


This matter has been under consideration throughout 
the year. Several plans and estimates have been made, 
especially those relating to the doing away with the 
grade crossing on ‘Saratoga street. Careful surveys, 
plans and estimates have been made for the abolish- 
ment of this crossing. The subject is now being con- 
sidered by the Board of Railroad Commissioners, to 
whom it was referred by the Superior Court. Several 
hearings have been held but no report has as yet been 
made. 


ASHMONT STREET AND DORCHESTER AVENUE BRIDGER. 


In the autumn plans and specifications were prepared 
for extending this bridge northerly on the line of the 
railroad, and on November 11 a contract ,was made 
with Jones & Meehan for doing the work. Nothing has 
been done upon the ground, but construction will begin 
as soon as the weather is favorable. 


Boston COMMON SURVEY. 


During the year, at such times as could be spared from 
other work, a topographical survey of the Common has 
been in progress and it is nearly completed. 


Boston COMMON WATER PIPEs. 


Plans have been made for a system of piping to supply 
water for irrigation. ‘These provide for about 4,500 
lineal feet of 6-inch main pipe and 3,200 lineal feet of 
4-inch branch pipe for supplying hydrants. There 
are to be 34 hydrants, so placed that all parts of the 
grounds where there are trees can be reached by lines of 
hose not exceeding 125 feet in length. 

On December 6 a contract was made with the Florence 
Iron Works of Philadelphia, Penn., for furnishing the 
pipe required. ‘The pipe has all been delivered on the 
Common at a cost of $3,225.68. 
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On November 29 a contract was made with the 
Lumsden & Van Stone Company of Boston for furnish- 
ing special castings for gates, hydrants, bends, ete. 
These have all been delivered at a cost of $479. 

The small supplies and the shop work on the gates and 
hydrants have been furnished by the Boston Water 
Department. 

On December 1 a contract was made Grint the Rowe 
Contracting Company of Boston for laying the pipe. 
Work was begun on December 2 but has not been 
completed. 


Boston CoNnSUMPTIVES’ HOSPITAL. 


The work of building the service road under the con- 
tract with B. F. Carroll of Brookline, dated June 22, 
1908, was completed on August 13, and he was paid 
$7,404.18. 

The work included the completion of the grading of 
the road and adjoining slopes, excavation for water 
pipe, building drains for surface water and the surfac- 
ing of the road. The road is 1,373 feet in length and 
15 feet in width except in the rear of the hospital ward 
building where it is 25 feet wide. The road extends 
from River street along the easterly boundary of the 
hospital property to the service entrance to the first 
ward building. A paved guttér 3 feet wide is laid on 
the easterly side of the road; the remainder of the road 
surface is a telford macadam 12 inches thick. Drains 
were built for carrying the surface water from the road. 
On account of the large area of adjoining land draining 
on to the road, pipes varying in size from 12 to 24 inches 
in diameter were required; five catch-basins of the 
standard size of the Street Department were built; the - 
drain discharges into a previously existing culvert under 
River street; this culvert has an inadequate outlet on 
the southerly side of the street and a larger pipe should 
be laid from this point to the Neponset river. Where 
the road is in excavation 6-inch agricultural tile drains 
surrounded by broken stone were laid on the easterly 
side of the road to take care of the ground water. 

On August 10 a contract was made with J. H. Fer- 
guson for doing work around the power house, including 
the building of a road from the service road to the coal 
pocket of the building, the grading of a road to the boiler 
room entrance and the building of a concrete area wall 
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and steps at the entrance to the laundry; this contract 
also included the grading of the grounds between the 
service road and the new ward building. Work under 
this contract was completed on December 2 at a cost

CHELSEA STREET BRIDGE, East Boston. TO CHELSEA. 


The contract with W. H. Ellis for building the draw 
foundation and both ends of the bridge, mentioned 
in the last annual report, was so far advanced ‘in 
May that the completion of the work was delayed until 
the new draw, built under another contract, could be 
swung into position. The entire work was completed © 
January 10, 1910. 

A contract was made May 7, 1909, with the New 
England Structural Company for building a new steel 
draw, which was completed December 9, 1909. The new 
draw span is of the center bearing swing type, a riveted 
steel structure on a pile foundation. It is 30 feet wide 
between the centers of the main plate girders and 175 
feet in length. The outer-ends of the four main girders 
are supported by a center tower with eyebar suspension 
rods. The floor beams and stringers are steel and the 
bridge surfacing, both of the roadway and sidewalk, is 
wood. The draw has a roadway 22 feet 2 inches wide 
between curbs, and one sidewalk 6 feet in width. It 
carries two street car tracks, and is designed for the 
heaviest passenger trolley cars used by the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company. The draw span is turned 
by electricity, the current being furnished, free of cost, 
by the street railway company. The ends of the 
draw span are raised and supported by steel wedges 
operated by hand gearing. The motor, controller and 
rheostat for operating the draw were furnished by the 
General Electric Company and installed by the Barnes- 
Pope Electric Company. The operating machinery was 
furnished and installed by the Walworth Construction 
and Supply Company, except the gearing, which was 
furnished by the Holyoke Machine Company. The 
draw was swung into position and opened to foot travel 
November 22, 1909, and was fully opened to team travel 
January 3, 1910. 

A drawtenders’ house has been built on the pier by 
W. H. Ellis. The hot-water plant for the house was 
furnished by A. B. Franklin. 

The total cost of the work to January 31, 1910, was 
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$47,422.96, some of the work being still under construc- 
tion at the close of the fiscal year.

DEER ISLAND SHORE PROTECTION. 


Several studies were made to ascertain some method 
of preventing further encroachment of the sea upon 
that part of the northerly shore of the island between 
Shirley Gut and the North Head sea wall. From a 
comparison of former surveys with those made recently 
it was found that there has been a constant encroach- 
ment by the sea upon this part of the island; since 
1860 about seven acres have been washed away, the 
present high water line on a portion of this shore being 
now about 400 feet back of its location in 1860. This 
wasting has been partially offset by the deposition of 
material by the sea on the Shirley Gut side of the island 
to and above high water over a considerable area. 

Plans were made for a riprap breakwater and bids 
were received on August 2 for its construction, but no 
award was made as the bids were considered to be too 
high. The matter was further considered and a plan 
was made for a concrete sea wall on the shore line. 
Alternative bids were advertised for, for a breakwater on 
either of two lines or for the concrete wall. <A contract 
was made on September 22 with J. H. Ferguson for 
building the concrete wall. Work was begun on Sep- 
tember 29, and about 300 lineal feet of wall was practi- 
cally completed before the close of the season. 


FIRE STATION ON WALK HILL AND WENHAM STREETS. 


Surveys, plans and specifications were made for 
grading the grounds and building a retaining wall on 
the northerly side of the land upon which a building 
for the Fire Department was to be erected, and on June 
30 a contract was made with the Coughlan & Sheils 
Company for doing the work. The work was finished 
on September 7 at a cost of $3,325. 

The front part of the lot where the building was to 
be placed was graded to a level grade of 73 feet above 
city base with slopes of 2 to 1 from this grade up to the 
original surface of the rear part of the lot. A retaining 
wall of concrete was built just inside of the northerly 
property line to support the adjoining estate. The 
wall is 111 feet in length, of a height varying from just 
above the surface of the ground at the ends to a height 
of 14.5 feet above the new grade of the ground in front. 
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The wall is of Portland cement concrete composed of 
one part of cement to two parts of sand and four parts 
of broken stone or gravel. Ballast of stone chips was 
placed in rear of the wall. 


HUNTINGTON AVENUE BRIDGE OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD. 


A contract for rebuilding Huntington Avenue Bridge 
over the Boston & Albany Railroad was made with 
the Boston Bridge Works, Incorporated, the lowest 
bidder, on June 3, 1909. The work of reconstruction 
was begun at the bridge site August 16 and completed 
December 12, 1909. 

The original bridge was built in 1872, and in its 
thirty-seven years’ service it had become badly cor- 
roded by the action of the locomotive gases. For 
several years prior to its removal, the iron girders 
carrying the street railway tracks had been supported , 
at about mid-span upon a timber trestle placed between 
the tracks of the Boston & Albany Railroad. Upon 
removing the old bridge floor the very serious corrosion 
became apparent and the condition of the structure, 
as shown in the accompanying views, illustrates in a 
striking way the destructive effects of locomotive 
gases upon our metal bridges: 

While the original Huntington Avenue Bridge was 
used for more than thirty years, its long life. was due 
to the fact that it was made of wrought iron. Experi- 
ence shows that steel corrodes much more rapidly under 
the action of locomotive gases, and a steel bridge as 
ordinarily constructed may be expected to last only 
fifteen to twenty years in a location such as this. 

A notable feature of the reconstructed bridge is the 
use of concrete for the protection of all steel work 
beneath the bridge fioor; the concrete protection of 
the steel work being reinforced by steel in a manner 
similar to that used at the Boylston Street Bridge in 
1908. It is expected that the concrete protection will 
greatly prolong the life of this structure and reduce the 
cost of maintenance to almost nothing, so that not- 
withstanding the larger first cost this bridge should 
show considerable economy over a structure in which 
metal work is unprotected. . 

The new bridge is a deck plate girder structure, 89 
feet 2 inches in length between faces of parapets by 
100 feet in width, and consists of sixteen heavy steel

girders between which are placed steel floor beams. 
The concrete protection of the girders is about 4 inches 
in thickness, and the floor beams are encased in, and 
protected by, concrete floor arches. The roadway 
of the bridge is surfaced with a brick block pavement, 
beneath which there is a layer of waterproofing. The 
sidewalks have an asphalt surface on a concrete floor. 
Provision for water pipes and for structures of public 
service corporations is made beneath the bridge. Over 
the water pipes, which are beneath the sidewalks, the 
concrete floor has been constructed in the form of 
removable slabs so that access to the pipes may be had 
- when occasion requires. 

In the middle of the roadway are laid two tracks for 
the surface cars of the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany. Additional strength was provided in this portion 
of the bridge so as to carry street cars of fifty tons 
weight instead of the standard highway wagon load of 
twenty tons. The parapets of the masonry abutments 
were rebuilt and the street approaches on each side 
were resurfaced to conform to the slightly altered 
grade. Typical features of the bridge are illustrated 
by the accompanying photographs and plates. 

During the work of reconstruction, street car travel 
was maintained at all times, upon one or both tracks 
and team travel and foot travel were also provided for. 

The reconstructed bridge represents the very latest 
type of construction for bridges over steam railroads and 
some of the features of the design are unique and, so far 
as is known, have not been previously used elsewhere. 

The cost of construction was as follows:

The work was done under sections 23 and 25, part 1, 
chapter 463 of the Acts of 1906, as amended by chapter 
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542, Acts of 1908, and further amended by chapter 47, 
Acts of 1909, under which it is expected that the Boston 
& Albany Railroad and the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company will be called upon to share in the expense. 
The apportionment of the cost of the work by a special 
commission is yet to be made. 


INDEPENDENCE SQUARE WALKS. 


On September 29 a contract was made with the 
Warren Brothers Company for replacing about 2,000 
square yards of the old coal tar concrete walks with 
artificial stone and for repairing the remainder of the 
tar concrete walks. Work was begun on October 7 
and was completed on December 14 with the exception 
of a portion which was damaged by frost. Final pay- 
ment has not yet been made. 


NORTHERN AVENUE AND SLEEPER STREET. 


The work of building Northern avenue and Sleeper 
street, as required by chapter 381 of the Acts of 1903, 
has continued during the year and on February 1, 1910, 
the part of the avenue and street required to be built 
by the City of Boston was completed and turned over 
to the care of the Superintendent of Streets. The portion, 
however, from Atlantic avenue across Fort Point 
channel and along Sleeper street was opened to public 
travel October 26, 1908, as stated in the last report of 
this department. 

The act of the Legislature authorizing the work, laid 
out Northern avenue from Atlantic avenue easterly to 
Fort Point channel, thence across the channel and thence 
across lands leased by the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad and lands of the Commonwealth; it 
also laid out Sleeper street from Congress street over 
the private way known as Sleeper street and over lands 
of the above-named railroad company to Northern 
avenue. The act further required the City Engineer of 
Boston in the name and behalf of the city to construct 
the portion of the avenue from Atlantic avenue to the 
lands of the Commonwealth and the whole of Sleeper 
street as laid out. 

As the work authorized by the act of the Legislature 
to be done by the city has now been completed, the 
following description is given of the entire work. For 
convenience this description will be divided into two 
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parts, one dealing only with the bridge across Fort 
Point channel and the other with the approaches from 
Atlantic avenue and from Congress street, and the ave- 
nue on the South Boston side of the channel. 


NORTHERN AVENUE BRIDGE. 


The bridge across the channel is 80 feet wide and 
consists of two through truss spans, each about 150 feet 
long, separated by a swing draw span about 283 feet 
long; also a short deck span of plate girders, of an average 
length of 55 feet, at the South Boston end. While the 
act required that the two channel ways should be ‘‘not 
less than 60 feet wide,” as a result of the hearing before 
the Harbor and Land Commissioners these ways were 
made each 75 feet wide in the clear. 

Bridge Foundations.— The building of the substructure 
of the bridge began in September, 1905, the plans for 
the same having been approved by the Harbor and Land 
Commissioners July 18, 1904, and by the Secretary of 
War April 11, 1905. 

Borings made before the work of construction was 
begun showed that the bed of the channel was a layer 
of soft black silt, varying in thickness from 3 to 6 feet 
and overlaying a stratum of soft blue clay. The top 
of this clay was from 20 to 26 feet below city base, and 
extended to a depth of more than 60 feet below city 
base, gradually becoming harder from the admixture of 
sand and gravel until at 90 feet below city base there 
was very little clay remaining in the material. 

The fixed spans of the bridge are supported on masonry 
piers and abutments, the Boston abutment and one pier 
on the westerly side of the channel, and the South 
Boston abutment and two piers on the easterly side; 
the draw span rests on a masonry draw foundation pier 
at the middle of the channel. The two channel piers 
located on the shore sides of the channel ways are of 
the same form and dimensions and similar in design to 
those built at the Summer Street Bridge. They consist 
of a mass of concrete supported by spruce piles forming 
the foundation which extends from city base to an 
elevation of 25 feet below that base. Above the founda- 
tion the pier is of granite masonry laid solid in cement 
mortar, and differs in: outline from the usual rectangle 
form in the fact that the center line of the pier follows 
approximately the are of the end of the swing draw span 
which rests upon it when the draw is in position for 
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travel. A material saving was effected in the amount 
of masonry used by the adoption of this design, not 
only in the pier itself but also in the foundation; the 
load on the piles and underlaying material was also very 
much reduced. The width of the foundation of the 
pier at elevation minus 25 is 18 feet 2 inches for the 
greater portion of its length, the last 15 feet at each end 
tapering to a width of about 14 feet 6 inches at the 
extreme end. 

The piles were driven in alternate rows of five and 
six piles each, spaced 15 inches on centers; the piles in 
the rows were spaced from 27 to 30 inches on centers, 
and staggered with the piles in adjoining rows. All piles 
except those on the center line of the pier were driven 
at an inclination of 1 in 12, spreading outward from the 
centers, thus increasing the area of the foundation over 
which the piles distribute the load coming on them. 
Seven hundred and fifty-four piles were used under each 
channel pier. 

The order of construction of this pier was substan- 
tially as follows: The mud and other material were 
excavated to a depth of at least 3 feet below the required 
bottom for the concrete; this was done to insure ample 
depth for the concrete after the clay had been forced up 
by the driving of the piles, clean gravel filling being 
deposited where necessary to bring the bottom to the 
elevation required for the concrete. The spruce piles 
used were not less than 6 inches in diameter at the point 
and were driven to a depth not less than 50 feet below 
city base. The average length of piles driven in the 
channel piers was 323 feet and, as they were driven by 
an apparatus which enables the full length of the piles 
to be utilized, the load on the piers was distributed on the 
underlaying clay at a depth of about 54 feet below city 
base. As soon as the piles in the pier were driven a 
cofferdam made of 6-inch splined hard pine sheeting 
was constructed to serve as a mold for the concrete in 
the foundation. Owing to the irregular form of the foun- 
dation, part of the sheeting was driven plumb and part 
at an inclination of 1 in 12, the sheeting being held in 
position during driving by double wale pieces attached 
to piles driven outside the sheeting for that purpose. 
To facilitate the laying of the masonry the top of the 
cofferdam was built at about half tide, but on completion 
of the work the sheeting was cut off at the top of the 
lower wale pieces approximately at mean low water. 
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After the cofferdam was in place the space inclosed was 
filled with Portland cement concrete composed of one. 
part Portland cement, two parts of sand and four parts 
of sound broken stone or pebbles, all parts by measure. 
The concrete was mixed by amachine mixer and deposited 
through an iron chute or tube in the same manner as 
was followed at Summer Street, Charlestown and Cam- 
bridge Bridges, and is fully described in previous reports 
of this department. 

The piers above the concrete foundation are built of 
granite laid solid in Portland cement mortar; the exposed 
surfaces are quarry-faced, pitched to line, with no pro- 
jection of more than 3 inches. The ends and vertical 
joints were dressed to lay 43-inch joints. The faces of 
the pier under the coping show six courses of 25-inch 
-rise. The bottom course is composed entirely of 
headers approximately 4 feet square, the other courses 
~ being laid with alternate headers and stretchers, the 
headers showing a width of 2 feet on the face and extend- 
ing half way through the pier and the stretchers varying 
in length between 5 and 6 feet, but of a uniform width 
of 30 inches. The backing is Portland cement concrete 
of the same proportions as used in the foundations; 
the coping stones of the piers are 24 inches deep, quarry- 
faced on vertical face and pean-hammered on top, 
dressed for 2-inch joints and laid solid in mortar, the 
stones on the ends being doweled to the course below. 
All face joints are pointed with mortar composed of 
equal parts Portland cement and fine sand. 

In cross section the channel piers are 8 feet 6 inches 
wide under the coping, increasing in width by a straight 
batter on each side to 9 feet 6 inches at the foundation, 
except for a length of 9 feet at each end where these 
widths are gradually reduced to about 7 feet at the 
extreme end. The coping in all cases projects 6 inches 
beyond the face of the body of the pier. The face of each 
end of the pier was built at right angles to the center 
line, and with a curved batter of 4 feet in 12 feet 6 
inches. | 

The lengths of the channel piers measured at right 
angles to center line of the bridge are as follows: At 
coping 78 feet, under coping 77 feet and at top of founda- 
tion 85 feet. 

The pier near the abutment at the South Boston side 
is the same length as the channel pier, but is rectangular 
in form and of the following cross section: 7 feet wide 
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Portland cement mortar composed of one part of cement 
and two parts sand, the mortar extending 2 inches 
below the bottom flange of the beams and held in place 
by expanded metal lathing, the rest of the arch being 
made of 1-2-4 Portland cement concrete. 

The abutment on the easterly or South Boston side 
of the channel was built on the location of the old sea 
wall which was erected in 1878, the face of the abutment 
coinciding substantially with the face of the old wall. 
The old wall was built on a pile foundation, the plank 
platform being about 12 inches below city base. This- 
wall, which was built of granite rubble laid dry, was 
removed for the width of the bridge and the ballast 
and filling back of it was also removed to the level 
of the platform. The preliminary design for this abut- 
ment provided for increasing the width of the base of 
the old wall about seven feet and driving a sufficient 
number of new piles, both vertical and inclined, to carry 
the increased load and resist the pressure back of the’ 
abutment. It was found, however, that the filling back 
of the old wall and below low water was made up 
entirely of granite quarry refuse, most of it so large as 
to render its removal impossible, except by divers. 
As this mass of stone had been in position for more than 
thirty years, and only a slight increase in loading was 
to be provided for, it was decided to omit the piles and 
consolidate the mass by a generous use of concrete and 
_ grout. The abutment as built has a granite face and 
cement concrete backing. In section the abutment is 16 
feet 3 inches thick at the bottom, which is 20 inches below 
city base, 9 feet of this width resting on the pile platform 
of the old wall. At the bridge seat, at elevation 13.25, 
the abutment is 10 feet 7 inches thick, 8 feet of this being 
in front of the parapet, thus providing a very liberal 
bridge seat, which was considered advisable as it enabled 
the bearings of the girders to be set well back from 
the face. Provisions were also made to permit the abut- 
ment to move forward, not exceeding 12 inches, without 
necessitating any changes in the masonry or the steel 
work of the bridge. 

_ The concrete foundation for the draw pier is circular 
in form, approximately 69 feet in diameter, and was 
carried down 25 feet below city base, the material being 
dredged 3 feet lower as for the other piers of the bridge. 
The spruce piles were of the same dimensions as other 
foundations and were driven in the same manner, 872 
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piles being driven within the area covered by the foun- 
dation. ‘The wooden curb which served to retain the 
concrete was of the same construction as used at the 
Charlestown Bridge, and consisted of 3-inch by 10-inch. 
spruce planks laid fatwise, spiked and treenailed together, 
and stiffened, as the laying of the planks progressed, 
by vertical hard pine timbers placed about 10 feet apart 
inside the curbing and bolted to it. The curbing was 
built floating in the water and sunk in position as it 
was built. The curbing was 30 feet high and was 
carried up to elevation 4 feet above city base and filled 
with Portland cement concrete of the same consistency 
and deposited in the same manner as for the other 
foundations. 

As the bottom of the track castings and the center 
pivot pedestal was at practically half tide it was neces- 
sary to protect the turntable and operating mechanism 
by a circular wall carried above extreme high tide. This 
wall is 3 feet in thickness and has a granite face and 
concrete backing, the concrete being a rich mixture of 
one part Portland cement, one and one-half parts sand 
and three and one-half parts of sea-washed pebbles, vary- 
ing in sizes from } inch to 24 inches. The concrete was 
laid with especial care and a very smooth surface was 
obtained on the inside. The face joints in the masonry 
were 4 inch thick and were pointed in a very careful man- 
ner, the mortar being of equal parts of cement and sand, 
with an admixture of about 10 per cent. of very fine clay. 
The result obtained was very satisfactory, a practically 
water-tight wall having been secured. The wall was 
capped by a granite coping 18 inches thick and 3 feet 
6 inches wide, laid in cement mortar with ?-inch joints, 
the top and back of coping being pean-hammered and the 
front quarry-faced. Within the pit formed by the circu- 
lar wall the foundation for the turntable track and center 
pedestal was built. A four-ply waterproofing was laid on 
the concrete. foundation, extending over the whole area, 
terminating at an annular gutter built just inside the 
wall, which was designed to collect any water that might 
reach this pit. This waterproofing was laid between 
tides in the most thorough manner and covered at once 
with sufficient concrete to withstand the pressure of the 
incoming tide. The bearing stones for the turntable 
track set in cement mortar were 21 inches in thickness, 
forming a ring 6 feet wide, the center line of which was 
40 feet in diameter. The surfaces of these stones were 
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pean-hammered and set very carefully at elevation 5.90 
feet above city base. The rest of the floor of this pit 
was of concrete of rich proportions, having a smooth 
mortar finish I inch thick, which pitched from the center 
to the annular gutter, drains being provided through 
the bearing stones. ‘Two lines of 6-inch cast-iron pipes 
with gates were built in the wall through which any 
water that might collect in the gutter could be discharged 
into the channel; but it is found that the floor of the 
bridge prevents rain water from gathering in the pit and 
the pipes have been cut out of service. 

The draw fender pier is the largest the city has ever 
built, its width being 88 feet and its length on the face 
of the channel from the center line of the bridge meas- 
ured downstream is 290 feet and upstream is 215 feet, 
to which should be added the two triangular ends of 
44 feet each measured on the center line, making the 
total length of the pier 593 feet. It is built of oak piles 
in bents at right angles to the channel, the bents being 
16 feet apart; the piles are capped with 7-inch by 14- 
inch hard pine girder caps, the stringers are 6-inch by 
12-inch hard pine, spaced 3 feet on centers, and the 
floor is of 3-inch hard pine; the piles are braced with 
rough oak or hard pine braces. On the channel faces 
the piles are spaced 4 feet on centers, braced with oak 
spurshores and capped with 7-inch by 14-inch hard 
pine girder caps and 12-inch by 12-inch hard pine 
stringers. The face has four lines of 8-inch by 12-inch 
hard pine walings, which are covered with 4-inch hard 
pine plank placed vertically, four additional lines of 
walings being used on the faces at the ends of the pier. 
The corners are all heavily ironed with 32-inch plates 
and 26 heavy ringbolts are provided on the pier. The 
upstream portion of the pier has an area, in the middle, 
60 feet wide and 144 feet long which is not floored over. 
Heavy fender guards are built to protect the channel 
piers, and the faces on the waterways are built of the 
same design as the channel face of the draw fender 
pier, the angles at the ends being braced in the most 
substantial manner. 

Bridge Superstructure.— The bridge was designed to 
carry a freight railway track on the center roadway 
beside the usual city traffic. Spans 1 and 2 are through 
truss spans substantially alike, each having four pin- 
connected trusses about 150 feet long, spaced 22 feet 
8 inches on centers, supporting three roadways and two 
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overhanging sidewalks; and span 8 is a deck plate 
girder span made up of six plate girders spaced 14 feet 

4 inches apart, with an average length of about 55 feet, 
carrying a freight railway track transversely across the 
span near the abutment end. 

The draw span is a symmetrical swing draw of the 
rim-bearing type, 283 feet long and 79 feet 14 inches 
between sidewalk fascias. It is made up of two inde- 
pendent spans about 125 feet 2 inches long, supported 
on a central tower. The outer trusses are carried by 
the inner ones by means of two cross trusses at the 
central tower. This tower carries the load to eight 
points on a circular drum, 40 feet in diameter, through a 
system of distributing girders. The whole draw weighs 
about 1,300 tons and rests on fifty-six steel wheels 
running between steel-faced tracks. 

In all spans the floor beams are of built-up sections 
with steel stringers. The roadways of spans 1, 2 and 
3 are paved with 6-inch granite blocks laid with pitch 
and pebble joints. ‘These rest on 6-inch hard pine 
plank which is covered with waterproofing and sand. 
The sidewalks are of asphalt 4 inches thick laid on 
4-inch plank. The roadway of the draw span is 5-inch 
hard pine plank, sheathed with 2-inch spruce plank, 
and the sidewalks are of 2-inch hard pine. 

The power used for operating the draw is compressed 
air at a normal pressure of 200 pounds per square inch. 
This is generated by two double-stage air compressors, 
each geared to a 50 horse power motor using a 500-volt 
direct current. The compressors are arranged to start 
and stop by means of an automatic switch board when- 
ever the pressure varies 15 pounds from normal. These 
compressors pump into eight steel receivers in the power 
house, having a combined capacity of 1,500 cubic feet. 
From the receivers a 4-inch main carries the air down 
the pier through the draw center to a position directly 
under the operator’s stand on the deck of the draw. 
From here it is delivered at 200 pounds pressure to the 
end lifts and also, at 70 pounds pressure, to the engines 
which turn the draw. 

The draw is revolved by two 64-inch by 10-inch 
double-cylinder engines attached with their trains of 
gears to the draw, the final pinion of each train acting 
on a rack attached to the track on the draw pier. 
These two sets of turning apparatus are independent 
and either can turn the draw if the other is out of order. 
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There are eight end lifts, one at the free end of each 
truss, operated by air at 200 pounds pressure. Hach 
consists of a cylinder 16 inches in diameter operating a 
lever adapted in length to the load at this point and 
using as a fulerum a cast-iron block on the stone pier. 
This mechanism raises the truss end about 5 inches to 
allow the bearing blocks to be slid beneath it. The 
four blocks at-each end of the bridge are connected to 
a shaft, which the gateman operates by means of a 
lever from the deck of the fixed span. The truss ends’ 
are lowered about a half inch onto the bearing blocks 
and the end lifts are released before traffic passes onto 
the draw. In this position the span on one side of the 
central tower acts independently of the span on the 
other. 

The operator’s stand is between two of the roadways 
near the center of the draw. From here he can watch 
the street traffic as well as the navigation, and controls 
by levers and valves all the turning and lifting mechan- © 
ism. Automatic signals show the movement of each 
lifting lever and sliding block and sights enable him to 
close the draw to exact position. Hand apparatus is 
provided in case of emergency, both for revolving the 
draw and raising the ends. 


Tue APPROACHES AND THE AVENUE. 


The layout of the avenue on the Boston side of the 
channel provided a street 80 feet in width with curves 
of short radii at the junction with Atlantic avenue, 
and covered a taking of 15,171 square feet west of the 
harbor line. The old buildings and wharves on this area 
were removed and filling deposited to bring the street 
to the required grade, concrete walls being built on 
both side lines for their entire length to support the 
filling. Catch-basins were built on the Atlantic avenue 
end and connected with the sewer in that avenue; the 
street was paved with granite blocks with gravel joints, 
granite edgestones set and the sidewalks paved with 
brick. The paved roadway is 64 feet wide, and side- 
walks are each 8 feet wide. Substantial board fences 
were built on both sides extending from the bridge to 
Atlantic avenue. 

The approach to Northern avenue from Congress 
street, as laid out by act of the Legislature, included a 
private way 40 feet wide, known as Sleeper street,

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which extended from Congress street to the railroad 
lands, a length of about 635 feet, and which had been 
in use for nearly twenty years. The land for this portion 
of the street was released to the city by the railroad 
company and the Boston Wharf Company without 
compensation. The other portion of Sleeper street 
was laid out by the act, 50 feet in width, over the lands 
of the railroad company for a length of about 433 feet; 
the area of land taken was 21,964 square feet, for 
which a payment of $42,055.67 was made to the rail- 
road company. The construction work done on Sleeper 
street consisted of the repaving of the roadway of the 
portion 40 feet wide, and rebuilding the portion 50 feet 
wide. The latter portion was graded and paved with 
granite blocks, using gravel joints, granite edgestones 
were set and sidewalks were paved with brick; catch- 
basins were also built and connections laid for dis- 
charging the surface water directly into the channel. A 
single sidewalk, 7 feet wide, was built on the westerly 
side of this portion of the street. 

The avenue on the South Boston side of the channel 
was laid out by the act to a uniform width of 100 feet 
across the lands of the railroad company and the Com- 
monwealth, and the city was required to build the street 
as far as the division line between the lands of the 
Commonwealth and the New York, New Haven & 
- Hartford Railroad Company, a total length on the 
northerly line of 2,031.45 feet and on the southerly line 
of 2,042.10 feet, measured easterly from the harbor 
line on the west side of Fort Point channel. The area 
of land released by the railroad company for this portion 
of the avenue was 203,781.50 square feet. While the 
original act provided for this release without compensa- 
tion by the City of Boston, the New York & New 
England Railroad Company made a claim against the 
Commonwealth for compensation for a portion of the 
land, based on an agreement made in 1882. Under 
chapter 229 of the Acts of 1904 an adjustment of the 
claim of the railroad company was made by the Board 
of Harbor and Land Commissioners by which the Com- 
monwealth paid $22,595.60, or at the rate of 20 cents per 
square foot for 95,228 square feet of land and 50 cents 
per square foot for 7,000 square feet. The total amount 
paid the railroad company by the city and the Common- 
wealth for land for the avenue and the Sleeper street 
approach was $64,651.27. 
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The most difficult feature of the work in connection 
with the building of this avenue was the construction 
of the sea walls at the ends of the docks of the railroad 
company, designated as docks Nos. 1,2 and 3. At the 
first two of these docks it was necessary to provide 30 
feet of water at low water, and borings taken at the loca- 
tions of these walls showed that the material on which 
they must rest was blue clay, extending to a depth of 
more than 100 feet below city base, and not until nearly 
that depth was reached was there even a small percent- 
age of sand found. 

The design adopted for the wall at the head of dock 
No. 1, and which received the approval of the Harbor 
and Land Commissioners, June 21, 1907, provided for a 
granite masonry wall on a pile and concrete founda- 
tion, with a relieving platform also supported on piles. 
The wall, which is 174 feet long, measured on the coping, 
was built between the old side walls of the dock. These 
walls were of dry rubble masonry, extending to low water, 
and rested on spruce piles. As timber wharves were 
built in front of these walls, 20 feet wide on the west 
side and about 40 feet wide on the east side, it was 
necessary to carry the foundation of the new walls 6 
feet below city base at the ends, sloping to 30 feet below 
at the faces of wharves. Heavy tongued and grooved 
sheeting, 8 inches in thickness, was driven, however, to 
a depth of 18 feet in front of the old walls, on both 
sides, to prevent any disturbance of the filling under 
or back of these walls during the construction of the new 
wall. The bottom of the dock on the line of the wall 
was dredged to 32 feet below city base, for a width 
sufficient to maintain a trench 15 feet wide during the 
driving of the piles. Spruce piles were then driven in 
the same manner as those in the foundation for the 
bridge. The piles were driven in alternate rows of six 
and seven piles each, the rows being 15 inches on centers 
and the piles in adjoining rows being staggered. All 
except the four back piles in each row were driven 
at an inclination of 1 in 12. Seven hundred and 
fifty-five piles were driven for the concrete foundation 
of the wall. For the main portion of the wall the width 
of the foundation between elevation minus 30 and eleva- 
tion minus 15 is 15 feet; at the latter elevation it steps 
back to a width of 10 feet and continues at this width to 
city base. The mold for holding the concrete was made 
of 6-inch hard pine tongued and grooved sheeting at both 
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front and back, and was carried upto 5 feet above city base 
for the purpose of construction, but finally cut off at about 
low water on the completion of the work. When the 
concrete had reached about elevation minus 17, a line 
of 4-inch hard pine sheeting was placed at the back 
to hold the concrete of the upper part of the foundation. 
The Portland cement concrete was of the same propor- 
tion and deposited in the same manner as that at the 
piers of the bridge, and was carried up to elevation 0 
city base. The sheeting at the front of the wall was 
anchored at the top by 1-inch rods screwed into each 
alternate piece of sheeting and bent down into the 
concrete. 

The wall above the foundation is coursed granite 
ashlar masonry, laid solid in cement mortar and backed 
with boulder concrete; its width at the foundation is 
9 feet 3 inches and the back is carried vertically to 
elevation 3.5 to form a step to receive the anchor of 
the relieving platform. Above this step the wall is 6 
feet 6 inches wide and narrows to a width of 3 feet 
under the coping at elevation 15. The coping is 2 feet 
deep and 2 feet 6 inches wide, pean-hammered on top, 
quarry-faced in front and dressed for 2-inch joints. It 
is doweled to course below and further secured by 
galvanized wrought-iron cramps at each joint. 

Back of the wall a relieving platform was built 40 
feet wide, supported on spruce piles. The piles were 
especially long, ranging from 50 feet in length near the 
wall to 35 feet in length at the rear and were carefully 
driven in rows 3 feet on centers and spaced 2 feet 
6 inches in the rows, the total number driven being 941. 
They were capped with 10-inch by 10-inch hard pine 
caps, carefully fitted and secured to each pile by 15-inch 
diameter oak treenails, 16 inches long, the caps being 
covered with 4-inch spruce plank forming a platform, at 
elevation 3 feet above city base, for supporting the 
filling back of the wall. The caps were designed to 
serve as a tie to anchor the wall to a line of batter 
piles driven at the rear of the platform. Batter piles 
were driven between the rows of bearing piles of the 
platform at an inclination to the perpendicular of 1 
to 2, and capped with a special 10-inch hard pine 
cap which was notched into the caps of the platform 
and securely fastened. At the wall end these caps were 
built into the concrete 18 inches and secured by two 
13-inch diameter pins in each cap; these projected 7 
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inches beyond the ends of the caps into the concrete. 
Before the planking was placed, the filling under the 
platform was deposited very carefully at a uniform 
slope of 2 horizontal to 1 vertical, extending from the 
under surface of the platform at its rear until it reached 
the back of the foundation of the wall. 

The filling was of good clean gravel, ashes or other 
materials, free from clay, silt or organic matter. After 
the wall was completed and ballasted good clean filling 
was deposited on the platform and in the portion of 
the old dock between the rear of the platform and the 
old wall, the material above elevation 14 being clean 
dredged gravel with no stones larger than 3 inches in 
diameter. A board fence having 13-inch square iron 
posts leaded into the coping was built for the full length 
of the wall at the head of the dock. 

The designs for the walls at the heads of docks Nos. 
2 and 3 and the bulkhead connecting them received 
the approval of the Harbor and Land Commissioners 
on May 1, 1908. Because of the fact that the distance 
between the old wall at the head of dock No. 2 and the 
new wall was much less than at dock No. 1, and because 
of arrangements made with the railroad company by 
which the foundation was not carried down so far as 
at dock No. 1 and was permitted to project 7 feet out- 
side the street line, it was not deemed necessary to 
provide a relieving platform for this wall; in all other 
respects the designs were very similar. The wall as 
built is 217 feet long measured on the street line, the 
westerly end connecting with the old side wall of the dock. 
As there was a timber wharf 45 feet wide in front of the 
old wall the same form of construction was used as at 
dock No. 1. 

The bottom of dock No. 2 at the location of the wall 
was dredged to 27 feet below city base, for such width 
as was necessary to maintain a trench 22 feet wide dur- 
ing the driving of the piles. The piles were driven the 
same as at the other wall, and in rows of 8 piles each, 
the rows being 2 feet 3 inches on centers, the two front 
piles being driven at an inclination of 1 in 6, the others 
being driven vertically; the tops of inclined piles were 
left at elevation minus 22 and the others at minus 15. 
A total of 711 piles were driven in the foundation of the 
wall, no pile being less than 35 feet long when left in 
place. Tongued and grooved 6-inch hard pine sheeting 
was driven at an inclination of 1 in 6 to form a mold 
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for the concrete foundation at the front, and as origi- 
nally designed no sheeting was to be provided at the 
back until elevation minus 11 should be reached, the 
concrete to be deposited without a mold below this 
grade. Owing to the fact that a portion of the old wall 
became undermined by the waves during a heavy storm 
and slid out into the trench dredged for the concrete, 
the design was slightly changed, 6-inch sheeting being 
driven at the back of the foundation the same as at 
the front. As built, the foundation consists of clean 
gravel deposited in a trench leaving a finished surface 
sloping uniformly at the rate of 2 horizontal to 1 vertical 
from elevation minus 25 at the front to elevation 
minus 15 at the back, and on this surface the concrete 
of the wall rests. 

The widths of the foundation at minus 25 and minus 
15 are respectively 22 feet and 183 feet. The concrete 
used was of the same quality and deposited in the same 
manner as at dock No. 1. At elevation 0 city base, 
where the foundation is 10 feet wide, the granite masonry 
wall begins and is carried up to elevation 15. The 
wall proper is 9 feet 15 inches wide at base and 4 feet 
at top, built of coursed granite laid solid in cement 
mortar and backed with cement concrete, the quality 
of workmanship and materials being the same as at 
dock No. 1. At three locations in the front of the wall 
the granite face projects out 18 inches beyond the gen- 
eral face of the wall for lengths of 18 feet, forming but- 
tresses on which are to rest the steel posts for supporting 
the grain conveyor of the railroad company, long rods 
being built into these buttresses for anchors for the 
posts. It was in consequence of providing these 
buttresses that permission was given by the railroad 
company to build the foundations outside the street 
line. The wall carries a concrete parapet 14 inches 
wide and 21 inches high, which forms the back of the 
sidewalk and supports a board fence. 

The design for the wall at the head of dock No. 3 
was substantially the same as the old walls built at 
these docks, the only essential difference being the sub- 
stitution of a concrete cap for a plank grillage or granite 
levelers resting directly on the pile heads. The wall is 
171 feet long, 9 feet 6 inches thick at city base and 
4 feet 6 inches thick at the top, which is at elevation 14. 
It is built of good quality granite quarry stone laid dry, 
without pinners on the face, and no open joints of more 
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than 2 inches. The concrete cap is 2 feet deep and 11 
feet 6 inches wide, resting on rows of spruce piles spaced 
2 feet 6 inches on centers, five piles in each row, the two 
front piles being driven on an inclination of one in six. 
A concrete parapet and a board fence of same design 
as at dock No. 2 are built on top of the wall for the 
entire length, except where provision is made for the 
railroad track leading to a landing bridge. 

Across the end of the location of the proposed pier 
No. 3, between the walls built at docks No. 2 and No. 3, 
a timber bulkhead was built 184 feet long. The surface 
of the ground was practically at city base, and the cap 
of the bulkhead at about 163 feet above city base. The 
bulkhead consists of a spruce pile and a spurshore 
spaced every 9 feet, with two lines of double 6-inch by 
12-inch hard pine wales bolted to the piles, one at 4 feet 
6 inches above the surface of the ground and the other 
within 14 inches of the top of the bulkhead; between 
these double wale pieces 6-inch hard pine, tongued 
and grooved sheeting was driven to a depth of 5 feet 
below the surface and securely bolted to the upper wale 
pieces by {-inch diameter screw bolts, one in each alter- 
nate piece of sheeting, and to the lower wale pieces by 
3-inch spike bolts, one in each piece. A 12-inch by 
14-inch hard pine timber was fitted to the top of the 
bulkhead and securely bolted, forming a cap to which 
a board fence, of same design as those on the walls, was 
attached. The bulkhead was anchored back into the 
filling by 12-inch diameter rods spaced 43 feet on centers 
and secured to anchors made of 3-inch hard pine plank 
set vertically in the filling and located about 21 feet 
back from the face of the bulkhead. 

The act authorizing the building of the avenue 
reserved to the railroad company ‘‘the right to lay and 
operate at grade two tracks along and others across the 
land owned by them included within said Northern ave- 
nue and two tracks diagonally across Sleeper street,” 
and the Railroad Commissioners were given authority 
to determine the location of the tracks and to regulate 
the highway traffic and travel on the avenue and street. 
Under date of December 16, 1908, the commissioners 
approved the location of tracks shown on a plan dated 
May 14, 1908, and determined the manner of construct- 
ing and operating the railroad tracks. The railroad 
company did not build the two longitudinal tracks for 
the entire length of the avenue, east of Sleeper street, 
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as it was authorized to do. It built a single track from 
the harbor line on the South Boston side of the channel 
across the end of Sleeper street, then a double track 
along the avenue as far as pier No. 1, then by a curve 
to the right joined the old tracks on the southerly line 
of the avenue. It also built all the cross tracks approved 
by the commissioners, two across Sleeper street and 
fifteen across Northern avenue, one of the latter being 
across span 3 of the bridge over Fort Point channel. 
The track construction determined by the commissioners 
required steel girder rails 9 inches deep laid on cross-ties 
and secured by tie rods. The top of the rail coincided 
with the finished surface of the street. The granite pave- 
ment between the rails and 18 inches outside each rail 
was required by the commissioners to be laid by the 
railroad company, the blocks and methods of laying 
being the same as used by the city in paving the remain- 
der of the street. 

The filling required to raise the new street at the end 
near the channel was done by the railroad company 
under contract with the city, gravel being brought in 
by train and the tracks raised as the filling progressed. 
The cross section of the street provides a single sidewalk 
8 feet wide on the water or northerly side of the avenue, 
paved with brick and having granite edgestone; the 
rest of-the street, 82 feet in width, was paved with 
granite blocks having gravel joints. At the southerly 
side line of the street the paving was dished, forming a 
gutter about 3 feet wide, across which easy access may 
be had to the railroad freight yards at any desired point. 

Surface drains with necessary catch-basins on both 
sides of the street have been provided for the entire 
length of the new street, the discharge in all cases being 
into tide water. 

Two lines of water pipe, 16-inch and 20-inch, were 
laid by the Water Department on the northerly side of 
the avenue and hydrants set in the sidewalks at proper 
intervals. 


RAINSFORD ISLAND, WHARF AND BULKHEAD. 


The storm of December 26, 1909, destroyed the bridge 
connecting the shore with the head of the wharf, on 
which the coal shed stands and badly damaged the bulk- 
head on the northerly side of the island and washed 
away much of the filling and road surface. The trustees 
made contracts with W. H. Ellis for rebuilding the 
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bridge for $3,300 and for repairing the bulkhead and | 
furnishing fifteen fender piles in the head of the wharf, 
at a cost of $2,005.85. The work was supervised by this 
department and was completed January 31, 1910. 


WESTERN AVENUE BRIDGE TO CAMBRIDGE. 


Plans and specifications were made for repairing this 
bridge and the Commissioners for the Boston and Cam- 
bridge Bridges made a contract December 8, 1909, with 
W. H. Ellis, the lowest bidder, for doing the work. The 
draw is to be rebuilt; the roadway is to be uncovered 
and the stringers examined, and new stringers will be 
put in where required, and the entire bridge will be 
replanked. Work was begun December 14, when the 
bridge was closed to team travel until the draw and 
approaches should be completed. A temporary bridge 
was erected across the channel to accommodate foot 
travel. About 40 per cent of the work has been done. 


WHARF AND PIER FOR FIREBOAT. 


Plans and specifications were made at the request - 
of the Fire Commissioner for building a wharf and pier 
for the fireboat, near the East Boston landing of the 
South Ferry. The work was awarded to George T. 
Rendle, the lowest bidder, for $3,500, and included 
dredging the dock to grade — 15 city base; the entire 
work was completed May 24, 1909. 


1909.— STREETS. 


Preliminary surveys and plans were made; working 
plans and specifications prepared and forwarded to the 
Street Department for the construction of twenty-eight 
assessment streets, for repaving thirty-nine streets, and 
for constructing artificial stone sidewalks in eighteen 
streets; surveys have been made, levels taken and pre- 
liminary plans prepared for twenty assessment streets 
and for repaving ten streets; the necessary surveys were 
made,.and grades for street railway tracks determined 
in twenty-seven streets. 

Preliminary estimates have been made of the cost of 
repaving thirty-four streets and for constructing forty- 
eight streets. , 

Record plans are now being made of the work done 
during the year. The street book, giving the lengths 
and areas of pavements in accepted streets and public 
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alleys, has been corrected to February 1, 1909, and is 
now being brought up to February 1, 1910. 


WATERWORKS. 


The past year saw the completion of the improved 
low service supply for South Boston, work on which 
began in 1904 when the tunnel was built under Fort 
Point channel at the draw on Congress street. In 
this connection the following work was done during the 
past year: The 30-inch main in C street, South Boston, 
was extended in C street, C Street Extension, Northern 
avenue and Sleeper street to a junction with the 24- 
inch main in Congress street, a total distance of about 
5,750 feet; the 30-inch main in Congress street, City 
Proper, was extended from Atlantic avenue to Fort 
Point channel; 24-inch pipe was laid on the trestles 
built in 1907 over Fort Point channel from the ends 
of the tunnel to the Boston and South Boston shores, 
and connection was made with the 30-inch pipe pre- 
viously laid in the tunnel, thus completing the line 
between the City Proper and South Boston. At the 
same time 16-inch high service pipe was laid on the 
trestles and connected with the 20-inch high service 
pipe in the tunnel in anticipation of future extension 
of this service. This new low service line both greatly 
strengthens the supply to South Boston and affords - 
a new ‘‘feed’’ for the city proper. 

The Deacon meters were operated to detect waste, 
from April 8 until November 24, in the residential 
districts of the City Proper, in Charlestown, South 
Boston, Roxbury and Jamaica Plain; the saving of 
water effected was approximately two and one-half 
million gallons per day, or about four gallons per capita 
for the entire population of the city. The cost of the 
work was $3,546. Of the waste found, 1,720,000 gal- 
lons per day was in service pipes in the streets; 430,000 
gallons per day in broken main pipe; 206,000 gallons 
per day in defective joints in main pipe, and about the 
same amount in hydrants and watering posts. The 
result represents a part only of the waste existing in 
the territory tested, as no inspection was made inside 
of buildings, while the outside inspection was incom- 
plete, the larger leaks only and those most easily found 
being located. Although the saving made was com- 
paratively small yet it is an earnest of what might be 
accomplished in restricting waste if the Deacon meter 
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readings were followed up by thorough inspection both 
outside and inside of buildings. The meter simply 
locates waste within certain limits and measures its 
amount; to definitely locate that waste is the duty of 
the inspector, a duty demanding honest and intelligent 
work. 

On January 3 of this year a break occurred in the 
easterly 30-inch main in Tremont street, opposite Seaver 
place, with a large resulting damage to property in 
the vicinity. The cause of the break was the rigid 
bearing of the pipe at one point upon the concrete 
reinforcement of a pipe sewer built by the Transit 
Commission in 1897 immediately outside of the wall 
of the subway and directly under the water pipe; the 
sewer was rigidly supported upon piers extending down 
to the bottom of the side wall of the subway, and was 
evidently designed with a safe clearance between its 
concrete covering and the bottom of the pipe; where 
the break occurred this design had not been followed, 
the concrete being found hard up against the pipe for 
a distance of about six inches. The pipe, laid in 1847, 
was found to be in excellent condition, practically the 
only deterioration discovered being on the inside under 
the tubercles. The following is an analysis of the metal:

This is the eighth break which has occurred in the 
large water pipes in Tremont street, between Boylston 
and Common streets, since the construction of the 
subway under them. The apparent cause in each case 
was identical with that of the recent break, viz., a 
rigid bearing at one point with opportunity for a slight 
settlement in the adjacent pipes. 

The following is a memorandum of the breaks that 
have occurred, with a statement of the condition found 
in each case: 


1897, May 12. Easterly, 30-inch main opposite Common street. Rigid 
bearing on subway roof. 

1898, August 11. Westerly, 30-inch main opposite Common street. 
Rigid bearing on manhole over subway. 

1899, September 1. Easterly, 30-inch main opposite Common street. 
Rigid bearing on subway roof. 

1900, August 8.. Easterly, 30-inch main at Hotel Touraine. Rigid bear- 
ing on subway wall. 
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1900, September 5. Easterly, 30-inch main at Hollis street. Rigid 
bearing on wooden post supported from subway roof. 

1904, March 23. Westerly, 30-inch main opposite Common street. 
Rigid bearing on subway roof. 

1907, May 18. 16-inch main at Hollis street. Rigid bearing on sub- 
way roof.

A gauge has been installed in the office of the Engi- 
neering Department in City Hall which registers the 
pressure in the low service system at a point about 
1,200 feet distant; it has not been possible heretofore 
to obtain such a record, the City Hall being situated 
in the high service area. The operating mechanism 
of the gauge is located in the basement of the Post 
Office, and consists of a diaphragm connected with the 
low service main in Milk street by a small pipe, a lever 
and transmitter; the varying pressure on the main is 
electrically registered at City Hall, where it is both 
indicated on a dial and recorded in permanent form on 
a chart. 

I renew the following recommendations made in last 
year’s report, viz., that a standpipe be built on the 
northerly portion of the ‘‘double-high”’ system in West 
Roxbury, and that additional storage be provided at 
Mt. Bellevue on the same service. That a storage 
reservoir or reservoirs be built on the high service 
system large enough to hold at least six days’ supply 
for the entire high service of the city. That a tunnel 
be built under the Charles river at Warren Bridge to 
insure a safe connection between the large mains in 
Boston and Charlestown and to safeguard the high 
service supply of Charlestown. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Examinations and reports have been made in reference 
to the southwesterly line of the Granary Burial Ground, 
the fences at the Bunker Hill Street Cemetery, the Marine 
Park pier head, the North End Park piers and the 
Thomas Park monument. A plan and specifications 
were prepared for a bulkhead at a vacant lot on North- 
ampton street, between Tremont street and Columbus 
avenue.

THe HicH Tipe or DECEMBER 26, 1909. 


The morning tide of December 26, 1909, attending 
the severe storm of this date on the New England coast, 
was one of the highest ever recorded in Boston Harbor. 
At Boston Light the predicted time of high tide was 
10.20 a. m. The wind from the late afternoon of the 
25th until nearly noon of the 26th was from the east 
and northeast over Boston Harbor and Massachusetts 
bay, rapidly increasing in force during the evening of 
the 25th to very high velocities soon after midnight, 
which continued undiminished through the morning 
and day of the 26th. At Cape Cod, Highland Light, 
the velocity at 8 a. m. of the 26th was 48 miles north- 
east; noon, 72 miles; 2.15 p. m., 84 miles; at 5 p. m., 
66 miles, all from the eastnortheast, and at midnight 
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it was 60 miles north. At Hull, Mass., the hourly 
movements on the 26th were as follows: Midnight to 
1 a. m., 37 miles; 1 to 2 a. m., 43; 2 to 3. a. m., 46; 3 to 
4a.m., 63; 4to5a.m., 58; 5to6a. m., 60; 6to7 a. m., 
56; 7 to 8 a. m., 60; 8 to 9 a. m., 54; 9 to 10 a. m., 65; 
10 to 11 a. m., 55; 11 a. m. to noon, 48. During the 
afternoon the velocity ranged between 40 and 50 miles 
per hour. The maximum velocity at Hull was about 
72 miles per hour at 9.85 a. m. At Boston the hourly 
movements from midnight to noon of the 26th ranged 
between 25 and 39 miles, the hourly maximum rates 
between 32 and 45 miles per hour, the latter occurring 
at 5.10 a. m. from the northeast. The increasing and 
high wind occurring with the rising tide, together with 
a high run of tide, caused the water in Boston Harbor 
to reach approximately the record height of the tide of 
April 16, 1851, which at the United States Navy Yard 
was 15 to 15.1 feet, the height of the tide of December 
26, 1909, being, at the same station, 14.98 feet. In 
general, the tide in Boston Harbor and Massachusetts 
bay was approximately 3.5 feet above the predicted 
height. The actual height, as given by the United 
States Engineers and other reliable authorities at the 
following places, was as follows: Newburyport, Mass., 
Harbor, Black Rock Wharf, 12.68 feet; Sandy bay, Rock- 
port Harbor, 13.64; Boston Harbor, Deer Island, 14.56; 
Plymouth Harbor, 14.8; Barnstable bay, 13.25; Prov- 
incetown Harbor, 14.35. The tide at all of these sta- 
tions, with the exception of Plymouth and Barnstable, 
was approximately 5 feet above mean high water. 
The high water caused great damage to water front 
and shore property in many places by the flooding of 
cellars and by washouts. The greatest damage occurred 
in portions of Chelsea and Everett, Mass., where the 
breaking of a dike permitted the tide to cover a large 
residential section to a depth of several feet, causing the 
death of two persons and temporarily driving several 
thousand persons from their homes.— J. W. Smith, 
District Forecaster. (Climatological Service of the 
Weather Bureau.

(REVISED ORDINANCES, 1898, CHAPTER 16.) ENGI- 
NEERING DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The Engineering Department shall be 
under the charge of the City Engineer, who shall be 
consulted on all matters relating to public improvements 
of every kind in respect to which the advice of a civil 
engineer or architect would be of service; shall, unless 
otherwise specifically provided, take charge of the con- 
struction of all public works of the city which properly 
come under the direction of a civil engineer; shall make 
such surveys, plans, estimates, statements and descrip- 
tions, and take such levels and prepare such specifica- 
tions and contracts as the mayor, the board of aldermen, 
the common council, any committee of the city council 
or of either branch thereof, the board of street commis- 
sioners, or any officer in charge of a department, may 
need in the discharge of its duties; shall, upon being 
notified by the superintendent of streets, supervise all 
repairs on the bridges of the city used as highways which 
affect the safety of the structures, and shall, when 
required by the mayor or any officer in charge of a 
department, measure the work done by contract for the 
city, and certify to the results of such measurement. 
Said engineer shall have the custody of all surveys and 
plans relating to the laying out, locating anew, altering, 
widening and grading of streets; and his office shall be 
deemed to be the office of the surveyor of highways. 

Sect. 2. Said engineer shall, in his annual report, 
include a report upon the safety and completeness of 
all ponds, basins and reservoirs under the charge of the 
water department, and of all bridges within the city 
limits used as highways.

MERIDIAN LINE. 


In 1870 an act was passed by the Massachusetts Legislature requiring 
each land surveyor in the state at least once in every year to adjust and 
verify his compass by the meridian line established in the county wherein 
his surveys were to be made. 

A meridian was marked by stone monuments and a book of record kept 
by a custodian designated by the County Commissioners. 

The law compelling surveyors to test their compasses annually was 
modified in 1875, so that surveyors who did not use the compass in turn- 
ing angles were relieved from the penalty attaching to the violation of the 
original act. 

The meridian posts for the County of Suffolk were placed on the south- 
erly portion of the ‘‘Parade Ground” on Boston Common. They are 
granite posts, three in number, placed 200 feet apart, are 18 inches square 
at the base, 1 foot square at the top, and 8 feet long, being firmly set in a 
bed ot concrete with their tops originally just below the surface of the 
ground. 

A stone curb was placed even with the surface of the ground over the 
top of each post, with a metallic composition cover. 

The surface of that part of the Common where the posts are set was 
raised several feet in 1897, the posts being protected by building a brick 
manhole around each stone, the posts being accessible by the removal of 
the manhole cover. 

As the cover and cap of the manholes are made of iron it is now necessary 
to set up the compass in the production of the line marked by the monu- 
ment to avoid local attraction. The point selected has been 290 feet north 
of the northerly stone.

ATLANTIC AVENUE EXTENSION BRIDGE. 
History of Legislation and Official Action. 


The first legislation authorizing the construction of 
the South Union Station, which involved changes in 
the existing streets in the vicinity of the proposed sta- 
tion, was chapter 516, Acts of 1896, which was approved 
June 9, 1896. 

This act provided for the widening and extension of 
Cove street to Summer street, no mention being made 
of the portion of old Cove street, between Kneeland and 
Furnace streets; this portion was not an accepted street, 
but most of the area was afterwards included in the 
extension of Atlantic avenue. 

Section 11 of the above act provides that the Terminal 
Company which was incorporated to carry out the pro- 
visions of the Act, 


“shall construct a bridge for the accommodation of foot pas- 
sengers or a subway from the end of the new Cove street to 
meet Dorchester avenue at a convenient place, as determined 
by the Railroad Commissioners and Street Commissioners, 
sitting jointly, whenever said commissioners deem it necessary.” 


On January 18, 1897, the Board of Aldermen passed 
an order: 


“That the City Engineer be hereby requested to prepare 
plans and an estimate of the cost of a bridge 50 feet wide, 
with a 10-foot sidewalk on one side, from First street to Cove 
street, etc.” 


The City Engineer, in answer to the above order, 
reported on February 1 that he had prepared a plan 
and estimate for a bridge, and that the estimated expense 
for a bridge 60 feet wide was $389,169. On the same 
date the Board of Aldermen passed an order: 


“That the Chairman of this Board petition the General Court 
at its present session for such legislation as may be necessary 
to enable the City of Boston to construct a bridge from Cove 
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street, City Proper, to a point near First street, South Boston, 
: said bridge to be 60 feet in width . . . ; also for 
authority to borrow, outside the debt limit, the sum of 
$390,000 for the construction of said bridge substantially 
in accordance with plans prepared by the City Engineer of the 
City of Boston.” 


On February 18, 1897, the Common Council passed 
a resolve which the Board of Aldermen concurred in on 
February 20, approving of a proposed act of the Legis- 
lature to amend chapter 516 of the Acts of 1896, so as 
to provide for the extension of Cove street by a bridge 
over the tracks of the Terminal Company and Fort 
Point channel to old Dorchester avenue, and ordered 
that the Mayor be requested to appear before the 
Committee on Railroads of the General Court at their 
hearing on February 23, and advocate the passage of 
the aforesaid bill. At a later date it was stated in 
debate in the Common Council that the Mayor failed 
to appear in behalf of the bill and an attempt was made 
to have the City Engineer instructed to appear at a 
subsequent hearing and advocate the bill; this failed of 
concurrent action, as, in the meantime, the committee 
of the Legislature had reported recommending that the 
petitioner have leave to withdraw. The friends of the 
bill did not allow the matter to rest, however, and 
the result was that chapter 388 of the Acts of 1897 
was passed and approved on May 11, 1897. 

This last act repealed that portion of section 11 of 
chapter 516 of the Acts of 1896, which related to the 
construction of a footbridge or a subway from the end 
of Cove street to Dorchester avenue, and inserted the 
following: 


“Cove street shall be extended by a bridge over the tracks of 
the Terminal Company and over Fort Point channel to Dorches- 
ter avenue at or near West First street in South Boston; and 
the said Terminal Company shall pay towards the cost of said 
bridge such sum as the Railroad Commissioners may determine 
to be equivalent to the cost of constructing for the accommo- 
dation of foot passengers a suitable bridge or a suitable sub- 
way from the end of the new Cove street, before its extension 
as herein provided, to meet Dorchester avenue at a convenient 
place: provided, however, that the extension of Cove street 
to West First street shall not be begun until such time after 
the first day of July in the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
eight as may be determined by the Railroad Commissioners 
and the Street Commissioners sitting jointly,” 
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On June 27, 1898, the Citizens Association of South 
Boston petitioned the Street Commissioners to lay out 
the extension of Cove street and to fix a date for begin- 
ning the construction of the bridge, as provided for by 
chapter 388 of the Acts of 1897. This matter was taken 
up by the two commissions during the autumn of 1898. 

On March 8, 1899, a hearing was given by the two 
commissions sitting jointly, for determining what action 
should be taken by these Boards under chapter. 388 of 
the Acts of 1897. The Street Commissioners presented 
a plan, entitled ‘‘ City of Boston, Cove Street Extension, 
City Proper, January 20, 1899, William Jackson, City 
Engineer,’’ and it was determined that the time when the 
~ extension of Cove street, according to said plan, should be 
begun should be the tenth day of March, 1899. 

On March 10, 1899, the Street Commissioners issued 
an order of notice of their intention to lay out an exten- 
sion of Atlantic avenue, formerly Cove street, and 
appointed a hearing on March 24, 1899; on that date, 
after hearing several parties, including the representatives 
of the Boston Terminal Company, who protested against 
any action, the Board laid out the street in accordance 
with the plan dated January 20, 1899, above mentioned. 
An attempt was made to have the General Court of 1899 
repeal the Act of 1897, but, instead, a new act was passed, 
being chapter 466 of the Acts of 1899, approved June 
2, 1899. This act provides that ‘‘ Atlantic avenue (for- 
merly Cove street), in the City of Boston, as extended 
and laid out by the Street Commissioners of said city on 
the 24th of March in the year 1899, from Kneeland street 
over land and tracks of the Boston Terminal Company, 
and with a draw over Fort Point channel and lands of 
the Old Colony and New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad Companies, to Dorchester avenue, at the 
width and with the grades and by the method of con- 
struction as shown by a plan deposited in the office of 
the City Engineer of said city, marked ‘City of Boston, 
Cove Street Extension, City Proper, January 20, 1899, 
William Jackson, City Engineer,’ shall, subject to the 
approval of the Board of Harbor and Land Commis- 
sioners in respect to structures in and over tide water, 
forthwith be constructed by the city, acting by its City 
Engineer, in accordance with said layout and plan, except 
as the same may be changed in details of construction 
by the City Engineer of Boston, with the consent of the 
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terminal company, and the action of the Street Com- 
missioners in laying out and extending said Atlantic 
avenue is hereby ratified and confirmed.” 

Section 2 has the same provision as the previous act, 
for the payment by the terminal company of the esti- 
mated cost of a structure for the accommodation of foot 
passengers, and provides that the city shall pay the bal- 
ance of the cost, and that the City Treasurer shall at the 
request of the Mayor issue bonds to the amount required. 

A preliminary plan was accordingly prepared, dated 
June, 1899, for the portion of the bridge across Fort Point 
channel. This plan provided for a drawbridge of the 
‘‘retractile’’ form; it was approved by the Harbor and 
Land Commissioners and submitted to the War Depart- 
ment. Under date of September 11, 1899, the Secretary 
of War informed the Mayor that 


In view of the protests in this case and the reports of Colonel 
Suter and the Chief of Engineers, the plan for the proposed 
bridge will not be approved. 


On September 21, 1899, the Common Council requested 
the City Engineer to prepare plans and specifications for 
a bridge to connect Atlantic avenue with Broadway 
bridge without crossing tide water. 

This last proposition did not prove popular and noth- 
ing further was done during 1899. Early in the year 1900 
the matter was again taken up, and on February 12 the 
Board of Aldermen appointed a committee to consider 
the subject and attend a meeting before the Secretary 
of War for the purpose of having the matter of the dis- 
approval of September 11, 1899, reconsidered. As a 
result, on July 10, 1900, the plan of June, 1899, was 
approved by the War Department. 

On July 26 an order of the City Council was adopted 
requesting the Mayor to order the City Engineer to 
proceed with the construction of the bridge. 

Plans and specifications were prepared for building 
the approaches to the bridge and work was begun on 
the northerly approach on March 6, 1901. Nothing was 
done during this year on that part of the bridge across 
the tracks owing to the failure of the city and the ter- 
minal company to agree upon the method of doing the 
work. 

On January 31, 1902, an agreement was made between 
the Mayor and the terminal company as to the method 
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of carrying on the work of building the masonry piers 
between the railroad tracks. This agreement was rati- 
fied and confirmed by chapter 141 of the Acts of the 
General Court of 1902, approved March 4, 1902. 

A new plan of the part of the bridge across tide water 
was prepared, which substituted a pivot draw for a 
retractile draw as required by the plan of June, 1899, 
and also provided for a channel of 50 feet in width 
instead of 42 feet as originally planned; this plan was 
dated March 12, 1902, and was approved by the Harbor 
and Land Commissioners on March 26, 1902, and by 
the War Department on April 18, 1902. 

The work of building the masonry foundations for the 
bridge continued through 1902 and 1903, being practi- 
cally completed in 1903. 

Bids were received on July 2, 1903, for the erection 
of the steel work of the fixed portions of the bridge, the 
specifications leaving the matter of temporary occupancy 
of portions of the terminal company’s grounds to be 
arranged by the contractor; the bidders, not being able 
to make such arrangements, made proposals which were 
rejected for informality. 

On March 12, 1904, an agreement was made between 
the Mayor and the terminal company by which the 
city was given facilities for the erection of the steel 
work; this agreement was ratified and confirmed by 
chapter 266 of the Acts of the General Court of 1904, 
approved April 25, 1904. 

On November 6 1904, a contract was made for the 
erection of the steel work of the north approach and of 
all the fixed spans. 

No further legal obstacles to the prosecution of the 
work were encountered and the construction progressed 
during 1905 and 1906 under several different contracts 
and was completed, except as to a few minor features, 
So pane bridge was opened to all travel on August 
12, 1907.

Hon. JoHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— In accordance with the Revised Ordinances 
I respectfully submit the annual report of the Fire 
Department from February 1, 1909, to February 1, 1910. 

During the year the department responded to 3,831 
alarms. ; 

The most important changes during the year were as 
follows: All the call men, twenty-seven in number, 
were replaced by permanent men. A second fireboat 
was put in service, and a marine district was estab- 
lished which includes the entire water front. The 
thirteen districts were divided into two divisions, and 
a deputy chief placed in command of each division. 

An automobile chemical engine has been purchased, 
and will be placed in the new engine house at Forest 
Hills, which is nearing completion. Land has been 
purchased at the corner of Callender and Lyons streets 
for an engine house, to take the place of the temporary 
quarters of Chemical 11, which are entirely inadequate. 
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Plans and specifications have been prepared for a third 
fireboat, which will be “built as ~sgon as the necessary 
funds are available. 

Risse was made, anes the small amount 
of hose which burst during | the year has proved the 
advisability of this:-yearly tést:-Nine of the hose 
wagons have been: equipped with a Morse Invincible 
Monitor nozzle, \which shas rendered : excellent service.

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FIRE-ALARM BRANCH. 


From February 1, 1909, to February 1, 1910, there 
were 2,062 first alarms, 32 second, 6 third and 1 fourth 
alarm, making a total of 2,101 box alarms struck dur- 
ing the year. Eight of the first alarms were for fires 
for which a previous first alarm had been given from 
another box, making practically 2,054 first and 40 
second alarm movements of apparatus. 

To give these alarms and the “all-out”’ signals to the 
department, together with the meridian blow, school 
signals, etc., there were 18,735,403 blows struck by 
the apparatus (117 tappers, 125 gongs and _ bells) 
connected into the striking circuits. 

For 146 alarms the same box was received two or 
more times, and for 169 alarms one or more adjacent 
boxes were received, a total of 315 not struck as they 
were for the same fire. 

No alarm has been received from 281 boxes of the 
system during the year, while 20 or more have been 
given from 6 different boxes, the highest number being 
from Box 705, from which 37 alarms were received. 

Eighteen hundred and sixty-three reports for fire 
have been received by telephone. Of these 151 were 
for automatic alarms, viz.: One hundred and twenty 
from the Boston Automatic Fire Alarm Company, 
24 from the American District Telegraph Company 
and 2 from private sources. One thousand and eighty- 
two reports were sent in by department companies. 
For 130 of these reports box alarms were received and 
struck, 57 of them being on telephone reports and 73 
on reports received from department houses. The 
result of these reports, not including those for which 
box alarms were struck, was —

making a total of 1,730 still and automatic alarms and 
a grand total of 3,831 box, still and automatic alarms 
for the year. 
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There are 728 signal boxes in service connected 
into 44 circuits. Seven thousand one hundred and 
. ninety-two inspections and tests of the same have 
been made during the year. 

While the record of alarms covered by this report 
has been exceeded in two previous years, the fore- 
going details will show that this year has been a busy 
one and one successful in results. 
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CONSTRUCTION DIVISION. 


Underground construction has been completed within 
the district prescribed by the Commissioner of Wires 
for 1909 by laying cable on Blue Hill avenue, from 
Dudley to Washington street. 

Some work had been done previously in the pre- 
scribed district on Blue Hill avenue as far as Waverly 
street. Underground construction has also been 
extended on Wayne street outside the limit of the dis- 
trict. On account of new circuits proposed to be built 
in Brighton, and in order to make a better distribution 
of circuit connections with the boxes in. Back Bay, 
underground cable has been placed to take the place — 
of overhead wires forming a part of the present Brighton 
circuits. Cables have been laid in Tremont street, 
from Waltham to West Newton street; on West Newton 
street to Huntington avenue; on Massachusetts avenue, 
from Norway to Beacon street, and on Commonwealth 
avenue, from Cottage Farm to Allston. On Lewis 
street, East Boston, a new cable with greater capacity 
of conductors was laid for connection with the station 
of the new fireboat, designated Engine No. 47, replac- 
ing a smaller cable formerly running to the South Ferry. 

The circuit to Brookline has been rebuilt by using 
a twin wire underground cable running from Boston 
Engine House’ 37 to Brookline Engine House 1. A 
sixty-one conductor cable has been laid from Oak to 
Harvard street to replace one condemned and removed 
on account of its defective condition. 

In order to remove some open wires in Dorchester 
which were liable to damage on account of local condi- 
tions, overhead cables have been run on East street, 
from Dorchester avenue to the house of Engine 17, 
and on Harvard street to Engine 18. 

A considerable amount of underground construc- 
tion has been done, and cable used for connection with 
new lamp-post boxes during the year, viz.: On Dart- 
mouth street for Box 84; on Cedar street, Roxbury, 
for Box 250, and on Poplar street, West Roxbury, for 
Box 575. The removal of Box 39 from the house of 
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Engine 26 in Mason street to a position on Tremont 
street, opposite Mason, required a cable to be laid from 
the engine house through Mason street to the lamp- 
post on which the box was placed. 

Testing facilities for the maintenance of proper 
circuit conditions have been greatly improved by the 
installation of switches designed for the purpose in 
various department houses All the houses in Dor- 
chester, several in West Roxbury, Brighton and other 
parts of the city have been so equipped and it is intended 
to extend the system throughout the department. 
By the use of these switches the location of grounds 
and breaks can be determined at once, and, in case of 
breaks, more or less of the circuit affected is held in 
commission pending the time required for repairs to 
be made. This is an important improvement in the 
service and has proved its worth many times since it 
was adopted, notably after the storm of December 26, 
which caused such serious damage to all overhead 
wires. The station of Engine 47 has been wired and 
equipped for electric | ghting, and extensive alterations 
and repairs in other houses of the department have 
caused much work of this character to be done during 
the year. 

In addition to the suburban service previously estab- 
lished and in operation for Dedham, Brookline and 
Newton arrangements have been made whereby assist- 
ance can be given to Cambridge, Milton, Hyde Park, 
Revere and Winthrop. For these places certain num- 
bers have been selected, representing maginary fire- 
alarm boxes, which are to be struck on the tappers 
and gongs in the Boston department houses when 
information is received at headquarters by telephone 
that aid is required. A regular assignment has been 
arranged to govern the response of the Boston apparatus 
to such calls, and, in the event of a serious fire in any 
of these places, assistance can be rendered promptly 
on receipt of information that it is wanted. 

Three numbers have been assigned to Cambridge, 
each covering a definite district, two to Milton and one 
each to the other places. The use of telephones to 
make this service effective is necessary, as no connection 
other than this has been established to the fire-alarm 
headquarters. 
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SUMMARY OF CONSTRUCTION WORK.

Hon. JoHn F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the Caty of Boston: 


Sir, —The Board of Health respectfully presents the 
thirty- eighth annual report of the department, covering 
its operations for the financial year ending January 31, 
1910, and the mortality statistics for the calendar year 
ending December 31, 1909. The general health of the 
city for the past year was the best since the organization 
of the Board of Health. 

The total number of deaths for the year was 11,064, 
a decrease from the previous year of 713 deaths. The 
estimated population in the middle of the year is 
655,544: The death rate for the year as calculated 
on this population is 16.88 per 1,000 inhabitants. 
This rate was less by 1.51 than that of the previous 
year and lower by 2.19 than the average of the previous 
ten years. 

Contagious DISEASES.

The death rate “from consumption in Boston has 
steadily decreased for many years, and particularly: so 
during the last twenty years.

All cases of ophthalmia neonatorum reported and not 
already under treatment in hospital are seen by a medical 
inspector, and if proper care cannot be secured in the 
home the case is sent to the hospital.

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An Outbreak of Typhoid Fever due to Infected Milk. 


Between August 30 and October 15, 1909, seventy- 
four cases of typhoid fever were reported from Brigh- 
ton-Allston district. Upon investigation it was found 
that seventy of these received the whole or part of 
their milk supply from the same dealer. This milk 
was chiefly delivered at the homes in bottles, or pur- 
chased from stores supplied by this man. The other 
four cases could in no way be connected with the out- 
break. There was nothing in common among these 
cases except the milk supply. 

Besides his Boston route, this dealer delivered milk 
in Brookline and Waltham, and in each of these places 
there were cases on his routes, showing a general milk 
infection. 

Of these 70 cases 5 were undoubtedly of direct sec- 
ondary infection, making an outbreak of 65 cases due | 
to infected milk. Of these 70 cases 62 were reported 
on or prior to September 28. Of the 8 cases reported 
after September 28, 3 were of secondary infection; 5 
were old cases on which the symptoms were obscure, 
and the diagnosis of typhoid consequently delayed. 


Period of First Symptoms. 


Thirty-five dated their first symptoms before September 1. 

Thirty dated their first symptoms September 1 to September 15. 

Five dated their first symptoms after September 15 (and of these four 
were of direct secondary infection and one was a doubtful secondary). 


The following facts were obtained from the history 
of certain of these cases that might tend to show a 
definite time of infection. 


One case left Boston August 9 and returned August 22. Taken ill August 
233 
One case left Boston August 14 and returned August 21. Taken ill August 


23. 

One case left Boston August 20 and returned September 2. Taken ill 
August 22 (while away). 

One case left Boston August 16 and returned September 1. Taken 
ill August 25. 

One case left Boston about August 9 and returned August 30. Taken ill 


September 13. 
One case left Boston August 1 and returned August 31. Taken ill Sep- 


tember 13. 


It is plain by an analysis of the first symptoms, and 
the dates of leaving and returning to Boston of the above 
special cases, that the milk was infected as early as 
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August 9 and as late as September 1. It is impossible 
to say whether there was a constant infection between 
these two dates or whether there was infection at cer- 
tain times between these dates. 

It is not uncommon in an outbreak of typhoid to 
have cases that do not show any symptoms until six- 
teen or seventeen days after receiving infection. This 
being so it is reasonable to suppose that the milk was 
not infected after September 1. 

The dates of reporting cases and of first symptoms 
are harmonious in forming the conclusion that the date 
of last infection was not later than September 1. The 
date of the onset of the first symptoms is the only one 
of practical value in investigating an outbreak, though 
to the public at large the dates on which the cases are 
reported are the most striking. 

Proper isolation of each case was insisted upon; the 
sick room was placarded, and the usual directions in 
regard to the care of typhoid were given to the 
patients. Where isolation could not be carried out 
the cases were sent to the hospital. 

The regular supply of milk came from farms in nearby 
towns, and was brought in wagons to the milk depot 
and there mixed and bottled. The milk depot was 
found to be in excellent condition. The methods of 
handling and bottling milk were up-to-date and satis- 
factory. An examination was made of this dealer, his 
family, drivers and help, and an inquiry made in regard 
to those who had been employed during the previous 
month or two. No cases of typhoid or suspicious dis- 
ease was found. Several bacteriological examinations 
of the blood, urine and stools were made of all these 
persons, but every examination proved negative. Daily 
disinfection of all the bottles and milk utensils was 
ordered and continued for two months. This was to 
prevent any danger of bottles coming from infected 
houses. A visit was made to all the farms from which 
the regular supply came, and also to farms in the central 
part of the state, where on two occasions during August 
some extra milk had been obtained. Every person on 
these farms was examined, temperatures taken and 
inquiries made about transient help that had been 
employed. Everyone was found to be well, and no 
history of any suspicious illness obtained. 

On one of the regular producer’s farms there were two 
boys who had suffered from typhoid a year ago. As 
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they were working about the milk it was thought they 

might be carriers. Specimens of their urine and stools 
were obtained and examined, but all examinations 
were negative. On another of the regular milk pro- 
ducer’s farms was a pond which was found to be sup- 
plied by a stream that received the filtrate from the 
Marlboro sewage beds. From this pond the ice used 
in cooling the milk was cut. Samples of this water 
and ice were found to be polluted with sewage. Some 
have thought that this pond might have been the 
cause of the trouble, but there are certain strong reasons 
why this could not be accepted: 

First, because the water for drinking and general 
household purposes, for use in the barn, for washing 
the milk utensils, was obtained from a spring at the back 
of the house, one-eighth of a mile away, from which 
pipes ran to the house and barn. 

Second, because the only possible way this milk could 
become infected through these cows would be from the 
typhoid organism (if present) adhering to their bodies 
or udders after wading in the pond and being carried 
to the pails in milking. 

Third, because if the milk was infected (as some have 
thought) it is remarkable that no cases of typhoid 
occurred among the owner’s family, employees and 
guests who used about 50 per cent of the morning and 
night milk. 

Fourth, because the owner, members of his family 
and his guests were accustomed to bathe in the pond 
frequently. 

Fifth, because the Marlboro Board of Health had 
reported that there had only been one case of typhoid 
since July 1 and this case was treated in the City 
Hospital. 

These reasons show how improbable it was that this 
pond had anything to do with the outbreak. But the 
conditions of the pond rendered his farm unsuitable 
for the sanitary production of milk as long as these 
conditions continued. 

In spite of the investigations of our department, of 
other municipal boards, and the State Board of Health, 
the source of infection could not be found. The Boston 
Board of Health, however, fearing that some undis- 
covered source of infection might still exist, deemed it 
best to forbid the sale of milk from the farms supplying 
this dealer, and to stop him and all his employees from

handling and delivering milk for a time. Accordingly, 
this was done, and his customers were supplied with milk 
from entirely new sources, and delivered by another dealer. 

The possibility of infection from bottles was carefully 
considered. During the month of August there was 
one case of typhoid on the dealer’s Allston route, 
unknown to him, which was not reported by the medical 
attendant as typhoid until September 2. The first 
symptoms in this case ran back to August 5, and were 
more than two weeks earlier than any other case. Dur- 
ing this time the milk bottles were left daily at the house. 
These bottles were collected on the wagons and carried 
to the milk rooms and washed in a large sink with 
many other bottles. After washing, the bottles were 
refilled with milk and distributed to various parts of 
the route. If we could have proved a continuous infec- 
tion from this source, this would be a very plausible 
explanation of the outbreak; but it is hard to see how 
there could have been a continuous infection of the 
milk bottle capable of doing so much harm. 

During August many additional persons were em- 
ployed on the farms. Some of these only worked for a 
short time. It is possible that on some of these farms 
from which this dealer received his regular supply there 
may have been one of such employees who was either 
a walking case of typhoid or a chronic carrier. It 
may be said that although all possible sources of infec- 
tion had been carefully considered, no absolutely definite 
cause of the outbreak has been discovered. 


Poliomyelitis. 


This disease has come into particular prominence in 
this and many of the other states during the last few 
years. It is principally confined to children, and carries 
a comparatively high death rate. It is undoubtedly 
transmitted from person to person directly. Its infec- 
tive agent has not yet been isolated, and there is much 
yet to be learned for the control of this disease by the 
large number of scientific men and public health bodies 
now engaged in its investigation throughout the country. 

Two hundred and twenty-nine cases and twenty 
deaths were reported in Boston during the calendar 
year 1909. The reporting of this disease, its isolation 
and necessary disinfection are now required as in other 
cases of infectious disease. 
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ScHOOL INSPECTION.

CONVENIENCE STATIONS. 


The convenience stations were transferred on the first 
of February from the Bath Department to the custody 
and care of the Board of Health. The first report of the 
Board, that for 1873, makes the statement that ‘‘The 
public urinals in the city are only fifteen in number,’’ 
and at that time the Board had communicated to the 
council that a greater number was important for the 
health and convenience of the city. There were included 
in the establishments then existing only two with closets. 
The next year locations were requested for five additional 
urinals. The cottages for the women were built on the 
Common and Public Garden in 1875. They are the 
ones still standing, and the only accommodations for 
women added since that date are those included in the 
underground station on the Common, at the corner of 
Park and Tremont streets. In 1875 the house for men 
on Flagstaff Hill on the Common was enlarged and a 
number of street urinals were located in different parts 
of the city. In 1879 other new urinals were placed, 
making twenty-two in all, with the hope expressed that 
still others could be furnished. This was with a popu- 
lation of 375,000. To-day, with a population of more 
than 650,000, the number of establishments in all is only 
eight, or nine if that which is in the basement of City Hall 
is included. In 1898 the convenience stations, together 
with the bath houses which had been established by the 
Board of Health, were transferred to the newly created 
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Bath Department, where they have remained till the 
beginning of the present year. The transfer back to 
the Health Department of the convenience stations was 
recommended by the Finance Commission and ordered 
by the council. The group included one double under- 
ground station on the Common, one cottage for women 
on the Common and one on the Public Garden; three 
houses for men, one on the Common, Merrimac square 
and Richmond street, respectively, and two street url- 
nals, one at Eustis street and onein Franklin Square, and 
the station in City Hall. There seems to be no good 
reason why this station should be under the care of the 
Health Department, since it is apparently the conven- 
ience most used by many employees in the building, 
besides visitors, and should rationally be cared for by 
the building, as is the case with similar stations in 
other locations, like that at Quincy Market. 

The Board of Health calls attention to the serious 
need of a settled policy looking towards the estab- 
lishment of more of these stations, so necessary, to 
the convenience and the health of the citizens, places 
that have been requested by the citizens in demands 
made in a reasonable and dignified way. It is to be 
regretted that funds have not been available for repairs 
and for new constructions. The two cottages for the 
women were found to be externally in exceedingly bad 
repair, portions of the woodwork having rotted away. 

The other stations are in fair repair, save that the 
iron urinals, now more than thirty years old, should 
presently be renewed. As is to be expected with estab- 
lishments including so much plumbing, the cost for 
maintenance is necessarily considerable. ‘The house 
on Flagstaff Hillis in poor condition, inadequate for the 
demands upon it. A new underground station should 
take its place. Under the present system the hours of 
use of the different establishments and the number of 
attendants required are given in the following table:

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PRIVATE ALLEYWAYS. 


Under an act of the Legislature passed in 1894 the 
Board of Health has annually selected and caused to be 
paved and drained, at the expense of the owners, many 
of the private alleyways where in the opinion of the 
Board the public health required it. In the early part 
of last year an appeal was taken to the Supreme Court 
and a decision rendered declaring this act unconstitu- 
tional and the Board at once discontinued its use. The 
whole number of private alleyways and courts thus 
treated under the authority of this act during the 
fourteen years was 201. 

In order to keep such alleyways in a sanitary condi- 
tion it is necessary to pave, lightly or heavily according 
to their use, giving a hard, smooth surface pitching to 
a catch-basin draining to a sewer. This has been done 
with those found to be in the worst condition, with 
good results.

DUMPING GROUNDS. 


It is to be regretted that vacant lots in various parts 
of the city are still used as dumping grounds for the 
city’s waste material. These dumps are not only a 
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source of public offence but a source of danger from 
fires. Complaints are numerous and as a rule are found 
on examination to be well grounded. The efforts of 
the Board of Health to secure relief from the annoy- 
ance of these dumping grounds must be attended with 
but partial success so long as the city itself continues to 
use the present method of disposing of its refuse material. 
The Board would respectfully repeat its previous recom- 
mendations, that small incinerators be installed in 
different sections of the city for the complete destruc- 
tion of all waste and offensive materials which are now 
carried to the public dumps. 


SMOKE NUISANCE. 


The law for the abatement of the smoke nuisance in 
Boston, passed in 1905, so far as it applies, has been 
enforced with good results during the four years of its - 
existence. Six hundred and fifty-four persons or corpo- 
rations, parties owning or operating plants, have been 
summoned to appear and state reasons to the Board of 
Health why dark or dense gray smoke had been allowed 
to issue from their premises for more than the six minutes 
allowed in any one hour, and to satisfy the Board of 
Health that all reasonable means would be taken to 
prevent its repetition. Eight cases have been brought 
to court. In three of these fines were imposed and in 
_ five cases time has been given by the court for the 
defendant to comply with the law. ‘This action by 
the court has been followed with satisfactory results in 
each case. The ready response by those who have 
been summoned before the Board for any infraction of 
the smoke law, the very common desire shown by them 
to keep within the provisions of the law, with the great 
reduction in the amount of smoke issuing from prem- 
ises not exempt from the operation of the law, have 
been most gratifying, especially as these results have 
been secured through personal interviews in the Board 
of Health office and with but rare resort to courts. The 
principal smoke nuisance in Boston and its suburbs | 
to-day comes from premises and locomotive engines 
which enjoy exemption under the provisions of the 
present law. 

A bill is now before the Legislature which provides 
for a considerable extension of the present law, its 
application to the metropolitan district instead of its 
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present limitation to the Cfty of Boston, and for its 
administration by the State Board of Gas and Electric 
Light Commissioners. 


New REGULATIONS. 


During the year the Board found it necessary to pass 
the following regulations: 


April 138, 1909. 


Chapter 503, Acts of 1907, relative to factories and work- 
shops, contains the following section: 

“Section 2. .. . All factories and workshops shall be well 
lighted, well ventilated and kept clean. Suitable receptacles 
for expectoration shall be provided in all factories and work- 
shops by the proprietors thereof, the same to be of such form 
and construction and of such number as shall be satisfactory 
to the Board of Health of the city or town in which the factory 
or workshop is situated.”’ 

In accordance with the foregoing act of the Legislature the 
Boston Board of Health hereby requires the folowing form, 
construction and number of receptacles for expectoration in 
factories and workshops in Boston: 

Cuspidors may be either permanent or destructible, and 
should be furnished to the number of one at least for every 
five male or every twenty female operatives under ordinary 
conditions. | 

The permanent cuspidor may be of enameled iron or steel, 
or other metal or glazed pottery. It should contain at least 
one inch of water when in use, and must be cleansed every day 
with hot water and the contents flushed into the sewer if possi- 
ble, otherwise on ground fully exposed to sunshine. 

The destructible cuspidor shall be of combustible material, 
and not smaller than seven inches across the top. It should 
be of waterproof material and capable of containing liquids 
without leakage during the time it is used. It should contain 
not less than one inch of sawdust, sand or other powdered 
absorbent material, and must be burned together with its 
contents. 

This circular supplants that of January 29, 1908. 


Quarantine Regulations. 
May 25, 1909. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health this day it was ordered 
that the several quarantine regulations now in force at this 
port be amended so as to read as follows: 

Ordered, That any vessel arriving at this port which has on 
board at the time of her arrival, or has had during her passage 
to this port, any sickness of a contagious, infectious or doubtful 
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character which may be dangerous to the public health, or 
which has come from or has been in any port or place which 
has been epidemically infected with any contagious or infectious 
disease within the six months next preceding such arrival, or 
has on board any merchandise which has come by transship- 
ment from any such infected port or place within the six months 
next preceding, or has on board any immigrants (except from 
~ British America), shall be anchored at quarantine. 

Infected persons found on such vessels shall be removed to 
the hospital on Gallop’s Island, and there detained until all 
power to infect others shall have ceased. Cargoes and personal 
baggage which in the opinion of the Port Physician or the 
Board of Health may be infected shall be removed to Gallop’s 
Island and there disinfected, when such disinfection cannot be 
properly done on board the vessel or on lighters. 

All immigrants on arrival at quarantine shall be subjected 
to examination as regards their freedom from contagious or 
infectious disease and their protection from smallpox. 

All persons under ten years of age who have not been success- 
fully vaccinated, and all persons over ten years of age who have 
not recently been successfully vaccinated or revaccinated, shall 
be considered as unprotected from the effect of the contagion 
of smallpox, persons having had an attack of smallpox excepted. 

All persons not so protected shall be vaccinated or subjected 
to a quarantine of fifteen days’ observation. 

All old rags, paper stock, hair, feathers, hides, skins, wool 
and similar materials which are liable to convey disease germs 
must be accompanied by satisfactory certificates as to their 
place of collection and packing for shipment. 

No article of clothing or bedding in use shall be thrown over- 
board from any vessel in Boston Harbor without the written 
consent of the Board of Health or the quarantine physician; 
nor shall any such article be removed from any vessel at her 
dock without such permission; all such articles which are to 
be destroyed shall be burned in the harbor, under the super- 
vision of the quarantine physician, in the furnaces of the 
steamers. 

No vessel shall leave quarantine, nor shall her cargo, or any 
part thereof, be discharged, nor any person be allowed to go on 
board or to leave her while in quarantine, without the written 
permit of the Port Physician, who is hereby authorized and 
instructed to take such measures with regard to said vessel, 
cargo and persons as, in his judgment, the public health may 
require. ‘ 

It is also hereby ordered, that during June, July, August, 
September and October of each year, subject to such changes 
as circumstances may from time to time require, all vessels 
arriving in this harbor from the following ports shall be inspected 
at the quarantine station, viz.: All vessels from any port in 
Europe, from the Western Madeira, Canary or Cape de Verde 
Islands; from the Mediterranean or straits thereof, from the 
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west coast of Africa, or around the Cape of Good Hope; from 
the West India, Bahama or Bermuda Islands; from any 
American port south of Savannah, including Mexico; Central 
and South America; and vessels arriving from any place in 
the United States or British America, where they may have 
touched on their way from any foreign port or place above 
named. 

No such vessel shall leave quarantine or unload her cargo 
or any part thereof, nor shall any person go on board or leave 
the vessel while in quarantine, without the written permit of 
the Port Physician, who is hereby authorized and instructed 
to take any measures in regard to such vessels as in his judg- 
ment the public health may require. 

The Port Physician is hereby authorized and instructed to 
demand and receive the quarantine fees which are hereby made 
and established by this Board and which are as follows: 

For examination of vessels, five dollars. 

For disinfecting vessels, from ten to fifty dollars. 

For baths and disinfecting personal clothing and baggage, 
one dollar for each person. 

For vaccination, twenty-five cents for each person. 

For board of patients in hospital, ten dollars a week. 

Such fees to be by the Port Physician paid to the City 
Collector. 


Food Stuffs. 
July 21, 1909. 

Whereas, The exposure of food stuffs to street dust, insects 
and animals is liable to infect and corrupt such food stuffs, it 
is hereby ordered, that meat, poultry, game, fish, sea food, 
dried or preserved fruits, dates, figs, cherries, grapes, berries, 
cut fruits, cut melons, cracked nuts or nut meats, candies, 
confectionery or bakers’ products shall not be kept, sold or 
offered for sale in or near an open window or doorway, outside 
of a building or in any street, private way or public place of 
the City of Boston, unless so covered or screened as to be pro- 
tected from dust and flies or from contact with animals. Meats 
or other products as named above shall not be carried through 
any street, private way or public place unless properly protected 
or screened from dust and flies. Every person being the oecu- 
pant or lessee of any room, stall, building or place where any 
meat, poultry, game, fish, sea food, milk, vegetables, butter, 
fruit, confectionery, bakers’ products or other articles intended 
for human food shall be kept, stored, sold or offered for sale, 
shall maintain such room, stall, building or place and its appurte- 
nances in a clean and wholesome condition. Every peddler of 
food stuffs from wagons or carts, in addition to the covering 
or screen provided for in this regulation, shall keep in his 
wagon or cart a suitable receptacle for the wastes of his business, 
such wastes to be disposed of in a manner that shall not create 
a nuisance. : : 
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Grease and Bones. 
July 21, 1909. 


Whereas, The keeping, collecting and transportation of stale 
grease and bones is attended by noisome and injurious odors, 
it is hereby ordered, that no person shall hereafter keep, 
collect or convey through the streets or places in Boston any 
stale grease, bones or other decaying and offensive matter 
except in clean and tightly-closed vessels from which offensive 
odors cannot escape. 


Ice. 
July 24, 1909. 


Whereas, Ice by reason of a polluted or infected source, or 
by reason of unclean handling, may be delivered to customers 
for domestic uses in a condition which, in the opinion of the 
Board of Health, is hable to create sickness, it is hereby ordered, 
that no person, by himself or by his servant or agent, or as the 
servant or agent of any other person, firm or corporation, shall 
in the-City of Boston sell, exchange or deliver or have in his 
custody or possession with intent to sell, exchange or deliver 
any ice from polluted sources, or ice which upon chemical or 
bacteriological examination shows evidence of sewage contami- 
nation, either by the presence of sewage bacteria or of excessive 
“ammonia” (‘‘free”’ or “albuminoid”’), or of ‘‘nitrites,”’ or 
which is visibly polluted or soiled by dirt, or ice in or upon 
which there is any visible foreign matter, or ice which has been 
handled with dirty hands or implements. 


Milk. 
July 29, 1909. 


SecTIoN 1. No person or corporation shall sell or offer, 
expose or keep for sale in any shop, store or other place where 
goods and merchandise are sold, milk or cream, unless the same 
is sold or offered, exposed or kept for sale in tightly closed or 
capped bottles or receptacles which have been approved by 
the Board of Health. Nothing contained herein shall prevent 
the sale of milk or cream from cans, crocks, coolers or other 
receptacles in restaurants or hotels, when the milk or cream 
is to be consumed in the restaurant or hotel by guests or patrons 
ordering the same. ‘This section shall take effect January 1, 
1910. 7 
Sect. 2. Every person or corporation engaged in the busi- 
ness of selling milk or cream shall, immediately upon receiving 
a written order from the Board of Health so to do, comply 
with any requirement of said Board respecting the filling of 
milk and cream in bottles or receptacles, the manner and 
methods employed in such filling or the conditions and sur- 
roundings under which such filling is done and carried on. 
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Sect. 8. No person or corporation shall sell or offer, expose 
or keep for sale at retail milk or cream in the room or store 
where the same is put into bottles or receptacles. 

Sect. 4. No person or corporation shall mix for purposes 
of sale two or more of the following substances: Whole milk, 
skimmed milk, condensed milk, concentrated milk or evapo- 
rated milk and water. No person or corporation shall sell or 
offer, expose or keep for sale, deliver or have possession or 
’ custody of with intent to sell, mixtures of any of the substances 
named above. 

No person or corporation engaged in the sale of milk or 
cream other than condensed, concentrated or other evaporated 
milk shall keep in his place of business condensed, concentrated 
or other evaporated milk except in an unopened can or recep- 
tacle. 

Nothing contained herein shall prevent the preparation and 
sale of ‘“‘modified milk,’ when sold as such, to be used as food 
by infants and invalids. 

Sections 2, 3 and 4 shall take effect August 1, 1909. 


Permits for Burial. 
October 15, 1909. 


Ordered, That no undertaker or other person unauthorized 
by the Board of Health shall change in any way the wording 
of any permit granted by the Board of Health for the burial 
or removal of any human body, or bury any such body in 
any cemetery or place except that designated on the said 
_ permit. 


PROSECUTIONS. 


Forty complaints were made in court for violation 
of the laws, ordinances and regulations of the Board 
of Health, and fines amounting to $652 were imposed.

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REPORT OF CHIEF MEDICAL INSPECTOR. 


To the Board of Health: 


I have the honor to submit the following report for 
the year ending December 31, 1909: 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 


Variola.— There were two cases and one death 
reported during the year. 

Diphtherva.— There were two thousand seven hun- 
dred and twenty (2,720), cases reported; one thousand 
_ five hundred and sixty-two (1,562) of these were cared 

‘for at the South Department of the Boston City Hos- 
pital and the Haynes Memorial Hospital, 57.42 per 
cent. There were one hundred and _ ninety-three 
(193) deaths. Mortality, 7.10 per cent. 

Scarlet Fever.— There were two thousand and ninety- 
five (2,095) cases reported; one thousand one hundred 
and forty-four (1,144) of these were cared for at 
the South Department of the Boston City Hospital and 
the Haynes Memorial Hospital, 54.60 per cent. There 
were eighty-two (82) deaths. Mortality, 3.91 per cent. 

Measles.— There were two thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-six (2,896) cases reported and seventy-three 
(73) deaths. Mortality, 2.52 per cent. 

Typhoid Fever.— There were six hundred and sixty- 
six (666) cases reported; three hundred and fifty-eight 
(358) were cared for in the different hospitals in this city. 
There were ninety-one (91) deaths. Mortality, 13.66 
per cent. 

Tuberculosts.— There were two thousand nine hun- 
dred (2,900) cases reported. There were one thousand 
and seventy two (1,072) deaths. 

Leprosy.— There were two cases reported in March, 
both of which were sent to Penikese Island. 

During the past year three hundred and sixty (360) 
persons died without a physician in attendance and 
were reported to this office. In all cases a personal 
visit was made, the body examined, and a probable 
diagnosis made before granting a permit for burial. 
Twenty-one (21) cases were referred to the Medical 
Examiner for investigation.

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VACCINATION. 


Boston, January 1, 1910. 
To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN,— I have the honor of submitting the 
following report for the year ending December 31, 1909: 

At the Suffolk County Jail 2,866 cases were treated, 
the number of visits made being 6,714. 

At the vaccination rooms in the Charity Building on 
Chardon street 2,531 individuals came for vaccination 
during the year. Only 801 certificates were issued, as 
the majority of those scarified did not return for inspec- 
tion. Since, however, in the case of those who did 
return the vaccination was successful in nearly every 
instance, it is fair to assume that it was successful also 
in the same proportion in the case of those who did not 
return. 

As to the excellence of the virus we are using hardly 
too much can be said. This is prepared by the State 
Board of Health under the direction of Dr. Theobald 
Smith. It is undoubtedly by far the best virus we have 
ever used.

GENTLEMEN,— I herewith submit the annual report 
of the Quarantine Department for the year ending 
January 31, 1910. 

During the year all vessels from foreign ports, with 
the exception of the British Maritime Provinces, have 
been inspected; from June 1 to November 1 all vessels 
from ports bordering on the Gulf of Mexico have been ~ 
inspected; vessels from Porto Rico are treated in the 
same manner as those from the Gulf Ports. 

The United States quarantine regulations are enforced 
at this port, with the following additions: 

All steerage passengers are required to be vaccinated, 
either immediately before embarking or during the 
voyage. | 

All vessels arriving from ports infected with bubonic 
plague are disinfected, crews bathed, effects sterilized, 
temperatures taken, and a digital examination of inguinal 
and cervical glands made. 

During the year 68,717 passengers, 3,891 seamen 

and 2,780 cattlemen were inspected. The number of 
persons detained at the Quarantine Station was 301; 
30 vessels were disinfected, a slight increase over the 
previous year. 
The station at Gallop’s Island is in good condition. 
The steamer “ Vigilant,’ while old, has been repaired 
and does fairly good service. Dr. William M. Gay is 
still associated with me.

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REPORT OF DIRECTOR -OF BACTERIO- 
LOGICAL LABORATORY. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN,— I have the honor to submit the fol- 
lowing report for the year ending January 31, 1910: 


New LABORATORY QUARTERS. 


During the past year our lease at 739 Boylston street 
expired. The work having increased to such an extent 
that extra space was imperative, and it being impossible 
to procure same with renewal of lease at above address, 
we were forced to look for new quarters. 

_During July, 1909, we moved to our present location, 
30 Huntington avenue, in Huntington Chambers, a 
building which has an ideal location, being easy of 
access from all parts of the city and offering available 
space for the normal increase in our work. The new 
laboratory occupies about one-half of the fifth floor of 
the building, and has about 1,000 feet more space than 
the old, allowing for the needed increase ‘in office, 
animal and store rooms. 

The details of the new laboratory were carefully 
planned and many improvements made.over previous 
conditions. All the fixtures of the old laboratory, 
benches, piping, etc., were transferred to the new, and 
the delays incidental to such transfers made the work 
of the laboratory very difficult during the months of 
July and August. The routine examinations were, 
however, carried on and reports made without inter- 
ruption. 


CHANGES IN CULTURE STATIONS. 


During the past year two new stations have been 
established: F. J. Connolly, at the corner of Hampden 
and Dudley streets, in May, and J. M. O’Brien, at 
Forest Hills, in November.

The great increase in the number of routine examina- 
tions, made in the laboratory is shown in the above 
tabulation. It is also indicated that the diagnostic 
examinations may be expected to increase in number 
from year to year. During the coming year we expect 
to be able to make the Wasserman Noguchi test for 
syphilis when requested. 


RovuTINE EXAMINATIONS. 


The total number of routine examinations made 
during the year was 36,144. Of these, 29,795 were for 
diagnosis, and 6,349 were bacteriological milk examina- 
tions. 

The number of diagnostic examinations has greatly 
increased, owing, without doubt, to a gain in apprecia- 
tion, by the physicians, of the advantages offered for 
practical aid along these lines. During the past five 
years the number of such examinations made yearly 
has {more than doubled, while the year 1909-10 alone 
shows an increase of about 7,000 diagnostic tests over 
the preceding year, which increase, averaging nineteen

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tests a day, we feel must be regarded as’ normal, there 
having been no epidemic.

INCREASE IN STAFF. 


Owing to the great increase in diagnostic work above 
stated, it became necessary to obtain another assistant, 
and in accordance with our request, Dr. W. 8. Blanchard 
was appointed May 1, 1909.

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With 6,000 more examinations than last year, we 
have less primary positives by about a hundred and 
more secondary positives by about five hundred. There 
are about 3,000 more primary negatives and 2,000 more 
secondary negatives. 

An analysis of these figures would indicate a great 
increase in the use of the laboratory in all throat affec- 
tions as an aid to diagnosis, as much for the exclusion 
of possible diphtheria as through suspicion of its presence.

Out of 885 swabs examined, 740, or 83.6 per cent, were 
reported as the culture proved; of the remaining 145, 26 
were reported suspicious and came positive, bringing the 
total of reliable results up to 86.5 per cent. 

Unless a swab examination is positive a final report is 
not given until after incubation of the culture; 67 of 
these cases showed nothing suspicious on the swabs but 
gave positive cultures. 

Of the 780 five-hour examinations made, 725, or 92.9 
per cent, were reported as the twenty-hour incubation 
proved, the incubation in these cases being necessarily 
five hours longer than ordinary; 15 were reported sus- 
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picious and came positive, bringing the total of correct 
reports up to 94.8 per cent. Of the remaining 40 exami- 
nations, 23 negative on the five-hour were positive on the 
longer incubation. Eleven reported suspicious were 
negative, although in three of these succeeding cultures 
were positive. Six positive on the five-hour examination 
were overgrown with twenty hours’ incubation. 

With all these preliminary examinations it is our cus- 
tom to proceed with the regular incubation and, with the 
exception of positive findings, final reports are not given 
until the following morning. 


TUBERCULOSIS. ; 


Examination of sputum for tubercle bacilli is one of 
the most simple of bacteriological tests. Many physicians 
are accustomed to making such examinations in their 
own offices, and many of the dispensaries of the city 
have sputa examinations made in their own laboratories. 
Notwithstanding these facts the city laboratory shows 
a constant increase in the number of sputa examined.

TYPHOID. 

Typhoid shows fewer examinations made this year

The laboratory has continually on hand outfits for 
the Conradi method- of typhoid diagnosis by blood 
cultures, and twenty such tests were made during the 
past year. 

Ten examinations of feces and twenty of urine were 
made for typhoid bacilli, of which but one (urine) was 
positive. Many of these examinations were made in an 
effort to find a bacillus carrier as the cause of the Allston 
outbreak, but these examinations were all negative. 

Few people realize the enormous amount of work and 
time necessary for a single examination of feeces or urine 
for typhoid, and fewer still the low value of negative 
findings. 

During the year the laboratory facilities have been 
extended to Dr. C. L. Overlander, who is completing 
here the work begun in the City Hospital and of which 
a preliminary communication may be found in the

GONORRHEAL URETHRITIS.

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It has been the policy of the laboratory to make 
examinations of smears for gonococci on request, though 
this part of the work has never been specially advertised, 
and such examinations have been included from year to 
year under the heading ‘‘ Miscellaneous Tests.” ‘This 
year shows a marked increase in the number of these 
examinations. 

It is to be hoped that by thus co-operating with the

’ SPECIAL INVESTIGATIONS. 


Diphtheria Bacillus Carriers in the Public Schools. 


At the request of the Board the laboratory under- 
took at the beginning of the school year the examina- 
tion of all the school children in the Brighton district 
for diphtheria bacilli. 

It has for many years been the policy of the Boston 
Board of Health whenever there was an outbreak of 
diphtheria in a school or institution to advise the taking 
of cultures from the noses and throats of all exposed 
persons, in order that not only those showing symptoms 
but also those well persons (insusceptible or but slightly 
susceptible to the disease) who were bacillus carriers 
might be removed from school, or in an institution 
isolated, if possible, from others. 

This ‘procedure has invariably been sttanted with 
marked success in clearing up such outbreaks. It has 
also been noticeable in several instances in institutions 
when the persons in charge have not taken such pre- 
cautions, although urged to do so, that the eradication 
of diphtheria by the isolation of clinical cases only has 
been a well-nigh impossible task. 
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This experience is not confined to Boston alone— 
the value of such examinations is well known in public 
health circles, and Boston is but one among many places 
where they have been successfully applied. An en- 
tirely new procedure, however, was brought to the 
attention of the Boston Health Department when, acting 
on the suggestion of Dr. Richard C. Cabot, the School 
Board suggested, under the advice of its committee of 
physicians, the taking of cultures at the beginning of 
the school year from all the pupils in the Brighton 
district, and the keeping from school those found to be 
bacillus carriers as a possible means of eradicating the 
disease from the schools of the district. Here it was 
suggested to take cultures not from persons exposed to 
the disease diphtheria but from a large aggregation of 
supposedly normal individuals. 

The estimated number of pupils in the Brighton dis- 
trict was about 4,500, and the laboratory promised to 
do the work in four days, together with the regular 
laboratory routine of about 100 daily examinations for 
diphtheria, tuberculosis, typhoid and various miscel- 
laneous tests. This, of course, meant long hours and 
close application, but for many reasons it seemed best 
to make these special examinations as quickly as possi- = 
ble. Since it had been well proven that not all carriers 
are obtained by a single round of cultures, it was also 
arranged to repeat the tests the following week. 

The work had to be planned to the most minute 
details in order that it might be handled by the regular 
laboratory force. The Brighton district was divided 
into four sections, according to the location of the 
schools, and cultures were taken from the pupils in one 
section each day, the work being done by the regular 
school physicians of the district, Doctors Marion, 
Rowen, Rice, McKeen and McCauley, assisted by the 
following volunteers: Doctors Downing, Good, Kelly, 
Reed, Wood, Fitzgerald, Buckley, Dow, Myers, Riley, 
Lord and Connor. 

The School Board furnished from the school nurses 
assistants to do the necessary clerical work. Their 
work consisted of writing on a card for each culture the 
name and address of the pupil, the name of the school, 
doctor and teacher — also a number, the same number 
and name being written on a label on the culture tube 
itself, 
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At the laboratory about half the necessary amount 
of media and swab sticks were prepared in advance, and 
the day before cultures were to be taken in any section 
the proper number of swabs, serum tubes, throat sticks 
and cards were sent to the various schools. 

The work in the laboratory was so arranged that of 
the four doing diagnostic work two worked continually 
at the preparation of smears and the other two at 
the microscopic examinations. The day’s work started 
at 8 a. m. with the routine work of the laboratory, 
which merged as quickly as possible on to the special 
examinations. 

It was understood that the cultures for the next day’s 
work would reach us by 3 p. m. in order that they might 
be properly arranged and numbered before incubation. 
It was found necessary, however, for the first day or two 
to work evenings at this. Later, when we were more 
used to the details of this extra work, we were able to 
finish each day by 6 p.m. The smears were made up on 
long glass slides 9 by 2 inches, twenty-five smears to a 
slide, and all positive or suspicious smears, as well as 
those containing D, forms, were passed on by both of 
those making the microscopic examinations. Positive 
- results were reported only on those cultures showing the 
A, C, or D types of organisms (Wesbrook). These slides 
have been saved, as of possible interest in research 
investigation. 

The cards were then marked and the reports made out. 
Cultures were examined by number only, being num- 
bered consecutively from 1 to 600, 1,000, 1,200, or what- 
ever the day’s work might be, a duplicate number being 
on the serum tube and card. Without some such 
system it would have been impossible to have handled 
the work. After the microscopic work was finished 
came the task of arranging the cultures for the next day 
by these consecutive numbers. The serum tubes were 
arranged in racks of fifty each, and for the most part 
this was quite readily done, taking two persons about 
three hours, because, as requested, the tubes and cards 
from any one room already had corresponding numbers; 
where, however, our request that this be done was dis- 
regarded we had the added labor of arranging all the 
tubes and ecards alphabetically before we could number 
them. 
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Sixteen refused to allow cultures to be taken, and 
there were without question many more absentees than 
shown by the table. 

On the first day we examined 1,287 cultures; thesecond, 
1,131; the third, 1,029; the fourth, 699 —a total for the 
first round of 4,146, and of these 55, or 1.83 per cent, 
were positive. 

These cases for the most part were removed from 
school. 

Our second round the following week ‘gave us 1,275 
cultures the first day; 1,113 the second; 1,029 the third; 
and 670 the fourth — a total of 4,087, of which 38, or 
.93 per cent, were positive. 

Since these two rounds, cultures taken from 298 
pupils, absentees, new pupils, etc., have given us 9 posi- 
tives, making a total out of 8,531 of 102, or 1.19 per 
cent. Three of these cases, positive on the second round, 
were duplicates of those on the first, leaving us just 
99 cases, or 1.16 per cent. 

The microscopic examination of so many smears in so 
short a time is very trying work, and the amount done 
in two weeks is no criterion by which to judge as to 
what could be regularly accomplished in routine pro- 
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cedure. It would be physically impossible to carry on 
so large a number of such exacting examinations for a 
long period, and it was only accomplished this time by 
long hours and intense application. 


Three hundred and seventy-two secondary cultures. 


have been received on the positive cases, of which 147 
were positive. 

The work began Monday, September 13,'1909, and 
by the close of the second week we had already released 
on two negative cultures 29 of these cases. The third 
week 32 more were freed, the fourth week, 6, the fifth, 5, 
the sixth, 2, the seventh, 3, the eighth, 1, the ninth, 5, the 
tenth, 3, the eleventh, 3. Of the remaining 10, 5 have 
had a single negative, 2 with persistently positive 
cultures have been allowed to re-enter school on nega- 
tive virulent tests. One has left school. 

One was allowed to re-enter school through an error 
in September after having received but a single negative. 
A culture taken two months later was positive, but as 
the child had already been in school two months with 
no untoward results, she was allowed to continue. 

In one case the parents refused to allow the cultures 
to be taken and the child was admitted to school under 
threat of legal process. 

It is probable many of these cases might have been 
released sooner if cultures had been taken more fre- 
quently. Fifty had but a single positive, twenty had 
but two, eight had but three, ten had four, five had five, 
one had seven, one eight, one ten, one eleven, one thir- 
teen, and one with twenty-six never had a negative. 
This last is reported by the school physicians as a case 
of chronic ozena. 

It was our intention to isolate the organisms from 
many of the cultures and test their virulence, but this 
was, of course, impossible during the progress of the 
examinations. Streaks outs were made, however, from 
all positives and the tubes saved, but the organisms were 
found most difficult to isolate. We succeeded in obtain- 
ing but eight pure cultures, and virulence tests on all 
these were almost or entirely negative. 

Of the fifty-five cases positive during the first week’s 
work seven were present in school when the second 
round of cultures was taken. Three of these were 
again positive and four negative. 

Of the thirty-eight cases positive the second round 
thirty-three had cultures taken the previous week, only 
three being then positive. In this connection should 
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also be mentioned two cases, one from whom a negative 
culture was obtained in school September 13, but who 
developed clinical symptoms, the bacilli being present 
in a culture taken September 16, the other giving a 
negative school culture September 16, and having 
symptoms and a positive culture September 20. 

It seems proper to infer from these findings that as a | 
rule these carrier cases are but transient in character. 
The results are too consistent to be accounted for by 
possible errors in culture taking or from over-growth 
by other organisms. 

We face, then, not a problem of detecting and isolating 
certain definite bacillus carriers and making an end of 
the matter,— we have rather to consider a constantly 
changing condition with but few fairly permanent 
carriers and a larger number of transients constantly 
shifting from one group of persons to another. Nor is 
there reason to believe otherwise concerning the adult 
population who, while not so susceptible to the disease, 
are just as liable to be carriers of the organisms. 

Even were it possible to control diphtheria by con- ’ 
stant cultures from a whole population with isolation of 
carriers, how useless to attempt such control by taking 
cultures from school children only and allowing the 
other five-sixths of the population to go free. 

The conditions are far different from those obtaining 
in an institution where all are under strict surveillance 
and where some such scheme might logically and 
properly be carried out. 

These carrier cases in Brighton, as shown by the map, 
are widely scattered throughout the district, with but 
occasional grouping in neighborhoods, and sometimes 
two cases in one family or house. 

In our examination of cultures from day to day the 
percentage of positives in any given number remained 
about the same, indicating that the carriers were quite 
evenly distributed, and in any given section of the 
district they approximated one per cent. 

The Board of Health has no legal authority to keep 
these well children from school, and the procedure 
adopted in this case was to send a letter to the parents 
or guardians, as follows: 


Boston, September 17, 1909. 
To the Parent or Guardian olf............... vos yg th ete 


The Board of Health hereby notifies you. that the child 
above named has been found to be a carrier of diphtheria 
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bacilli, and is on this account a source of danger to others. 
This child should not return to school or mingle with others 
until two negative cultures have been obtained by the school 
physician, who will call on you. 

Medical advice for the removal of these bacilli from the 
child’s nose and throat and the early return of the child to 
school should be secured at once.

While the children were for the most part kept from 
school in accordance with this request, it was impossible 
to prevent their association with the school children 
outside of school hours,— the Board of Health having 
no authority to quarantine these carriers. It is unfortu- 
nate in this connection that among the results of the 
work we must include the loss sustained by these children 
in being deprived of so much of the school year and the 
abandonment of school by one. 

These carrier cases have been closely watched, and 
not one has been ill, nor has any case of diphtheria been 
traced to them. 

The clinical cases of diphtheria still persist in about 
the usual number and without any apparent connection 
with the carriers found as shown in the following table: 
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It should, of course, be taken into account that there 
have been but few clinical cases of diphtheria in Brighton 
during the entire year. 

We draw the following conclusions: 

1. That at least one per cent of all healthy school 
children are carriers of morphologically typical diph- 
theria bacilli (Wesbrook’s A, C, D types). 

2. That such bacilli are communicable from one to 
another and the condition is usually a transient one. 

3. That the organisms are ordinarily of little or no 
virulence. 

4. That while it is possible by passing through a 
susceptible individual their virulence might be raised 
to cause the disease, this is not a frequent occurrence. 

5. That the disease diphtheria is kept alive in a 
community rather by virulent organisms in immune 
persons than by these nonvirulent bacilli. 

6. That where virulent diphtheria bacilli are present 
as shown by outbreaks of the disease, cultural tests of 
all contacts and isolation of those showing positive 
cultures is a duty owed to the community. 

7. Where the disease does not exist, isolation of 
carriers of probable nonvirulent bacilli is of no proven 
benefit, and is a costly and laborious procedure, entailing 
much unnecessary hardship on innocent and probably 
harmless parties. 

8. The attempt to control diphtheria in-a city by a 
round of cultures from all school children at the beginning 
of the school year does not seem encouraging from this 
series of tests. 

9. The proposition to stamp diphtheria out of a 
city by cultural tests of all the inhabitants and isolation of 
all carriers is impossible from any practical standpoint. 


Room DISINFECTION EXPERIMENTS. 


The director of the laboratory has understood for 
some time that it was the desire of the chairman of the 
Board that room disinfection experiments might be 
carried on to determine the relative efficiency and cost 
of the various methods in common use. Arrangements 
were therefore made in the plans of the new laboratory 
for a room especially fitted for this purpose, but, owing 
to the confusion attending the adjustment of the 
laboratory to its new quarters and the pressure of 
routine examinations, tests could not be started until 
December. 
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Letters were written to various cities as to the methods 
in use, and tests were begun contrasting our present 
method of formaldehyde generation with the potassium 
permanganate method, which from the experience of 
others seemed the most promising. 

Eighteen tests were first made in various rooms 
during the ordinary routine disinfections and these are 
being followed with more accurate work in the laboratory. 

Such tests are necessarily slow, but one can be made 
a day, and the room must air out for a day after. 

It may be said that although the series of tests con- 
templated is but well begun, enough has already been 
done to prove the superiority of the potassium per- 
manganate method of liberating formaldehyde gas 
over the old method of steaming the formaldehyde 
through a keyhole, both in the thoroughness of the 
disinfection itself and in. the saving of time. It is 
expected to continue these tests during the present | 
year. 


TESTS OF DISINFECTANTS. 


Acting at request of the Board, comparative tests 
were made during February, 1909, of the following 
so-called disinfecting solutions. 

1. Disinfectant sample, George 8. Tolman, agent, 
38 Central street, Boston. ) 

2. Aromatic liquid disinfectant, George B. Robbins 
& Co., 60 Long Wharf, Boston. 

3. Euchrelyptum, special disinfectant. 

4. Petrozone, Red Cross Chemical Company, Boston. 

As most disinfectants are sold in concentrated form 
with the expectation that by mixing with various 
solutions they will exert their power over fluids many 
times their own bulk, it was our intention to make 
comparative tests, using 5 per cent solutions, but on - 
attempting this we found the first three to be oily 
solutions immiscible with water and so were forced to 
test them out using full strength. 

No. 4 was easily soluble in water and comparative 
tests were made on six fluids. Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4 full 
strength, a 5 per cent solution of No. 4 and a 5 per cent 
solution of carbolic acid. 

Staphylococcus pyogenes aureus was used for the 
testing organism. A twenty-four hour culture on agar 
was rubbed up with sterile water. Sterile glass rods 
were dipped in this infected liquid and after drying for 
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one hour were immersed in the different disinfectants 
for varying periods of time as shown in the inclosed 
table. 

As will be readily seen from these tests No. 4 was far 
superior to the other solutions except carbolic when 
used in full strength. The slight irregularity shown in 
the No. 4 tests are due to the fact that it was an exceed- 
ingly tarry liquid and quite hard to rinse from the rods 
before making inoculations. 

The 5 per cent solution of carbolic acid was easily 
superior to the full strength of any of the others tested. 
It must also be taken into consideration that the con- 
stituents of these proprietary articles may be altered 
at any time without the knowledge of the consumer. 
Five per cent carbolic can be made up at a price of less 
than 10 cents a gallon. 
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Comparative tests were made by leaving the infected 
rods on which the test organisms had been dried in the 
respective solutions for 15, 30, 45 seconds, 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 
minutes, and in the case of the last two, 10 minutes. 
The disinfectant remaining on the rods was then 
rinsed off in sterile bouillon and the rods thus freed 
from the disinfectant, but still carrying the film of dried 
organisms, were inoculated on agar slants and incubated. 
These slants were examined for growth at the end of 
1, 2,3 and 4 days. -+ equals good growth; = equals 
inhibited growth; — equals no growth; C equals 
contaminated; Nos. 1 and 3 showed no disinfecting 
action for the time tested; No. 2 killed in about 5 
minutes; No. 4 killed in less than 5 minutes, but as a 
5 per cent solution showed no effect in 10 minutes. A 


‘5 per cent solution of carbolice acid was superior to all.

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REPORT OF MILK INSPECTOR. 


Bureau or Mik INSPECTION, 
30 HuntTINGTON AVENUE, Boston, Mass. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN,— I have the honor to submit the fol- 
lowing report for the year ending January 31, 1910: 

The total number of samples collected and examined 
was 22,353, as follows:

In point of number of samples examined the work 
performed exceeded that of any previous year. In 
1908, 21,023 specimens were tested; 1909 thus indicates 
an increase in examinations to the number of 1,330, the 
total for the year being 22,353. The income was, 
furthermore, larger than that of any preceding year, 
the fines ($7,162) and license fees ($2,513) aggregating 
$9,675, an increase of $1,968.50 over 1908. 

Much of the difficulty from milk which does not com- 
ply with the standard, as has been previously pointed 
out, is attributed to the careless methods of shop- 
keepers in neglecting to mix the milk at such times as 
sales are made. This negligence results in an uneven 
distribution of the cream upon the milk as sold, some 
customers receiving richer milk than others. Samples 
collected after milk has been handled in the above care- 
less manner are often deficient in fat. Efforts have been 
made to call the attention of shopkeepers to this matter 
and with some degree of success; it is evident, however, 
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that at many stores the necessary diligence is not main- 
tained. Such mixing is desired at all times, so that each 
customer may receive standard milk, and also to pre- 
vent these frequent violations of the law. 

It is believed that the milk law of this state, with its 
low fat standard of 3.385 per cent, is not conducive to 
good milk supplies, as it is possible under this require- 
ment to carry on systematic tampering, namely, that 
of adding skimmed milk, or by partial removal of cream. 
Manipulated in this manner handsome profits may be 
obtained. These possibilities should be carefully con- 
sidered by those advocating lower standards. 

Despite the fact that there were several shortage 
periods when it was either difficult. or impossible to 
procure an adequate supply of milk, the product as a 
whole, on its arrival here, was of fair quality from the 
chemical standpoint. The matter of supplying suffi- 
cient milk at times when the demand exceeds the normal 
supply, as well as that of handling the excess of product 
when the quantity used falls below the average, is both 
perplexing and expensive to the dealer. Milk brought 
here at times of shortage from other than usual sources 
is likely to be below the average quality, and it is a con- 
dition which it is not feasible to regulate strictly. 

The large number of cases of watered milk in the last 
two years indicates that this form of adulteration is 
being practiced by an increasing number of producers 
and dealers. It is reasonable to assume that the large 
amount of discussion given this subject at legislative 
hearings and elsewhere has left an impression in the 
minds of those looking for such opportunities that small 
amounts of water could not be detected when added 
to milk. If this assumption is correct, the results of 
1908 and 1909 indicate that many are overstepping 
the bounds of safety. 

The efficiency of the Bureau in behalf of clean milk 
has been greatly increased by having, as far as possible, 
oversight of the supply in other respects than that of 
procuring and examination of specimens. To a great 
extent this work was carried on in connection with the 
daily collections, but notwithstanding this fact it has 
been attended with good results, and has produced an 
alertness in those milk handlers specifically dealt with 
which it is believed will mean better sanitary conditions 
and more care on the part of these individuals in the 
future. Re-examinations of the premises of these 
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‘ dealers have shown that a majority of the latter are 
endeavoring to right past faults and free their shops 
from objection. 

In this effort a variety of issues have been dealt with, 
as will be noted by the partial list appended. 

Dirty or dusty store; dirty ice box, milk cooler and 
dipper; unclean cans in stores, and cans in the same 
condition being returned to cars by milkmen; milk 
can kept outside ice chest; spitting on floor of milk room; 
use of milk bottle for brass polish; sour_milk tank; 
pigeons in cow stable; flies and bad odor in_milk room; 
improper testing of milk by tasting; uniced milk being 
used for school children; sale of milk unlicensed; con- 
tamination of milk by dirt from the hand; exposure of 
opened cans of milk in ice chest_employed for other 
commodities, and sale of condensed milk diluted with 
water as milk. . 

From this list, and in view of the many dealers in the 


city, it will be seen that a large force of men would be ' 


required to deal with this problem with any degree of 
adequateness; it would also entail never-ending over- 
sight. 


LIcENSE LAw. 


A new license law was adopted in 1909, and by this 
act it became necessary for shopkeepers, as well as milk- 
men, to renew their permits annually. Under the old 
law storekeepers were given licenses which held good as 
long as business was conducted by the licensee at the 
place originally licensed. With the present arrangement 
there is the advantage that a corrected list of dealers 
is possible at least once a year. This feature is of value, 
for the ownership of many of the small places is con- 
stantly changing. 

The labor entailed by this law, however, was enor- 
mous, as it involved, in addition to new applications 
and licenses, a complete revision of the card catalogue 
and much other detail which is necessary to keep a 
proper check upon dealers. Practically all of this 
work was done in the months of July and August, and 
that it was carried on with the usual routine and with 


nominal expense for outside help reflects most credit- 


ably upon the assistants in this Bureau. In the two 
months above mentioned 3,070 licenses were actually 
issued, in addition to receiving and handling applica- 
tions for many other permits. The income from this 
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source was greater than that of any previous year in the 
history of the office, and is probably larger than that 
possible in any single year of the future under the 
present law. All of the hotels and many other places 
not previously licensed applied for permits under the 
new act. One firm denied the contention of the Bureau 
that the law applied to hotels, but the legal action 
which resulted was decided in favor of the government. 

There is one phase of this license question in its 
relation to milkmen which requires consideration and 
that is that with the present concentration a few 
dealers use many wagons in their business, and for this 
privilege pay a fee of only 50 cents. Formerly there 
were over 700 dealers licensed annually to sell milk from 
wagons in this city, and rarely did a single milkman 
operate more than one wagon, the price of the permit 
at that time being the same as now. At the present 
time, however, some dealers use about forty wagons 
daily in their business and eight firms operate 196 
wagons, or 38.4 per cent of the vehicles employed. 
Under these circumstances the conditions in vogue at 
the time of the passagé of the first license law no longer 
exist. It would therefore seem advisable to change 
the license fee for milkmen, so that those doing a con- 
siderable business should either pay a larger fee or a 
stated sum for each wagon which they operate. If the 
latter plan was adopted it would be necessary for each 
wagon to have a distinctive license number. 

The following list gives the dealers operating one or 
more wagons: 


143 firms use 1 wagon each. 1 firm uses 19 wagons. 
46 firms use 2 wagons each. 1 firm uses 21 wagons.

With the exception of 1908, there has been a constant 
decrease in the number of milkmen and this can be 
partially attributed to the changed methods of con- 
ducting the business. Some of the older dealers also 
dispose of their trade each year and usually sell to 
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other milkmen; experience has demonstrated that not 
many new firms engage in the traffic. In 1909 there 
were only 275 licensed milkmen, and this is the smallest 
number yet registered. During 1908 there were 294 
licensees. A decrease in the number of shops selling 
milk is also to be noted; there are now 3,692 of these 
licensed establishments. In 1908, 3,749 such places 
had permits to sell milk. 

The amount of milk handled daily in Boston was 
greater. than in 1908 by 29,452 quarts. The amount 
dealt in each day in 1909 approximated 364,976 quarts. 
Of this quantity about 327,930 quarts arrived by rail- 
road, but a considerable quantity of this milk was sold 
in nearby cities and towns. Boston’s consumption of 
milk also increased about 7,865 quarts daily by compar- 
ison with the amount used in 1908. The decrease in 
the employment of milk as a food reached its maximum 
in the closing.month of 1907 and in the winter months 
of 1908, and was partially due to an increase in price 
which occurred in October, 1907. Since the early 
summer of 1908 this lost trade has been gradually 
recovered, and the large dealers report for 1909 an 
increase in business. About 244,386 quarts of milk 
were consumed daily in this city in 1909. Of this 
amount 207,340 quarts, or 84.84 per cent, came here 
by railroads; 32,310 quarts, or 13.22 per cent, were 
conveyed by wagons; and 4,736 quarts, or 1.94 per cent, 
were the product of the 520 cows kept within the city 
limits. The sale of milk transported by wagons, the 
most of which was produced in close proximity to the 
city, indicates a daily increase of 1.82 per cent; a 
decrease of 1.53 per cent in the use of milk transported 
by railroads is denoted, and the production of milk 
within the city boundaries was less than in 1908 by 
0.29 per cent. 


CERTIFIED AND INSPECTED MILK. 


The demand for milk of the higher grades is con- 
stantly increasing, and while this is an encouraging 
condition it is the logical outcome of the educational 
propaganda which is essential to attempts at obtaining 
improved milk supplies. This is an indication that 
consumers are being aroused to the importance of this 
issue and that the proportion of those willing to pay 
for clean milk is surely, even if slowly, growing. While 
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the number of people who view the matter in this light 
is not as large as could be desired, it is not surprising 
that it is no greater, considering the fact that only a 
few years ago practically everyone judged of milk 
solely on the cream line basis. It is only within a 
comparatively short time that healthy stock, cleanliness, 
freshness and proper care have been deemed the essen- 
tials for good milk supplies. The production of milk 
on this latter basis is an expensive undertaking in which 
the consumer must be a partner from the cost stand- 
point. This last issue has been the principal drawback in 
enlisting the support of milk users. Fortunately progress 
in the right direction is now being made, as consumers 
are beginning to realize that in the purchase of milk, 
as with other commodities, the rules of common sense 
and trade must be followed, namely, that if an article 
of superior quality is desired the consumer must bear 
the expense. It is necessary from the health stand- 
point, however, that this doctrine be applied to all 
purchases of milk, whereas with many other commodities 
the decision as to cost and quality may be decided 
from other standards less essential to community 
welfare. 

There are now five dairies supplying Boston with 
certified milk, one dairy having been added during the 
year. At present the daily demand is for about 1,032 
quarts, which indicates a considerable increase over 
the amount sold a year ago. This output could be 
materially increased whenever the demand becomes 
sufficient; in fact, there is and has been for a long time 
a surplus of this grade of milk. With a population of 
the size of this city this condition should not be possible. 
The quantity of this milk consumed amounts to only 
0.42 per cent of the daily supply. This milk is produced 
under the supervision of a medical milk commission, and 
the health of the cows, the conditions, surroundings 
and handling methods are as nearly ideal as it is possible 
for human oversight to provide. This type of milk has 
less than 10,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter. 

The use of milk which might be classified as inspected 
has also increased. Much of this is produced under the 
supervision of another medical commission and the 
conditions, while not as stringent as for certified milk, are 
to be commended. This product is much cleaner than 
ordinary milk and should not have more than 100,000 
bacteria to the cubic centimeter. Some of the large 
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dealers have recently placed upon the market brands of 
milk which are of the quality of the inspected variety, 
which is guaranteed only by the firms selling the milk. 
Much of this milk is from cows found to be free from 
tuberculosis by the tuberculin test. Plans have been 
perfected for increasing the output of this brand of 
milk whenever the demand warrants such action. Ap- 
proximately 10,580 quarts of this milk are now used 
daily. | 

The physician can play an important part in educating 
the consumer concerning the value and benefits attendant 
upon the use of clean milk; furthermore, the unselfish 
efforts of those physicians who have assisted in providing 
these supplies ought to be actively supported and en- 
couraged by the members of the profession. ‘There 
should be a’dearth rather than a surplus of clean milk. 
The consumer’s welfare, his intelligence and good judg- 
ment should make this the paramount condition. 


HeatTeD MILK. 


Two of the companies engaged in the sale of this 
commodity have made changes during the year in their 
methods of treating the milk. Holding devices have 
been installed by these concerns, and one firm heats 
the milk to a temperature of 145 degrees Fahrenheit 
and then it is placed in a holding device, where it remains 
about thirty minutes, during which time the tempera- 
ture remains practically constant. The other concern 
brings the milk to a temperature of 160 degrees Fahren- 
heit and then holds it at approximately this temperature 
for thirty minutes. Another company is equipped 
with a modern pasteurizing outfit, making in all three 
firms which are treating this form of milk according 
to approved methods. One firm which does a consid- 
erable business is using the continuous process for 
heating, the temperature employed being from 145 to 
150 degrees Fahrenheit; and a fifth company also 
utilizes the continuous process, but heats the milk to 
a temperature above 155 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
quantity of heated milk soldshas not materially changed 
from that of the previous year. Approximately 75,000 
quarts are consumed daily. This amount is 30.68 
per cent of the total supply. About one-fifth, or 
15,083 quarts, is sold under proper conditions, 7. e., 
delivered to consumers in bottles; the remainder is

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sold in cans. Experience has shown that heated milk 
should not be handled in cans, as it then, in the ordinary 
course of business, undergoes change more readily than 
when contained in bottles. This treated milk, as 
indicated in previous reports, ought to bear a label upon 
which should appear a statement as to the temperature 
employed and the date when it was heated. 

Further information concerning heated milk appears 
under bacteriological examination of milk from wagons 
and stores. 


MILK CANS. ‘ 


As all of the milk cans sent into the country daily 
are now returned washed, the opinions of contractors 
as to the influence of this change upon the milk supply 
is of interest. The verdict from all but one firm, and 
based upon experience of from two to four years, is 
that the cleansing of cans here has been a factor for 
improvement, and that the opportunity for milk 
becoming contaminated at the dairy is greatly reduced. 
One contractor holds the opposite belief and contends 
that milk arrives from the country in better shape 
when the cans are cleaned by the farmer in the country. 
The weight of the evidence, however, is sufficient to 
combat this individual claim. There can be no doubt 
as to the cans being better cleaned under the present 
plan than that formerly in vogue, where the work was 
delegated to thousands of dairymen, many of whom 
were poorly equipped for the service. The great 
drawback with the present arrangement, as indicated in 
previous reports, is that some farmers insist on filling 
the cans regardless of their condition. Such an attitude 
is wholly wrong; if a can does unintentionally go from 
here not properly cleaned no dairyman should make 
use of such a container without cleaning it. An obli- 
gation which should not be shirked rests upon every 
one engaged in supplying milk to consumers; this 
applies to the farmer in the country as well as to the 
city dealer. 

The substitution of the 8}-quart can for those of a 
capacity of 214 quarts and larger sizes, for transporting 
milk from the country, continues. ‘Two firms still cling 
to the small can to a considerable extent and assert that 
they are much better liked, by reason of being easier 
to handle, both empty and filled, than those of larger 
capacities. With those who believe larger cans advan- 
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tageous the substitution has been largely- towards cans 
holding 211 quarts. Two firms prior to 1909 replaced 
all of their cans sent to the country with those of this 
size. During the last year one concern substituted these 
cans on two cars for those holding 8} quarts; another 
company is now transporting one-half of its supply in 
214-quart cans. The continued increase in the employ- 
ment of this larger can unit demonstrates that this 
substitution is proving advantageous to the ‘supply. 

The era of the wooden milk-can stopper is rapidly 
disappearing. In the delivery of milk about the city 
one firm in 1908 began the use of a can holding 83 quarts, 
closed with a cap like a milk bottle. These cans had 
to be made with a special neck with a rim or lip for 
holding the cap, the latter being much thicker than the 
ordinary bottle cap. This experiment provéd successful, 
although the can is not. without faults. Besides doing 
away with the insanitary wooden plug, it keeps the milk | 
in much better condition and has certain advantages 
from the economic point of view. Less repairing is 
necessary with this type of can than with those with 
wooden stoppers, and the cost for caps is less than that 
for the wooden stoppers and the necessary washing of 
the latter. About 1,600 of these cans are used in the 
city daily, and all of the 84-quart cans ordered by this 
firm last year were of this type. 


Misuse oF MILK CONTAINERS. 


The practice of using milk vessels for other purposes 
than for holding milk is deep rooted and not easy of 
eradication. Practically all of the instances of misuse 
brought to the attention of the Bureau during the year 
were for wrongful employment of milk bottles. These 
were being utilized for a variety of purposes, some as 
containers of substances like jam, molasses, coffee, 
vinegar, beans and brass polish (oxalic acid being one 
of the ingredients of the latter). This partial list, 
coupled with the substances reported in previous years 
as having been found in bottles and cans, shows that 
these receptacles have been employed for a great variety 
of purposes, and the continued misuse after the efforts 
of the last few years indicates that the habit with many 
people is firmly fixed. Much of the illegal use was 
found to be with the keepers of small shops, very few 
of whom could honestly claim ignorance of the require-

ments, as they .|have all been supplied with printed 
copies of the law and regulation upon this subject, 
together with a printed card for posting in places of 
business, which emphasizes the fact that misuse of milk 
containers is contrary to law. In addition to this all 
applicants for milk licenses at this Bureau have an 
opportunity to see an exhibit of misused containers, 
which is intended, and which is of the type to teach the 
lesson that such employment is not only contrary to law, 
but opposed to good milk supplies. Despite these 
attempts at prevention, intentional and heedless viola- 
tions continue. 

It is gratifying to note, however, that much of the 
misuse of milk cans seems to have ceased. Formerly 
there was much trouble on this score, but the difficulty 
was mainly confined to large business firms doing busi- 
ness as restaurateurs, bakers, etc., many of whom have 
now equipped their establishments with other utensils 
to take the place of milk cans. Instances are occasion- 
ally noted where cans are used for cooking purposes. 
These are usually very difficult to clean, and the heating 
ruins the bottoms of the cans. 

The success of the Bureau in dealing with this misuse 
problem is encouraging, in view of the fact that it has 
been carried on without any increase in force and 
practically unaided. Milkmen have it in their power to 
render material assistance, but help from this direction 
has been a minus quantity. Lack of courage and the 
fear of losing customers have been responsible for this 
policy on the part of the dealers. The help of the latter, 
by way of observation of such of the containers as are 
returned to them, would be useful to the Bureau in its 
efforts to better the milk supply through the condition 
of the cans. As pointed out in the report for 1908 
milkmen could immediately stop to a large degree the 
improper use of milk vessels. If they would keep an 
effective check on their cans and bottles, collect them 
promptly and charge customers for all vessels not 
returned, then the misuse would promptly cease, as in 
the absence of the cans and bottles temptation to break 
the law would be lacking. Fear of loss of trade is 
responsible for the nonadoption of this correct and 
feasible policy. . 

The large firms are practically unanimous in the 
belief that the misuse of milk vessels has decreased. 
One concern has given the subject especial attention 
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and has noted a decided improvement. While the 
offenders of this law are not confined to one district, 
it is a fact that more violations have been detected in 
the West End than in any other section of the city. 

A large number of cases were brought to the atten- 
tion of the courts for violation of this law, and it is 
believed that these actions will have a salutary influence 
in lessening violations. 


CLEANING OF MILK VESSELS. 


The regulation of the Board of Health relating to the 
~ cleaning of milk cans and bottles as soon as emptied 
by consumers and dealers has also been beneficial, and 
many milk vessels are being returned to milkmen in 
much better condition than ever before. In the manner 
in which this regulation contemplates that milk vessels 
shall be used after emptying by consumers and shop- 


keepers, subsequent thorough washing is simplified, 


consequently there is greater assurance of their being 
clean before being again employed as containers of 
milk. Notwithstanding this fact some milkmen were 
opposed to the regulation and viewed it as an inter- 
ference with their customers. Foundation for such 
objection is, however, not based on sound principles, 
as petty trade considerations are of minor importance 
beside that of improving the quality of milk as delivered 
to consumers. Observation.of the state in which con- 
tainers were formerly returned to milkmen, especially 
in summer, would indicate to an unbiased person that 
there was an opportunity for improvement. Cans 
upon which milk has dried, or in which milk has decom- 
posed until it is moldy, maggoty, or has the character- 
istic and offensive odor of this product in its rotting 
state, are not conducive to good milk supplies. Foul 
vessels breed contempt and carelessness towards sani- 
tary milk, and the proper spirit can be engendered in 
those engaged in its sale only by insisting upon thorough 
cleanliness at all times. 

In a sense the unbusinesslike methods of milkmen 
were responsible for the regulation, for if the containers 
had always been collected promptly the opportunity 
for their becoming offensive would have been materially 
lessened. Control of property, especially of milk con- 
tainers, is best vested in the owners. Consequently 
prompt collection is urged.

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The efforts put forth to bring this can-cleaning regu- 
lation to the attention of shopkeepers and others, 
together with the cases of violation presented to the 
courts, are having the influence desired, and better 
results are anticipated in the future. 

All of the contracting firms but one report that a 
decided improvement is noted in the condition in which 
cans are now being returned to them. Some of the 
latter have materially assisted the Bureau in acquaint- 
ing their customers with the provisions of this regu- 
lation, and they report that it has been of great benefit 
to their supplies. The regulation, to a certain extent, 
has aided in reducing the number of misused cans. 


REGULATION ADOPTED BY THE BOARD IN 1909. 


During the year the Board of Health adopted an 
important regulation which dealt with the sale of milk 
in bottles by shopkeepers and also prohibited the mix- 
ing of water with condensed or other evaporated milk 
and the subsequent sale of such diluted products. 

Undoubtedly the worst milk in the city is that sold 
in shops, and although there has been a marked improve- 
ment in this shop milk since 1905 the adverse condi- 
tions are so numerous that the desired success cannot be 
hoped for under present handling methods. In addi- 
tion to being the least desirable from the standpoint of 
age, there is the possibility of contamination not only 
from the numerous handlings and necessary utensils 
but also from the vast number of human beings (shop- 
keepers and attendants) required for its sale by the 
existing plan. Despite care and effort, many shop- 
keepers are not as clean in their care of utensils or in 
other respects as they should be, and to maintain proper 
oversight in the many places where milk is sold would 
entail an unwarranted expenditure for assistance. The 
crocks used for holding the milk are not given frequent 
and efficient cleanings, the seams of dippers are allowed 
to become foul from decomposed milk, and in measuring 
out the milk when sales are made the containers brought 
by purchasers are held over the tank, so that drippings 
flow down the outside of these containers, washing off 
any dust into the crock below. Not infrequently these 
drippings also flow over the fingers of the operator as 
the container is held over the crock. Such procedure 
is always at the expense of the quality of the milk, but 
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these objectionable methods have become habits with 
many shopkeepers and complete eradication is difficult 
if not impossible. 

The shop surroundings are oftentimes obyeehionacie 
even where the utensils receive proper care. In some 
places, however, the undesirable conditions are found 
only occasionally, but persistent inspection would 
undoubtedly fail to keep all stores free from offensive 
environment. 

The present idea of granting licenses is partially 
responsible for many of the undesirable features govern- 
ing the sale of milk in shops. The personal equation 
should be the factor in judging of fitness to deal in this 
commodity. Fortunately this element was recognized by 
recent legislation and ‘‘suitable persons’”’ only should 
be given licenses. Permission to deal in milk must be 
viewed as a privilege and not as a right, and promiscuous 
licensing should be stopped. Until greater discrimina- 
tion in dealing with individuals is permitted no method 
of handling milk will be entirely free from objection. 

Consideration should also be given to the fact that 
the majority of shopkeepers, probably 90 per cent, do 
not desire to sell milk, and that they deal in it only as a 
side issue, aS an accommodation to customers and 
because it is sold by their competitors. Many are 
influenced to engage in the traffic because of this latter 
reason, as customers will as a rule purchase other com- 
modities at stores from which they obtain milk. Further- 
more, the bulk of shop milk is handled at no profit 
to the vendor, who frequently finds the dipping out 
of small quantities of this product troublesome and 
annoying. 

There is no doubt that many storekeepers would 
abandon the sale of milk immediately if they could 
retain their-trade in other commodities and not give 
competitors a business advantage. No just reason 
exists, however, for every store in a group of stores 
dealing in milk; one milk-serving shop could better 
supply customers than under the present plan. Where 
shops sell a large amount of milk it has been found 
that it is usually handled under better conditions than 
those ordinarily found at stores dealing in one, two or 
three cans (83 quarts each) daily. 

There are additional reasons why shop milk is likely 
to be of poor quality, and why storekeepers give this 
branch of their trade only the attention which they are 
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compelled to do. To illustrate some of the undesirable 
conditions likely to be found at shops under the present 
arrangement for selling milk the following photographs 
are reproduced: 


Figure I. This shows a milk dipper found in the milk tank 
of a store, the outer portion of the latter being shown in the 
picture. The seams and rim of this dipper were corroded with 
sour milk and milk fat, and had every appearance of not having 
been washed for many days. Some of this material, when 
scraped from the dipper. and examined, was found to contain 
bacteria which would be the equivalent of 8,470,560 to the 
erain. This store was fairly clean. 

Figure II. Figure II. is that of a shop where the general 
conditions were poor, the floor was dirty and merchandise was 
scattered about in a disorderly manner. The top of the milk 
tank was moldy and darkened from decomposed milk splash- 
ings, and the resulting odor was indescribable. This cover 
would quickly spoil milk kept within the tank. 

Figure III. ‘This represents a basement store which was not 
only found untidy but the floor was in process of being swept, 
and at the same time the cover of the milk tank was open. 
The place was crowded with merchandise, which was evidently 
not being given any more care than the milk. A dipper with 
sour milk in the seams was found in this place. One grain of 
this material contained 3,333,300 bacteria. 

Figure [V. A slovenly establishment with much to condemn 
and little to commend. Even the attendant and the hair of 
the child showed the result of neglect. The actions of the 
latter demonstrated the condition which existed. The unstop- 
pered can of milk was found outside of the ice chest; it was 
half full of milk: Because of continuous evidence that milk 
was being Handled with lack of care the license at this place 
was finally revoked. 

Figure V. ‘This is a store where the conditions have not 
always been faultless. The picture illustrates the manner by 
which milk may be contaminated by the drippings from the 
measure running over the outside of vessels brought by cus- 
tomers and into the tank below. 

Figure VI. Figure VI. represents a store of the undesirable 
type, and illustrates the filthy habit of permitting milk to come 
in contact with the hand during the process of measuring. 

Figure VII. A clean store, which is given careful oversight 
by proprietor and attendants, but nevertheless the tank was 
found in such a condition that milk could not be dipped out 
readily without the fingers of the operator coming in contact 
with the milk. This was caused by the tank being so full of 
milk that it came nearly to the top of the dipper handle. 

Figure VIII. The picture is that of a small store where milk 
is sold in bottles and kept upon ice in the ice box. The bottles 
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were raised from the chest for the purposes of this photograph. 
In addition to handling milk in a commendable manner the 
general condition of the place was beyond reproach. Contrast 
the orderly arrangement of stock with the shiftless methods of 
the owners of thestores shown in Figures IT., III., 1V., V. and VI. 


Not many would care to feed infants with milk 
obtained from establishments such as those shown in 
Figures I., II., III.,; [V., V., VI. and VII., and yet as 
long as these stores exist there is every probability that 
some of the milk is so used. By reason of all of these 
facts the Board of Health decided to compel all shops 
dealing in milk to be consumed off the premises to sell 
the same in bottles or other tightly closed receptacles. 
This order has met with opposition on the part of some 
milkmen, but has found favor with practically all store- 
keepers, who view the project as a partial relief from 
some of the cares and responsibilities under which the 
shop sale of milk is now conducted. An earnest com- 
pliance with the regulation upon the part of all dealers 
cannot fail to be followed by marked improvement in 
the supply. 

The remaining portion of this regulation was to pre- 
vent the wholesale dilution of condensed milk, which 
was being carried on here, and the subsequent sale of 
the diluted product as milk. This condensed milk was 
made in Vermont, and after being brought to this city 
was mixed, one part with three parts of water, and then 
sold for whole milk. Cases were brought against the 
company selling this diluted product, under the law 
prohibiting the addition of water to milk, but the actions 
are still pending ‘in the Superior Court upon appeal. 
The defendants in these actions contend that the prod- 
uct to which the water was added was not milk. These 
prosecutions and the regulation put an effectual check 
upon the business, and none of the diluted product is 
now obtainable. 

This regulation follows: 


Section 1. No person or corporation shall sell or offer, 
expose or keep for sale in any shop, store or other place where 
goods and merchandise are sold, milk or cream, unless the same 
is sold or offered, exposed or kept for sale in tightly closed or 
capped bottles or receptacles, which have been approved by 
the Board of Health. Nothing contained herein shall prevent 
the sale of milk or cream from cans, crocks, coolers or other 
receptacles in restaurants or hotels, when the milk or cream is 
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to be consumed in the restaurant Or hotel by guests or patrons 
ordering the same. ‘This section shall take effect June 15, 1910. 

Sect. 2. Every person or corporation engaged in the business 
of selling milk or cream shall, immediately upon receiving a 
written order from the Board of Health so to do, comply with 
any requirement of said Board respecting the filling of milk 
and cream in bottles or receptacles, the manner and methods 
employed in such filling or the conditions and surroundings 
under which such filling is done and carried on. 

Sect. 3. No person or corporation shall sell or offer, expose 
or keep for sale at retail milk or cream in the room or store 
where the same is put into bottles or receptacles. 

Sect. 4. No person or corporation shall mix for purposes 
of sale two or more of the following substances: Whole milk, 
skimmed milk, condensed milk, concentrated milk or evaporated 
milk and water. No person or corporation shall sell or offer, 
expose or keep for sale, deliver or have possession or custody 
of with intent to sell, mixtures of any of the substances named 
above. Nothing contained herein shall prevent the preparation 
and sale of ‘‘modified milk,’’ when sold as such, to be used as 
food by infants and invalids. 

Sections 2, 3 and 4 shall take effect August 1, 1909. 


INVESTIGATING COMPLAINTS. 


Each year brings an increase in complaints from 
citizens, thus indicating that the number of people 
interested in milk and other products is being constantly 
augmented. A large proportion of these are from 
individuals concerned in the quality of milk from the 
chemical standpoint, and many of these latter are 
anonymous. It is interesting also to note that more 
consumers are annually manifesting solicitude as to the 
sanitary methods employed by milkmen and_ shop- 
keepers, and an awakening of this nature is most encour- 
aging, for with users actively aroused regarding these 
subjects the necessary support to the clean milk move- 
ment is assured. 

The Bureau is always ready to render assistance in 
these matters and every complaint, regardless of the 
manner in which it is made, is investigated whenever 
it is possible to do so. While many of these objections 
are found to’be unwarranted, and this holds particularly 
true with those relating to milk being deficient in milk 
solids or fat, there are numerous instances where the 
information has not only been well founded but of 
much service to this office in its efforts to have the prod- 
ucts of which it has oversight of good quality and 
handled in a sanitary manner. 
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That the various matters brought to the notice of the 
Bureau were varied in character is shown by the partial 
list which follows: 

Milk being sold which was skimmed or watered; 
persons sleeping in rear of room in which milk was sold; 
improper testing of milk by tasting; vinegar below 
standard; sale of butter alleged to have an odor of cow 
manure; use of milk cans for eggs; dirty stores; use 
of oleomargarine in charitable institutions; milk being 
sold which sours rapidly; unclean milk room; use of 
dirty bottles and fly-specked caps; milk tank foul and 
dirty; sale of milk at unlicensed places; dirty attendants 
and dirty children in store; person with tuberculosis 
sleeping in rear of store; insanitary dairy conditions; 
and sale of milk with a high temperature. 

Much time has been devoted to the investigation of 
these subjects, and especially is this true where insani- 
tary conditions were found. The returns from the 
efforts have usually been of lasting value, however, and 
in most instances there was ready compliance with the 
suggestions which were made. ‘The interest of citizens 
in these matters is both a healthy and helpful indication. 


Datry INSPECTION. 


The work of 1909 with respect to dairy oversight not 
only exceeded that of any year in the history of the 
Bureau, but in point of numbers was in excess of the 
combined work of other years. ‘This has involved much 
labor and a vast amount of correspondence, and to keep 
a proper check on the detail involved it was found 
necessary to inaugurate a card catalogue system, which 
has already demonstrated its efficiency. Without this 
means of checking the keeping of a proper record was 
diffeult and annoying and involved much waste of 
time. Now the record of a dairy may be readily ascer- 
tained by reference to its corresponding card. 

Most of the dairies which have received attention 
during the year were brought to the notice of your 
Board by reports based upon the inspections of the 
State Board of Health, which reports were later for- 
warded to this Bureau. Some of these dairies receiving 
consideration, however, were inspected by representa- 
tives of the Bureau and a majority, though not all 
of these latter, were at a considerable distance from the 
city. 
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Except in instances where it seemed the further pro- 
duction of milk would be a menace to public health, the 
offending dairies were given an opportunity to get rid 
of the objectionable conditions. Most farmers took 
advantage of this plan and have either wholly or par- 
tially freed their places of faulty features. Some of the 
improvements were of such a nature that they could 
not be instituted advantageously during the cold 
weather, which is one reason for delay. Later reports 
are expected from these farms. The majority of these 
places were not brought to the attention of the Bureau 
until late in 1909, but 54.63 per cent of the dairies are 
reported as having complied with the requirements, 
and 8.25 per cent have either been excluded from this 
market or milkmen have stopped buying the milk. 
Responsibihty for having changes made at dairies has 
been placed upon the milk dealers who were purchasing 
the milk and bringing it to this city, and from these 
latter reports as to improvements are received. 

When it was deemed wise, in the interest of consumers, 
to exclude milk from a dairy that action has always 
been taken. The following required ener are typical 
of some of these places: 

“To clean barn and surroundings; clean and white- 
wash tie-up and put in two additional windows; clean 
filthy cows and especially their udders and keep them 
clean; clean and drain yard in vicinity of tie-up and 
provide a milk room.”’ 

At one of these farms entitled to a similar characteriza- 
tion the owner not only refused to put his dairy in a 
sanitary condition but stated that he would continue to 
sell milk under such arrangements as he chose to elect. 
At last accounts the milk from his place was being sold 
through a milk dealer in the town in which this man lives. 

Some of the remaining objections registered against 
dairies involved enlarging tie-up windows; ceasing to 
strain milk in tie-up; separating horses from cows by a 
suitable partition; enlarging tie-up or stop overcrowding 
cows; discontinue the use of horse manure for bedding; 
stop cooling milk in trough from which horses and cows 
drink; lack of ice; removal of pigs and chickens from 
barn; dirty and foul smelling premises; tie-up used as a 
privy; and pollution of well from leachings from barn 
yard. 

New England i is at a decided disadvantage in respect 
to its milk supply in the three following particulars: 
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First, the many small dairies from which milk is 
procured; second, the large number of dairies for an 
adequate supply, which this condition necessitates; 
third, the distance from which some of it is transported, 
the longest haul now being over 250 miles. 

The lack of large dairies, then, not only involves 
procuring supplies from many farms but the bringing 
of milk from remote and widespread territory. With- 
out these small dairies, however, there would be a milk 
famine, and so in that particular the condition is for- 
tunate. Small producers do not, as a rule, take the 
interest in milk raising likely to be shown by farmers 
with much capital invested in the business, and this 
fact, coupled with the many small dairies necessary 
to the supply, renders good dairy conditions problemat- 
ical and forms a serious hindrance to effective inspec- 
tion. The distance and great area involved are further 
factors dangerously  nfluencing the best oversight. 
Without large dairies faulty conditions are likely to 
predominate, as regulation of small producers is unsatis- 
factory and will be found to involve a_ constant 
expenditure of energy. New England needs large 
dairies; with these better dairy surroundings and 
efficient maintenance could be expected and realized. 

While distant dairies are objectionable, for the reasons 
cited above, nearness to market is not wholly without 
detrimental effect, especially where farms are so near a 
large city as to make the land too valuable (in the 
opinion of the owner) to warrant sufficient outlay even to 
keep a primitive equipment free from criticism. With 
a condition like that just referred to the owner lives 
in anticipation of selling his plant, and dairying under 
modern methods is not likely to be given even remote 
consideration. At one of these farms, conducted on 
the run-to-ruin policy, and the owner receptive for a 
real estate boom, the milk pails, strainer and cooler 
were found at mid-day outside the barn, unwashed 
from the morning milking and covered with flies; 
cobwebs abounded in the tie-up, which was in need of 
whitewash; there was no milk room, and the milk was 
strained outside the barn when it was pleasant and 
inside when it stormed; the well was dry and water had 
to be brought from a distance; and the piles of manure, 
which from laziness had been allowed to accumulate, 
were sufficient to fertilize a large tract of land. This 
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place was visited in October, and the haying had not 
at that time been completed. Slovenly as was the 
equipment it was outclassed by the owner. This © 
dairyman had been urged by the dealer purchasing 
the milk to institute modern methods, which he refused 
to do, and also persistently objected when notified by 
the authorities. For this reason the milk was excluded 
from this city, and the farmer was compelled to. 
abandon its production. 

The work of the year upon dairy inspection cannot 
fail to have a beneficial influence, not only at the farms 
directly involved but also upon other dairies and dealers 
having to do with the supply of this and nearby cities. 
The work will be continued, with the intention of having 
the best production surroundings which are possible 
under somewhat adverse conditions. 


BACTERIOLOGIC EXAMINATION OF MILK. 


The wisdom of employing the standard for bacteria 
(500,000 per cubic centimeter) upon an educational 
basis, and to aid practically in the improvement of the 
milk supply, was never more clearly demonstrated than 
by the work of 1909, by which a pronounced betterment 
was shown. This result has only been accomplished by 
the persistent policy pursued. The support of many 
dealers has been enlisted, and the term “bacteria,” 
as applied to milk, has been practically employed to 
emphasize the necessity of cleanliness, cold and good 
handling. No doubt this plan has been largely respon- 
sible for the efforts to improve supplies, and the neces- 
sity for such procedure has been brought to the attention, 
at least, of every farmer supplying this market with 
milk. 

From the viewpoint of practical utility this work 
has carried with it the lesson that improved conditions 
were essential, not only on the part of the producer 
but also with the dealer and consumer. Thus this 
standard has been an efficient aid in obtaining better 
erades of milk, and there has been almost constant 
improvement since the commencement of this campaign. 
Such progress has been made that it is time greater 
discrimination was exercised by contractors and those 
dealing directly with producers in the selection of 
sources of supply. All undesirable dairies and those 
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unable to raise milk with low bacterial content should 
be excluded from this market. When this is accom- 
plished there will be a firm basis for further improve- 
ment of the supply. 

During the year 6,344 samples were subjected to 
examination, which is the highest number yet recorded 
in a single year. Many specimens were procured from 
contractors, and these latter were practically all taken 
at the cars just as the trains arrived from the country 
laden with milk. From this source 3,786 samples were 
collected, which is 418 less than the number so obtained 
in 1908. Warnings to the number of 600 were sent to 
dealers (milkmen and shopkeepers) in 1909 for milk 
in which large numbers of bacteria were found; of 
these, 217 were sent to contractors and by them sub- 
sequently distributed to the farmers who produced 
the faulty milk. The character of the milk obi aie: 
from contractors is indicated in Table I.

percentage of samples with less than 50,000 bacteria 
to the cubic centimeter; a further gain is seen in the 
percentage of specimens below 200,000 bacteria per 
* cubie centimeter. It will be noted that 83.31 per cent 
of these samples contained 200,000 or less bacteria 
per cubic centimeter; in 1908 only 77.34 per cent of 
the specimens were found to have this bacterial content. 
With milk of this quality, ideal bottling methods and 
without the long storage to which milk is subjected, 
it would be possible to deliver milk to consumers con- 
taining few bacteria. Table I. indicates that 88.62 
per cent of the samples complied with the regulation, 
while 11.38 per cent contained an excessive number 
of bacteria. 

It will be observed that in this latter classification 
there are many specimens containing millions of bacteria, 
and although the number of these is less than in the 
two preceding years, progress in the reduction of these 
high count samples has not been rapid enough. The 
problem must be attacked with greater vigor by those 
firms chiefly responsible last year for these findings. 
In the majority of cases careful investigation on the 
part of the contractor would disclose the cause for these 
results, which in most instances would be found to be 
dirt, lack of cooling or the age of the product. If the 
contractor is at fault in the milk being old he should 
remedy the condition, while if the trouble rests with 
the producer through filth or lack of proper care, he 
ought to be dropped as a source of supply unless he 
practically demonstrates ability to produce a higher 
grade of milk. A duty devolves upon contractors and 
milkmen to thus protect consumers; furthermore, these 
samples with high count. should be detected, and if 
necessary eliminated, before discovery by this Bureau. 

Table II. indicates the character of the milk from the 
various contracting firms, and with two exceptions the 
findings are better than for 1908. All of the firms but 
“D” and ‘“E”’ showed marked gain. With ‘‘D” the 
decrease from the percentage of the previous year is 
2.91 per cent; in the case of ‘‘E”’ the falling off is less 
pronounced, amounting to only 0.65 per cent. In the 
matter of samples with 50,000 and less bacteria to the 
cubic centimeter, there has been, with a single exception, 
a pronounced gain, ‘‘D’s”’ specimens being less by 0.6 
per cent; with the other concerns this increase amounted 
to from 5.61 per cent to 14.56 per cent. The firms

Percentages of specimens under 500,000 bacteria 
to the c. c., and of infected milk 
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which have made the most progress in improving their 
supplies are those who have supported the Bureau in its 
efforts for better milk, both by laboratory and field 
work, and the success attained is what might be expected 
from well directed and persistent effort. The results 
obtained from one day’s sampling from one of these 
firms is not without interest. The specimens were 
procured at the cars on a very warm day in the latter 
part of July. Of twenty-seven samples only four had 
a temperature above 50 degrees Fahrenheit; the bac- 
teriologic examination yielded results as follows: 

Under 50,000 bacteria, 59.22 per cent; 50,000 to 
100,000 bacteria, 18.52 per cent; 100,000 to 200,000 
bacteria, 18.52 per cent; and 400,000 to 500,000 bacteria, 
3.74 per cent. 

One of the firms with a high percentage of specimens 
in excess of the standard is engaged in the sale of heated 
milk, and has not until recently examined its supply 
bacteriologically. After persistent efforts on the part 
of the Bureau, however, a laboratory was equipped and 
oversight of the milk brought here commenced. The 
field work of this firm is far below the expected efficiency. 
The other firm whose percentage of samples not com- 
plying with the standard is large does not deal in 
heated milk, but has begun active bacteriologic work, 
and has also organized a field corps for dairy inspection. 
From these or other efforts improvement must follow. 

Chart I. shows the comparative bacteriologic stand- 
ing of the contracting firms for 1905, 1906, 1907, 1908 
and 1909, together with the percentage of infected milk 
from those concerns for the same years. ‘The improve- 
ment in bacteriologic content is noticeable; there is also 
a distinct gain in the percentage of infected milk. There 
is ohne exception, however, in the latter respect, as 
from one firm, ‘‘E,’’ 59.2 per cent of the infected milk 
from contractors was procured. Steps have been taken 
which will insure less of this debased product from the 
concern in question. 

Marked progress has been made in reducing the number 
of wagon samples with high bacteria, and it is to be 
hoped, with improved methods and increased knowledge 
on the part of producers and milk handlers as tothe harm 
which results when this food is improperly treated, that 
this betterment will continue. The handicap resulting 
from the present usage attendant upon the delivery of 
milk is difficult to surmount. There is not only the 
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risk from contamination from the mixing and bottling 
of milk, but it is furthermore stored by the dealer 
until the morning of the following day, when it is 
delivered to the consumer. Meanwhile from the practi- 
cal basis there is usually an increase in bacterial content 
over that which the milk possessed when it was poured 
from the receptacle in which it arrived from the country. 
Despite this fact the milk may be in better condition 
when delivered than would have been the case had 
the milk been left with the consumer the day before 
and stored by him (as would have to be done with at 
least a portion of the supply) until the following day. 
From the practical standpoint of the consumer’s interest 
the prevailing method of delivery may produce the best 
results, but from the basis of obtaining a wagon supply 
with a small number of bacteria it is an obstacle with 
which it is difficult to cope. Some idea of this increase 
in bacteria from the time samples are procured at the 
cars and from wagons (although the milk is not in many | 
instances the same) may be gained by a comparison 
of Tables I. and III., and graphically by consulting 
Diagram I.

The results from wagon sample examinations are 
shown by Table III. Of these, 75.39 per cent complied 
with the standard of the Board and 24.61 per cent 
exceeded the limit. The gain over the previous years 
in samples under 50,000 bacteria to the cubie centimeter 
is appreciable, the percentage for 1909 being 43.2; by 
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comparison with 1907, when only 22.44 per cent of 
these samples were obtained, some idea of the better- 
ment may be gained. In 1909 64.54 per cent of these 
wagon specimens had less than 200,000 bacteria per 
cubic centimeter, the corresponding figure for 1908 
being 61.01 per cent. 

The question of containers for holding milk is of 
importance and one likely to occupy a more prominent 
part in the milk question in the near future. At present 
bottles and tin cans are employed exclusively and many 
cans are fitted with the objectionable wooden stoppers. 
These, despite the efforts of some firms to make them 
clean and sterile, are oftentimes in such condition as to 
contaminate the milk and depreciate its quality. 
Undoubtedly this stopper factor has much to do with 
the bacterial content of milk kept in cans. Experience 
indicates the superiority of bottles as containers for 
this fluid, and the findings of 1908 were duplicated by 
the results of the 1909 examinations. There was a 
slight gain, however, in 1909 in percentage of both the 
bottle milk and that taken from cans which complied 
with the standard for bacteria. Of the milk taken from 
bottles in 1909, 78.69 per cent. contained less than 
500,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter, while can samples 
complied with the standard to the extent of only 71.57 


per cent. With heated milk the difference in favor of 


bottles as containers is more marked. This will be 
noted by Table IV., which follows:

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These findings denote that 91.48 per cent of the 
bottled milk had less than 500,000 bacteria per cubic 
centimeter, as against 76.31-.per cent of the specimens 
procured from cans. The corresponding figures for 1908 
were as follows: 

Bottled milk complying with the bacterial standard, 
91.49 per cent; samples taken from cans, 60.27 per cent. 

In 1909, of the bottled milk conforming to the stand- 
ard, 80.95 per cent of the specimens contained less than 
200,000 bacteria to the cubic centimeter, and 14.21 per 
cent of the milk from cans contained from 600,000 to 
3,000,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter. Although by 
comparison with 1908 the heated milk from cans in 1909 
denoted a marked improvement, it is apparent that 
bottles only should be used as containers for milk thus 
treated. 

From Table V. an idea of the quality of milk sold at 
shops can be gained; it shows considerable improve- 


ment over the store samples of 1908, but notwith- | 


standing this fact store milk is of the poorest obtainable 
in this city. Regardless of the betterment in the 
character of store milk it should never be used except- 
ing as a temporary expedient. Stores should not be 
relied upon as sources of supply, and users of this food 
should make arrangements to procure it directly from 
those who make a specialty of dealing in the product. 
A better, fresher and less manipulated supply is thus 
assured. Shop milk has all of the attendant draw- 
backs Which accompany staleness and much handling.

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Every effort should be made to discourage the em- 
ployment of shop milk for babies; in fact, it should 
never be used as a food for the young or those in ill 
health. Physicians will do well to exert their influence 
towards suppressing its present extended use. The 
practice of resorting to stores for milk is based on long 
established custom, but there can be little doubt that 
much of the harm resulting from the employment of 
this substance, when in an inferior condition, might be 
traced to this habit. The troubles following the use of 
shop milk usually fall upon those who can least afford 
it, for those in good circumstances procure their sup- 
plies elsewhere than at shops. It is essential for the 
public welfare that the sale of this commodity be sur- 
rounded with greater restrictions. 

In all, 54.74 per cent of the shop milk complied with 
the standard of the Board of Health, while 45.26 per cent 
had bacteria in excess of 500,000 per cubic centimeter. 
The results for 1908 showed that only 43.41 per cent of 
the store milk was of the quality required by the regu- 
lation; in that year only 22.77 per cent of the samples 
had bacteria of 500,000 or less, while the corresponding 
figure for 1909 is 35.56 per cent. Thus it is seen that 
there is a decided improvement, and by comparison with 
the years when this work was first undertaken the gain 
is more pronounced. 

The examination of heated milk obtained in shops 
showed that only 49.31 per cent of the samples com- 
plied with the standard for bacteria, while 50.69 per cent 
had more than 500,000 bacteria to each cubic centimeter. 
The percentage of heated store milk which complied 
with the regulation is less than that of the total store 
milk. This condition coincides with that of 1907, but 
is the opposite of- that of 1908. These facts indicate 
that the sale of heated milk in bulk in shops is not 
desirable. With bottles as containers it is hoped that 
better results may be obtained. 

Regardless of the form of containers for either heated 
or raw shop milk, there are too many stores dealing in 
this commodity, and a considerable percentage of the 
owners of these establishments have no conception of 
the necessity for care in handling milk. To these latter 
milk is only merchandise, and in dealing in it their chief 
aim is to procure the price per quart demanded, while 
cleanliness and refrigeration remain minor factors and 
are usually given attention only at the instigation of 
the authorities. Manifestly it is essential to the suc- 
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cess of the clean milk movement to restrict its sale to 
those who appreciate the importance of the business in 
which they are engaged. 

A large number of unclassified samples were also 
examined, in all 226, and 75.22 per cent of these complied 
with the requirement of the Board. A considerable 
proportion of these milks were brought to the office 
because the quality was supposed to be inferior.. Very 
few were in sterile containers, and they had oftentimes 
been kept where the temperature was high. In view 
of these circumstances the large proportion of these 
milks of low bacterial content is remarkable. 

The diagram which follows shows the comparative 
percentage of specimens from contractors, wagons and 
shops for 1905, 1906, 1907, 1908 and 1909 which com- 
plied with the bacterial standard of the Board. 
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The contractors’ column shows the condition of the 
milk as it arrives from the country; the wagon and store 
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samples for the most part represent milk as it was being 
delivered or sold to consumers on the day following 
its receipt in this city. 

The milk from all sources denotes improvement over 
the previous year. 

The examinations of milk for bacterial content and 
for pus organisms were made in the bacteriological 
laboratory, under direction of Dr. Francis H. Slack. 


MiLtK CONTAMINATED WITH PUS AND STREPTOCOCCI. 


It is gratifying to note the decrease in the samples of 
infected milk, and to record the fact that the number 
found is the lowest since the attempt at suppressing 
these abnormal specimens was inaugurated in 1905. 
Since this latter year the reduction has, with one excep- 
tion (1908), been constant; in 1908 the results were 
slightly higher than those of the preceding year. Un- 
doubtedly the figures for 1909 are below those of the 
average year, but with the desired oversight on the part 
of producers it is believed there could be further sub- 
stantial reduction in the number of these samples. 

In 1909, 6,344 samples were examined for these organ- 
isms, and 58, or 0.91 per cent, were reported as infected. 
These results by months are shown in Table VI.

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-The comparative percentage of milk so infected for 
the years 1905, 1906, 1907, 1908 and 1909 is shown in 
the following diagram. During 1905, 5,559 samples 
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were examined, and 583, or 10.48 per cent, were reported 
for their pus, pus and streptococci, or streptococci 
content. In 1906, of 5,007 samples, 246, or 4.9 per 
cent, were infected; in 1907, 4,609 specimens were 
examined and 52, or 1.1 per cent, showed infection; 
and in 1908, when 5,848 were tested, 107, or 1.83 per 
cent, were thus contaminated. The figures for 1909 
have been given above.

The percentages of infected milk for 1905, 1906, 1907, 
1908 and 1909 is shown comparatively by months in 
Chart II. 

In July and August none of these abnormal samples 
were found; the examinations in July, 1908, also revealed 
no infected milk. With the exception of July and 
October, every month indicated an improvement over 
the corresponding months of 1908. 

These findings indicate the marked improvement in 
the supply since 1905, when these investigations began, 
and the outcome is due to the plan enforced then, and 
since continued, whereby these objectionable specimens 
were excluded from the city. Had it not been for this 
attitude, it is doubtful if the present success would have 
been attained. This policy has been helpful in two ways

2. The official year begins February 1. 
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in bringing about this result. It has brought the atten- 
tion of producers to the fact that they must be more 
discriminating in the kind of milk they send to this 
market, and it has enlisted the aid of the contractor, 
who has assisted by instituting and supporting laboratory 
supervision, in the reduction of the number of these 
infected samples. Thus these laboratories have over- 
sight of the supplies of the different firms, and help both 
directly and indirectly in the annual betterment of the 
milk sold to consumers of this city. Credit is due those 
wholesalers who have been factors in this improvement, 
as the experiment has not been maintained without 
expense. 

Producers who have been instrumental in protecting 
supplies from abnormal specimens are also to be com- 
mended, not only from the moral standpoint, but also 
from the fact that there has been a monetary loss from 
the milk not marketed. It is needful, however, that 
there should be more energetic aid from some of the 
contractors, and greater cooperation on the part of 
farmers is a further necessity. Decency requires that 
there should be a further reduction of the number of 
these infected samples, to the extent at least of excluding 
the product from all cows whose physical condition is 
such as to warrant the suspicion that the milk is not 
normal. Producers as a whole have never adopted this 
view, and there are still those who apparently believe 
that there is no reason to differentiate, for purposes of 
trade, between the milk from healthy and unhealthy 
cows. For slight gain they prefer to permit milk from 
animals whose abnormal condition is apparent to be 
marketed, unmindful of the possible influence of such 
an act upon the health of consumers. There is no doubt 
that this attitude on the part of some is wilful, and where 
this is the predominating characteristic criminal pro- 
cedure would be mild punishment for the offenders. 
Other farmers are heedless of the physical condition of 
their stock, as was shown by one of the investigations 
last year following the finding of abnormal milk. In 
this case a cow owned by the farmer in question was 
found with an inflamed udder, and the owner disclaimed 
any knowledge of the fact. The contracting firm who 
had been purchasing the milk, however, held that it 
was his duty to know when his cows’ udders were out 
of condition, and stopped purchasing milk from him. 

There can be no doubt that there is further need for 
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more firmly fixing in the minds of producers the necessity 
of withholding this infected milk from that sent to market 
for human consumption. The subject is of such im- 
portance that no effort should be spared to adequately 
protect the consumer. The only manner by which this 
can be accomplished is by efficient oversight of stock at 
the farm by owners, accompanied by sufficient interest 
in humanity to be willing to assume whatever monetary 
loss is entailed whenever the condition of cows is such 
as 'to debase the milk. The duty of producers in this 
respect is beyond dispute. Consumers pay for, and they 
have a right to expect, this watchfulness on the part of 
those dealing in this product. That they have not 
received this oversight, or been accorded that honest 
treatment which is their due, is manifested by the investi- 
gations which have yearly followed the finding of this 
corrupt milk. These facts as to the condition of the 
animals have to be procured through local milkmen, and 
in the majority of instances it has been found impossible 
to obtain the desired data. Where information was 
secured, however, it has disclosed conditions which 
warrant the assumption that there is criminal negligence 
on the part of many farmers concerning apparent 
abnormalities in their cows. ‘The reports of other years, 
coupled with the following information gleaned this year 
in tracing these infected specimens, amply support this 
contention: 


1. Cow with garget in one teat. 
2. Cows with garget; the dairyman sold the affected animals. 
3. Newmilchcow. Veterinarian expressed the opinion that 
in a few days the milk would “be all right.”” Subsequent 
examination proved this prediction true. 
4. One cow just being dried up; one cow with garget in two 
teats; one cow with garget in one teat. 
Cow with garget in one-quarter of udder. 
Drying up one cow. 
Cow with one-quarter of udder badly inflamed. 
Two cows being dried off. 
Cow’s teat injured by having been stepped upon. 
10. One cow suffering with garget. 
11. Cow with a swollen udder.

EFFORTS OF DEALERS TO IMPROVE SUPPLIES. 


At the present time all of the contracting firms have 
bacteriological laboratories for the examination of milk 
purchased from farmers. Two concerns began this 
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work in 1909 at the instigation of the Bureau, thus 
placing all of the companies on the same basis in respect 
to laboratory facilities. These firms tested in 1909 
61,733 samples bacteriologically, which is an excess of 
20,259 examinations over the previous year. Of these 
specimens, 768, or 1.24 per cent, were contaminated 
with pus or pus and streptococci. The percentage of 
this objectionable milk is slightly greater than in 1908; 
the figure for that year being 1.09 per cent. The bac- 
teriologic examinations made by contractors have been 
increasing annually, and the above number is far in 
excess of that of any previous year. 

Where milk was found to contain pus, or pus and 
streptococci, by these investigations, the product of 
the dairy was excluded by one firm, and samples from 
‘ individual cows procured and tested, and the faulty 
cows eliminated before the supply was again purchased. 
Another concern has stopped seven dairies by reason 
of finding infected milk, and has made frequent re- 
examinations of dairies where the presence of diseased 
cattle was suspected. One company, on finding milk 
contaminated with pus organisms, insists on the isola- 
tion of infected animals, and the product from the 
non-infected animals of a herd is not received until the 
milk is shown to be satisfactory. The quarantine of 
infected cows is continued until examination of the milk 
proves the trouble to be eliminated. One firm, on 
finding abnormal milk, requests farmers to examine the 
udders of their cows and withhold the milk from those 
found diseased. ‘The milk from individual cows is also 
examined, and in this manner the animals responsible 
for faulty milk are ascertained and their product kept 
out of the supply. 

Where milk with high bacteria is found, one com- 
pany sends warnings to dairymen; these are followed 
by letters of advice, and a lowered count usually results. 
In instances where no improvement was indicated, the 
purchase of the supply was stopped. Another firm 
holds dairymen to a count of 250,000 bacteria per cubic 
centimeter, and issues warnings where the count exceeds 
this figure or if the temperature is high. ‘These are 
followed in a few days by examinations of the milk to 
ascertain if heed was given these admonitions. Other 
concerns send warnings where the milk has over 500,000 
bacteria, and follow these by having their agents visit 
the dairy for the purpose of suggesting improvements 
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to the farmer. One of these latter firms, since the first 
of October, 1909, has been making to producers a dis- 
count of one cent per can where milk had over 500,000 
bacteria. 

Every company is of the opinion that these examina- 
tions and the subsequent efforts put forth have not 
only brought about a decided improvement, but that 
there was a marked gain in the quality of milk purchased 
in 1909 by comparison with the supply of 1908. 

In 1909 the purchase of milk from many dairies was 
discontinued by the contracting firms upon their own 
volition. The causes assigned, while varied, all tend 
to improve the supply being brought here. One com- 
pany excluded the milk from twelve dairies where 
frequent examinations showed persistent tampering. 
Another concern dropped twenty-nine dairies by reason 
of the milk containing excessive bacteria, or bad stable 
conditions existing at the dairy, or because of low stand- 
ard. Nineteen dairies were stopped by one company, 
the milk having been found to be watered, skimmed, 
or produced under insanitary conditions. ‘Ten dairies 
were quarantined because of infectious diseases, and 
five additional dairies dropped for insanitary conditions 
or for watering milk, by another firm. Lack of ice, 
objectionable methods and surroundings, skimming 
and adding water caused the dropping of several dairies 
by one company. ‘The remaining concern which pur- 
sued this plan stopped purchasing milk from twelve 
dairies for unfavorable conditions and adulteration. 

With many firms there has been a determined effort 
to better farm conditions in relation to milk supplies. 
There has been much inspection of barns, and issuing of 
pamphlets and circulars in the attempt to have sani- 
tary methods followed. This has involved considerable 
expense, aS some firms have kept two or three men 
engaged continuously in this work. One firm has built 
and equipped a bacteriological and chemical laboratory, 
and another has enlarged the quarters in which this 
work was carried on, and installed modern apparatus. 
One firm maintains a model farm which is an object 
lesson to dairymen. All of the cows at this farm are 
tuberculin tested animals, and the female calves are 
being raised under ideal conditions in clean, light and 
well ventilated stables. Premiums are allowed farmers 
where the fat in milk is above 3.60 per cent and the 
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bacterial content is low. This averaged over five cents 
above the usual price per 83-quart can during the year. 
Two firms employ automobiles in the work of dairy 
inspection, and one company caused the prosecution 
of five dairymen in an adjoining state for tampering 
with their milk. Another concern has prepared a set 
of lantern slides and a lecture to be used by country 
inspectors. These suggest methods for keeping milk 
clean and lessening the production cost. One com- 
pany has instituted a-medical supervision of employees 
during the year, and others investigate faulty condi- 
tions in the endeavor to obtain betterment. 

While not as much effort has been made towards 
improvement as is desired and must follow in the future, 
it is true that the work of the year is far in excess of that 
of any like period, and was carried on at a considerable 
expense to the contracting firms. ‘The procedure for 
handling the product in this city is constantly changing, 
as experience points to methods which yield better 
results. Many firms are earnestly endeavoring to give 
consumers good products and commendable service. 


Dirt InN MILK. 


Milk, the food used by infants and invalids, and con- 
sumed in large quantities by those in good health, is the 
dirtiest substance employed as food. by human beings. 
The filth with which it is contaminated is furthermore 
of the most disgusting and loathsome type, namely, cow 
dung. If other food materials were defiled with this 
substance people would never use them, but with milk 
fecal admixture appears to be accepted as a necessary 
accompaniment. As proof of this statement there have 
been occasions where objection has been made to milk 
free from cow dung on the ground that it was flavorless. 
This, while an actual condition, should beget repug- 
nance for filthy milk and create a desire in those fond 
of this food to use it in the uncontaminated state. 

Aside from esthetic considerations, which are suffi- 
cient to require that milk be free from this and other 
forms of dirt, there are other and grave reasons why 
extreme cleanliness is necessary in the production and 
handling of good milk. As was pointed out in the 
report for 1908, and further demonstrated by other 
investigations, feeces from tuberculous cows are likely to 
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be impregnated with tubercle bacilli of the bovine type. 
Such cow dung falling into milk will contaminate the 
latter with this organism, and the use of this milk may 
prove dangerous to human beings. Furthermore, cow 
dung contains many bacteria, and the constituents of 
milk are favorable to bacterial development, so that 
circumscribing the sources of foreign material becomes 
a desirable essential. 

Much of the dung which finds its way into milk 
comes from dirty, ill cared for animals, and drops into 
the pail during milking from the flanks, sides, tails, 
udders, or bellies of the cows. Other dirt finds its way 
into milk from the dirty hands of milkers, dirty clothing 
of attendants, and from unclean milk vessels. Dirty 
milk is a product of filth. To obtain good, clean milk, 
the opposite of the above conditions must be provided 
in every particular, and to maintain cleanliness at 
all times involves constant and persistent labor and | 
attention. 

A beginning was made during the year towards reduc- 
ing the amount of dirty milk coming to this market. 
Samples were first procured, and the dirt contained in 
them collected by means of filtration upon cotton plugs. 
Where samples from dealers were found dirty, warnings 
were first given the offenders, but in cases where dirty 
milk was obtained from those who had been previously 
warned court complaints followed. These complaints 
were based on the statute which prohibits the addition 
of foreign substances to milk. To this contention there 
has been objection, the claim being advanced that the 
term “‘foreign substance,’’ as intended by this law, was 
not broad enough to include dirt or matters found in 
milk not directly added through human agency for gain. 
A case is now pending in the Superior Court in which 
this is to be one of the contentions in the attempt to 
controvert the Government. 

Samples were also procured at the cars and subjected 
to this test, and where they were found to be dirty, 
warnings were sent to the contractors, and these were 
later forwarded to the country to the producers re- 
sponsible for this faulty condition. Where it was 
found that subsequent samples showed no improvement, 
the milk from these dairies has been ordered excluded 
from the city until those responsible for its condition 
improve their methods sufficiently to send reasonably 
clean milk to this city.

[BACK.] 

Much of the dirt found in milk comes from the cows, their 
surroundings, and from unclean milkers. 

To produce clean milk, tie-ups should be free from dust, 
dirt and cobwebs, and dry fodder should not be fed to the cows 
just before milking. 

The cows should be grooméd daily, and manure, mud or 
other filth should not be allowed to remain upon their flanks, 
sides, tails, udders, or bellies. The clipping of long hairs from 
the udder and the right side of the cow is of assistance in pre- 
venting the collection of dirt, which may drop into milk. 
Wiping the udder with a damp cloth just before milking is also 
useful. 

Milkers should be clean, and their hands should be thoroughly 
washed with soap and water and carefully dried on a clean 
towel before milking. The hands and teats should be kept 
dry during milking. Clean overalls and jumpers should be 
worn during milking; these garments should not be used for 
any other purpose, and when not in use should be kept in a 
clean place protected from dust. 

Pails with small openings have been found advantageous 
in reducing the amount of dirt in milk. 

The ideal clean milk method is not to permit any dirt to get 
into the milk. 


This effort for cleaner milk has caused some of the 
contractors to cooperate with the Bureauin the endeavor 
for an improved supply. Two concerns have had 
many of their dairies equipped with pails having small 
openings at the top, and two firms have devised special 
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inexpensive filters, in which the milk is to be strained 
through absorbent cotton at the dairy. This method 
has the advantage of requiring fresh cotton for each 
milking, and eliminates the straining through cloth, 
which latter, by reason of ineffective cleaning, has 
often served as a source of contamination in milk. 
Two concerns are straining specimens of milk (in the 
manner described above) as it is sent in by farmers, 
and where filth is found the dried plugs of cotton are 
mailed to producers as an object lesson. These pieces 
of cotton are accompanied by explanatory circulars, 
which also treat of the methods by which the amount 
of dirt in milk may be greatly reduced. In addition 
to this, one contractor has already voluntarily excluded 
several dairies from which milk was being sent here 
contaminated with filth. 

To accomplish lasting and the most beneficial results, 
however, contracting firms must attack this problem 


upon basic principles, 2. e., the efforts for improvement 


must be directed towards keeping dirt out of milk, and 
not to removing it by straining after it gets in. 

Although this effort of the Bureau for the direct 
elimination of dirt in milk has only been in progress 
for a short time, material improvement is already indi- 
cated, not only in the samples taken from milkmen, 
but also, although in a lesser degree, in the milk as it 
arrives from the country. 


Low TEMPERATURE ESSENTIAL TO Goop MILK 
SUPPLIES. 


No city can have a good milk supply unless the tem- 
perature factor receives due consideration. Before 
the adoption of the regulations by the Board of Health 
limiting the number of bacteria in milk and the temper- 
ature to 50 degrees Fahrenheit but slight attention 
had been given to the subject of refrigeration. It is 
true that some ice was used in the extreme summer 
weather, but the main object for its employment was 
merely to aid in keeping the milk sufficiently sweet to 
avoid criticism from the consumer, and escape possi- 
ble loss of business. With the advent of the above 
regulations, however, more vigilance was accorded this 
feature, and it was recognized that there were other 
and more important reasons for keeping milk cold than 
that of merely preventing souring before delivery to 
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customers. An endeavor was made to inculcate this 
idea into the minds of dealers, and, through the latter, 
to interest producers to equip their plants with ice for 
use in connection with the milk supply of this city. 
Some of the contractors enteréd into this work actively, 
and many farmers were induced to erect ice houses, 
and cut and store annually a supply of ice. The value 
of refrigeration was indicated to them, and thus the 
regulation of the Board became a workable force for 
good outside the limits of this city. Although each 
year sees more attention given this ice issue, and milk 
is being cooled better than ever before, it is a regrettable 
fact that progress in certain directions has not been as 
rapid as desired. A partial explanation of this condi- 
tion is that not all of the contractors have been active 
in requiring producers to equip their dairies with ice and 
to use it. There are two reasons for this attitude. 
One is disregard of*what constitutes proper milk pro- 
duction, and the other is unwillingness to insist upon 
improvements at farms, through fear of checking milk 
production, or that the producer will consider the 
demands excessive and endeavor to dispose of his supply 
to others less particular on the score of requirements. 
Possibly, also, the price received by farmers for their 
milk has been an element in retarding the use of ice at 
many dairies. 

It follows, then, that some producers have not 
equipped their dairies with ice, and, although some of 
these latter are now using more care in cooling their 
milk than hitherto, they usually depend for results upon 
placing the cans of milk in well or spring water. This 
plan not only cools the milk slowly, but the temperature 
is never as low as when ice is employed. ‘Thus during 
this inefficient and incomplete cooling there is more 
opportunity for bacterial development than where there 
is quick and thorough chilling by means of ice. There- 
fore there is consequent inferiority of product where the 
cooling is carried on after the former manner. The time 
is not far distant when dealers responsible for the pur- 
chase of milk from farms not properly equipped with ice 
and in other ways for the production of high-grade milk 
will suffer the consequences of their neglect and inatten- 
tion to proper farm conditions. : 

It is no hardship to expect producers in this section 
to use ice for dairy purposes. A supply may be readily 
obtained, and it must be cut and stored at a period when 
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the demands upon a farmer’s time are likely to be much 
less than at some other seasons of the year. Thus it 
may be procured at a minimum of inconvenience and 
expense. Consequently it is not unreasonable to expect 
every New England dairy to provide an ample supply 
of ice and use it liberally. If necessary, to make this 
condition possible, dealers ought to bear a just share of 
the financial burden by giving producers more compensa- 
tion for their milk. 

There is one feature which surrounds the handling of 
milk at some of these farms not equipped with ice which 
should be immediately checked, and that is the practice 
of cooling the milk by placing it in the water in watering 
troughs from which cattle and horses drink. The number 
of farms following this custom is not small. Where this 
plan is followed, the drippings from the animals’ mouths 
may not only fall upon the stoppers and lips of the cans, 
but if the latter are not tightly stoppered the milk may 
be directly contaminated. . A condition like the above » 
is decidedly objectionable, and no contractor who permits 
such a state of affairs is dealing with his customers 
justly. Watering troughs, even where animals are not 
permitted to come in contact with the cans, are not 
proper places for cooling milk. The practice must be 
stopped at once. 

The record for 1909 excels that of all other years from 
the standpoint of compliance with the temperature 
regulation as applied to the milk found upon wagons 
and in stores. It is true that the weather conditions 
were unusually favorable, but the principal factor was 
the employment of large quantities of ice. The tempera- 
ture was ascertained of all of the milk procured in samp- 
ling during the warm weather, and, in addition to this, 
all of the specimens collected for bacteriologic examina- 
tion throughout the year were tested for temperature. 
In this manner about 11,365 tests were made during 
the year. Of this number only 117 were sufficiently 
high to require the issuing of warnings; 76 of these 
notices were sent to milkmen for milk found upon their 
teams and to shopkeepers; the balance of the notices 
were mailed to contractors, and represented milk just 
as it arrived from the country. . These latter warnings 
were subsequently forwarded by these wholesalers to 
the farmer from whose dairy the milk came. In the 
few instances where warnings failed to accomplish the 
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results desired prosecutions were instituted, but there 
were only nine such cases. Fines of $10 to $15 were 
imposed. . 


CONDENSED MILK. 


The use of this type of milk has become so extensive 
as to warrant an investigation of the quality of some of 
the brands upon the market. The demand for con- 
densed milk appears to be constantly increasing, and 
received a great impetus in 1907, when the price of whole 
milk was advanced throughout the city. This inquiry 
was commenced with a view of gaining an insight into 
the quality of some of these products, in order to deter- 
mine whether or not their employment as substitutes 
for milk and cream is founded on economic principles, 
and also to ascertain if they are suitable for infant feed- 
ing. The claims made upon the labels of many of these 
specimens form an ample basis for study as to their 
value, when diluted with water according to directions, 
for subsequent use by both adults and the young. This 
research did not include all of the brands upon the 
market, but was confined to those which seemed to 
fairly represent the two types of condensed milk, namely, 
the sweetened and unsweetened varieties. The names 
of the brands examined, together with other informa- 
tion and the results of the analyses,* are given in the 
following table: 


* METHODS. 


The methods used in the chemical examination of the sweetened condensed milks were 
those given in the United States Department Agriculture, Bureau Chemistry Bulletin 107, 
pages 122 and 123, except that in the determination of protein by the Gunning method 
the factor 6.38 was used instead of 6.25.

Fat. — A special modification of the Babcock method, as follows: 

Weigh 6 grams thoroughly mixed evaporated milk into a 10 per cent Babcock test 
bottle. Add ten cubic centimeters of water, and mix thoroughly. Add 17.5 cubic cen- 
timeters sulphuric acid (s. g. 1.81), and after mixing by rotation in the usual manner until 
all curd is apparently dissolved place the bottle with contents in boiling water for twenty 
minutes. Finally place test bottle with contents in centrifugal machine and finish as in 
regular Babcock method.

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While these findings may be considered from various 
points of view, the fat content of condensed milk is of 
chief importance from the manufacturers’ standpoint, 
for the reason that the commercial value of milk is cal- 
culated on a fat basis. Under these circumstances the 
use of low grade milk, 7. e., containing a small amount * 
of fat, or a milk from which a portion of the fat has been 
removed (for cream or butter), will yield the manu- 
facturer a higher profit than though a normal milk was 
employed. Thus the quality of milk used in these 
products is of interest to the consumer, and likely to be 
of financial advantage to the manufacturer. Unfor- 
tunately there is no method by which the exact amount 
of fat in the original milk may be determined. It is 
true, however, that calculations may be and are often 
employed to establish the quantity of fat in the milk 
before condensation, but at the best the results so 
obtained are only approximate. They are largely based 
upon the assumption that arbitrary factors (as those ' 
for milk solids, solids not fat, or ash), selected for cal- 
culation purposes, represent the original milk. By 
employing’ for such data, however, average factors close 
resemblance to the fat content may be attained. The 
calculations in the above table were to ascertain the 
degree of concentration and amount of fat in the milk 
used by the manufacturer. While the results obtained 
by use of the various factors are of interest, the aver- 
ages are of chief importance, particularly in the close- 
ness with which the average percentage of calculated fat 
agrees with the result obtained when 12.15 per cent (the 
legal percentage of milk solids in Massachusetts) is used 
in determining this fat value. It is believed that the 
figures from this latter method, and the averages above 
mentioned, represent nearly the quality of milk which : 
entered into these products. 

It will be observed that there is considerable varia- 
tion in the percentage of fat in the condensed milk, as 
shown in Table A. In the sweetened samples the mini- 
mum amount is 6.45 per cent and the maximum 9 
per cent, a difference of 2.55 per cent. In the unsweet- 
ened the difference is less, being 1.80 per cent, the mini- 
mum quantity being 7.20 per cent and the maximum 
9 per cent. Thus this product is extremely variable 
as to composition, not only as between different brands, 
but specimens of the same brand are not constant as to 
fat content; a difference of 0.9 per cent of fat having 
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been found in two samples of one make. These differ- 
ences are further emphasized by the work of other 
investigators. 

While it is not possible, as previously indicated, to 
determine the exact amount of fat in the original milk 
from which condensed milk is prepared, approximations 
show that in the preparation of some of the above speci- 
mens, either milk of abnormally low grade was used, 
or milk was employed from which a portion of the cream 
had first been removed. In any event it is significant 
that very few of the samples shown in the above table 
indicate that milk of high grade was employed in their 
manufacture. 

Despite the fact that the exact composition of the 
milk prior to condensation cannot be ascertained, it 
is feasible to estimate the value of condensed milk when 
diluted with water for use by the consumer. This has 
been accomplished by determining the cost of a quart 
of standard milk (Massachusetts law) containing 3.35 
per cent* of fat when made from these products by 
means of the addition of water. The weight, fat con- 
tent and price of each brand was the data upon which 
these calculations were based. 

The results appear in Table B.

It is plainly apparent from these figures that the use 
of condensed milk is unwarranted, if motives of economy 
are to be considered. ‘The cheapest milk when so pre- 


* Much of the commercial milk has a fat content in excess of this amount, 
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pared, namely, that made from the Carnation brand, 
exceeds the price at which the householder usually pur- 
chases milk, nearly equals that of inspected milk, and 
the cost in all other instances exceeds the price of 
inspected milk, and with two brands the expense would 
be above that of certified milk. It follows then in 

practically every instance that the product made by 
- diluting condensed milk is the most expensive which 
the consumer can purchase; furthermore, from another 
point of view, comparison with inspected and certified 
milk is still less favorable to diluted condensed milk, 
for the production of milk for condensing purposes is 
never attended with the precautions for care and clean- 
liness which characterizes inspected and certified milk 
dairies. Inspected and certified milk is also procured 
from tuberculin tested cows, which cannot be claimed 
for that used in condensaries. 

Condensed milk has a limited legitimate field, for 
which it was originally intended, namely, that of sup- | 
plying a product where fresh milk is not available. 
Other than this its use is attended with unnecessary 
and unwarranted expense to the purchaser. The energy 
involved in the preparation of condensed milk, the tin 
cans used for containers, the marketing and advertis- 
ing are factors tending to make the diluted milk expen- 
sive, and for all of these items the consumer pays. 
Small wonder that the cost of a quart of such milk is 
large. Where fresh milk can be obtained, the employ- 
ment of condensed milk as a substitute is a luxury. 

All of the samples examined bore labels upon which 
appeared directions for diluting the contents. It was 
deemed of interest to ascertain the character of the 
product which resulted when these directions were fol- 
lowed. This data was calculated from the original 
analyses. For comparative purposes it should be borne 
in mind that the standard for milk in this state is not 
less than 12.15 per cent of milk solids and not less than 
3.00 per cent of fat. The results follow.

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It will be observed from the above figures that the 
product of these dilutions in all but three instances is 
of extremely poor quality, and not suitable to be charac- 
terized or used as milk. Those who prepare milk on 
the above basis are practicing self-deception. Each 
consumer who follows these labeled directions thus 
becomes a milk adulterator, and is using water with a 
degree of liberality which would astonish the most 
brazen of former old-time milk manipulators. With 
three exceptions, the value of these diluted products 
depends principally upon bulk; quality is a minor 
consideration. ‘They are mostly rich in water, but in 
little of other milk constituents. More economy 
would follow and there would be no sacrifice of quality 
(eliminating the above exceptions) if to a quart of fresh 
average milk one-third to more than one quart of water 
was added. Products would result in nearly every 
instance which would equal the extremes of those which 


appear in the above table. With the three exceptions ' 


previously mentioned, where the products are diluted 
with an equal part-of water, mixtures result containing 
more than the legal amount of fat, but their cost, con- 
sidering the resulting volumes, would by comparison 
with the price of an equal bulk of milk be prohibitive. 
Sweetened condensed milk may be diluted to a greater 
extent than the unsweetened, without the difference 
in thinness becoming manifest, by reason of the ‘‘body”’ 
given the sweetened product by the added sugar. 

It is largely upon the fraud basis, namely, the sup- 
position that condensed milk could be diluted freely 
with water, and that the resulting mixtures possessed 
the approximate qualities of normal milk, that manu- 
facturers of condensed milk have secured the present 
enormous and profitable business. The public has been 
deceived, and for this the manufacturers are responsible. 
The directions on the labels of some of these brands are 
general, while with others they are specific. One, the 
‘Peerless,’ * directs dilution with water to the required 
consistency for ‘‘purposes where ordinary milk or 
cream would be used.’ The sample of the condensed 
product examined contained only 8 per cent of fat, 
while the legal fat standard of cream in Massachusetts 


is 15 per cent. Even without dilution the Peerless: 


brand would not be legal cream in this state. The 
label on the St. Charles brand states that the product 


* The analysis of this brand does not appear in Table A. 
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has been ‘‘reduced to the consistency of cream.” It 
contained only 8.70 per cent of fat, and the ‘‘rich 
milk’? made by diluting this product according to 
directions would have contained fat as follows: 


(1 of milk to 1 of water) =3.98 per cent of fat; (1 of milk 
to 2 of water)=2.65 per cent of fat, while the ‘‘economical 
milk” (1 of milk to 3. of water) = 1.99 per cent of fat. 


The label of the Highland brand states that for cer- 
tain uses ‘‘it may be slightly diluted with water, and 
for other purposes it may be further diluted to any 
desired consistence.”’ The original contained 9 per cent 
of fat. 

The label on the Red Cross brand states that ‘‘ mixed 
with an equal quantity of water an excellent quality 
of cream is produced.’ A mixture so made would con- 
tain only 4.50 per cent of fat. The ‘‘rich milk” of 
this brand, prepared according to directions, would 
contain only 2.59 per cent of fat. Dilute ‘‘according 
to personal taste’? with ‘‘one or two parts of water”’ 
is the recommendation on the label of the Van Camp 
brand. These mixtures would have contained fat 
respectively as follows: 


(1 of milk and 1 of water) =3.67 per cent of fat; (1 of milk 
and 2 of water) = 2.45 per cent of fat. 


Thus statements not always characterized by truth 
find a conspicuous place upon the labels of many brands 
of condensed milk, and these claims are apparently 
valuable assets to the condensed milk business. 

The most important feature of these preparations in 
their bearing upon the human economy is that of their 
employment for infant feeding. Directions for making 
dilutions for this purpose appear upon the labels of 
‘many brands. The fallacy of their use as nourishment 
for infants is shown in the following table, which indi- 
cates the proportion of the constituents of ‘the different 
mixtures when made according to the printed formule. 
These percentages are calculated from the analyses of 
the undiluted milk, like those in the preceding table.

Some of the brands make no claim of adaptability 
for infant feeding and are omitted from this classifi- 
cation, while others seek to foster the use of this sub- 
stance. One, the Red Cross, under the caption ‘‘Impor- 
ant to Mothers,” asserts that ‘‘Red Cross is prepared 
especially for infants. The most perfect substitute for 
mother’s milk. Feed it to your babies and you will use 
no other. It possesses special nutritive qualities as a 
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food for children.”’ The composition of these mixtures, 
as shown in the above table, presents a condition both 
condemnable and criminal. The manufacturers of con- 
‘densed milk could not have advocated, even though it 
be by implication, their employment so diluted without 
being aware of the small amount of food value which 
they represented. Such a degree of culpability warrants 
the severest censure. The profit resulting from the 
sale of condensed milk for infant feeding on the basis 
of these labeled directions is iniquitous. Not one of 
these mixtures, even the most concentrated, represents 
the composition of normal milk during any period 
following childbirth. They rather imitate’ starvation 
diet. The employment of milk for an infant not a week 
old, containing .53 per cent of fat, .57 per cent of milk 
sugar, .53 per cent of proteids, and .077 per cent of 
ash, when human milk four to six days after child- 
birth * contains 2.97 per cent of fat, 6.47 per cent of 
milk sugar, 2.25 per cent of proteids, and .30 per cent 
of ash, is likely to be attended with disastrous results. 
This single example is sufficient to show the fallacy of 
these printed statements. There is the further dis- 
advantage of the presence of cane sugar in these sweet- 
ened condensed milks, and in the formule of some of 
the unsweetened products the addition of cane sugar 
is recommended. This is important, in view of the 
fact that many physicians are of the opinion that this 
substance is to be avoided in infant feeding. Assuredly 
its employment should not be suggested by a manu- 
facturer, even though it is essential to the financial 
success of his product. 

There is another aspect of this condensed milk ques- 
tion not lacking in interest, namely, that of bacterial 
content. Undoubtedly this substance is supposed by 
laymen to be free from bacteria, and the printed matter 
upon some of the packages is not such as to disabuse 
the minds of consumers upon this point. The fact 
is that while a few of the brands were found to be sterile, 
with the majority there is no uniformity respecting 
bacterial content, and while one or more samples of 
a brand may be sterile, other packages of the same 
-brand may contain large numbers.of organisms. This 
condition was demonstrated by the examinations which 
weremade. Thebrands found to contain bacteria appear 
in Table E, together with the maximum counts obtained.

The following summary concerning condensed milk 
is submitted: 


First. Condensed milk is seldom prepared from milk rich in 
fat. Analyses of several of the samples indicate that in a | 
majority of the brands the original milk used was either of low 
grade in respect to percentage of fat, or that the milk had been 
skimmed. 

Second. 'The present extensive employment of condensed 
milk is mainly due to the fact that consumers believe these 
products can be largely diluted with water, and yield a mixture 
which closely approximates the composition of milk. This 
opinion is fostered by the printed matter which appears upon 
the labels of the different brands. By following the definite 
and indefinite directions for water dilutions, mixtures impoy- 
erished in all milk constituents other than water are obtained, 
and the latter is present in excessive amounts, with the excep- 
tion of the three brands before mentioned, and then only when 
dilution is with an equal bulk of water. 

Third. If condensed milk is diluted with only enough water 
to make a quart of Massachusetts standard milk, 7. e., con- 
taining 3.35 per cent of fat, the cost of the latter exceeds the 
price of ordinary milk, and in some instances equals the price 
of inspected milk, and in others is more than that of some 
brands of certified milk. It follows that condensed milk 
enue be employed economically where whole milk is procur- 
able. 

Fourth. Condensed milk is recommended by implication as a 
food for infants by those who manufacture it, and directions 
for dilution for this purpose appear upon the labels of most 
brands. Mixtures made according to the formule suggested 
would be deficient in practically every instance in percentage 
of milk constituents, as compared with human milk. Further- 
more, they either contain, or the printed directions suggest, the 
addition of cane sugar, which substance is deemed an objec- 
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tionable ingredient of infant foods by many physicians. The 
employment of condensed milk for this purpose is no doubt 
often at the expense of infant life, and is to be vigorously con- 
demned. ‘The labels on these packages should bear a warning 
against the use of the contents as food for babies. 

Fifth. The impression that most condensed milk is free 
from bacteria is not founded on fact.’ 

Siath. There is no justification in the use of misleading 
statements by the manufacturers of these substances. This 
should be prohibited by law. 

Seventh. Packages of condensed milk should bear a formula 
for diluting with water, so that the resulting product shall not 
be below the Massachusetts standard for milk solids and fat. 


BuTTERMILK. 


The use of this product has:reached large proportions 
and the demand is constantly increasing. The employ- 
ment of this substance on the present scale is of recent 
origin, and although a by-product (even when made 
artificially) it has a large food value. Undoubtedly, 
however, many buttermilk drinkers use it for its 
supposed medicinal effect, rather than by reason of its 
nourishing qualities. More buttermilk is consumed 
during the hot weather than at any other time of the 
year; in fact difficulty was occasionally experienced in 
supplying the demand last summer. Buttermilk is 
distributed by leaving it at households, and also through 
the agency of hotels, restaurants, drug stores and liquor 
saloons; and a large proportion of it is delivered in 
bottles. Considerable buttermilk, however, is left by 
milkmen in cans. 

Much of the product used here is true buttermilk, 
namely, that which results from the churning of cream 
into butter. When so prepared, it varies greatly, one 
day being suitable to trade demands and the next day 
just the reverse; for this reason it is an unsatisfactory 
product to handle. Some of the buttermilk, however, 
is prepared artificially from either skimmed milk or 
whole milk or mixtures of the two, and when so made 
is more readily controlled than is that which is the by- 
product of butter. Buttermilk is an unsatisfactory 
commodity from the milkman’s standpoint, not only 
by reason of its great variability, but because, when free 
from all objection up to the time of delivery to consum- 
ers, it may quickly spoil after delivery to the latter, as 
very few families have facilities, or use the necessary 
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care, to keep it at the low temperature (less than 45 
degrees Fahrenheit) essential to the checking of further 

souring. 
~ When made from skimmed milk the latter is some- 
times first pasteurized, and then there is added to it 
enough culture of lactic acid bacteria, called a “‘starter,”’ 
to curdle the skimmed milk after several hours, the 
mixture being kept at a temperature of 70 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The mixture is next agitated by shaking, 
but usually by churning, to break up the curd clots into 
a smooth, thick liquid. Sometimes the product is next 
strained to remove any remaining large curd clots, and 
it is then ready to be placed in containers for delivery. 
It should be immediately cooled and kept at a tempera- 
ture not higher than 45 degrees Fahrenheit until used. 
Some dealers add whole milk to the skimmed milk 
before it is curdled, and others claim that they add 
some whole milk or cream to the skimmed milk after 
souring. . . 

Some dealers are frank enough to assert that they 
deal in and prepare buttermilk artificially, while others 
are evasive as to their methods and sources of supply. 
This latter attitude is absurd, for the skimmed milk 
buttermilk has all of the food value of the natural 
product and, as previously indicated, is likely to possess 
superiority in the important conditions of flavor and 
acidity. 

In 1909 Bostonians used more than 1,616,287 quarts 
of buttermilk; probably the average daily consumption 
was about 5,000 quarts. 


CREAM. 


The cream law, establishing a standard of 15 per 
cent of milk fat, is proving an efficient aid in protecting 
consumers from fraud in the sale of light cream. In 
the matter of heavy cream, however, there is frequently 
petty deception which accrues to the financial advan- 
tage of the dealer. Much of this heavy cream is sold 
as cream containing 40 per cent of fat, and not an 
inconsiderable proportion is deficient in fat from 1 to 5 
per cent. Each per cent of fat taken from consumers, 
in every hundred pounds of this low grade cream, 
yields the dealer a profit of about 35 to 40 cents, depend- 
ing upon the price of butter. Thus it is seen that if 
cream is robbed of from 3 to 5 per cent of its fat the 
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return to the dealer is more than fairly remunerative. 
This explains why dealers do not enthuse over the 
proposition to have a fat standard for heavy cream, 
but there is no other method by which the consumer 
and honest merchant can obtain protection. With the 
present state law as a minimum for fat content, cream 
richer in fat’ might well be required to be sold on a 
guaranteed fat basis, and to this stated amount dealers 
might be legally held. Such a plan would accord pur- 
chasers just treatment, and should be deemed equitable 
by dealers. It would eliminate both deception and 
unfair competition. 

While this fraud in heavy cream cannot be checked 
at the present time, the existing law has been useful 
during the year in protecting consumers of the so-called 
light cream. This work disclosed the fact that much 
of the cream sold in restaurants was being systemati- 
cally thinned. Many restaurateurs were in the habit 
of purchasing cream from milkmen which contained 
15 per cent or more of fat, and to this, after delivery, was 
added an equal bulk of milk. This cream, when served 
to customers, was found to contain 7 to 10 per cent of 
fat, and when sold, as was often the case, in competi- 
tion with standard cream, yielded an enormous profit. 
Many purchases of cream were made at restaurants, 
and where it was found deficient in fat, prosecutions 
were instituted. There were many more such cases 
than were ever brought previously in a single year, and 
it is anticipated that these actions will have a whole- 
some influence upon the quality of cream served in the 
future in the restaurants of this city. 

While the bulk of the cream is produced without 
supervision from those who sell it in this city, it can be 
noted that there has been evidence during the year 
that a few dealers are devoting some attention to pro- 
duction conditions. From this beginning it is hoped 
that this oversight may be largely extended. One firm, 
which endeavors to secure good farm conditions for 
its milk supply, is now giving as much time to inspec- 
tion of dairies from which its cream is drawn as is 
given to those where the firm’s milk is procured. 
Another concern has induced some of the farmers with 
whom it deals to supply it with milk from cows found 
free from tuberculosis by means of the tuberculin test, 
and while the percentage of these animals is small 
by comparison with the total number of cows, a move- 
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ment of this character is one of the results of the agita- 
tion for improvement of the last few years. The 
farmers supplying this milk receive extra compensation 
from the firm in question. The cream from these herds 
is already on sale outside Boston, and can be supplied 
here as soon as there is a demand for it. The last 
named firm has sought to obtain better conditions 
at dairies in the way of cleanliness of cows, utensils, 
and barns, and the use of ice in cooling. An attempt 
has also been made to provide more rapid transporta- 
tion for products, a bacteriological laboratory has been 
equipped and a bacteriologist employed. Much of the 
effort of this company for higher class cream has been 
made at the request of this Bureau. 

Although in the last few years there has been a 
tremendous increase in the use of cream, there are 
indications that the demand reached the maximum in 
1908. The business for 1909 showed no appreciable 
gain over that of the preceding year. ‘This condition 
is partially accounted for by the economies which some 
consumers have had to make by reason of the recent 
era of high prices for all food products. A saving could 
well be effected in this direction from the fact that 
much cream has been employed as a luxury rather 
than as a food. 

It will be advantageous to the milk supply if the 
demand for cream does not increase in the future as it 
has done prior to 1909, unless more attention is given 
to milk production in New England. The reason for 
this is that (as shown in the report for 1908) the equiva- 
lent of a large percentage of Boston’s milk supply is 
now required for the production of the cream now con- 
sumed here. Based on the present milk production and 
the increase in milk consumption from constant gain 
in population in this and other cities, there can be no 
doubt that the future will see much of the milk used as 
such, whichis now utilized for cream. With this con- 
dition, milk for cream purposes will have to be obtained 
from territory more remote than that now drawn upon. 


BuTTER. 


_Although the amount of renovated butter sold in this 
city last year was much smaller than was annually 
handled here when this product first became an article 
of commerce, more of this compound was sold in 1909 
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than in 1908. This can be largely attributed to the 
prevailing high prices, which included butter as well as 
other commodities. More of this substance was also 
handled in tub form in 1909 than in the preceding year. 
Thus dealers did not have the partial protection attend- 
ant upon selling this butter in the pound wrapped and 
labeled packages, which has to a considerable extent in 
recent years displaced the tub form of this renovated 
article. It was pointed out in the report of last year, 
however, that if these wrapped and labeled packages 
were placed in unmarked outer wrappers when sold to 
purchasers, the law would be violated, as it is necessary 
that the outer wrapper bear the words ‘‘renovated 
butter’? in one-half inch uncondensed gothic letters. 
Much renovated butter was used in restaurants and 
boarding houses in the latter months of last year, as it 
was somewhat cheaper than untreated butter. 

Owing to the increased number of dealers selling 
renovated butter there were more cases than in 1908. 
Many of the storekeepers selling this substance made no 
pretence to mark it, even though it was purchased by 
them in marked tubs and they were aware of the pro- 
visions of the law. The majority of those who traffic 
in this substance, however, carefully observe the legal 
requirements. ‘There were in 1909 seventeen cases for 
illegal selling. 


OLEOMARGARINE. 


The high price of butter has had a tendency to increase 
the sales of oleomargarine, and it is believed this condi- 
tion will not be without its influence in establishing a 
constant and increasing demand for this commodity. 
Unaided by the recent high prices for food-stuffs, this 
has been the tendency for the last three years, during 
which the number of registered sellers has rapidly 
increased. It is a fair inference that more dealers 
indicates that the number of users is growing. In 1905 
there were eleven registered oleomargarine dealers; last 
year the number was sixty-one. Each year since 1906 
has shown an increase in the number of dealers over the 
year which preceded it. This augmentation of dealers 
is also to be noted throughout the state. According to 
the reports of the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
for the years ending June 30, 1908 and 1909, there were 
in Massachusetts dealers in oleomargarine as follows:

No doubt much of the retail business in oleomargarine 
has been developed by reason of the fact that manu- 
facturers have advantage of the legal decision permitting 
the sale of oleomargarine having the appearance of 
yellow butter. But the trade is being established upon 
sound principles, and in most instances in accordance 
with the law. Under these circumstances the opposition 
to oleomargarine will be powerless, and if traffie in this 
commodity had been originally developed along present 
lines, much of the present restrictive legislation would 
have been a minus factor. Time will be required to 
undo the mistakes of former years. 

Nearly all of the cases for violation of this law were 
for serving it at restaurants and boarding houses without 
notifying guests. In some of these places, where it was 
evident that oleomargarine was being used only when it 
was thought safe to serve it, heavy penalties were 
inflicted. During the year thirty of these cases were 
brought to the attention of the courts. 


VINEGAR. 


During the year remedial legislation was attempted, 


which it was alleged would strengthen the present 
vinegar law. ‘Two bills were presented in the Legisla- 
ture, one of which aimed to establish additional standards 
for cider vinegar, and new standards for malt, syrup, 
molasses, sugar, glucose and wine vinegars. The other 
bill proposed a standard for syrup and molasses vinegars. 
These measures were offered by opposing vinegar in- 
terests, and at the hearings before the legislative com- 
mittee they were supported to some extent, and also 
vigorously opposed, by vinegar dealers. A suspicion 
existed that the protection proposed by one of the bills 
was of the selfish variety, and was the result of a careful 
and practical study of cider vinegar manipulation from 
the manufacturer’s standpoint. It was thought that 
this proposed measure would permit the manufacture 
of spurious cider vinegar and at the same time afford 
the skilled operator ample protection. With this differ- 
ence of opinion in the vinegar trade, the committee 
before whom this question was heard very properly 
decided that no legislation was necessary. 

The extensive manufacture of spurious cider vinegar, 
mention of which was made in the reports for 1907 and 
1908, is still practised, and will continue to be as long 
asthe demand for vinegar made from the apple exceeds 
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the supply, unless, meanwhile, some effective method 
of checking the work of these artistic adulterators is 
discovered. An effective method and one that will mean 
large economy to the consumer is to cease purchasing 
cider vinegar and buy white wine or spirit vinegar. 
This form of vinegar, furthermore, cannot be adulterated 
and is practically the only kind of vinegar which is sold 
pure. It is the least expensive type of vinegar obtain- 
able, and none of the other forms are its superior in any 
way. Uncolored vinegars are indicative of purity; 
colored vinegars point to possible adulteration. 

Practically all of the cases for the past year were for 
the sale of molasses, syrup, sugar and malt vinegars 
as and for cider vinegar. A few retailers are found 
annually practising these petty frauds whenever they 
think they can do so without fear of detection. They 
are willing to risk making these sales rather than lose 
the minute profit on a pint or a quart of vinegar. Other 
cases were for the sale or offering for sale of vinegar or 
cider vinegar deficient in acidity. In all, thirty cases 
were brought to the attention of the courts.

INSPECTION OF CATTLE. 


The inspection of cattle kept for the production of 
milk within the city limits has been continued as here- 
tofore. All cattle that have, upon physical examina- 
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tion, shown any symptoms of tuberculosis have been 
subjected to the tuberculin test. Thirty-seven were 
found tuberculous, quarantined, and reported to the 
State Cattle Bureau, as required by the Revised Laws. 
Eight cases of actinomycosis were found. 


(GLANDERS. 


There have been reported to the Board of Health by 
veterinarians during the past year 358 horses suspected 
of having glanders. Of these, 99 horses on examina- 
tion were found to be affected with some noncontagious 
disease and the remaining with glanders. Eleven of 
these cases, upon inquiry, were found to have been 
owned and stabled outside of Boston, or had been 
stabled in Boston for so short a time that no doubt 
existed but that the animals were infected with glanders 
before coming to Boston. The State Cattle Bureau was 
notified of such cases that an investigation might be 
made by them.

RABIES. 


During the year ending December 31, 1909, 88 
animals suspected of having rabies, or which had been 
exposed to another rabid animal, came under the obser- 
vation of this department. Upon investigation 20 were 
found to be cases of rabies, the diagnosis of which was 
confirmed by either well marked clinical symptoms or 
by examination at the bacteriological laboratory. Sixty- 
four were found not to be rabid. Eleven animals 
which had been exposed to rabid dogs were ordered 
quarantined until all danger had passed.

REPORT OF THE MEDICAL EXAMINER. 


Boston, August 25, 1910. 
To the Board of Health of the City of Boston: 


S1rs,— The following statement summarizes the serv- 
ice rendered by the Northern District Morgue, 18 
North Grove street, equipped and maintained by your 
Board for the use of the medical examiner officiating 
in the northern division of Suffolk County, and placed 
at the disposal of the present incumbent of the office 
in January, 1907. 

The purposes of the morgue are: (1) To provide 
a place suitable for the reception and care of the bodies 
of persons who have died under circumstances such as 
to cause their deaths to become the subject of medico- 
legal inquiry, in instances where, pending view, the 
claim by relatives or friends, or identification, the body 
must be temporarily cared for, or where a post-mortem 
examination is deemed necessary; (2) To provide 
proper facilities for the making of post-mortem exami- 
nations and such further medical investigations as 
pertain to them. To satisfy these needs certain altera- 
tions and improvements in the building and its equip- 
ment, and the services of trained attendants, were found 
necessary and were provided by your Board early in 
the year 1907. 

During the three and one-half years that have since 
elapsed the service rendered has been in general wholly 
satisfactory, although experience has shown that the 
building is undesirably small and somewhat unfor- 
tunately located. Effort has. been made to meet the 
needs and convenience of persons having occasion to 
visit the morgue, and to that end at least one attend- 
ant is constantly on duty in order that at any hour of 
the day or night a body may be viewed or identified 
by relatives or friends, and delivered into their charge. 

The attendants of the morgue include a superintend- 
ent, an assistant superintendent and an _ assistant, 
experience having proven that in order to cover a period 
of twenty-four hours’ duty the services of at least three 
persons are requisite. In addition to their general 
duties and to the technical duty of assisting at post- 
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mortem examinations, the attendants at certain times 
act as representatives of the medical examiner to the 
extent of receiving and forwarding notifications made 
to him by telephone. 

The morgue serves as a county institution, although 
the expense of its maintenance is borne by a depart- 
ment of the City of Boston. 

The appended tables are self-explanatory. 

I take this opportunity of expressing publicly to your 
Board my thanks for the providing of facilities which 
but for your liberality it would have been impossible 
under present conditions to obtain otherwise.

GENTLEMEN,— I have the honor to submit the fol- 
lowing report of the work performed by this branch of 
the Health Department for the year ending January 
31, 1910: 

One thousand eighteen numbers were assigned to ped- 
dlers as required by the Revised Ordinances, chapter 47, 
section 86. Vehicles inspected and numbers assigned, 
as required by chapter 47, section 88, were as follows: 
In February, 374; March, 366; April, 398; May, 340; 
June, 368; July, 382; August, 386; September, 386; Octo- 
ber,418; November, 398; December, 354; January, 380. 

Eighty-four licenses were granted to remove bones, 
grease, etc.; 127 licenses were granted to remove manure. 

Vehicles and receptacles used by peddlers and other 
persons licensed by the Board of Health are in good 
condition. 

In accordance with the provisions of section 9, chapter 
584, of the Acts of 1907, the Police Commissioner has 
designated certain streets wherein peddlers may stop 
or stand for the purpose of selling their wares, provided 
they have complied with the laws, ordinances and 
regulations relating to hawkers and peddlers. In the 
market district this privilege has been taken by many 
persons who are not peddlers,— clerks, laborers and 
business men,— who have spare time Saturdays, and 
they are increasing so rapidly that it will soon be neces- 
sary to restrict the number. This could be done by 
imposing a license fee on persons occupying streets 
designated by the Police Commissioner for the sale 
of merchandise. 

The amendment to the ordinances compelling peddlers 
registered with the Board of Health who use weights 
or measures to have them properly sealed, caused 712 
certificates from the Sealer of Weights and Measures to 
be filed in this office. 

The City Collector received from peddlers $4,775 for 
city licenses and $444 for county licenses.

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BOSTON AND CHICAGO DEATH RATES.* 


By Wo. H. Davis, M. D. 
Vital Statistician, Boston Board of Health. 


Within the last decade the death rate of Chicago 
has ranged between 13.62 and 15.438, while that of Boston 
has never been below 17.75, and at the high point was 
20.82. 

Why this comparatively high rate for Boston? 

Is the reason to be found in the age distribution of ° 
the population, in the peculiar type of that portion of 
the population which is of foreign parentage and in the 
large number of deaths of nonresidents? 

Turning to the 1900 Census, as the latest source of 
reliable populations for comparative study, I will first 
endeavor to show how great an influence this difference 
in age distribution, color and parent nativity has upon 
the death rates of the two cities. 

Taking first the registration area, in which the parent 
nativity of decedents was reported, representing a popu- 
lation of over twenty million people, death rates were 
figured out for the following six age periods — under 5 
years; 5 to 15; 15 to 25; 25 to 45; 45 to 65; and 65 years 
and over; both for the colored population and for the 
following eleven divisions of the white population; those 
having mothers born in the United States, in Ireland, 
in Germany, in England and Wales, in Canada, in 
Scandinavia, in Scotland, in Italy, in France, in Russia 
and Poland, and in other foreign countries. 

Throughout thi8 comparison those of unknown parent- 
age have been classified with those having mothers born 
in the United States, and those of unknown age have 
been placed in the age period 25 to 45. 

The death rates for these various divisions of the popu- 
lation of the registration area are shown in Table I. 
(page 170).

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I would especially call your attention to the very high 
rates of the Irish, the Italians, and the colored. 

The second table (page 171) gives the percentage 
composition of the population of the two cities by color, 
by age periods and by birthplaces of mothers — the 
heavy type referring to Chicago. 

Notice again in this second table the comparatively 
high percentages in Boston of those having Irish and 
Italian mothers. 

Multiplying the rates in the first table by the popula- 
tions in Boston of each age period and of each mother 
nativity, a series of products is obtained. These. prod- 
ucts added together represent the number of deaths 
which Boston would have had in the Census Year of 
1900, if the death rates of the registration area had 
prevailed in Boston. 

Similarly for Chicago — multiplying the rates in 
Table I. by the populations in Chicago of each age period 
and of each mother nativity, another series of products 
is obtained. These products added together represent 
the number of deaths which Chicago would have had 
in the Census Year of 1900 if the death rates of the 
registration area had prevailed in Chicago. 

From these theoretical totals of- deaths the theoretical 
death rates of the two cities were obtained and were as 
follows: 

Boston, 16.64. 
Chicago, 14.35. 

With equal percentages in each division of the popula- 
tions of the two cities in Table II. the theoretical death 
rates of the two cities would have been the same. There- 
fore the difference between these two rates, namely, 
2.29 per thousand population, represents approximately 
the correction which should be added to Chicago’s rate, 
for color, nativity and age distribution whenever the 
rates of the two cities are compared. 

Another important correction is that needed for 
deaths of nonresidents. For example, last year in Bos- 
ton there were in all 11,058 deaths, 1,304 of which were 
nonresidents, or 11.8 per cent of all deaths; while in 
Chicago, with total deaths of 31,300, there were only 
877 deaths of nonresidents, or 2.8 per cent of all deaths. 

In Boston over 82 per cent of these deaths of non- 
residents occurred in hospitals and institutions, and the 
deaths of nonresidents actually raised Boston’s death 
rate last year 2.10 per thousand population, so that if 
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the nonresidents had gone home to die Boston’s death 
rate would have been 15.65 instead of 17.75; or, putting 
it in another way, if the deaths of nonresidents had 
affected Chicago as much as they did Boston, Chicago’s 
death rate would have been raised 1.71. 

Assuming that these corrections were constant during 
the last ten years, and taking Boston as the standard, 
Chicago’s corrected rates are shown in Table III. and 
are indicated in the accompanying chart by the dotted 
line. 

Brief mention may be made of two other corrections 
which have not been included in this table and chart, 
but which should not be forgotten. 

Chicago had no 1905 census, so that its present popu- 
lation is estimated upon the increase between the census 
of 1890 and that of 1900. If Boston’s population for 
1909 had been estimated in the same way it would have 
been 662,065 instead of 622,970, and the death rate 
would have thus been lowered from 17.75 to 16.70. 

Slightly in favor of Chicago, however, is the needed 
correction for sex distribution, which is about .05 per 
thousand population. 

So much for the general death rates of the two cities 
and the necessary corrections. 

Perhaps more interesting for those interested in 
Board of Health work would be a comparison of the 
death rates ‘“‘from causes directly affected by sanita- 
tion and preventive medicine.” For this comparison 
I have taken the diseases used under this heading by 
the Chicago Board of Health, namely, Asiatic cholera’ 
consumption, diphtheria and croup, diarrheal diseases, 
smallpox, scarlet fever, malaria, whooping cough, 
measles, typhoid fever and typhus fever. 

The corrections for age distribution, color and parent 
nativities have been worked out exactly as were those 
for the general death rates—taking in the registration 
area the deaths from this group of diseases for each age 
period of each mother nativity, and dividing by the cor- 
responding population, thus securing a series of death 
rates for this class of diseases in the registration area; 
then multiplying these rates by the corresponding popu- 
lations in each city, theoretical totals of deaths were 
obtained from which were calculated the death rates of 
4.57 for Boston and 4.15 for Chicago. The difference .42 
is the needed correction for color, age distribution and 
mother nativities. Of Boston’s 1,304 deaths of non- 
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residents last year, 284, or 22 per cent, belonged in this 
group of diseases. As it was impossible to obtain from 
Chicago any detailed statement as to the causes of ‘their 
nonresident deaths, I have been obliged to assume that 
Chicago, like Boston, had 22 per cent of their non- 
resident deaths in this group of diseases. Thus esti- 
mated, the correction for nonresidents was .37 per 
thousand population in favor of Boston. 

The crude death rates and these corrections are shown 
in Table IV. (page 173), and in the accompanying 
chart the dotted line shows the corrected rates for 
Chicago, Boston being used as the standard. 

Finally, I wish to call your attention briefly to the 
infant mortality of the two cities. Any comparison of 
this age period must be at the best only approximate, 
because on the one hand there is a very imperfect regis- 
tration of births in Chicago — about one-half the births 
being recorded — and on the other hand it: is well 
known that any census enumeration of children under 
one year is unreliable. 

Simply for a rough comparison, however, I have 
plotted out the curves of infant mortality per thousand 
population of children under one year. For 1900 the 
census populations are used, and for later years the 
estimated populations have been found by the Chicago 
method, which in brief is to note what per cent of the 
whole population are children under one year in the 
1890 census, and again in the 1900 census, and then to 
maintain the rate of increase or decrease in this per- 
centage in making estimates for the succeeding years. 

Table V. (page 174), gives the death rates under one 
year in the registration area, and the populations of 
Boston and Chicago under one year by color and by 
birthplaces of mothers, according to the 1900 census. 
This table again plainly shows that most of the immi- 
grants who die early and often choose Boston for a 
home, while the more hardy races move on to Chicago. 

Of the deaths of nonresidents in Boston last year 183, 
or 14 per cent, were children under one year. 

Using now Boston’s percentages of populations under 
one year as the standard, and assuming that 14 per 
cent of Chicago’s deaths of nonresidents were under 
one year, corrections have been made in Chicago’s 
curve for color, mother nativities and nonresidents just 
as in the other charts. 

The corrections for color and nativities amounted to 
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15.53, while that for nonresidents was 9.12, making a 
total of 24.65 to be added to Chicago’s crude rate. 

From the corrected rates as shown by the dotted line 
in Table VI. it would seem that Boston had had the 
better of the argument during the last five years, but 
here, as in all other calculations so far away from the 
last census, too great caution cannot be used in making 
deduetions. 

The following conclusions, however, can be drawn 
with absolute safety, that Boston’s death rates are com- 
paratively high, because of the age distribution of its 
population, because of the peculiar type of that portion 
of its population which is of foreign parentage, and 
because of the large number of deaths of nonresidents.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES.

Hon. JoHN F. FirzGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

S1r,— In compliance with the ordinances, the Trustees of 
the Boston City Hospital present the following report of its 
condition for the year ending January 31, 1910. This is the 
forty-sixth annual report of the Hospital Department, which 
consists of the main hospital, the South Department for 
Infectious Diseases, the Haymarket Square Relief Station, 
the East Boston Relief Station and the Convalescent Home 
in Dorchester. 

On February 1, 1909, John H. McCollom, M. D., assumed 
the office of Superintendent and Medical Director. 

The Board of Trustees was organized on May 3, 1909, by 
the election of Mr. A. Shuman as President and Mr. Conrad J. 
Rueter as Secretary. 

In July, 1909, Mr. William G. Shillaber was appointed a 
trustee for the term ending April 30, 1914, in place of Timothy 
J. Reardon, M. D., whose term of service had expired. 
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EXPENDITURES. 


The entire expenditures for all departments of the hospital 
during the fiscal year were $601,985.79, $100,018.47 being 
spent for improvement of the heating system at the main 
hospital, and. $501,967.32 for maintenance. Of the amount 
spent for maintenance, $314,554.41 was expended upon the 
“hospital proper; $20,704.31 on account of the nine out-patient 
departments; $109,561 on account of the South Department; 
$31,509.75 on account of the Haymarket Square Relief Sta- 
tion; $15,315.71 on account of the East Boston Relief Station; 
$10,322.14 for the Convalescent Home. Of the total amount 
spent on the Pathological Laboratory, $11,284.08, $7,108.97 
is included in the hospital proper expenditures, $112.84 in the 
Out-Patient Department, $3,949.43 in the South Department 
and $112.84 in the Haymarket Square Relief Station expendi- 
tures. Of the total amount spent on the X-Ray Laboratory 
and Photographic Department, $4,438.40, $2,663.04 is charged 
to the hospital proper and $1,775.36 to the Out-Patient 
Department. The total amount spent in determining the 
settlement of non-paying patients, $757.24, is divided evenly 
between the hospital proper and the South Department. 

To the amount expended for the main hospital, including 
the South Department, $424,115.41, there should be added 
the difference in the amount of stock on hand February 1, 
1910, which was $4,405.59 less than on January 31, 1909, 
making the total amount properly chargeable as the expendi- 
tures for maintenance of the main hospital for the year 
$428,521 (see Table No. 2 in the Superintendent’s report). 
This sum was expended for 35,399 weeks’ board of patients, 
at a cost per capita of $12.11, but if we deduct the money 
collected for paying patients, interest on trust funds and other 
income, the net cost to the city per capita per week was $8.39. 
The cost of subsistence supplies was $126,659.46; the total 
weeks’ board for an average of 1,213 persons was 63,274. 
This gives a weekly cost per person for uncooked food supplies 
of $2 per week, or 284 cents per day. 

The heating plant having become insufficient, owing both 
to its age as well as to the construction of two new buildings, 
it became advisable to make very extensive changes. A con- 
tract was signed with Lynch & Woodward for steam piping 
and other work in the power house and in tunnels and for 
changes in the heating system, amounting to $35,938.05. Illus- 
tration 1 shows the old boilers. Illustration 2 gives a very 
good idea of the new boilers, which were installed under a

contract with the Babcock & Wilcox Company, amounting 
to $19,200. The tunnel from the power house to the hospital 
being quite small, which rendered it extremely difficult to 
repair any leaks in the main supply pipe, it was decided to 
excavate a new tunnel under Albany street. The dimensions 
of this tunnel are as follows: Length, 96 feet 9 inches; height, 
8 feet; width, 9 feet. Illustration 3 gives a very good idea of 
the size of the tunnel and its general appearance. The chim- 
ney was adapted only for a limited number of boilers, and it 
therefore became absolutely necessary to erect a new chimney. 
Illustration 4 represents the new chimney just after its com- 
pletion, as compared with the old chimney. The contract 
with Jones & Meehan for this new tunnel, new chimney, etc., 
amounted to $30,753.25. In addition, Smith & Lovett had 
a contract amounting to $5,101.20 for remodeling the coal 
handling apparatus which had become antiquated. This 
work on the heating system has been of immense advantage 
to the hospital. The consumption of coal has been limited 
to a very considerable extent, and the whole hospital has 
been heated in a much more satisfactory manner than ever 
before. 

The Medical Building entrance, which had been in use since 
the opening of this section in 1877, required remodeling. This 
work was done by a contract amounting to $6,875. The 
entire entrance was changed. Illustration 5 gives a good 
idea of the entrance as it now appears. The steps are pro- 
tected by glass, so that a patient can be transferred from the 
ambulance, under cover. In the first story of the building 
terazzo floors were laid. The medical office was remodeled 
and greater privacy provided for examination of patients. 
Illustration 6 gives a very good idea of this room at the present 
time. For a long time the house physicians and internes in 
the Medical Department had had no comfortable sitting room. 
Therefore one of the rooms in the Medical Building was 
remodeled for this purpose. [Illustration 7 gives a very good 
idea of this room. This change in the Medical Building has 
filled a long felt want. 

The report of the Superintendent, presented herewith, 
contains a more detailed statement of the year’s expendi- 
tures, various tables relating to patients admitted, and is 
accompanied by medical and surgical statistics and other 
information. These tables give in detail the number of 
patients treated in the various departments during the year, 
with classified statements of their diseases and results of 
treatment. :

PAYING PATIENTS. 


During the year there was collected for the care and treat- 
ment of patients of all classes the sum of $129,621.12, itemized 
as follows: There was received from the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts for the board of patients, $24,775.12; from 
_ various cities and towns, for hospital proper, $18,487.97, and 
for the South Department, $287.71; collected at the Superin- 
tendent’s office, on account of private room and ward-paying 
patients, $23,702.90; for board of paying patients at the 
South Department, $8,005.38; for the board of patients at 
the Haymarket Square Relief Station, $403.96; for the board 
of patients at the East Boston Relief Station, $103. 60. There 
has also been colletted for the hospital, by the Board of Health, 
. for the care of infectious cases at the South Department, and 
paid to the City Collector, the additional sum of $53,854.48, 
making the: total amount credited to the Hospital Depart- 
ment on account of paying patients, interest on trust funds, 
sale of old material and other revenue, $131,871.62. This 
sum is $5,294.42 more than was estimated as our income for 
this year. 


OutT—PATIENT DEPARTMENT. 


The Out-Patient Department statistics may be found on 
pages 16, 17 and 20 in the Superintendent’s report. 

Briefly, the total number of out-patients treated in all 
services during the year was 39,482; the number of visits was 
135,992. The report of the X- Ray Department for the year 
is as follows:

About one year has elapsed since the X-Ray Department 
was removed to the basement of the Burnham Memorial Build- 
ing, and during that time there has been an increase of 17 
per cent to 18 per cent in the number of patients treated. It 
has been shown that the arrangement of the space is satis-

factory, and that a much larger number of patients can be well 
cared for here than would have been possible in the old 
quarters. 

The demands upon the department seem likely to become 
ereater as its usefulness to other parts of the hospital is more 
and more appreciated. A noteworthy indication of its value 
in this direction is shown by the daily resort to it of mem- 
bers of the Visiting Staff, and the medical as well as sur ‘gical 
cases sent down for X-tay examination. 

On the side of treatment the most marked advances made 
during the year have been in the use of radium, particularly 
for cases of early superficial cancer. Few realize that the 
systematic treatment of various diseases by this remedy and 
its careful study have been going on for nearly seven years in 
this hospital. The number of patients thus treated has been 
ereater this year than last; better methods have been devised 
and it is expected that the good results obtained will exceed 
those of previous years. 

As in the past, the department has been visited by medical 
men from other parts of the country, many of whom have 
been especially interested on behalf of the hospitals in their 
own cities. 


SoutH DEPARTMENT. 


The expenditure upon this department has been $109,561. 
If to this is added the difference in the amount of stock on 
hand at the beginning and close of the year, which was 
$446.20 less at the end of the year, it would give $110,007.20 
as the amount properly chargeable to maintenance. This 
sum was expended upon 3,123 patients, and, divided by 
14,932 weeks’ board, gives $7.37 as the per capita cost per 
week; but if we deduct the money collected for paying patients 
and other income, the net cost to the city per capita per 
week was $3.20. The cost of subsistence supplies was 
$31,310.19. The total weeks’ board for an average of 419 
persons was 21,862. This gives a weekly cost per person 
for uncooked food supplies of $1.43 per week, or 202 cents 
per day. This very small average cost is explained by the 
fact that 79 per cent of the patients are children. There 
will be found on pages 42 and 43 a detailed account of 
the expenditures of this department in the various sub- 
divisions, which are kept on the same general plan as the 
hospital proper. 

There was expended for maintenance of the hospital 
proper and South Department $428,521. By dividing this 
amount by 35,399, the number of weeks’ board given patients, 
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the per capita cost for the two departments together was 
$12.11. But if we deduct the money collected for paying 
patients, interest on trust funds and other income, the net 
cost to the city per capita per week for the two departments, 
taken together, was $8.39. 

During the fifteen years that the department has been in 
operation 36,354 patients have been received, nearly all ill 
with an infectious disease. 

The South Department has been very crowded at times 
during the year, and the importance of enlarging this depart- 
ment cannot be overestimated. In London, in Glasgow 
and in Edinburgh there is a hospital bed for 9 out of every 
10,000 of the population ill with an infectious disease. In 
Boston the ratio is 3.45 per 10,000 of the population. The 
following extract from the report of the Advisory Board of 
the South Department emphasizes the importance of increased 
accommodations for acute infectious diseases: 

“The reports of the Committee of the South Department 
continue to have a general sameness in regard to the good 
management and the efficiency of this part of the hospital. 
In former years we were able to make very definite sugges- 
tions in regard to the needs of the South Department, which 
have now in great part been met by the new Measles Ward. 
We must, however, recognize that the hospital is still too 
small to adequately take care of the infectious diseases of 
the city. When the hospital is filled to its full capacity 
there is not sufficient air space per patient, nor is there a 
system of forced ventilation by means of which the evils of 
crowding could in part be overcome. At present it is not 
possible to completely empty and thoroughly clean and dry 
a ward. An additional ward would greatly add to the 
efficiency of the hospital, and will become an imperative 
need in a few years.” : 

The Measles Ward has been very satisfactory. Epidemics 
of measles in various institutions have been prevented by 
the existence of this ward. The trustees feel gratified that 
after twelve or thirteen years of arduous labor they have 
at last succeeded in obtaining this building. 


HAYMARKET SQUARE RELIEF STATION. 


This relief station has been in commission eight years. 
The number of patients treated during its first year was 
20,150, and during the present year 35,771, an increase of 
78 per cent, amply proving the judiciousness of providing 
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public relief of this kind in that section of the city. It has 
accomplished a great deal of good work during the year. 


East Boston RELIEF STATION. 


The East Boston Relief Station has been in operation over 
fifteen months. For the year ending January 31, 1910, 
8,450 ward and out-patients were treated. This station 
has accomplished much in the relief of human suffering, 
and many lives have been saved by it. 


BuRNHAM BUILDING. 


The Burnham Building has proved a decided success. The 
construction of the wards has been eminently satisfactory. 
The work in the X-Ray Department has increased each year. 


CONVALESCENT HomMkg. 


The number of patients treated during the year was 357, 
who received 7,078 days’ treatment at an average weekly 
cost of $9.80. Although there are thirty-six beds for patients 
and accommodations for an increase of this number, all have 
never been occupied at any one time during the year, the 
daily average number of patients being 19.4, and it is with 
difficulty that patients are persuaded to go to the home. 
The result is that on account of the small number of patients 
treated, while the expenses have practically been the same 
as those of the previous year, the average weekly cost has 
been considerably increased. 


PATHOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 


The routine work performed in the laboratory remains much 
the same each year. A certain amount of special research 
work has been done. The following figures state it concisely:

Certain changes have been made in the laboratory, but it 
is advisable that many other and greater changes uel be 
made. 

The appearance of one of the rooms, the Bacrerplocical 
Laboratory, has been greatly improved during the year by 
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the new tops put on the large central tables. These tops 
have been stained black by the copper-aniline method and 
are easily kept in good condition and highly polished by the 
occasional application of linseed oil. The tables in at least 
two of the other rooms need to be retopped and treated in 
the same way. 

The new Bramhall-Deane autoclave in the media room has 
proved satisfactory in every way. It saves in steam and 
vas by greatly reducing the time required for sterilization 
and has rendered the process more accurate and effective. It 
has also simplified the work to some extent by obviating the 
former necessity of a preliminary coagulation of the blood 
serum. 

The greatest need this coming year is to put the clinical 
laboratory in good condition and equip it sufficiently well so 
that all the different examinations and tests required by the 
clinical man can be performed accurately and expeditiously. 
The repairs, besides repainting, needed are: To retop the 
central tables; to put in wall cabinets with locks so that 
each service can have control of its own supples and keep 
them under lock and key; to build a new and efficient chemi- 
cal hood; and to rearrange some of the shelves for reagent 
bottles. 

The supplies needed are four new microscopes, so that each 
service can have one of its own, and a reasonably complete 
outfit of chemicals, apparatus and glassware, as set forth 
in detail in the report already submitted. 

Other needs, essential but of minor importance, are the 
following: 

The wiring of the animal pens and cages so that they will be 
rat-proof. 

A larger supply of test tubes free from lead so that they 
will not resemble ground glass after heating, as is now the 
case, and prevent observation of the colonies of bacteria. 
Test tubes of the same quality as used by the Boston Board 
of Health are an absolute necessity for careful, intelligent 
work. 

A dark ground illuminating apparatus for the direct and 
quick examination of secretions suspected to contain the 
treponemata of syphilis. 

The work in clinical bacteriology continues about the 
same from year to year. A few of the unusual and more 
interesting infections have been encountered, notably with 
the anthrax bacillus, the gas bacillus, and the meningococcus. 
In the case of the last named organism the diagnosis prac- 
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tically depends on the examination of the cerebro-spinal 
fluid and, when positive, results in the immediate use of proper 
treatment with Flexner’s serum. 

Animal inoculation for the tubercle bacillus was, as usual, 
carried out in many cases where the urine and pleural fluids 
were suspected of containing the organism. ‘This is prac- 
tically the only method by which a positive diagnosis can be 
obtained and this, of course, is absolutely essential for the 
proper treatment of the patients. 

The autopsy bacteriology has been restricted, as in 1908, to 
cultures from the heart’s blood and to evident septic foci. 
This has been necessary in order to diminish the steadily 
increasing amount of routine. 

Blood cultures from the living patient were made thirty-one 
times during the year. 

As in 1908 the diphtheria cultures examined have consisted 
of dismissal cases from the South Department. The total 
number this year was 13,559 as compared with 13,745 last 
year. 

A great deal of time has been taken up during the year by 
the bacteriological examination of the milk received by the 
hospital. 

Surgical Pathology.— The value of this line of work seems to 
be appreciated more and more each year, judging from the 
increase in the number of specimens examined, 1,262, or 230 
more than last year. The surgical and gynecological services 
take more interest than formerly in seeing that the material 
removed at operations is sent to the laboratory for diagnosis. 
The members of the department are frequently called in con- 
sultation in obscure and puzzling cases and in some instances 
have been able to clear up the diagnosis through laboratory 
methods. 

A case of the rare tumor known as myeloma, which starts 
in bone marrow and is always accompanied by albumosuria, 
was received during the year, the first on record at the Boston 
City Hospital. 

The number of post-mortem examinations has increased by 
thirty-four over the record of last year, but still remains far 
below what ought to be obtained. 

The X-Ray Department has continued the work of making 
radiographs of all bodies coming to post-mortem examination, 
so that the results obtained can be compared with the actual 
lesions. In this way valuable light is thrown on appearances 
found in radiographs of living patients and the clinical diag- 
noses are rendered more accurate and useful. 
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For example, small shadows in_the pelvis proved to be 
phleboliths in the pelvic veins instead of calculi in the ureters, 
and a supposed fecal concretion turned out to be a calcified 
fibroid. 

Clinical Laboratory— The urgent needs of this special 
department have already been mentioned under laboratory 
equipment and do not require reiteration here. 

The work done in this laboratory is of immediate, daily 
service to all the clinical men and to the patients in their care. 
The equipment, therefore, should be adequate to thé demands 
made on the men working there, because the results obtained 
are of very practical value to the clinicians and to the patients, 
as they often determine the line of treatment to be followed. 

Much work has been done during the year with the Wasser- 
man and Noguchi serum reactions as a test for syphilis. They 
have been applied chiefly to clinical cases, but a series of tests 
has also been made with sera collected at autopsies. The 
results obtained have been of great value in rendering positive 
diagnoses which clinically were doubtful, and in throwing 
light on lesions found post-mortem. 

The Wasserman test has been made about 250 times by 
Dr. William Boardman, a voluntary assistant in the laboratory, 
_ while the regular staff has used the Noguchi reaction 57 times, 
45 on clinical cases and 12 on post-mortem cases. 

The paper on the possible cause of scarlet fever published 
from the laboratory several years ago was based on certain 
peculiar and characteristic bodies found in large numbers in 
the skin of a virulent case occurring in 1897. Very recently 
an autopsy was obtained on a severe hemorrhagic case which 
died within forty-eight hours after the appearance of the rash. 
In the epidermis of this case the same peculiar bodies are 
present in large numbers. This finding strongly favors the 
view that these bodies have a causative relation to the disease 
and naturally encourage further work along these lines, 
namely, to discover similar bodies, if possible, in the nasal and 
other secretions as an aid to diagnosis in doubtful cases, and 
to produce the disease in monkeys so that it can be studied 
experimentally. 

The steady increase in the amount of routine work in the 
laboratory and the frequent changes in the staff interfere to a 
considerable extent with the research work which the material 
renders possible. Although but two publications have 
appeared, two other papers are ready and still others are 
under way. 

The large number and variety of pathological specimens 
collected during the past twelve years permits now of a compar- 
ative study of the lesions of the different organs in the body. 
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The organs which have been taken up most carefully this 
past year have been the liver, the kidneys, the prostate and 
the thyroid gland, and some interesting results have been 
obtained.

The laboratory continues to be frequented by a moderate 
number of research students, clinical internes who have 
finished their services in the hospital and want to brush up 
on laboratory methods before starting in practice, and visitors 
from other institutions. For example, Doctors Noguchi and 
Lamar of the Rockefeller Institute spent several weeks in the 
laboratory this past summer learning our technical methods. 
In return the staff was thoroughly drilled in the finer points 
of the Noguchi serum reaction for syphilis. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF NEW SERVICES. 


On May 19, 1909, the neurological and dermatological 
services were established. These two services have been 
needed for a long time. 


CHANGES OF RULES. 


Rules 2, 208, 209, 210, 214 and 215, covering the designa- 
tions of the medical officers at the South Department, were 
changed by striking out the designations employed and sub- 
stituting Medical Director, Physician-in-Chief, First Assistant 
Physician and Second Assistant Physician. 

Rule 48, regarding the duties of Senior Visiting Surgeons, 
was changed. 


MEDICAL AND SURGICAL STAFF. 


The following are the changes in the Medical and Surgical 
Staff during the year just closed: 

Joseph W. Courtney, M. D., who had been Assistant Physi- 
cian for Diseases of the Nervous System at the hospital since 
1894, resigned. The trustees feel that in the resignation 
of Doctor Courtney the hospital lost an extremely valuable 
physician. Doctor Courtney has contributed numerous arti- 
cles to medical journals, bearing on matters connected with 
his specialty. 
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In November, 1909, Francis S. Watson, M. D., resigned 
his position as Surgeon-in-Chief, to take effect January 1, 1910. 
Doctor Watson has been connected with the hospital as a 
surgeon since 1885. He has contributed very largely to 
medical literature on subjects in which he is especially 
interested. His principal monographs, of which there are 
many, are as follows: 


Diagnosis and Treatment of Embolism of the Mesenteric 
Blood Vessels. 

The Operative Treatment of Prostatic Hypertrophy.

His phenomenal work, a work that has been quoted all over 
the civilized world, a work that has received the highest 
appreciation from surgeons in Germany and in France, is 
his book on genito-urinary diseases, written in conjunc- 
tion with Dr. J. H. Cunningham, a member of the Visiting 
Staff. The appreciation of the trustees of Doctor Watson’s 
service at the hospital is shown by the following letter sent 
to Doctor Watson by the Secretary of the Board of Trustees, 
on the receipt of his resignation: 

December 8, 1909. 
Dr. Francis 8S. Watson, 
92 Marlborough Street: 

My Drar Doctor Watson,— The trustees of the Boston City Hos- 
pital received with much regret your resignation as Surgeon-in-Chief at 
the Boston City Hospital, and with equal reluctance accepted the same. 
The trustees are very grateful for your expressions of appreciation of the 
relations which existed between yourself and the trustees during your 
service, and on their part desire me to express to you their gratitude for 
your untiring and unselfish devotion to the hospital and its patients 
during the many years of your service. 

At the same time I have the honor to notify you that at the meeting 
at which your resignation was accepted the trustees elected you to the 
position of Consulting Surgeon, to take effect on and after January 1, 1910; 
and we trust that by the acceptance of this appointment you will continue 
to give to the trustees and to the hospital your further services and advice, 


- which, though perhaps not as active as heretofore, the trustees feel will 
still be of the utmost usefulness to themselves and to our institution.

One member of the staff, Dr. Louis T. Wilson, died. The 
trustees feel that in the death of Doctor Wilson the hospital 
sustained an irreparable loss. The estimation in which 
Doctor Wilson was held by the staff is conveyed in the 
following communication from the staff, made to the trustees 
at the time of his death: 


Doctor Wilson’s death came with peculiar bitterness to the City Hos- 
pital staff. He was one of our own, by training, tradition, appointment 
and promotion; he had worked with us and was to work for many years to 
come. He died in the institution he was serving, in spite of all its facilities 
and of the trained professional skill under its roof. His comrades, 
trained to diagnosis, were unable to discover the nature of his illness, and 
those who devote their days to the cure of disease were powerless to 
prolong his life. For these reasons, as well as for others of a personal 
nature, his death affects us with exceptional pain. 

He was the last surgeon appointed to the staff; a hard worker, much in 
earnest, charitable and kindly in judgments, and absolutely loyal. As 
we look back he seems perhaps to have been too tireless in his duties, too 
forgetful of his physical needs, too ready to continue without relaxation 
the wearying daily exertion of hospital (and professional) service. He 
possessed a personal sympathy, an interest in the affairs of his comrades 
which made the name acquaintance ripen rapidly into the name of friend. 
Against more than the usual obstacles he had made his way and in his 
success he left no bitterness behind in the hearts of his comrades. He 
was tolerant of the beliefs of others, but firm in his own, a capable surgeon 
who had won his place, a thoughtful gentleman who looked into the future 
with quiet confidence. 
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A verse of Kipling’s seems singularly appropriate: 


“‘ He scarce had need to doff his pride 
Nor slough the dross of Earth. 
E’en as he trod that day to God, 
So walked he from his birth 
In simpleness and gentleness 
And honor and clean mirth.” 


For these virtues his character commends itself to his associates, and 
it is hereby resolved that these minutes be spread upon the records of the 
Surgical Section of the Staff of the Boston City Hospital.

Second. Five hundred dollars to be deposited with the City Treasurer 
of the City of Boston, and ‘“‘invested according to the ordinances of the 
city to constitute a special fund to be known as the ‘Patrick A. Collins 
Memorial Library Fund,’ the interest of which shall be annually expended 
in perpetuity by the trustees for new books for the use of hospital patients, 
and for the replacing of those that have become either damaged, lost or 
destroyed.” 

As we desire to aid in your noble work in a way that shall help as far as 
possible to alleviate the sufferings of those under your care, especially 
those who during convalescence may have the benefits of this library, 
we ask your acceptance of these gifts, having in mind the good that is 
being done for the sick and needy of our city by this great institution.

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The effect of the South Department in reducing the death 
rate of diphtheria and scarlet fever has been extremely 
marked. As an illustration of the decrease in the death 
rate of diphtheria Chart A has been prepared, which shows 
the per cent of mortality of diphtheria at the Boston City 
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Hospital proper and at the South Department from 1888 
to 1909, inclusive, and also the per cent of the mortality of 
intubations for the same time. These figures are based on 
the calendar year, and not on the financial year. 

It may be remembered that in 1888 Wards A and E were 
opened for the treatment of diphtheria and scarlet fever and 
that these wards soon became overcrowded. 

In 1895 the South Department was opened for the treat- 
ment of these diseases, and these wards also, after a com- 
paratively short time, became overcrowded. 

Table B gives the number of cases of diphtheria treated at 
the Boston City Hospital proper and at the South Department 
from 1888 to 1909, inclusive,-and the number -of cases of 
intubation for the same time. The effect of antitoxin in the 
treatment of diphtheria is demonstrated in Chart A and 
Table B. ; 

Chart C gives the ratio of mortality of diphtheria per 
10,000 of the population in Boston from 1876 to 1909, inclu- - 
sive. It will be noticed that the average ratio of mortality — 
from 1876 to 1894, inclusive, was 14.25, while that from 1895 
to 1909, inclusive, was 5.17, a diminution of more than one- 
half. This diminution in the mortality rate can only be 
explained by the use of antitoxin and hospital treatment. 

The effect of the South Department in diminishing the 
ratio of mortality of scarlet fever is shown in Chart D. It 
will be noticed in this chart that since 1895, when the hospital 
was opened, there has been no general epidemic of scarlet 
fever in Boston as compared with previous years. The 
epidemic of the year ending January 31, 1909, and also that 
for the year ending January 31, 1910, were controlled by 
means of the South Department. If there had been greater 
accommodations, so that patients ill with scarlet fever could 
have been admitted immediately to the South Department, 
these outbreaks would not have been so general. As it is, 
the ratio of mortality for 1909 is not very high, being only 
one and a fraction. The average ratio of morbidity from 
1886 to 1894, inclusive, is 33.97. The average ratio of mor- 
bidity from 1895, the year that the South Department was 
opened, to 1909, inclusive, is 27. For the corresponding 
periods the ratio of mortality in the first period is 2.87, 
while that in the second is 1.61.

The main hospital has four subdivisions, the hospital 
(wards) proper, Out-Patient Departments, the Pathological 
Department and the X-Ray Laboratory. The expendi- 
tures for the South Department for infectious diseases, the 
Haymarket Square Relief Station, the East Boston Relief 
Station and the Convalescent Home are kept in separate 
tables. 

The expenditures upon the hospital proper and the South 
Department, together, were for the care of 12,502 patients in 
the wards for 247,792 days, or 35,399 weeks’ board, which 
makes an average weekly cost of $12.11, or a daily cost of 
$1.73 for patients of all classes. The net cost per patient 
per week to the city was $8.39. The cost of uncooked food 
supplies for all persons, including patients and the entire 
household at the hospital proper and South Department, was 
$126,659.46. The average number of patients was 679; of 
officers and employees, including house and nursing staff, 534, 
or a total daily average of 1,213 persons. The number of 
weeks’ board for all persons was 63,274 and the weekly cost 
per person for uncooked food supplies was $2, or 284 cents 
per day. 

The annual cost of the main hospital and that of the South 
Department are kept separately, in order to know the com- 
parative costs and for the proper financing of the heaviest 
expenditures of the Hospital Department. But, practically, 
both divisions are for patients suffering with acute illnesses, 
and separated for purely hygienic rather than for financial 
reasons. Considered from this point of view, as a part of 
one whole, the cost is as follows: 

The average weekly expenditure per patient in the hospital 
proper was $15.54; the South Department was $7.37; or an 
average of $12.11 for each patient in the two departments. 
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After deducting the income received on account of paying 
patients, the cost was reduced in the main hospital to $12.18, 
at the South Department to $3.20; or an average weekly per 
capita for each patient of $8.39, which accurately represents 
what each patient cost the city. No account is made in this 
computation of either the Out-Patient Departments, Con- 
valescent Home or the relief stations. 

The total expenditures in the Hospital Department have 
been $601,985.79, but the net cost to the city for maintaining 
the hospital proper was only $374,118.25. 

The maximum number of patients in the hospital proper on 
any one day was 552, as against 513 in the previous year. 
The minimum number was 285, in comparison with 348 for the 
previous year. The daily average during the year was 393, 
and the average length of stay was 157 . days. 

There have been treated in the rien Out-Patient De- 
partments 39,482 patients, at a cost of $20,704.31. Other 
statistics may be found elsewhere, including the number of | 
out-patients, number of their visits, rate of mortality, work 
of ambulances, census of days’ board for all persons, the 
nativity of patients admitted and physical condition of 
patients when discharged. 

The total number of deaths from February 1, 1909, to 
January 31, 1910, was 1,111. This does not include the 
statistics of the South Department, but only the main hospital.

This percentage of deaths is for the total number of patients 
treated in the hospital. The deaths occurring within forty- 
eight hours of admission (408) were 36.72 per cent of the 
whole number of deaths (1,111). 

During the year 9,379 patients were treated in the wards, 
39,482 as out-patients, 357 at the Convalescent Home, 3,123 
at the South Department; at the Haymarket Square Relief 
Station 746 were treated in the wards and 35,025 as out- 
patients, and at the East Boston Relief Station 224 were 
treated in the wards and 8,226 as out-patients,— a total of 
96,562 who have received the benefits of the hospital in all 
departments. 

During the year 12,205 persons applied for admission. Of 
this number 8,950 were admitted and 3,255 were rejected, 
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the latter being 1,100. less than last year. The number 
rejected was 27 per cent of all persons applying, and the 
causes of rejection appear in the table of applicants not 
admitted, on page 22. Of the number applying 814 either 
changed their minds or were admitted later; of these, 129 
were received within three days after application and 12 
admitted still later. There were 42 applicants rejected for 
want of vacant beds, but of these 9 were admitted later. 
There were 1,071 of these applicants who could be treated 
more properly in the various out-patient services without 
the additional cost of receiving them in the wards. Admis- 
sion was denied to 635 for lack of information that they were 
suitable cases, but 242 were admitted later; and 192 were 
rejected as apparently incurable or unsuitable for treatment 
here. Various other causes of rejection appear in the tabulated 
form on page 22. 


South Department.— The total expenditure for the South 
Department was $109,561, against $140,037.47 for the pre- 
vious year; and allowing for the difference in stock at the 
beginning and close of the year, the sum of $110,027.20 
represents the cost of maintenance for the fiscal year. The 
per capita weekly cost at the South Department was $7.37. 


Out-Patient Services — The expenditure in the various out- 
-patient services was $20,704.31. 


Convalescent Home.— The cost of maintenance for the 
Convalescent Home was $10,322.14. The daily average was 
1954; patients, and the average weekly cost $9.80.

The carpenters and:painters have been employed at the 
main hospital in keeping the buildings in good repair. The 
screens and storm steps have been thoroughly inspected each 
year, and are in fairly good condition. At the South Depart- 
ment the East and West Pavilions, with the exception of 
one or two small rooms, have been thoroughly painted. This 
work was necessary for purposes of sanitation. A coat of 
fresh paint is one of the very best disinfectants that there 
is. There is still a great deal of work to be done, so far as 
repairs are concerned, not only at the main hospital, but at 
the South Department, Convalescent Home and Relief Sta- 
tions. When it is taken into consideration that there are 
forty-five buildings connected with the hospital, it is evident 
that the amount of repairs each year must necessarily be 
very great. 


MepicaL LIBRARY. 


At the close of the last year there were 3,605 volumes in 
the Medical Library. There have been added during the 
year, by purchase, forty, and by donation, twenty, or a total 
of sixty, making a total of 3,665 volumes in the library. 
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During the year 508 periodicals, 223 medical monographs 
and 165 hospital and health reports have been received. 

The index card catalogue to the clinical records has been 
increased by 4,050 cards, making a total of 270,560 refer- 
ences. A new filing cabinet was purchased for the Record 
Room and about 20,000 medical diagnosis cards filed therein 
during the year.

The Training School has graduated thirty-eight nurses dur- 
ing the year, making a total of 1,005 since it was organized. 

The Superintendent of Nurses and her assistants have given 
241 class recitations at the hospital proper and 139 at the 
South Department, making a total of 380 during the year. 
The teacher of the preparatory class has had daily drills in 
the practice room and class instruction in the schoolroom. 
The school has received thirty lectures, on Friday afternoons, 
from members of the medical and surgical staff and others. 

The pupils of the third year have received medical and 
surgical clinical teaching from Dr. Ralph C. Larrabee and 
Dr. David D. Scannell. 

Courses in bacteriology have been given the senior nurses 
of the second year, in the Pathological Building, by the 
First Assistant in Pathology. 

Mrs. Boland Pequignot has given twenty-three practical 
lessons in cooking and serving of food to sections of ten 
senior nurses. The probation classes have been instructed 
by Mrs. Pequignot in the preparation of the lighter diets and 
in the making of the various drinks for invalids. 
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Mrs. Gulli J. Callowhill has given seventy-four lessons in 
massage to classes of four pupils each. Twenty-eight senior 
pupils have completed their obstetrical training in lying-in 
hospitals in Boston- and Providence, and ten pupils are now 
taking the training. 

The first graduating exercises of the Training School for 
Nurses were held in the Amphitheater on May 28, 1909. An 
address was made by Dr. George W. Gay, Senior Surgeon, 
and the diplomas were presented by the Superintendent, Dr. 
John H. McCollom. Following these exercises a reception 
was held in the Vose House. | 

The nurses have been remembered with season tickets for 
the Art Club exhibitions and in other ways. 

Gifts of flowers, music, toys, reading matter and rides 
for the patients, from the Boston Young Men’s Christian 
Union, have been received.

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THE BOSTON CITY HOSPITAL TRAINING 
SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The trustees of the Boston City Hospital, in 1878, estab- 
lished a Training School for Nurses, the fourth organized in 
the United States, in order to give to women desirous of 
becoming professional nurses a systematic course of training 
and practice. 

The Training School is controlled by the trustees of the 
hospital, like all other departments of the hospital service. 
The Superintendent of the Hospital has the general super- 
vision of all matters relating to the school, its course of work 
and study, lectures and discipline. The Superintendent of 
Nurses has the immediate charge of all the nursing in the 
hospital, of all persons*employed in the wards, and also the 
instruction and management of the nurses in the Training 
School. All female nurses in the hospital must be connected 
with the school. 

The hospital in all its departments contains 1,061 beds 
for patients, as follows: 


Main hospital , : 655 
South Department for Infectious Diseases. 340 
Haymarket Square Relief Station . : 20 
East Boston Relief Station ; 10 
Convalescent Home . ' : 36

The number and variety of cases in each department afford 
ample material for observation and instruction. The course 
requires three years, and includes general medical and surgi- 
cal nursing, together with ophthalmic, aural and gynzcologi- 
cal nursing, also the nursing of children, and infectious diseases 
and of emergency surgical work. There are no maternity 
wards connected with the hospital, but a course in maternity 
nursing has been provided at maternity hospitals elsewhere, 
without extra cost to the nurse. 

The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty-three 
to thirty-five years. They must be of sound health and 
should send with their application a certificate from a physi- 
cian certifying to the fact. They should also send a brief 
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personal history, and give the names and addresses of three 
responsible persons, not of their own kin, preferably their 
last employer, if any, or business men of their acquaintance 
who know of their good character and capabilities. Upon 
the recommendation of the Superintendent of the Hospital 
and Superintendent of Nurses they will be received for three 
months on probation. ‘The fitness of candidates for the train- 
ing and work and the propriety of retaining or dismissing 
them will be determined by the authorities in charge of the 
school, under the direction of the trustees. An entrance 
examination is given.to all candidates before or during the 
term of probation. The examination is in simple arithmetic, 
English composition and writing from dictation, etc., and is 
in no sense so severe as to prevent anyone who is capable of 
undertaking the work of a trained nurse from so doing. The 
Superintendent of Nurses will have a personal interview with 
candidates for the school on Tuesdays from ten to twelve 
o’clock. 

At the end of the second month candidates, if considered 
satisfactory, are permitted to wear the cap and enter upon 
the regular course of training, but such candidates are not 
permitted to join the school formally until the end of the 
third month, when, if accepted, they sign an agreement to 
complete the prescribed course of three years and to conform 
to all rules. At the end of the first six months the record 
and work of each pupil are carefully scrutinized as to her 
fitness to make a good nurse, and the right is reserved by the 
authorities of the hospital to terminate then, or at any time, 
the connection of any pupil or nurse with the school for 
inefficiency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record or 
for any other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

The nurses in the Training School (including probationers) 
reside at the three nurses’ homes connected with the hospital. 
These houses are attractive and homelike and have the best 
of conditions necessary to good health and personal hygiene, 
while recreation and amusement necessary to a wholesome 
life have been considered in the music room, library and 
reception rooms provided. 

The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge 
of the Training School, under the authority of the Superin- 
tendent of the Hospital and of the trustees, and the nurses 
are subject to the rules.of the hospital like any other service. 

-The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the 
making of beds, changing bed and body linen, managing of 
helpless patients in bed, ete., giving baths, keeping patients 
warm or cool, prevention or dressing of bed sores and proper 
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management of the patient under various conditions with 
different diseases or injuries; the making and applying of 
bandages and rollers, preparation of splints, application and 
management of surgical apparatus, applying of fomentations 
and poultices, the dressing of burns, ulcers and wounds and 
other minor dressings, cupping, leeching and subsequent 
treatment, the administering of enemata and the use of the 
female catheter. 

Nurses are taught how to act-in the various emergencies 
occurring in hospital and private nursing as well as in the 
accidents of ordinary life. They are also given lessons in 
massage by a professional instructor. There is a systematic 
course of training in cookery for the sick, the serving of food 
and delicacies in the proper manner and the feeding of help- 
less patients or those who resist food. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical: methods of 
supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick rooms 
in & proper manner, and the proper care of sick rooms for 
the best good and comfort of the patient; in keeping all 
utensils and appliances perfectly clean and disinfected; in 
making accurate observations of the pulse, temperature, res- 
piration, expectorations, the secretions, state of the skin and 
eruptions; of mental condition as to delirium, stupor, shock, 
etc., of the condition as to sleep, appetite, effects of diet or 
of stimulants and medicines; the behavior of wounds and 
the after treatment in surgical operations and in the man- 
aging of convalescents. Nurses are taught the administering 
of medicines and the application of external remedies, how to 
take notes on cases, the making up of the nurses’ record 
and the reports to the attending doctor. 

The three years’ course of training includes a preparatory 
course of three months, under a special instructor, followed 
by a fixed course of instruction from manuals and text-books, 
mainly given by the Superintendent of Nurses, the assist- 
ant superintendents of nurses and graduate head nurses. 
Lectures and demonstrations, chiefly upon practical points, 
are given at stated times by the medical and surgical staff of 
the hospital. While the instruction by the manuals, text- 
books, lectures, demonstrations, quizzes and models is con- 
siderable, the main reliance is upon accurate daily drill in the 
wards, operating rooms and other departments of the hospital. 
Examinations, both oral and written, are held from time to 
time by the authorities of the school, and_nurses will not be 
graduated unless they attain, on critical marking, at least 
70 per cent. ; 

The pupils are employed as assistant nurses in the wards, 
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operating rooms, Out-Patient Departments of the hospital 
and the two Relief Stations. They are given eight months’ 
training in medical wards, eight months in surgical wards, 
six months in contagious wards, four months in gynecological 
wards, four months in a maternity hospital and from three 
to six months elective. No class recitations or lectures are 
given between July 1 and October 1, except to the probation 
class. 

Probationers are not paid during their first two months, 
but for the remaining ten months of the first year they 
receive $50, for the second year $100 and for the third year 
$150, to pay for the expenses of their uniform, personal 
clothing and other minor requirements. This sum is in 
nowise intended as wages, it being considered that their 
education during this time is a full equivalent for their 
services. When the term of three years is completed the 
nurses receive, if they pass all the examinations and are 
otherwise satisfactory, a diploma certifying to the regular 
course of training and practice, and are then permitted to 
wear the graduate’s badge of the school. 

The majority of graduates engage in private nursing, but 
some are invited to remain in the service of the hospital as 
head nurses, with opportunities of promotion here or in other 
hospitals. Graduate head nurses who prefer to remain in 
hospital work, or return after a term of private nursing, are 
given post-graduate instructions in ward management, hospi- 
tal housekeeping and minor administration, fitting them to 
fill positions of trust in hospitals or other institutions. 

The school year has no fixed date, but accepted candi- 
dates are, as a rule, received in classes beginning every three 
months. Those desiring to enter with less delay can some- 
times anticipate a fixed date by placing themselves on the 
emergency list. When coming to the hospital they should 
bring with them the following articles: Three gingham or 
calico dresses, made plainly; eight large white aprons, made 
of bleached cotton, two yards wide, meeting in the back, 
with bibs, without straps, plain at the top and gathered 
shghtly at the bottom, two pearl studs on the band, two 
inches wide, with hem at bottom five inches in depth and 
two inches from the bottom of the dress; two bags for soiled 
clothes, one pair of scissors, a pin-ball and a plain napkin 
ring with nurse’s name; a good supply of plain underclothing 
— every article to be distinctly marked with pen and indelible 
ink with the owner’s name. Twenty-one pieces are allowed 
for the laundry each week. 

Nurses must bring suitable outer garments for stormy

weather, and they are required to wear boots that will be 
purchased on prescription of our orthopedic surgeon after 
coming to the hospital. If the teeth are out of order in any 
way they must receive attention before coming for the pro- 
bationary month. Nurses are required to wear the Training 
School uniform after they join the school. Material for 
dresses will be sold at cost price; caps are furnished at a 
nominal price. Probationers. should come prepared, on 
acceptance, to expend about $20 for uniforms, books and 
other needful expenses. 

Hours of duty for day nurses will vary from six to twelve 
hours, between the hours of 7 a. m. and 8 p. m.; for night 
nurses, from 8 p. m. to 7 a. m. No nurse is required to do 
both day and night duty on the same day, except in rare 
emergencies. Each nurse on day duty is allowed one hour 
after 1.30 o’clock p. m. for rest and recreation, one half-day 
after 1.30 p. m. each week and four hours on Sunday. ‘Two 
weeks’ vacation with pay is allowed each year, and one week 
without pay, as leave of absence during the third year. If 
nurses are sick they are cared for in the hospital, but pay is 
stopped, except for illness or injury received in the line of 
duty. Pupils may be expected to have a percentage of any 
considerable time lost by illness or absence added to their 
three years, at the discretion of the management. Nurses 
on night duty are required to be in bed from 9 a. m. until 4 
p. m. Nurses may be called upon for six months’ regular 
night duty during the three years’ training, besides “‘special 
cases’ to a limited number. 


CoURSE OF INSTRUCTION. 


I. PROBATIONERS’ COURSE. 


The first week the probation class meets in the practice 
room daily for practical instruction in the making of beds, 
including the use of bed rests, cradles, etc. 

The care of rooms, sweeping and dusting. 

Care of set bowls, wall stands and utensils.

The use of hot and cold applications, including the making 
of fomentations and poultices. 

The care of rubber goods. 

The making of surgical supplies, pads, sponges, tampons, etc. 

The use of slings, binders and supports. 

During this time the class is instructed in the use of anti- 
septics, disinfectants and deodorants, and the preparation 
of solutions: 
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Tables of weights and measures. 

The use of abbreviations and symbols. 

The principles of ventilation. 

The temperature of the body. Heat production and radi- 
ation. 

The use of the clinical thermometer and charts. 

The giving of baths, care of the back, mouth, ete. 

From the seventh (7th) to the tenth (10th) day allowed 
to go to the wards, make beds, sweep, dust and fold linen 
(hours from 7 to 10.30 a. m. ). 

The tenth (10th) day assigned to wards for cect: duty, 
and during the remaining weeks of the probation course 
three hours each day will be devoted to class and practice © 
room work, with one additional hour for recreation.

List oF LECTURES AND SUBJECTS. 


A lecture is given to the Training School on Fridays at 
4 p.m. in the Operating Amphitheater by a member of the 
Medical and Surgical Staff, once a week between September 
15 and June 30. The following are among the lectures given 
at various periods during the training: 


Three.— Theory of wounds: Modes of healing, granulations, 
ulcers, cellulitis, suppuration, slough, erysipelas, pyemia, gan- 
grene, sepsis, etc. (with stereopticon). 

Six.— Bacteriology, brief history and general theory: Micro- 
organisms; general distribution in air, water, etc. Elementary 
consideration of pathogenic and non-pathogenic micro-organ- 
isms. Exhibition of apparatus and cultures. Practical points 
for nurses. 

Two.— Surgical anatomy and landmarks, hemorrhages, ete. 

One.— Fractures: Varieties, preparation and care of splints 
and apparatus for treatment, management of cases, etc. 

Three.— Medicines: Avenues of taking; preparation of doses; 
classes of internal and external poisons; cautions; hospital 
formule. | 

One.— Nursing in fevers: Theory of fever, symptoms and 
course of, different plans of treatment, nurses’ duties as to 
symptoms, bed clothing, secretions, baths, food and manage- 
ment of cases. 

Four.— Infectious fevers, especially diphtheria and scarlet 
fever: Symptoms and course of disease; complications; in- 
fection and contagion; special nursing in croup, laryngitis, 
tracheotomy, intubation, etc.; management of patient and 
surroundings; personal hygiene of nurse in attendance, etc. 

Two.— Symptomatology in disease: What and how to 
observe accurately; vital organs and special symptoms. The 
model sick room: Temperature, light, ventilation, care of bed, 
bedding and clothing, furniture, utensils, disinfectants, cleans- 
ing, dusting, ete. 

Three.— Care of children in health and disease: Diet and 
clothing of infants and children; various infantile diseases. 

Two.— Physiology of pregnancy and labor: Delivery and 
confinement nursing. 
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One.— On gynecological nursing: Preparation of patient for 
examination or operation; operations after treatment, douches, 
use of catheter, etc. (Demonstrations to sections of senior 
nurses in Ward 8 operating room.) 

One.— Special nursing in nervous diseases, including the 
insane. 

One.— Special nursing in diseases of the eye and general 
care in health and disease. 

One.— Special nursing in diseases of the ear, its care in 
health and disease; nurses’ duties at operations and continued 
treatment in disease. 

One.— Urine: Characteristics, properties, including taking 
notes on same and brief analysis. Drill in laboratory by 
classes in sections. 

Three.— Visceral anatomy: Demonstrations by post-mor- 
tems, care of the dead, ete. 

One.— Suggestions to those about to engage in private 
nursing. 

Five.— Sociology: By leading workers in sociology. 
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HOUSE RULES. 


WITH RULES FOR ADMISSION, GOVERNMENT AND DISCHARGE 
OF PATIENTS; ALSO RULES FOR VISITORS. 


Hovust RULES. 


The doors and gates of the hospital will be closed at 10 
o'clock in the evening, at which time all inmates shall be 
quiet and all not on duty shall be in their rooms, unless other- 
wise specifically permitted. 

All officers, nurses and employees of the hospital, when 
going and coming to and from the hospital, shall enter and 
go out by the entrance office, and by no other entrance. 
Such officers and employees as are required shall use the time 
register and method of booking that the hospital rules require. 

A record shall be kept of all persons entering the hospital 
between the hours of 10 o’clock in the evening and 7.30 
o’clock in the morning. 

No émployee shall be absent from the hospital except when 
permitted by special rules or by the Superintendent. 

No officer, nurse, orderly or other employee shall, directly 
or indirectly, receive money or other gifts from or in behalf 
of patients, except with the approval of the Superintendent. 

The use of tobacco, wine and intoxicating liquors is pro- 
hibited within the hospital, unless prescribed by the physi- 
clans or surgeons. 

All profane and improper language, loud talking and inci- 
vility are prohibited. 

All employees shall observe such further rules and directions 
for their conduct as may from time to time be established. 


ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


Applications for admission of patients may be made at the 
hospital on each day of the week, Sunday excepted, between 
9 o’clock a. m. and 6 o’clock p. m. 

Whenever able a patient shall apply in person for admis- 
sion; when not able to apply in person a patient may be 
admitted on application made in his behalf, or upon visit at 
his residence by the admitting physician. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 
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Patients may be admitted to the privileges of the hospital 
at such rates of board as the trustees may from time to time 
by vote determine, payment for such board being secured by 
the friends of the patients or by the authorities of the cities 
or towns to which the patients belong. 

Whenever, in the opinion of the trustees, the circum- 
stances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or a part of 
the board shall be paid. If separate apartments, or articles 
not usually furnished at the hospital, are provided, such 
payment shall be made therefor as the trustees shall deem 
reasonable. 

No person having acute venereal disease or alcoholism shall 
be admitted, except as a paying patient. 

No person shall be admitted to the hospital whose case is 
judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent symptoms 
which are deemed capable of being relieved. 


GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all the rules of the hospital. 

Patients shall be in their proper places in the wards during 
the visits of the physicians and surgeons, and always before 
7.30 o’clock in the evening, unless specially excused by the 
Superintendent. 

Such free patients as are able shall assist in nursing and 
perform such other services as may be reasonably required of 
them. 

No patient shall leave the hospital grounds without a pass 
from the Superintendent, nor leave his ward without the 
consent of the nurse in charge. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause to be purchased for 
him, any article of food whatsoever, or any other article, 
without the consent of the Superintendent. 

Profane and obscene language, loud talking and incivility 
are prohibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selec- 
tion, and any wish for the performance of a particular religious 
rite shall be granted when practicable. 

Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made to the 
Superintendent, and whenever requested shall be by him 
reported to the trustees. 


DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent. 
Patients discharged on the recommendation of the visiting 
physicians or surgeons shall be provided with a certificate 
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stating their condition at the time of discharge, whether 
cured, relieved or not relieved, which certificate shall be 
signed by the Superintendent. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the hospital without 
the approval of the Superintendent a written statement to 
that effect shall be required from any person assuming the 
responsibility of the removal. 


VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises except on 
business, or at such times as may be fixed for the reception 
of visitors, without the permission of the Superintendent or 
of some one of the trustees. 

Daily, from 2 to 3 o’clock in the afternoon, friends may be 
permitted to visit patients, though no patient shall receive 
more than two visitors at that hour; and from 6 to 6.30 
o'clock on each week day friends may be permitted to visit 
patients, though no patient shall receive more than one 
visitor at that hour. In all cases, however, the trustees and 
Superintendent may exercise discretionary powers as to 
excluding or admitting visitors. 

When visitors are admitted outside of the regular visiting 
hours they shall not be permitted to remain more than half 
an hour, except a special permission to remain for further 
time is granted. 

All visitors shall leave the hospital when the bell rings at 
the expiration of the visiting hour. 

No visitor shall take any meal in the hospital, or pass the 
night therein, without permission of the Superintendent or 
one of the trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to a patient shall be left at the entrance 
office. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
SOUTH DEPARTMENT. 


The Department of the Boston City Hospital located on 
the westerly side of Massachusetts avenue shall ‘be designated 
as the South Department of the Boston City Hospital. It 
shall receive patients who require treatment for diphtheria 
and scarlet fever, and for other infectious diseases as may 
be determined from time to time by the trustees. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the direc- 
tion of the trustees, have the general control and manage- 
ment of this department in the same manner as of other 
departments of the hospital. 

The rules of the hospital shall, so far as applicable, and 
except as hereinafter provided, apply to the various officers 
and employees and to the conduct and management of this 
department. 
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SPECIAL RULES} FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
HAYMARKET SQUARE RELIEF STATION, 


The Boston City Hospital Relief Station is established not 
as a hospital but as a department of the Boston City Hospi- 
tal for temporary relief, and the rules.and methods prevailing 
now in the hospital shall, so far as applicable and not incon- 
sistent with special rules, apply to the Relief Station. 

The station shall afford temporary relief in all classes of 
accident and disease. It shall be open at all hours for patients 
requiring treatment or attention. Patients requiring ward 
treatment, whether received at the station or taken up in 
ambulances, shall, so far as consistent with their welfare, be 
forthwith transferred or carried to the hospital for extended 
treatment, but ward accommodations shall be afforded 
patients whose condition is such that they cannot properly 
be transferred. Patients may, however, if it is deemed desir- 
able, be transferred by the ambulances to other hospitals or 
to their homes. First treatment may be afforded at the 
station, although the applicants are not such as require ward 
treatment. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall have the general 
administration, management and control of the station the 
same as of other departments of the hospital. 

The Superintendent shall, from time to time, as may be 
necessary, nominate for confirmation by the trustees a 
Resident Surgeon and one or more Assistant Resident Sur- 
geons, and shall appoint and employ or detail for service in 
this department, subject to the approval of the trustees or 
of the proper committees, a Matron, a Supervisor, nurses, 
orderlies and such other minor employees as may be required 
for the proper conduct of the station, who shall be subject to 
his supervision. 

The various officers and employees of the station shall 
perform such duties, other than those specified, as may be 
required by the trustees or the Superintendent, according to 
the nature of their respective duties. The Resident Surgeons, 
the Matron, Supervisor and such other officers as may be so 
required shall reside at the station. 
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AMBULANCE SERVICE. 


The ambulance service of the station shall be under the 
direct control of the Resident Surgeon, and shall co-operate 
with that of the hospital, with which it shall form one gen- 
eral system. Ambulances shall, in response to calls, be dis- 
patched from the station or the hospital as the exigency 
may require. The utmost dispatch shall be exercised in the 
ambulance service, so far as is consistent with a ‘regard for 
the welfare of the patient and the interest of the public. 

Ambulances shall in general be sent from the station or 
the hospital at least upon a general alarm to all fires occurring 
in the city proper and in such further districts as may be 
determined upon. 

An ambulance shall be held during the hours of the day 
in complete readiness to make immediate response to calls, 
and shall be kept in condition to make prompt response to 
calls at any time of the night. 

A, house officer shall accompany. the ambulance, shall 
direct its course and shall have direction of the care and 
treatment of the patient until received at his destination. 

The foreman of the ambulance service at the Hospital 
Station shall visit and inspect the Ambulance Department 
of the station from time to time, but the immediate carrying 
out of directions shall be under the assistant foreman at the 
station. 

PATIENTS. 


Alcoholic and insane patients shall not be received, unless 
there is surgical or medical complication making hospital 
treatment absolutely necessary. 

No patient, after being admitted to the wards, shall leave 
the station until his discharge without a pass from the proper 
officer, nor shall he visit other parts of the station without 
permission. 

Ward patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent 
~ or Resident Surgeon. 


SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
HAST BOSTON RELIEF STATION. 


The rules for the management of the East Boston Relief 
Station are similar to those of the Haymarket Square Relief 
Station. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The department of the Boston City Hospital located on 
Dorchester avenue, in Dorchester, shall be known as the 
Convalescent Home, and shall receive such patients recover- 
ing from acute diseases as shall be transferred to it from the 
main hospital for treatment during convalescence. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the direc- 
tion of the trustees, have the control and management of 
the Convalescent Home in the same manner as of other 
departments of the hospital. 

The Superintendent shall appoint, subject to the approval 
of the trustees, a Matron, and shall employ, under their 
direction, such further assistants as may be necessary for the 
proper conduct and service of the home. 

The Matron, under the direction of the Superintendent, 
shall have the immediate charge of the home and the con- 
trol of all nurses and other employees and patients. She 
shall reside at the home. 


VISITORS. 


Friends may be permitted to visit patients on week days, 
between three and four o’clock in the afternoon. In all cases 
the trustees, Superintendent and Matron may exercise discre- 
tionary powers as to excluding or admitting visitors. 

Visitors shall leave the home and grounds at the expiration 
of the visiting hour, and shall visit no part of the home or 
erounds other than the reception room, except by permission 
from the proper authority. 

No person shall give any article of food or drink to a patient 
unless by permission of the Matron.

Sir,— The Boston Infirmary Trustees would respectfully 
ubmit herewith their report for the year ending January 31, 
1910, in accordance with the provisions of chapter 3, section 
24, of the Revised Ordinances. 


ORGANIZATION. 


- On May 1 Miss Mary A. Dierkes and Mr. James A. Dorsey, 
who were appointed by his Honor Mayor John F. Fitzgerald 
in 1907, were reappointed by his Honor Mayor George A. 
Hibbard, each for a term of five years. By reason of appoint- 
ment to the Board of Sinking Fund Commissioners, Mr. 
Max E. Wyzanski withdrew from this Board and was _ suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Arthur Berenson. The Board organized in 
May, 1909, by the election of Mr. Edward M. Gallagher, 
chairman, and Miss Mary A. Dierkes, secretary. 

At the Boston office the force has been increased by the 
addition of one clerk, and it is believed that temporary assist- 
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ance, of which considerable has been necessary during the 
past few years, will no longer be needed. 


DEPARTMENT APPROPRIATION. 


With an appropriation of $187,200 the expenditures for 
the year have amounted to $186,814.15, leaving a balance of 
$385.85, which was returned to the city treasury. Of this 
amount, $144,004.21 was expended for the almshouse and 
hospital at Long Island, $17,930.75 for the almshouse at 
Charlestown, $6,997.12 for the steamer ‘‘John Howard,”’ 
$4,490.83 for the central office expenses, and $13,391.24 for 
the support of persons at state institutions or in other cities 
and towns. 

The average daily population at Long Island has been 866, 
and at the Charlestown Almshouse 99. The per capita 
expenditure at Long Island has been $3.19 per week for the 
entire institution, $4.92 for the hospital department and 
$2.25 for the almshouse department. The per capita expendi- 
ture at the Charlestown Almshouse has been $3.47 per 
week. After deducting the income at these institutions, the 
net per capita cost at Long Island has been $3.11 and at the 
Charlestown Almshouse $3.36 per week. 


VISITING MEDICAL STAFF. 


Except for the withdrawal of Dr. George A. Waterman, 
assistant visiting neurologist, Dr. Wilder Tileston, assistant 
visiting physician, and Dr. A. Rocke Robertson, pathologist, 
and the appointment of Dr. Walter E. Paul to succeed Dector 
Waterman, Dr. Frank B. Lahey as assistant visiting surgeon 
and Dr. Samuel R. Haythorn as pathologist, the visiting 
medical staff remains the same as in the previous year. 


ALMSHOUSE AND HospiTau, Lona ISLAND. 


Various repairs and improvements have been made in the’ 
buildings on Long Island. The entire heating plant has been 
overhauled and renovated and two old boilers have been 
replaced by one larger new one in the power house. A new 
terazzo floor has been laid in the dining room of the men’s 
building, which has been made more attractive by the install- 
ing of new windows. 

The Board is now considering the feasibility of installing 
a trolley system for carrying coal from the wharf to the power 
house. Proposals have been invited for the construction of 
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such a system, and it is believed that a great saving in time 
and labor will be thus accomplished. 

The reroofing of the main hospital, women’s dormitory and 
chapel are among repairs contemplated in the immediate 
future. 


Long Island Hospital Training School for Nurses. 


On June 29 diplomas were awarded to twelve graduates 
of the Training School for Nurses by his Honor Mayor George 
A. Hibbard, and an address was given by Dr. James J. Minot, 
president of the visiting medical staff. There are at present 
thirty-eight pupil nurses in the school. 

The scale of salaries for head nurses has been raised $5 
per month, so that from the first of January, 1910, they will 
receive $35 per month as a minimum and at the expiration 
of one year’s service a maximum of $40 per month. 

The trustees are glad to note the efficiency of this depart- 
ment of the institution. The school was established in 
1897 as a training school for nurse attendants, and in 1899 
the course was extended to two years. The standard of 
the two-year course pursued has never been higher than 
at the present time. The school offers exceptional oppor- 
tunities to young women who wish to make themselves 
proficient in the beneficent calling of the nurse. It has 
sent out some one hundred and fifty graduates, and it is a 
source of gratification to all that each one of these has proven 
herself as well equipped and efficient as the graduates of 
any other similar training school in New England. The 
erowing demands of the hospital may necessitate the building 
of an addition to the nurses’ home. This matter is now 
receiving the serious consideration of the Board. 


Planting of Trees on Long Island. 


The Board has decided to plant shade trees on Long Island, 
thus enhancing the attractiveness of the island and making 
it more pleasant for all who dwell there. The trees will be 
planted during the spring and it is hoped that in the course of 
time the former beautiful verdure of this island as well as 
that of others in the harbor will be restored. 


CHARLESTOWN ALMSHOUSE. 


At the Charlestown Almshouse the expenditures have 
exceeded the appropriation by $930.75, on account of exten- 
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sive repairs to both the exterior and interior of the building, 
which is now in good condition. The roof has been care- 
fully repaired, but should further repairs be necessary it is 
believed that an entire new roof would be advisable. Toilets 
have been installed on the third floor where hitherto there 
have been no such accommodations, although a large dormi- 
tory is on that floor. Further repairs are given in. detail 
in the report of the superintendent. 


DEPARTMENT STEAMER. 


After many delays an appropriation of $30,000 has been 
made for the purchase of a new boat, the need of which has 
been for many years experienced by this department. The 
Board has given no little time to the matter of plans and the 
consulting of experts, and it is hoped that as a result of their 
efforts the boat when built will prove the best possible 
craft in all essentials to meet the needs of the department. 
The trustees hope that it will be completed and in service 
during the coming summer. 


PRISON Goops. 


Hitherto the department has been required by law to 
purchase certain goods, including men’s clothing, through 
the Prison Commissioners, the suits having been made at 
the State Prison. If clothing equally serviceable and good 
can be purchased in the open market at less cost or a better 
article be purchased at the same price, the trustees feel that 
they should be allowed to do so without first asking permission 
of the Prison Commissioners. 


PAUPER EXPENSE ACCOUNT. 


During the past year the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
has assumed the support of public charges (inebriates and 
dipsomaniacs) at the Foxboro State Hospital and at 
various insane hospitals. The only persons now supported 
under this appropriation at the present time are those at the 
Massachusetts State Sanatorium at Rutland, those in other 
cities and towns, and the Boston charges at the State Infirm- 
ary at Tew ksbur y or the State Farm. 

The trustees note with regret the death of Rev. William B. 
Toulmin, Chaplain Emeritus, who passed away February 
27; 1909, after having served the Long Island institution 
many years as chaplain. 
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The thanks of the trustees are extended to all who have 
contributed to the comfort and pleasure of the inmates of 
the institutions. At Long Island the band concerts and 
excursions have certainly been much appreciated.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
BOSTON ALMSHOUSE AND HOSPITAL, LONG 
ISLAND. 


Lone IsLanp, January 31, 1910. 
To the Boston Infirmary Trustees: 


I have the honor to submit my annual report on the Long 
Island institutions for the year ending January 31, 1910. 

At the beginning of this fiscal year our total population 
was 1,004, of whom 573 were males and 431 were females. 
Of the male population 419 were in the almshouse, 73 were in 
the general hospital and 71 were in the hospital for tubercu- 
losis. On the female side 272 were in the almshouse, 123 were 
in the general hospital and 28 were in the hospital for tuber- 
culosis. In the nursery were 18 children ranging in age from 
one month to two years. 

Viewed from the vitally urgent sociological standpoint of 
the treatment and prevention of pauperism these comparative 
figures are interesting. 

The population average was almost exactly the same as 
for the preceding twelve months. 

Of the appropriation of $145,000 allowed us for this year, 
$144,004.21 was used for Long Island expenses, $950 was 
transferred to cover the deficit in the Charlestown Almshouse . 
appropriation, and the remainder reverted to the general 
treasury. 

The weekly per capita expenditure for the whole institution 
was $3.19; for the hospital $4.92 and for the almshouse $2.25; 
the per capita cost for the whole institution being $3.11. 

Conditions on the island for the past year, both from the 
standpoint of physical equipment and efficiency of discipline 
and official service, have been as nearly perfect as could be 
hoped for in any institution discounting natural demands 
in all departments which arise on the moment and can be 
accounted for only on review. 

Of the permanent improvements completed this year may 
be mentioned: 

The dining room of the institution building has been entirely 
overhauled, with the result that it is in perfect condition. 

The renovation of the heating system, after a large expendi- 
ture, is nearly completed. 
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Every opening in an institution building on the island has 
been carefully screened. 

A new and dependable fire-alarm system has been installed 
and by the present spring wires for the lighting system will 
also be placed underground so that there will be no further 
damage from storms, which under present conditions either 
hamper or destroy everything overhead. Two thousand 
dollars would be an approximately conservative estimate of 
the damage worked by the storm of December 26 last- 

By a thorough cleansing and renovating of the dormitories 
the regular summer epidemic of dysentery among inmates 
of both sexes, peculiar more generally to women than to men, 
which is common to all institutions of this character, was 
entirely obviated the past year for the first period, so far as 
I can learn, in the history of Long Island. 
Results from the farm for the past year have been dis- 

appointing. Discounting the fact that crops have been poor 
everywhere, owing to weather conditions, in my opinion the 
farm in the hands of a scientific foreman would have produced 
more substantial returns. I cannot obtain the proper person 
for this position on the salary at present allotted, but follow- 
ing my idea embodied in last year’s report, that the farm 
should be merely an incidental rather than an expensive 
department working at a profit to itself to the sacrifice of 
the charges committed to our care, | would not recommend 
increasing the salary of a foreman to a figure which would 
ensure the services of an expert. 

Toward the close of the year the state cattle bureau con- 
demned twenty-three of our cows on account of tuberculosis. 
Under another form I hope to show the relative cost of milk 
raised here with that purchased in the city. If we are to 
attempt the production of milk at the island, which at 
best proves inadequate to the demand, I would favor Dr. 
Emerson’s idea of raising our own herd from a registered 
nucleus even though the method would be slow. 

The piggery, which was destroyed by fire a year ago, has 
been rebuilt at a very slight expense by using the material 
from the picnic grounds, the Randidge excursions having 
been discontinued. 

Altogether we expended over $7,000 for permanent improve- 
ments and an equal expenditure will be necessary this. year 
for needed replacements and, as before, can be taken from 
the general appropriation. The cost, however, of the coal- 
carrying system from the wharf to the power house and the 
roofing of the main hospital, dormitory and chapel should 
be met by a special appropriation for that purpose. 
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Another loan or special appropriation should be provided 
for the immediate necessity of adding a wing to the main 
hospital and increasing the size of the Nurses’ Home. The 
hospitals have continually been and now are crowded to the 
degree of interfering with good work. 

Normally the sick poor will increase rather than decrease 
numerically, and there is no process of elimination of which 
we can avail ourselves for relief in this instance inasmuch 
as we are the place of last resort. | 

At this juncture permit me to suggest that our system for 
the training of nurses in both medical and surgical work is 
well-nigh perfect, except that we can at present afford the 
pupils no opportunity for study in contagious diseases as 
the latter are not admitted here. 

With reference to this paramountly important feature of 
a nurse’s training for general work I urge that some arrange- 
ment be made whereby a nurse after the completion of her 
course here be permitted a post-graduate course of study 
exclusively in contagious diseases at the Boston City Hospital, 
and be issued a proper certificate upon completing such 
course. 

An immediate need which may be supplied at no consid- 
erable expense or trouble is the installation of at lsast one 
cot bed in the detention room of the city wharf for the use 
of severely ailing patients, who are brought there on many 
occasions several hours before the sailing of the boat and 
are consequently put to painful discomfort and danger in 
being obliged to remain upon a wooden bench. In this con- 
nection, a slight, well justified and humane expense might 
be incurred by us in keeping a pupil nurse in attendance at 
this place. 

There has been some movement in the population in the 
phthisical department, but as our patients in this class are 
cases in the most advanced stages the movement has been 
slight and an average of eighty-eight has been maintained. 
For the year past we have treated many more cases than we 
have room for, purely for reasons of sheer humanity. 

The field for the care of these particular unfortunates 
ought to be extended and well may be by a process of legal 
elimination of the vagrant inmate as I shall presently suggest 
to you. 

The able-bodied cheat and impostor upon public charity 
should be classified and treated criminally as a vagrant. The 
unfortunate poor, suffering under any form of disability, 
should be carefully provided for without being subjected to 
_ any ignominy either in treatment or designation, and to that 
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end I have drafted a bill which I desire you to present to his 
Honor the Mayor for the consideration of the Legislature. 
With a measure of this nature to cure defects in the statutes 
as they stand we shall have ample room for the care of the 
worthy. 

With this idea for the elimination of undesirable inmates 
carried out, the combined facilities of this institution and 
those of the almshouse at Charlestown make the care of the 
decent poor a simple problem. 

Long Island, which is essentially a chronic hospital, should 
be devoted to that end and in addition might well care for 
the aged poor now installed at the Charlestown branch. The 
quarters of the last named institution might better be utilized 
for the housing of that floating population, legitimate and 
temporary indigents, who are now sent, at what is in every 
sense an economical waste, to the island, which should be 
reserved for permanent subjects, both medical.and charitable. 

Reasonable, proper economy, sane supervision and direct 
discipline will keep the institution at Long Island the equal if 
not the superior of any in this country, but if we are to make 
progress we must follow an idea, and that is not only to prop- 
erly care for those who must inevitably come to us but to 
prevent conditions which make it either necessary or desirable 
to come.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE

To the Board of Boston Infirmary Trustees: 


I have the honor to submit my report as superintendent 
for the year ending January 31, 1910. 

There has been a heavy drain on the appropriation for the 
year just passed on account of extensive but very necessary 
repairs. The following statement will show some of the 
larger items of repair during the year, and in this connection 
I desire to say that the necessity of most of these repairs is 
attributable to the fact that the institution building is a very 
old one, that efficient repairs had been long neglected, and in 
order to keep it in serviceable condition it is imperative to 
make immediate repairs in some place or another throughout 
the building: 


1. Terazzo floors have been laid in the dining rooms and 
kitchen. 

2. Three new floors have been laid in the upper part of 
the institution building. 

3. Two new toilets have been installed in the top floor. 

4. The roof of the main building and all the windows and 
window frames have been repaired or new windows installed. 

5. The institution building has been painted inside and 
outside. 

6. Several new outside doors have been hung. The large 
gate at the entrance for teams has been replaced by a new one. 

7. The carpenter shop and woodshed have been roofed. 


Iam pleased to be able to report that the health of the 
inmates has been excellent. We have had very little sickness 
and but two deaths. 

I am deeply grateful to the Board of Trustees for their 
sincere interest and kind advice. My thanks are extended to 
the officers here, who have been untiring in assisting me in 
performing the many duties necessary to keep the almshouse 
up to its proper standard of efficiency. Our thanks are due 
to the clergy and others who have held services here at various 
times, and also to the kind people who have so generously 
given their valuable time in entertaining the inmates.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING MEDICAL STAFF OF 
THE LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL. 


Boston, January 31, 1910. 
To the Boston Infirmary Trustees: 


From the point of view of the visiting staff the Long 
Island Hospital has fulfilled its functions during the past 
year with increased efficiency. The gradual transformation 
of this institution from an almshouse harboring the sick to a 
hospital in the modern conception of that term has for some 
years been an accomplished fact. It is our belief that the 
hospital as now conducted is fulfilling an increasingly useful 
service to the community, not only in caring for the poor of 
the city suffering from chronic disease but also in demon- 
strating the desirability of an institution devoted to the care 
of this class of patients, which, as we have reiterated from 
year to year, are in the same need of hospital care as the 
more acutely ill. 

As a result of the accumulated experience and the care- 
fully kept records extending now over a number of years it 
becomes desirable to establish a more available catalogue 
of records and pathological examinations than at present 
exists. The value of these case reports would be very 
ereatly enhanced were they arranged in such a manner as 
to be easy of access and reference. They have accumulated 
to such a degree that the initial work of a proper clas- 
sification would be considerable. It is, however, evident 
that each year this classification is neglected the task will 
become greater. We therefore recommend that some action 
be taken whereby a competent person may be employed to 
classify and catalogue the medical records of the hospital 
under the immediate direction of the superintendent and 
the resident physician. 

Comparatively few changes in medical administration have 
been made during the past year. We are glad to call atten- 
tion to the fact that the overcrowding of the hospital has not 
been so conspicuous as in years past, due in a measure to 
certain restrictions in the admission of patients, especially 
those suffering from tuberculosis. It is desirable, as we 
have repeatedly urged, to arrange so far as possible for the 
separate care of those suffering from this disease and to 
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isolate patients with venereal disease, although the danger 
of infection under present conditions is exceedingly small. 
The task of the nurses remains peculiarly exacting and we 
beg to repeat our recommendation that their accommoda- 
tions be increased to meet the demand for more nurses, 
which is desirable not only for the good of the patients, but 
equally important for the preservation of the health of the 
nurses themselves. 

Dr. George W. Holmes remains at the institution as 
resident physician, and it is largely through his tact and 
judgment that the medical conduct of the hospital has proved 
so satisfactory to the visiting staff. We again call attention 
to the success of the plan of a single responsible resident 
physician in immediate charge of unpaid house officers. 
Certain changes have taken place in the visiting staff during 
the past year. Dr. Wilder Tileston, for several years a 
valuable and assiduous member of the staff in the medical 
service, has accepted the position of assistant professor of 
medicine in the Yale Medical School, and therefore has been | 
obliged to resign his position at Long Island. His service 
in the careful investigation of patients and in his stim- 
ulus to the house officers was of the greatest value to 
the hospital during his term of service. Doctor Tileston’s 
position has not as yet been filled. Dr. Walter E. Paul was 
appointed during the year in the neurological department 
and has proved a valuable acquisition to the staff. After an 
interregnum of about six months Dr. 8. R. Haythorn has 
been appointed pathologist, a position of great importance 
in the symmetrical development of an efficient hospital. 

It is a satisfaction again to record our appreciation of the 
unfailing consideration of your Board toward meeting the 
reasonable wishes of the staff in developing the hospital, and 
also to acknowledge the courtesy of the superintendent and 
of others connected with the administration of the institution.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING PHYSICIAN OF THE 
ALMSHOUSE, CHARLESTOWN.

My report for the year ending January 31, 1910, is hereby 
_ respectfully submitted. 

I have made daily visits to the almshouse and have treated 
all the patients. Most of them were treated at the dispensary, 
while many were cared for in the hospital. Very good results 
were obtained in nearly all the cases. 

Two deaths were recorded for the year. Both were women 
and both died of heart disease, one aged sixty-four and the 
other ninety-four. 

Fifteen cases were transferred to Long Island for special 
hospital care. 

Two cases were transferred to Boston City Hospital for 
immediate hospital care. 

One case was committed for special mental treatment. 

In caring for these patients I have had the same faithful 
assistance that I have so long enjoyed.

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LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL TRAINING SCHOOL 
. FOR NURSES. 


This training school is established to give a systematic 
two years’ course of training and practice to women desirous 
of becoming professional nurses. 

The school is connected with the Boston Almshouse and 
Hospital on Long Island, in Boston Harbor. The hospital 
buildings are modern in all their appointments and contain 
three hundred beds. 

The superintendent of the almshouse and hospital has 
the general supervision of all matters relating to the school, 
and application for admission should be made to him. The 
superintendent of nurses has the immediate charge of all 
the nursing in the hospital, of all persons employed in the 
wards, and also is responsible for the instruction and manage- 
ment of the pupils in the training school. 

The course of training requires two years and includes 
general medical, surgical, maternity and infant nursing. 

A fixed course of instruction is given, including lectures 
and demonstrations on practical points by the medical and 
surgical staff, recitations on these and from text-books, but 
chiefly the daily instruction from the superintendent of 
nurses and the graduate head nurses and the accurate daily 
drill in the wards and operating room. ‘The instruction 
includes the general care of the sick and the usual detailed 
instruction common to all hospital training schools. Mater- 
nity nursing is taught by practice in the confinement rooms, 
which includes digital examination of patients. 

Candidates will be received between the ages of twenty-one 
and thirty years. They must be of sound health. They 
should send a brief personal history, and give the names and 
addresses of responsible persons, not of their own kin, who 
know their good character and capabilities. Upon the 
approved recommendation of the superintendent they will 
be received for two months on probation. 

At the end of the two months, candidates, if considered 
satisfactory to the authorities in charge of the hospital, are 
permitted to join the school upon signing an agreement to 
complete the prescribed course of two years and to conform 
to all rules. 
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The right is reserved by the authorities of the hospital to 
terminate at any time the connection of any pupil for ineffi- 
ciency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, or for any 
other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

While the education and training which are afforded are 
intended to be a full equivalent for their services, there is 
given the pupils, toward defraying their necessary personal 
expenses, $10 per month during the first year and $12 per 
month for the second year. 

If pupils successfully fulfill the requirements for the full 
term of two years, and pass the necessary examination, they 
will, upon the termination of their service, receive the diploma 
of the hospital. 

There are no fixed dates for the beginning of service, but 
accepted candidates may enter whenever vacancies occur. 
Pupils are required after they join the school to wear the 
training school uniform and regulation shoes.

Str,— The Institutions Registration Department respect- 
fully submits its thirteenth annual report for the year ending 
January 31, 1910. 

The department employs, in addition to the registrar and 
two examining physicians, a force of eleven persons. No 
new work has been undertaken. 

The status of the department remains what it has always 
been, and it is therefore unnecessary to restate its duties. 


COMMITMENT OF INSANE. 


The department continues to receive applications for the 
commitment of the insane and of epileptics and dipsomaniacs. 

Chapter 504, Acts of 1909, took effect July 1, 1909. This 
was an act to revise and codify laws relating to insane 
persons. Several important changes relating to the above 
class of patients were made by this law. The Common- 
wealth assumed the liability for support of sane epileptics and 
dipsomaniacs. ; 
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Heretofore the lability was assumed by the cities and 
towns wherein these patients had legal settlements. 

Another important change was that the word ‘“insane”’ 
was eliminated from the name of the various hospitals, which 
are now to be known as the Boston State Hospital, Worcester 
State Hospital, Taunton State Hospital, Westborough State 
Hospital, Northampton State Hospital, Danvers State Hos- 
pital, Foxborough State Hospital, Monson State Hospital, 
Worcester State Asylum, Medfield State Asylum, Gardner 
State Colony and Wrentham State School. 

Another important change was that persons so addicted 
to the intemperate use of narcotics or stimulants as to have 
lost the power of self-control can be committed. Heretofore, 
we have been unable to commit persons addicted to the use 
of drugs. We could only commit those subject to dipso- 
mania or inebriety. This law gives us the power to commit 
male drug users to the Foxborough State Hospital, and 
female drug users may be committed to one of the other state 
hospitals. | 

Sane epileptics can be admitted to the Monson State Hos- 
pital upon a certificate signed by one physician and without 
an order of the judge. Previously a certificate signed by 
two physicians and an order of the judge was necessary.

INVESTIGATION OF SETTLEMENTS. 


This department receives all applications for admission 
to the almshouses and determines the settlement of the 
applicants. 7 

For the year ending January 31, 1910, a total of 7,793 
settlements were investigated. To the State Infirmary there 
were sent 3,269 persons; to the Boston Almshouse and Hos- 
pital, Long Island, 1,261; to the almshouse in Charlestown, 98. 

There was a decrease from the preceding year of 277 persons 
sent to the State Infirmary; of 92 sent to the Boston Alms- 
house and Hospital, and of 9 sent to the almshouse in Charles- 
town. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


John Koren, statistician, connected with this department 
since 1899, resigned September 30, 1909, to engage in other 
work. 3 

A great deal of work is done by the department which can 
not be reduced to figures. Information must be given and 
details explained to the many applicants who seek admission 
for themselves or others to the various hospitals. 

We repeat what has been said in several previous reports, 
that the waiting rooms for applicants are unfit, and the office 
facilities for handling the work are inadequate.

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FINANCIAL. 


The total amount of the appropriation was $22,500; $20,000 
was originally appropriated and a transfer of $2,500 was made 
later to enable the department to meet its bills. We expended 
$22,413.09.

The character of the business of the department is 
such that no unit basis can be stated, and no estimate 
made of unit cost. 

A number of important matters have been disposed 
of during the year, among which the following may be 
worthy of special notice: 

The case of Codman et al. v. Crocker et al., Boston 
Transit Commission, was a bill brought by ten citizens 
and taxpayers to have the Transit Commission enjoined 
from constructing a tunnel under Beacon Hill and the 
Common to Park Street Station, on the ground that 
such a use of the Common was inconsistent with the uses 
to which the Common was dedicated by its owners in 
1634. The Supreme Court, in an opinion to be found in 
the 203 Mass. Reports, page 146, dismissed the bill, 
the Court deciding among other things that the City 
of Boston held the title to the Common in its municipal 
capacity only as an agency of the Government for the 
benefit of the public, and that the power of the Legislature 
to represent this interest is supreme. The Court found 
that the use of the Common for a subway was not incon- 
sistent with the use for which the property is held 
under the original donation. 

Another interesting case was that of Jordan ef al. v. 
Swasey et al., Board of Appeal, under the building laws. 
This was a petition for mandamus to the members of 
the Board of Appeal, ordering them to grant an applh- 
cation of the petitioners for a permit to construct a 
covered way 32 feet above the ground between two 
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buildings on opposite sides of Avon street. The peti- 
tioners were the owners of tracts of land, with build- 
ings thereon, situate on opposite sides of the public 
way known as Avon street, they owning, therefore, the 
fee of the street. The opinion of the Court in this case 
is to be found in 203 Mass., page 48. It was decided 
in this case that a covered way 32 feet above the 
ground cannot be constructed across a public street 
of the city to connect two buildings on opposite sides 
of the street where means of egress in case of fire have 
been provided for the buildings without reference to 
a structure extending over and across the street. It 
had been found by the Board of Appeal that sufficient 
means of egress satisfactory to the Building Commis- 
sioner had been provided in the buildings referred to 
in the petition without reference to the structure extend- 
ing over and across Avon street. It would appear from 
this case that without a special act of the Legislature 
no passageway or bridge can be extended from one 
building to another across a public street unless such 
a structure has been ordered as a reasonable means of 
egress in case of fire by the Building Commissioner. 

A third case of general public interest was the case 
of Welch v. Swasey et al., which was brought to test the 
constitutionality of the law limiting the height of build- 
ings in Boston, it being contended by the petitioner 
that the limitation was unconstitutional in taking from 
property valuable rights without compensation. ‘This 
case was carried from our Supreme Court to the Supreme 
Court of the United States and the constitutionality 
of our law limiting the height of buildings was sustained 
by both tribunals. 

During the legislative session of 1909 there were an 
unusual number of measures before the General Court 
affecting the City of Boston, some five hundred and 
twenty-seven, all of which had to be carefully inspected 
by Mr. Spring or myself in order to ascertain how and 
to what extent the interests of the city would be affected 
if they became laws. 

The most important of these matters were the amend- 
ments to the city charter proposed by the Finance 
Commission, which were formally passed and became 
chapter 486 of the Acts of 1909. . 

The number of titles examined has been up to the 
average and has kept the conveyancers busy during 
the year. 
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Many complicated legal questions have arisen, and 
many opinions, both oral and in writing, have been 
given. | 

Mr. Philip Nichols left the department after a service 
in it of eleven years, on March 1, 1909, and Mr. Joseph 
A. Campbell was appointed assistant corporation counsel 
on that date at a salary of $2,200, Mr. Nichols’ salary 
having been $3,000.

To His Honor Joun F. FiTzGErRa.p, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Sir,— The Board of Trustees of the Public Library of the 
City of Boston present the following report of its condition and 
affairs for the year ending January 31, 1910, being their fifty- 
eighth annual report. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE BOARD. 


The Board organized on May 7, 1909, by the election of 
Mr. Josiah H. Benton as president, Mr. Thomas F. Boyle, 
vice president, and Miss Della Jean Deery, clerk. 

The term of Mr. Benton expired on April 30, 1909, and he 
was reappointed and qualified a member of the Board for five 
years from that date. 


RECEIPTS OF THE LIBRARY. 


The receipts of the library are of two classes: First, those 
which are to be expended by the trustees in the maintenance 
of the library. These consist of the annual appropriation 
by the City Council, and the income from trust funds given 
to the trustees but invested by the City Treasurer under the 
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direction of the Finance Committee of the city. During the 
past year these receipts were as follows:

Second, receipts which are accounted for and paid into the 
city treasury. These consist of receipts from fines for the 
detention of books, from sales of finding lists, bulletins and 
catalogues, from commissions paid for the use of telephone 
facilities, from sales of waste, from payments for lost books, 
and from money found in the library. These receipts, during 
the year, have been as follows:

The $314.72 received for lost books, being received only to 
replace lost library property, 1s, when paid into the city treas- 
ury, added to the appropriation for library maintenance. 
A balance sheet showing all the receipts and expenditures of 
the Library Department in detail is hereinafter contained. 


City APPROPRIATION. 


The appropriation made last year for the support of the 
library was generous, but not in excess of the sum required to 
maintain and administer the institution efficiently. To pro- 
vide for its proper administration, taking into account the 
increase in the population of the city, and the enlarged 
demands made upon the library system, a progressive increase 
in appropriations will be necessary. As we said in.our report 
last year: “It was the original design of the wise, sagacious 
and public-spirited citizens who promoted the foundation of 
the public library that it should be a means of education 
for all. Such has been the course of its development up to 
this time, and such should be its future development. This 
means constantly increasing appropriations for its support 
and improvement. The proper maintenance, work and 
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development of the library system requires an annual appro- 
priation of not less than $350,000. Without this the library 
will fail to be efficiently worked and improved to its full 
capacity for the education of our people, and its useful- 
ness will surely decrease. The library cannot simply mark 
time. It must either march forward, or fall behind in its 
work.” 


ADDITIONS TO THE LIBRARY. 


During the year 38,637 volumes have been added to the 
library collection. Of these 26,297 were purchased, 9,357 
were given to the library, and the remainder was received by 
exchange, binding of periodicals into volumes, ete.; 13,152 
volumes were purchased for the Central Library, and 13,145 
for the branch libraries and reading room stations. 

The total amount expended for books, including $9,952.68 
for periodicals and $2,247.06 for newspapers, was $42,979.52, 
or about 12 per cent of the entire expense of the library for all 
purposes. | 

The average cost of all books purchased was $1.15 per vol- 
ume. Of the books purchased 22,356 were bought from money 
appropriated by the city, at an average cost of $0.95 a volume, 
and 3,941 were bought with the income of trust funds, at an 
average cost of $2.33 a volume. 

In the purchase of books the trustees have endeavored, 
within the means at their command, to provide current 
instructive and useful books for the people and to replace 
such books worn out by-use. And they have sought as well 
to provide books for the use of scholars, so that the library may 
not lose its distinctive character not only as a popular library 
for the use of the people but also as a library for scholarly 
research and work. They are convinced that it is only by 
keeping the library strong in both these directions that it can 
continue to be a great permanent educational institution and 
of the greatest benefit to the city. 


Book CIRCULATION AND USE OF THE LIBRARY. 


There were issued during the year for direct home use 
297,567 volumes at the Central Library, and from the Central 
Library through the branches and reading room stations 
75,372 others, while the branches and reading room stations 
also issued 1,124,456 volumes for direct home use. There. 
were also issued from the Central Library, branches and read- 
ing room stations, for use at schools and institutions, 150,451 
volumes, making the entire issue for use outside the library 
buildings 1,647,846 volumes. 
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The use of the library for general reference and study, being 
unrestricted, is not recorded statistically. Its extent, how- 
ever, is shown by the fact that about half a million call slips 
for the table use of books in Bates Hall alone are required 
during the year. The daily use of books and other library 
material in the Central Library and in the branches is many 
times greater than the home use of books drawn out upon 
cards. 


BINDING AND REPAIR OF BOOKS. 


During the year 31,088 volumes have been bound in the 
bindery. Besides this a large amount of miscellaneous work 
has been completed, consisting of the folding, stitching and 
trimming of 201,883 library publications, the mounting of 
maps and photographs, the repairing of books, the making of 
periodical covers, etc. The expense of performing this neces- 
sary miscellaneous work is equivalent to about 16 per cent of 
the total expense of the department. The ability to do it 
promptly in our own bindery greatly promotes the con- 
venience, economy and efficiency of the library work. 

The rebinding and repair of books, other than that included 
in ordinary current binding, had, as stated in our last report, 
been much neglected on account of insufficient appropriations 
in past years. But, asthe appropriation for this year allowed, 
this work has been taken up by the trustees and arrangements 
made for carrying on the work in the library bindery by the 
temporary employment of an extra force. It was begun July 
1, and up to February 1, 3,056 volumes had been com- 
pleted. It is proposed to continue the work until all the books 
in our collection which require attention have been put in 
good order if the appropriations are adequate to do so. 


SALARIES AND WAGES. 


The trustees have deemed it necessary during the past year 
to increase the salaries paid in many of the positions in the 
library service. The total annual salary expenditure of the 
library on full time has been thereby increased in the sum of 
$11,042, or about 5.3 per cent. These increases make the 
average salary paid to library employees in the regular library 
staff, excluding janitors and persons engaged in mechanical 
work, $719.43, being $903.66 for male employees and $630.45 
- for female employees. 

The employees in the Binding and Printing Departments 
are, paid union wages and work union hours. All other 
employees, who are classed either as “laborers, workmen or 
mechanics,’’ are employed at wages prevailing in those employ- 
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ments and for hours fixed by the state law applicable to cities 
which have accepted its provisions, as Boston has, namely, 
“not more than eight hours in any one calendar day, or more 
than forty-eight hours in any one week.” 

Excluding the librarian, assistant librarian, and ten other 
persons employed as heads of departments, the average salary 
paid to the remaining two hundred and six persons of the 
regular library staff is $628.57 a year. Of these persons 
sixty-one are males, who receive the average salary of $646.03 
a year, and one hundred and forty-five are females, who receive 
the average salary of $621.21 a year. 


PENSION FUND. 


In this connection the trustees desire to call attention to 
the importance of legislation which will enable some pro- 
vision to be made by the trustees for a contribution to the 
support of employees who become worn out in the service of 
the library. A large part of this service is specialized work, 
and it is very desirable that persons who enter the library 
profession for such work should remain in it. In fact, after 
they have been in this profession long enough to be of the 
best service to it, they are practically unfitted for any other 
work. 

The margin between the salaries which can be paid them 
and their necessary expenses for reasonable and decent living 
is very small. As was said by the Examining Committee 
of last year: “It is manifestly impossible for persons receiving 
such rates of compensation to create and maintain any ade- 
quate fund to which resort can be had in the emergencies of 
life which confront, or are likely to confront them.’ The 
result necessarily is that persons remain in the library service 
after their ability to do efficient work is impaired, and when, 
for that reason, they should be retired from it without becom- 
ing objects of charity or requiring the assistance of others 
for their support. 

The efficiency of the public service suffers from this because 
the worn out employee is not able to do as good work as 
ought to be done, and the expense of the service is also 
increased because it 1s necessary to have more employees if a 
portion of them are unable to do the best work. A worn 
out tool is the most expensive tool for use, whether it be a 
combination of merely material things like wood and metal 
or a living human being. 

The trustees have given much consideration to this subject, 
and would be glad to do something in this direction if it were 
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in their power, but they have no trust fund the income of 
which is applicable to this purpose, and the law does not 
permit them to retain any portion of the annual appropriation 
for such purpose. 

Indeed, it may be said that as the law now stands the 
employees of the library themselves cannot, if they had the 
means, as they have not, create any fund for this purpose. 
They have established a Mutual Benefit Association to which 
they make contributions within their means, and out of which 
benefits are paid for time lost by employees on account of 
sickness, and a moderate sum paid at death to the beneficiary 
of the deceased member of the association. They are much 
to be commended for what they have done, and we trust that 
their efforts in this direction may be aided by contributions 
from others. 

But what we wish to earnestly press upon the considera- 
tion of the city government and of the people of the city is 
the importance, not only from humanitarian but also from 
business considerations, of some provision which will render 
it unnecessary to retain in our service those who have been 
worn out by years of work in it, and whose retirement with 
suitable provision for their proper support is demanded, not 
only because it is humane but because it is for the best busi- 
ness interests of the library and of the city. The annual 
expense for this purpose need not be large, and it should, we 
think, be met in part by contributions from the employees 
who are to be benefited by it. But we feel that the interests 
of the library require that the trustees should have the power 
to deal with this important matter in such just and reason- 
able way as may be found for the best interests of the city. 


Hours oF SERVICE. 


The Central Library and the branches open and their work 
begins at nine o’clock in the morning. The reading-room sta- 
tions open in the afternoon at varying hours, most of them at 
two o’clock. The service continues until ten o’clock at night 
at the Central Library building and at the West End Branch, 
and until nine at the other branches and reading-room stations, 
except during the summer months. From June 15 until 
September 15 the Central Library and West End Branch 
are closed at nine o’clock. The other branches and reading 
rooms during a shorter period close earlier than in winter, 
most of them at six o’clock. The Central Library is in opera- 
tion 102 week days of twelve hours each, 203 week days of 
thitteen hours each, 17 Sundays of nine hours each, and 35 
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Sundays and two holidays of ten hours each, making an 
ageregate of 359 days, or 4,680 hours, during each twelve 
months. 

The Sunday service has been extended during the year, and 
as now arranged includes the Central Library and the West 
End Branch throughout the year. All the other branches 
(except the West Roxbury Branch, which has no Sunday 
service) and the eight largest reading rooms provide Sunday 
service from November 1 to May 1 only. The hours are as 
follows: 

At the Central Library and West End Branch, from twelve 
o’clock to ten o’clock, except that the closing hour is nine 
o’clock from June 15 until September 15. At the South End 
and South Boston Branches, from twelve o’clock to nine 
o'clock. At the other branches (except West Roxbury), and 
at the eight largest reading rooms (namely, Allston, Codman 
square, Broadway Extension, Warren street, Roxbury Cross- 
ing, Boylston Station, City Point, Parker Hill), from two 
o’clock to nine o’clock. At all of these reading rooms, except 
Codman square, the room is closed from six to seven o’clock. 

The total number of hours of Sunday service provided 
annually at the Central Library and at the West End Branch 
is 503 each; at the South End and South Boston Branches, 234 
hours each; at the other branches (except West Roxbury) and 
at the Codman square reading room, 182 hours each; and at 
the following reading rooms: Allston, Broadway Extension, 
Warren street, Roxbury Crossing, Boylston Station, City 
Point, Parker Hill, 156 hours each. 


LIBRARY CO-OPERATION WITH SCHOOLS, ETC. 


The trustees endeavor to co-operate with the educational 
work of the schools as far as possible without impairing the 
library service in. other directions. 

During the past year the library has been daily supplying 
with books 28 branches and reading rooms, 120 public and 
parochial schools, 58 engine houses, and 29 institutions, and 
sending out upon the average from the Central Library, about 
400 volumes every day by its delivery wagons. The number 
of volumes sent on deposit from the Central Library through 
the branch system was 38,298, of which 7,678 were sent to 
schools. There were also sent from the branches themselves 
and from two of the largest reading rooms 19,322 volumes on 
deposit, distributed among 134 places. Of these 14,585 were 
sent to schools. That is to say, not only is the collection of 
the Central Library used as a reservoir from which books may 
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be drawn for use in the branches and reading rooms, but each 
of the branches and reading rooms is in itself a reservoir from 
which books are drawn for use by teachers in schools in its 
immediate vicinity. 

We desire in this connection, however, to renew the sugges- 
tion contained in our last report that the library cannot be 
made a mere adjunct to the schools without impairing its 
efficiency for public use, which is the main purpose for which 
it is designed and should be maintained. . It must also be 
borne in mind that, so far as the library aids the schools by 
doing that which the schools would otherwise be required to 
do, it adds to its own expenses and correspondingly reduces 
the expenses of the schools. The question of how far the 
library ought, with due regard to its other work, or can, within 
the appropriations made for it by the City Council, increase 
its work with the schools is therefore important, and requires 
constant and careful consideration. 


BRANCH LIBRARY SYSTEM. 


It seems desirable at this time to call attention to the branch 
library system by a more detailed statement of its growth 
and work, and of its accommodations, especially in the way 
of buildings, than has heretofore been made in our reports. 
The year 1894 is a proper date upon which to base such 
statement, as early in 1895 the branches were first worked 
as a system in connection with the new Central Library 
building opened at that time. 

Of the nine branches existing in 1894, the first to be 
established was in East Boston, opened in 1871 in the old 
Lyman School building, 37 Meridian street. Rooms on the 
second floor of this building were assigned to the use of the 
branch, and it still retains them, without enlargement or 
substantial alteration during the thirty-nine years. They 
are reached by means of a winding and inconvenient stair- 
way leading from the street. The first story of the building 
is not only oceupied by primary school classes, but by the 
Police Court. The circulation for home use from the branch 
in the year following its establishment was 74,804, and in 
1895, the year in whieh the Central Library building in Copley 
square was opened, it was 66,386 volumes. During the year 
just closed it had risen to 89,462. 

The second branch to be established was opened in South 
Beston May 1, 1872, in leased premises at 372 Broadway, 
on the second floor of the building, still used substantially 
without change. It circulated for home use in the follow- 
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ine year 101,688 volumes, and in the year 1895, 97,104 
volumes. During the year just closed the circulation was 
96,999 volumes. 

The Roxbury Branch was opened in January, 1873, in a 
rented building, erected for library purposes by the Fellowes 
Athenzeum, at 46 Millmont street.* Its circulation for home 
use in the following year was 64,092, rising in 1895 to 94,073. 
During the year just closed the circulation was 82,983. 

The Charlestown Branch, formerly the public library of 
the city of Charlestown, was made part of the Boston Public 
Library system through the annexation of Charlestown to 
Boston in January, 1874. It occupies restricted quarters on 
the second floor of the old Charlestown city hall building in 
City square. Its circulation for home use in 1874, the first 
year recorded after the library became a part of our system, 
was 32,023, rising in 1895 to 59,930. For the year just 
closed it was 54,661. - 

In 1874, the Brighton Public Library, known as the Holton 
Library, also became a branch of the Boston Public Library 
by the annexation of the town of Brighton. It is located in 
a convenient building, erected especially for its occupancy on 
Academy Hill road. Its circulation for home use in 1874 
was 9,652, rising in 1895 to 24,389, and in the year just 
closed to 43,923. | 

The Dorchester Branch occupies quarters in a municipal 
building at the corner of Arcadia and Adams streets. It was 
opened in 1875. Its circulation for home use in that year was 
15,675, rising to 65,929 in 1895, and declining to 50,948 in 
the year just closed. The space devoted to this branch has 
recently been increased by an enlargement of the building, 
but it is still inadequate to the proper use of the branch. 
The children’s room, which is located on the upper floor, is 
small, low, and is reached by a narrow and inconvenient 
stairway. 

The South End Branch was opened in August, 1877, in 
rooms formerly occupied by the Mercantile Library Associa- 
tion, at the corner of West Newton and Tremont streets. 
It circulated for home use in the following year 41,303 


volumes. In 1895 its circulation had risen to 89,219. At 


that time it occupied rooms in the basement of the English 
High School building which were very inadequate. In July, 
1904, it was moved to the building at 397 Shawmut avenue, 
formerly occupied by the Every Day Church, taken under 
lease by the Library and refitted for library purposes. The 
direct circulation for home use during the year just closed 
was 97,700 volumes. 
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The Jamaica Plain Branch was also opened in 1877 in a 
building belonging to the city, known as Curtis Hall, which 
was destroyed by fire in December, 1908. Plans for a new 
branch building have been prepared, and an appropriation of 
$30,000 made for its construction. It is expected that it will 
be ready for occupancy during the coming year. This branch 
circulated during the year following its opening 28,174 vol- 
umes for home reading. In 1895 the circulation had risen 
to 56,220. During the year just closed the circulation for 
home use was 40,907. The library is now located in very 
inconvenient temporary quarters in Jackson Hall on Centre 
street. 

The West Roxbury Branch, opened first as a delivery sta- 
tion in 1880 and later as a branch, occupies the second story 
of a wooden building owned by the city and previously devoted 
to other uses, but now enlarged so as to make it fairly suitable 
for its purpose. It is, however, subject to some danger from ~ 
fire. The circulation for home use from this branch in 1893, 
the first year for which it was recorded, was-6,953. In 1895 
it had become 9,982. For the year just closed it was 36,309 
volumes. 

These were the nine branches existing at the time the 
present Central Library building was opened .to public use 
in 1895. There are now two others,— the West End Branch 
and the branch at Upham’s Corner. The West End Branch, 
at the corner of Cambridge and Lynde streets, was opened 
in 1896 in the Old West Church building, which had been 
purchased by the city and fitted up for library uses. Its cir- 
culation for home use in the year following its opening was 
81,428, and in the year just closed 149,842. 

The latest branch to be added to the system is that at 
Upham’s Corner, located on the first floor of the Municipal 
Building on Columbia road. It was first opened in another 
location as a delivery station merely, and transferred to the 
present building in 1904. It was made a branch in February, 
1907. The circulation for home use, of the delivery station in 
1896, its first year, was 9,287; while the branch during the 
year just closed circulated for home use 74,085 volumes. 


THE READING—RoOoM STATIONS. 


Besides the branches referred to, the branch system includes 
seventeen reading-room stations in different parts of the city, 
nearly all of them opened since 1875, originally as shop sta- 
tions or places of call merely, for the return and delivery of 
books. ~All but two of these occupy rented premises, and they 
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are now all administered as reading-room stations, with small 
permanent collections of books. They are in effect minor 
branches, directly controlled by the library staff. 

The reading-room stations are located and accommodated: 
as follows: 

The Dorchester Lower Mills reading room is in a city 
building, shared by the Police Station, at the corner of Wash- 
ington and Richmond streets. It is adequately provided for 
at present. 

The Roslindale reading room is in a leased building, 
entirely devoted to library uses, at the corner of Washington 
and Ashland streets, Roslindale. It is adequate now, but in 
a short time should be made a branch, with a new, modern 
library building. 

The Mattapan reading room occupies a leased room at 
727 Walk Hill street. The room was intended for mercantile 
purposes, to which the remainder of the first story of the build- 
ing is devoted, the upper stories containing residential apart- 
ments. It is adequate now in space but not in equipment, 
and new and better quarters will soon be needed. 

The Neponset reading room is in a small leased building, 
entirely occupied by the reading room, at 3862 Neponset 
avenue. Its quarters are at present adequate for its uses. 

The Mt. Bowdoin reading room is in a leased store at the 
corner of Washington and Eldon streets, Dorchester. It 
should soon have larger and better accommodation for its 
increasing use. 

The Allston reading room occupies a leased store at 
6 Harvard avenue, Allston, which is now adequate for its 
purposes. 

The Codman square reading room is in a city building 
devoted entirely to library purposes, except the wardroom in 
the basement, at Codman square, Dorchester. It is adequate 
to its purposes and likely to be so for some time. 

The Mt. Pleasant reading room-occupies rented rooms on 
the first floor of a building at the corner of Dudley and Maga- 
zine streets. The upper floors are occupied by classes from a 
neighboring parochial school. The Her lets are adequate for 
present uses. 

The Broadway Extension reading room is in a leased 
store at 13 Broadway Extension. The apartment is much 
too small, is unventilated, poorly lighted, and so noisy on 
account of the proximity of the Washington Street Elevated 
Railway that it should be abandoned for library purposes. 

The Warren Street reading room is in a leased store at 
390 Warren street, Roxbury, which is not, adequate nor 
suitable for the best use of the public. 
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The Roxbury Crossing reading room is in a leased store at 
1154 Tremont street, Roxbury, which 1s fairly adequate for 
its present purposes. 

The Boylston Station reading room is in a leased store at 
Depot square, Boylston Station, which is fairly adequate, 
but in some respects not well adapted for its publ'c uses. 

The Industrial School reading room is in rooms in the 
building occupied by the North Bennet Street Industrial 
School, at 39 North Bennet street. These rooms are wholly 
inadequate for library purposes. 

The Orient Heights reading room has rented apartments 
on the ground floor of a building at 1050 Bennington street, 
East Boston, which are at present adequate for its purpose. 

The North Street reading room is in a rented apartment 
on the ground floor of the building at 207 North street, 
which is ‘adequate for present purposes. 

The City Point reading room is in a leased store on the 
eround floor of the Gray’s Hall building, 615 Broadway, 
South Boston, with a moving picture show over it. This is 
wholly inadequate for the public use. 

The Parker Hill reading room is in a leased store on the 
eround floor of a building at 1518 Tremont street, which is 
adequate for the present public use. 


THE BRANCH CIRCULATION. 


The nine branches which existed in 1894 circulated for 
home use in that year 484,768 volumes. The eleven branches 
which now exist circulated for home use in the year just 
closed about 817,814 volumes, and in addition about 23,500 
volumes were issued through these branches from the Central 
Library. This statement, it will be noticed, covers the 
branches only, and does not include the circulation from the 
reading-room stations as part of the branch system. 

It will be noticed that the circulation for home use in some 
of the branches has declined since they were first opened, 
while in others a very substantial increase appears. The 
decline, where it is found, is due to various causes, such, for 
example, as the change in residential conditions in the neigh- 
borhood served by the branch; the establishment of reading- 
room stations in the vicinity, which take away part of the 
patronage formerly bestowed upon the branch; the greater 
use of the Central Library collection, as supplementary to the 
branch collections, ete. 

The circulation for home use, however, cannot be taken as 
an adequate nreasure of the work of the branches, although 
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it is the only part of the work which is recorded so as to be 
expressed statistically. The increase in the work of the 
branches as a whole is due to the changed conditions affecting 
the library system, and especially to the very great increase 
in the reference work, so-called. In 1894, for example, 
although there were nine branch libraries, they were not 
worked together as parts of a system operated in connection 
with the Central Library so as to best serve the public. But 
irrespective of the circulation of books for home reading, the 
work done through the branches has increased to such an 
extent that the accommodations provided in many of the 
buildings occupied by them are most inadequate and incon- 
venient. 


THE DEVELOPMENT OF WorK THROUGH THE BRANCHES. 


A comparison of the work performed by the branches 
when the Central Library building was opened for use in 
March, 1895, with existing conditions, gives substantially 
the following results: 

At that time there were nine branches; there are now 
eleven. There were then five reading room stations (minor 
branches) maintained, with small collections of books, and 
nine shop stations (places of call) for the delivery and return 
of books. There are now seventeen reading-room stations, 
all directly controlled from the Central Library, with small 
permanent collections of books. The number of volumes in 
the branch collections at theend of the year 1894 was 145,744. 
It is now 184,816, although many old and little used volumes 
have been withdrawn from the branch collections. In the 
reading-room stations at the close of the year 1894 there were 
not more than a few hundred volumes. Such stations now 
contain 24,524 volumes. 

The yearly accessions for the branches in 1894 amounted 
to about 4,200 volumes. The accessions of the branches in 
1909-10 were 7,530 volumes. Besides these, 2,846 volumes 
were purchased for the reading-room stations, as against prac- 
tically none in 1894. Under the present system new books at 
the Central Library are made available through the branches, 
thus obviating the necessity of duplicating all new purchases 
by copies bought for branches. In 1894 there was no col- 
lection of books on deposit at the Central Library for branch 
use. Now 33,107 volumes are kept in a deposit collection 
at the Central Library and sent out through the Branch 
‘Department to branches, reading-room stations, schools, insti- 
tutions, clubs, ete. In 1894 there was very slight duplication 
of copies of books purchased for the branches. Now there is 
extensive duplication. 
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In 1894 practically no volumes were sent on deposit through 
the Branch Department to the schools. Now about 22,000 
volumes are sent out annually in this way. Then teachers 
were not supplied with special collections. Now about 540 
teachers are thus supplied. In 1894 there were few volumes 
reserved at the branches for the special use of students and 
pupils from the schools. Now a considerable number are 
thus reserved each year, selected for special occasions or upon 
the request of teachers, and put on special shelves for read- 
ing-room use in the branches. 

In 1894 no public or parochial schools received particular 
attention at the branches. Now 120 such schools are cared 
for. Each branch forms a center, having assigned:to it a 
certain number of schools whose wants are cared for by the 
custodian. This intimate co-operation largely extends the 
use of the branch collections, develops the use of the central 
collection through the branches as intermediaries, and it 
brings large numbers of pupils to the branches for reference 
work and for the general use of the reading tables, thus mak- 
ing each branch an important factor as a library agency in 
the educational work of the city. 

Talks are given at some of the branches, supplementing 
those given at the Central Library, on the use of the library, 
thus extending the knowledge of books. Typewritten lists of 
books in connection with school work are prepared and posted 
at the branches. Helps on home reading are given. Teach- 
ers’ cards are issued. Each -year the branches are used as 
agencies for taking applications for library cards through the 
schools. About 800 portfolios of pictures are annually sent 
out to schools from the Central Library through the branches. 
Small branch collections of pictures are kept at the branches, 
and from these collections about 18,000 pictures are annually 
lent to schools. _None of this work was attempted in 1894. 
It is now fully organized and constantly increasing in bulk 
and importance. 

The age limit for issuing borrowers’ cards was twelve years 
in 1894. It is now ten years, thus bringing large numbers to 
use the. branches. In 1894 the branches. closed at 8 p. m. 
They are now open from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. In 1894 no 
branches were open on Sunday. Now all the branches 
(except at West Roxbury) and also certain reading-room 
stations are opened on Sunday afternoons, closing at 9 p. m., 
and the Sunday hours at the larger branches have recently 
been extended. The use of the reading rooms in branches 
will probably increase. The use of the branches has been 
extended since 1894 by the introduction of card catalogues, 
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the publication of printed finding lists of books common to 
the branches, and especially by the placing of a large pro- 
portion of the branch collections upon open shelves. Of the 
nearly 87,000 cards which now are valid for the issue of books 
for home use, about 62,000 have been issued through the 
branches. In 1897, the first year of record, only 24,769 were 
so issued. The total annual cost of the branch system in 
1894 was $40,926. It is now about $95,000, exclusive of 
the cost of administration of the Branch Department at the 
Central Library. 

The foregoing comparison shows the importance of the 
branches as a part of the general library system. The branches 
promote the convenience of the public materially; not only by 
the direct library facilities which they provide, but indirectly 
as agencies through which the collections of the Central 
Library may be more conveniently used in the different 
districts of the city. 


CLASSIFICATION OF BRANCHES BY GROUPS. 


Upon the basis of circulation for home use the branches at 
_ present may be roughly grouped as follows: 

First. The West End Branch. ‘This stands by itself with 
an annual direct circulation of 149,842. The service expense, 
v. e., the expense of administration, of this branch is $6,663 
annually. It occupies a large building, which must be prop- 
erly cared for and kept in repair, and there are two floors to 
supervise. 

Second. The South Boston, South End and East Boston 
Branches form the next group, with a circulation of from 
90,000 to 100,000 volumes. The service expense at Hast 
Boston is about $4,322 annually, and at South Boston $4,409, 
each branch being operated on a single floor. At the South 
End, which occupies a large building, with two floors, the ser- 
vice expense is about $5,305 annually. 

Third. Thenext group includesthe branches at Roxbury and 
at Upham’s Corner, with a circulation from 75,000 to 85,000 
annually: The Roxbury Branch occupies a large building, 
with a considerable collection of books, upon two floors, and 
the annual expense is about $4,969. The Upham’s Corner 
Branch is operated upon one floor, and the annual service 
expense is about $2,696. 

Fourth. The next group includes the branches at Charles- 
town, Jamaica Plain, Dorchester and Brighton, with a circula- 
tion from 40,000 to 54,500 annually. The Charlestown Branch, 
although upon a single floor, contains a large collection of 
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books which must be cared for, and the service expense 1s about 
$4,118. At Brighton the branch is housed in a convenient 
building entirely devoted to library uses, although confined to 
one floor. There are grounds which must be cared for, and the 
annual service expense is about $4,079. At the Dorchester 
Branch there are two floors, the annual service cost being about 
$3,949. The Jamaica Plain Branch, temporarily located upon 
the second floor of a rented building, requires an annual service 
expenditure under present conditions of about $3,026. 

Fifth. Finally, there is the West Roxbury Branch, located 
in a residential district partly rural, with a small collection of 
books. Its annual circulation is from 36,000 to 38,000, and 
the service expense is annually about $2,158. 

Of the foregoing branches, all except those at South Boston, 
Roxbury, Jamaica Plain and the South End Branch are in 
buildings owned by the city. The Jamaica Plain Branch, 
however, will during the coming year be removed to a city 
library building. At the South Boston Branch the annual 
rental charge is $2,000; at Roxbury, $1,600, and at the South 
End Branch, $2,500, besides taxes and insurance. Of the 
seventeen reading-room stations operated separately from the 
branches as a part of the branch system, fifteen are in rented 
premises, the aggregate rental amounting to $8,800. 


Tuer NEED oF BETTER BRANCH BUILDINGS. 


The circulation of books for home use, which in 1894 repre- 
sented practically all the activity of the branches, has, it will be 
seen, now become only one element in their public work. The 
use of books in the buildings, promoted by the open shelves, by 
reserve collections for the schools, by special deposits from the 
Central Library, and by the close general co-operation with 
educational institutions and study classes, has added very 
largely to the work performed at the branches. This, grouped 
under the general and somewhat misleading term of “reference 
work,” is in many ways the most important part of the work 
of the branches. It constantly increases, and in Boston, as in 
other cities, requires for its proper administration not only 
more space but better arrangement and more generous equip- 
ment than formerly, when the use of the buildings was prin- 
cipally as places of call for obtaining and returning books to be 
read at home. The total floor area of the tan branches now 
maintained, which were in operation either as branches or 
reading-room stations in 1896, is 68,940 square feet. In 1896 
these same branches had a floor area of 53,475 square feet. The 
increase is wholly at the following branches: 
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Dorchester, increase 708 square feet.

Some of the others are adequate, notably the branches at 
Brighton and Roxbury and at the West End, which occupy 
buildings constructed or rearranged for library purposes and 
with due regard to growth. The branch at Jamaica Plain, 
formerly in the Curtis Hall building, will be amply provided 
for in its new building, planned especially for its needs,-and 
soon to be erected on part of the lot which was occupied by the 
old building. Others, especially the branches at Charlestown, 
East Boston and South Boston, ought very soon to have 
independent buildings, adapted to the important uses of these 
leading branches, and there should be a building for a new 
branch at some proper place in the North End at an early 
day. The trustees have had under consideration a new build- 
ing for the Charlestown Branch, but a suitable site has not been 
found, and besides the present appropriation of $30,000 for 
land and buildings is inadequate for the purpose. The pres- 
ent location is neither central nor suitable. The East Boston 
Branch is very much crowded, and its location is not satis- 
factory. Propositions to build new buildings for city purposes 
in East Boston have not yet included proper arrangements 
for the branch, nor have the trustees been consulted as to its 
needs. The South Boston Branch has a large circulation 
and is one of the most important branches from every point 
of view. It occupies inadequate second-story apartments 
under lease. 

The selection and the procuring of proper sites for branch 
libraries and reading rooms is a very difficult matter. They 
must be located where they will best serve the people within 
the territory for which they are established, and this neces- 
sarily confines the selection to a very limited area. It is sel- 
dom that the best premises are available within such area ata 
reasonable price. It is worthy of consideration whether the 
city should not exercise in this matter the right to take by 
eminent domain property necessary for this purpose where it 
cannot be obtained at a reasonable price by purchase or at a 
satisfactory rental. 

Boston should have the best equipped library system in the 
United States. Our citizens are proud of its Central Library 
building, and we believe are satisfied with the administration 
and working of the Library Department as a whole. But in 
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respect to the branch system, which comes most directly in 
contact with those of our people who most need the library, 
we are, on the whole, behind any other important city in the 
Union. We have no branch library so constructed as to be 
operated with the utmost efficiency and economy and with the 
best service for the public. 

The reading-room stations, which are of very great impor- 
tance in bringing instructive books to those who would not 
otherwise have them,— which is the primary purpose of a 
library supported by taxation,— are many of them inade- 
quate and inconvenient, badly situated for convenient use, 
ill ventilated, and in general not creditable to a city of the 
wealth and population of Boston. 

We invite the attention of the City Council especially to the 
matter of better accommodations for some of our branch 
libraries and reading-room stations. An examination of 
them, which we trust will be made, will show what they are ~ 
more forcibly than any description we can give in this report. 

The time has passed when the branch libraries can be prop- 
erly operated in buildings partly devoted t6 other uses. The 
scheme of a municipal building devoted to baths, gymnasiums 
and other activities, and also providing for the library, while 
apparently having advantages from the point of view of a 
neighborhood center, does not properly provide for the work 
of the library. The work the library is doing is so far educa- 
tional that it should be treated with the same consideration as 
to its accommodations as is given to the schools. Branch 
library buildings ought to be planned especially and solely for 
library purposes, and should be dignified but not expensive or 
elaborate structures. The other important cities in the United 
States are providing for their branch libraries independent 
buildings of modern construction specially adapted to library 
work. ‘The trustees are of the-opinion that the same course 
should be followed here. It would add to the efficiency of the 
service and benefit the people at large as much as any improve- 
ment which could be made in our library system. 


NEWSPAPERS AND PERIODICALS. 


The newspaper room at the Central Library, the papers for 
which are mainly purchased from the income of a bequest of 
the late Wiliam C. Todd for that purpose, has 343 different 
papers filed for current reading, of which 255 are in the English 
language, 16 French, 16 German, 7 Italian, 7, Spanish, 7 
Swedish, and the rest in 14 other languages, including one 
in Old Hebrew, published in Jerusalem, and one in Tagalese 
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and English, published in the Philippines; also Greek, Rus- 
-sian, Armenian, Polish, Welsh, Hungarian, ete. During the 
last year about 17,151 newspaper volumes were consulted 
by readers. 

One thousand five hundred and sixty-two different periodi- 
cals, including serial issues, published by institutions and by 
the state and national governments, are regularly filed and 
used in the periodical room at the Central Library, 167 in the 
Statistical, Music, Patent and Fine Arts Departments and in 
the Children’s Room, making, with the 89 taken at the 
branches, 1,815 in all. These include all the leading periodicals 
of the world in every department of literature and science, 
and in almost every language, all of which find ready readers. 


INTER-—LIBRARY LOANS. 


Under the co-operative inter-library loan system books are 
occasionally lent to public libraries in other cities or towns for 
the temporary use of a person who wishes to consult a book 
which his local library does not possess. In this way there 
were lent to libraries in the state, during the year 1909, 
792 volumes, and to libraries outside Massachusetts 252 
volumes. On the other hand, a person in Boston can by this 
arrangement obtain in the same way from other libraries 
books which our library does not have, and during the year 
89 volumes were thus borrowed. 


LECTURES. 


During the year 32 lectures were given in the Lecture Hall 
of the Central Library, for which no compensation was paid to 
the persons who lectured, and admission to which was free to 
all. The lectures were chiefly on subjects connected with the 
fine arts, architecture, the esthetic side of literature and 
printing, picturesque notes of travel, etc., including among 
others: ‘Recent Developments in Civic Art,” “Colonial and 
Revolutionary Churches,’ ‘The Future of the City,” 
‘“Tmagination and~-Literalism in Illustration,” “The Nature 
and Scope of Art,” “Types of Art Composition and Drawing,”’ 
“Style,” “Books and Book Lovers,” and accounts of pic- 
turesque travels in Portugal, Sicily, North Africa, Algiers, 
Tunis, Biskra, Norway, Spain and Italy. 


CENTER Estate REQUEST. 


The real estate, 1199 Washington street, received by the 
library as part of the bequest of Joseph H. Center, consisting 
of land and the brick building thereon, occupied under lease 
by the South End National Bank, was sold to the bank under 
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a note passed by the trustees April 30, 1909. The sum 
received therefor, $14,500, was paid to the City Treasurer and 
added to the principal of the Center Fund. 

The only real estate how held by the trustees is a small 
estate on Arnold street given by the will of Mr. Center, which 
they have not been able to sell at a satisfactory price. It is 
assessed at $1,900. 


Money FoR MAINTAINING AND WORKING THE LIBRARY. 


Substantially all the money which the trustees can use 
for the maintenance and working of the library system comes 
from the annual appropriation by the City Council. The 
trust funds, that is, property given to the trustees in trust 
for the uses of the library, are by law required to be invested 
by the City Treasurer under the direction of the Finance 
Committee of the city. 

A detailed statement of these funds is annually contained 
in the report of the City Treasurer and in the report of the 
City Auditor, and therefore is not presented here. The income 
received from them in 1909 was $19,546.10. This income can 
only be used for the specific purposes of the several trusts 
under which it is held, which vary widely. Some are for 
the purchase of books for separate branches; some for the 
addition of books to special collections, such as books on 
government and political economy, books in the Spanish and 
Portuguese languages, valuable rare editions of books, books 
of a military and patriotic character, books in memory of 
specific persons, and, in one case only, for books published 
before 1850. 

During the past nine years the estimates of the trustees, 
the recommendations by the Mayor and the amounts appro- 
priated by the City Council have been as follows:

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GIFT OF THE “ALLEN A. BRown DRAMATIC COLLECTION.’’ 


The library received in December from Mr. Allen A. Brown 
his valuable and extensive collection of books relating to the 
stage. | 

In transmitting this gift Mr. Brown sent the following com- 
munication to the trustees: 


I wish to offer to the public library my collection of books 
relating to the stage and gathered during the past fifty years, 
subject to the following conditions and restrictions: 

First. The collection to be known as the ‘ Allen A. Brown 
Dramatic Collection,” and to be kept in an apartment or alcove 
by itself, and located near the ‘“ Allen A. Brown Collection of 
Music.” Each volume to bear a book-plate or stamp desig- 
nating the same as belonging to said collection. 

Second. That it shall be held by the trustees and treated 
as a library of reference; nothing to be taken from the library 
except for binding and needful repairs, or as hereinafter provided. 

Third. That during my lifetime I may have free access to 
the collection at all proper times, and may take from the build- 
ing such volumes as I may need, holding myself responsible 
for their safe return. 

Fourth. That I shall have the privilege of inserting in the 
works any items of interest such as bills of performances, notices 
of works, and various cuttings relating to the same. 

Fifth. -That a catalogue of the collection shall be made and 
issued by the trustees within a reasonable period: Also that 
such portions of the library as still remain unbound shall be 
put in condition for the shelves without delay, and that the 
general style of binding I have adopted be preserved as far 
as possible. 

I also reserve the right of placing the books upon the shelves, 
in such manner as may best carry out my ideas of economy of 
space and outward appearance.

The trustees thereupon voted to accept the gift, subject to 
the conditions and limitations set forth in Mr. Brown’s letter, 
_ and requested the president to transmit a copy of the record 
of acceptance, with suitable acknowledgment, to Mr. Brown, 
in the name of the corporation, which was done by the fol- 
lowing letter: 

January 7, 1910. 

My pear Mr. Brown,— I inclose herewith a certified copy 
of. the record of the action of the trustees in accepting the 
generous gift by you of the “Allen A. Brown Dramatic Col- 
lection.” I beg to assure you not only for myself, but for 
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each member of the Board, that we very much appreciate 
your action in this matter, and trust you may long be able 
to give to this collection the same care and attention you have 
so generously given to the “ Allen A. Brown Collectionof Musie,”’ 
which you presented to the library in 1895. You have conferred 
a great public benefit upon our city, and have added still more 
to your monument in the library, for which we all have so 
much regard.

THE SERVICE OF JAMES LYMAN WHITNEY. 


On November 8, 1909, Mr. James Lyman Whitney com- 
pleted forty years of service in the library. For twenty 
years he was in charge of the Catalogue Department. On 
March 31, 1899, he became acting librarian, and on Decem- 
ber 22, 1899, librarian. He resigned as librarian February 1, 
1903, and became chief of the Statistical Department at that 
time. He is one of the most eminent scholars in the library 
profession, and in recognition of that fact, in connection with 
his long service, the trustees, on November 5, 1909, adopted 
the following resolution: 


Whereas, Mr. James Lyman Whitney, who entered the Boston 
Public Library on the 8th of November, 1869, will have com- 
pleted forty years of service on Monday, November 8, 1909, 
the trustees of the library desire to put on record their appre- 
ciation of his long, faithful and efficient service in the various 
important positions which he has filled in the library service. 


IMPROVEMENTS AT THE West ENp BRANCH. 


The grounds in front of the West End Branch, at the cor- 
ner of Cambridge and Lynde streets, known as Lowell square, 
were formerly in charge of the Public Grounds Department, 
but were transferred to the custody of the trustees of the 
library in July, 1903. 

The square was inclosed by a cast-iron fence, which had 
become much dilapidated and was beyond repair. This has 
been removed and the square inclosed by a wrought-iron 
fence upon a brick base, with brick piers and stone dressings 
and with ornamental wrought-iron gates in front, the design, 
harmonizing with the architecture of the old building, which 
is one of the historic monuments of the city. 

The expense of this improvement was $2,673. Of this sum 
$2,500 was derived from the income of the Phillips Street 
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Fund, appropriated in November, 1899, by the Board of 
Aldermen, for a fountain in the courtyard of the building in 
Copley square, or for any other work of sculpture to be placed 
in the courtyard. The money was never expended for such 
purposes, and it appeared that it could not have been so used, 
unless in contravention of the terms under which the Phillips 
Street Fund was received by the city, the giver, Jonathan 
Phillips, having provided in his will that the income from his 
bequest should be “expended to adorn and embellish the 
streets and public places” in the city. The amount was 
therefore reappropriated by the Board of Aldermen in Janu- 
ary, 1909, to be expended by the trustees of the library for 
the contemplated improvement of Lowell square. 

It is our intention to still further improve the grounds 
during the coming year by shrubbery planting and by regrad- 
ing and repairing the walks. 


EXAMINING COMMITTEE. 


The trustees appointed an examining committee of per- 
sons not members of the Board, and joined with them the 
president of the Board, as chairman, to examine the library 
and make to the Board a report of its condition, as required 
by the ordinance. That committee consisted of the following 
persons:

The trustees have held regular meetings each week during 
the year except during the summer months for the transac- 
tion of the business of the department, which is constantly 
increasing in amount and in the detail required for its proper 
administration. | 

They feel that the library service has been well adminis- 
tered during the year, and that this is due to the industry, 
intelligence and loyalty with which the employees of the 
library have performed their respective duties. The trustees 
are glad to be able to bear testimony to the substantially 
uniform excellence of their work.

These subcommittees have held a number of meetings and 
the general committee has held two meetings for the con- 
sideration of the conclusions of the subcommittees, and has 
now the honor of submitting the following report: 

In general, the committee has found the property of the 
library to be well cared for, the officers and employees loyal to 
their duties, and the general plan of administering the various 
interests of the institutions well adapted to its purpose. 

With reference to the financial needs of the library, the 
committee would point again to the conclusions which were 
reached in the report of last year concerning the constantly. 
increasing demands made upon the resources of the library 
for educational purposes, and reinforce the opinion then 
expressed as to the reasonable expectations of the community 
that the burdens resting upon the library shall be cheerfully 
met by the city authorities, so that the scope of its usefulness 
may be extended and enlarged. The committee is gratified 
by the fact that the suggestions of the trustees for an increase 
in the appropriation on the part of the city were so generously 
met at a time when, through the demands made upon the 
city’s exchequer in so many directions, the necessity existed 
for the exercise of the most discriminating care in this and in 
other particulars. 

The committee has given further consideration to the 
inquiry instituted by the committee of last year as to the wis- 
dom of establishing a fund from which contributions can be 
made for the benefit of those connected with the library when 
they may become aged or incapacitated, but the obligations 
which rest upon the city, and are now the subject of such 
careful scrutiny, lead the committee to defer for the moment 
the making of any further recommendations on that subject. 

While more books have been purchased than in the pre- - 
ceding year, the demand for new and timely books is far from 
being satisfied. It is, of course, the duty of the library to 
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purchase as many books of permanent value as it is possible 
to buy, not only because the great collection must include all 
that it may reasonably be expected to contain in order to 
answer the needs of scholars, but also because certain trust 
funds held by the library have been given for that purpose; 
still it is more immediately the duty of the library, which is 
mainly supported by money raised by taxation, to meet the 
needs of the citizens in the most convenient manner. To this 
end, books of present interest should be as generously pur- 
chased as possible and placed not only in the Central Library 
but also in the branches, where they may be accessible. We 
find that after meeting the necessary administrative expenses 
of the library and providing for periodicals only 6 per cent of 
the city appropriation for 1909-10 remained available for 
books, and of these books only one-half were placed in the 
branches. In order that the interest of the people may be 
aroused it is not sufficient to have a copy of any book at the 
Central Library with merely the title registered at the branches, 
especially as the chance of obtaining the book when sent for ‘ 
is very small, but the people need to see the books themselves. 
The display of the new books in Bates Hall and the larger 
branches shows the usefulness of this principle. This may 
mean that a dozen copies of every such desirable book must 
be purchased, even though their period of usefulness may not 
extend over many years. It is only in this way, however, 
that the library will serve its most useful educational pur- 
pose. Popular books rapidly deteriorate and should be 
repaired and rebound at the earliest moment, preference being 
given at the bindery to such books. There is a lack of books 
and newspapers in foreign languages at those reading rooms 
which are situated in the districts in which live the larger 
number of people who do not read English and whose lives 
it is highly desirable should be helped by making accessible 
books that they can read. 

The committee believes that the selection of books for pur- 
chase might be made more systematic, that the different 
fields of literature might be more evenly balanced, and the 
desirableness of certain books for popular educational pur- 
poses be more carefully scrutinized. This is especially appli- 
cable in the case of the small collections in the reading rooms. 

The work of the binding and printing departments merits 
high commendation. The temporary employment of a 
larger force to bring the work forward to immediate needs 
would be a wise expenditure, if the appropriation permits. 

The relation of the library system to the schools is very close. 
It is, indeed, an important part of the educational system of 
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the city, and the best thought of many of the staff is devoted 
to making the libraries supplement the work of the class 
room. The circulation of pictures is of great service, and much 
skill has been shown by branch custodians in increasing the 
collection at insignificant expense. An inquiry has been 
directed to the school authorities as to increasing the service- 
ableness of the library system, and it is understood that a 
committee of teachers has been appointed to consider the 
question. 

While the Library Department aims to be of the highest 
usefulness, it is questionable if it should be called upon to 
furnish study rooms for children in the districts where the 
conditions of the homes are such as not to permit children to 
prepare their lessons in quiet and comfort. The library 
should not lessen this privilege until better provision is made 
elsewhere, but the committee believes that the city may well 
ask that some rooms of the schoolhouses in these districts 
be made available after school hours in the afternoons and 
in the early evenings for study purposes. The expense 
would be small, it would mean a larger utilization of city 
property which at those hours is now idle, and it would relieve 
the congestion at some of the library stations and give better 
opportunities for adult readers. 

The work of the ordering and cataloguing departments is 
well done, and the extent of cross references and abstracting 
of complete titles of books seems to be wisely limited. The 
committee is inclined to question only the time required for 
placing a book in circulation. It is not in a position to eriticise 
the efficiency of the system, but would suggest that if the time 
now taken could be diminished it would be a great satisfac- 
tion to the public, which is apt to be impatient at the long 
interval between the publication of a book and its availability 
in the circulation department. 

The committee observes with approval the revival of 
weekly accession lists. It suggests a new edition of the cata- 
logues of standard fiction, and that this should contain 
likewise the books in Yiddish. The problem of keeping the 
catalogue cards clean is still unsolved. The Committee 
recommends a determined search for some celluloiding pro- 
cess, or a varnish or shellac, to be used in covering such cards 
as are most likely to become soiled. A prize might be offered 
to technical schools or laboratories for the discovery of such 
a substance. 

Some of the rooms leased by the city for reading rooms are 
very unfit and inadequate. In particular, the reading room on 
Broadway extension is too small, is badly lighted, very noisy 
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and not well heated, and yet it is the most frequented of the 
small stations. Criticisms of this station have been made for 
several years, and it is the duty of the city to remedy the 
difficulty. If it is impossible to rent a suitable room in the 
district, even at a much larger rental, a building should be 
purchased. The congested population in this section of Wards 
7 and 9 needs far better treatment. The station on North 
street is also in need of improvement. As the present room 
must soon be vacated it is hoped that its successor will be 
more satisfactory. 

Although Boston has the most beautiful municipal central 
library building anywhere in use, its branch buildings are far 
from being commendable. Though some of them are commo- 
dious and some are sufficiently well adapted to the needs of 
their patrons, there is not a single building that would for a 
moment compare with the numerous branch buildings of the 
smaller cities of Cleveland, Cincinnati or Pittsburg. If all 
the buildings that we now have were serving their purpose 
satisfactorily, it would not be pertinent to criticise the city , 
because of lack of finer buildings. But in several instances 
the branches are entirely inadequate, uninviting and insuffi- 
ciently protected from fire. In some cases they are situated 
in buildings owned by the city, but constructed for other 
purposes, and in these the branches have been placed simply 
because the buildings offered some unused space. The burn- 
ing of the municipal building in Jamaica Plain is to lead to 
the construction of a small but adequate independent branch 
library building. Without waiting for a‘fire the city should 
provide other such buildings in the districts where the need 
is greatest. It would be a wise expenditure of money if 
each year for the next five or ten years the city should appro- 
priate from taxes or loans the sum of $60,000, and build there- 
with a modern attractive building of which the people in the 
district in which it is built would be proud. In the opinion 
of the committee, the need for such branch buildings is great- 
est in East Boston, where a large work is being carried on in 
entirely inadequate rooms; in Charlestown, where a new and 
more accessible location with an inviting building should 
replace the inconvenience of the old municipal building; and 
in the North End, where a large population of children is 
inadequately supplied by the present reading rooms. 

In conclusion the committee desires to emphasize the 
service of the library as a popular educational institution. 
It is a source of satisfaction to have a large and valuable 
collection of books to which scholars may resort, but it is 
far more necessary in a city like this to have the resources 
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of the library made accessible to the multitude, many of 
whom cannot afford the necessary car fares to go to and from 
the central building. More than that, the people need to 
learn that the library is not merely a collection of books, but 
includes trained servants of the people, whose aim is to make 
available to them the treasures of knowledge which are in 
these books, and who are at their disposal for directing their 
study and for aiding them in obtaining information in any 
form whatever, so that the people in any district may look 
to the nearest representative of the library for any of these 
purposes. The machinery of the whole library system should 
be first applied to meeting these needs of the people where 
the people are. It will then be, as it is indeed the desire of 
the trustees that it should be, a people’s library, as neces- 
sary to them as their schools and worthy of as generous 
support. 

The foregoing was adopted as the report of the whole com- 
mittee at a meeting held January 21, 1910.

Dear S1r,— In conformity with chapter 3, section 
24, of the Revised Ordinances, I herewith submit the 
annual report of the Department of Markets for the 
year ending January 31, 1910. 

The work of the department has been of a routine 
nature; the rents have been paid promptly; the ordi- 
nances and regulations of the Market Department have 
been strictly enforced; the pure food laws have met the 
hearty approval of the lessees and the provisions offered 
for sale within the market limits have been of excellent 
quality, so much so that few complaints have been 
received and we have been required to condemn a much 
less quantity than in some previous years. 

Only ordinary repairs have been required and such 
as belong to the city have been promptly attended to 
by the Department of Public Buildings. 
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During the year the department has condemned and 
caused to be destroyed as unfit for food one hundred 
thirty-five (135) pounds poultry, one hundred sixty- 
three (163) pounds sausage, one hundred eight (108) 
pounds fish, twenty-seven hundred and forty-eight 
(2,748) quarts strawberries, besides a large quantity of 
fruit and vegetables sent to dumping scow. 

The police detailed for duty at Faneuil Hall markets 
have made sixty-six (66) arrests for the following 
offences:

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


The appropriation for the department this year was 
$19,000. The expenditures were $18,968.06. Office expenses 
consumed $1,893.46 of the total sum and the remainder was 
devoted to concerts. The number of concerts given and 
paid for was 115. Of these 74 were summer concerts and 41 
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winter concerts. The average cost per concert was $165.21. 
Exclusive of office expenses the average cost of the summer 
concerts was $162.41; the average cost of the winter con- 
certs, $122.94.

SUMMER CONCERTS. 


For the summer concerts a band of skilled ‘musicians was 
selected to give concerts on the Common Sunday afternoons, 
at Franklin Park Saturday afternoons, and at various parks 
and squares on week-day evenings. Forty-five concerts 
were given by this organization, beginning Sunday, July 4 
and ending Sunday, September 5. The conductor at the 
thirty-five week-day concerts, at which the band numbered 
twenty-five performers, was Jacques Benavente. The con- 
ductor at the ten Common concerts, for which the band was 
enlarged -to about forty, was Emil Mollenhauer. Four 
morning concerts were also given with bands of about twelve 
musicians in the yards of the vacation schools. 
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Besides these concerts by the Municipal Band, twenty- 
five others were given on Sunday afternoons at Marine and 
Wood Island Parks and Jamaica Pond. Organized bands, 
each consisting of twenty-four musicians and a leader, were 
engaged, and the experiment, as a whole, was exceedingly 
successful. Except at Wood Island Park, the attendance 
was invariably large and the order superior to that at the 
concerts formerly given on Sunday evenings. The three 
bands employed, namely, the First Corps Cadets Band, 
Stone’s Military Band and the Edwin G. Bates Band, played 
in rotation at the different parks, and the programs of each, 
as well as of the Municipal Band, included solos by capable 
performers.

The number of families assisted by us in the year was 
2,172, a decrease of 258 families from the previous year. Of

retained their settlement in this city, and we received pay- 
ment for aid rendered to 160 families residing in Boston 
whose legal settlement was elsewhere. 

The number of new cases aided during the year was 464. 
The total number of cases dealt with since 1864 is 40,405.

WAYFARERS’ LODGE. 


The hope was expressed in our last report that there would 
be less demand upon our accommodations during the present 
year. Such has proved to be the case. Owing largely, as 
we think, to better times, the number of lodgings given 
during the year has decreased 2,505. ‘The decrease in indi- 
vidual lodgers was 144. The average number of lodgings 
per man was 2.39 this year as against 2.58 last year. There 
were 4,423 less meals given this year. 

Many minor improvements and changes are to be chronicled 
as having been made atthe lodge. One of the most important 
is the fitting up of a special dormitory or ward for the use of 
tuberculous lodgers. This was found necessary as no pro- 
vision is made for receiving such cases at the hospitals, nor 
can the Board of Health care for them at night. We, of 
course, send them to the State Hospital at Tewksbury the next 
morning after they come to us, but heretofore there has been 
no way of segregating them from their fellow lodgers during 
the time they are with us. We feel that the slight expense 
incurred was justified as we shall thus be able to help combat 
the spread of this terrible and contagious scourge.

TEMPORARY HOME FOR WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 


The Temporary Home provides food and shelter for all 
women and children who require such assistance while 
endeavoring to procure employment, or to find their friends, or 
to be placed in institutions suitable to their needs. 

To every woman and child who comes to the home 
individual care is given, and advice and assistance offered 
in finding their proper destinations. The rules allow the 
inmates to stay in the home for seven consecutive days, 
which period is occasionally lengthened by the committee. 
The average length of stay is between three and four days. 
A woman or child returning to the home after an absence of 
twenty-four hours or more is classed as a new admission. 

The list of individual lodgers represents the number of 
admissions. In the list of total lodgers is counted the occu- 
pant of every bed each night, even when one person occupies 
the same bed for several consecutive nights. 

The staff of the home consists of a matron with three 
assistants and a cook. 

The matron superintends every department of the home 
and sees to the disposal of all the inmates. She succeeds in 
finding places for many of those able to do housework, and 
the others are cared for in various ways. We often have 
imbecile or slightly demented women. If their friends can- 
not be found, they are examined by the City Physician, and if 
incapable of caring for themselves are sent to some public 
institution. 

One assistant matron has special charge of the nursery, 
the laundry and the serving of the meals for the inmates. 
Another assistant, besides helping in various ways, takes care 
of all the accounts of the home and keeps a card catalogue with 
the histories of every woman and child admitted: She does 
not live in the home. 
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The night matron attends all calls at the door and is on 
hand in case of illness or infraction of rules in the dormitories. 
The foundlings, the lost or runaway children are generally 
brought in at night and are often suffering from exposure. 
The night matron has to be a competent nurse, able to take 
the responsibility of caring for them herself, or sending for 
a physician. 

The cook besides preparing the food for the home has also 
the care of supplying bread for the Wayfarers’ Lodge. The 
bread is kneaded by the inmates and the loaves molded and 
baked by the cook. The number of loaves sent to the lodge 
this year was 9,665. That is 1,085 less than last year. 

The accommodations of the home consist of a day nursery 
and a night nursery for the children; for the women, a 
sewing room, a sitting room, a dining room and a laundry; 
two large dormitories and four smaller ones for special use, 
such as illness, mothers with a number of children, and boys; 
for the matrons, a sitting room, a dining room and four 
sleeping rooms; for the administration, one committee room 
and one office for receiving inmates. 

The inmates on Sunday have opportunity to attend either 
a Roman Catholic or a Protestant church in company with 
one of the matrons. A simple dinner is served hot at 11.45 
a.m. and supper of bread and tea at 5.45 p. m. toany woman 
who applies. The usual number provided for is about 
thirty-five. Whenever possible, some work is exacted in 
return. 

Of late years the committee notice a difference in the 
character of the inmates. There are fewer able-bodied women 
accustomed to housework, and it is often hard to get the work 
of the house done. The young mothers are often very igno- 
- rant and have to be taught how to care for their babies and 
themselves. 

The state, the city and many private societies make use of 
the home. The foundlings are committed as quickly as 
possible to the care of the state. The young girls brought 
by the agents of the state are usually past the age of infancy 
and require especial care.

This year there have been 209 less women and 49 less 
children admitted than last year, and the number of night 
lodgings was 2,291 less than in 1908-09. Of the old cases 
there were 139 less, and of the new cases 70 less. Among 
the 587 children admitted there was an increase of 27 
wards of the state and 26 wards of the city. There was 
a large decrease in the number of children who came with 
mothers (105), and there was an increase of 15 runaways.

Ciry Hospivau. 


The direct expense to this department of our work at the 
hospital during the past year was $4,088.95. We collected 
in all during the year from this source for the City of Boston 
the sum of $438,610.80. The sum of $538,854.48 was also 
received at the City Collector’s office on account of contagious 
cases cared for at the City Hospital, on bills furnished by our 
department. If we add to these amounts $15,482.95, col- 
lected at our main office, for the relief by us of paupers settled 
otherwise than in Boston, and paid over directly to the City 
Collector, we have an aggregate of $112,948.23 collected by 
this department.

LICENSES TO SOLICITORS OF STREET CONTRIBUTIONS. 


The Legislature of 1909 passed a law conferring upon this 
Board the granting of licenses to all persons who should ask 
contributions of any kind in or upon the public streets or 
parks. The law is chapter 538 of the Acts of 1909, and is as 
follows: 


An Act RELATIVE TO THE RECEIVING OF ALMS IN PUBLIC PLACES 
IN THE City oF BosTon. | 


Section 1. No person shall receive contributions of money, food, 
clothing, or other articles or things in or upon any part of the streets, 
parks, public grounds or other public places within the limits of the city 
of Boston, except upon such terms and conditions and within such times 
and places as may be prescribed by a license granted therefor by the 
overseers of the poor and approved in so far as it relates to times and 
places by the police commissioner of said city; and a person so receiving 
without a license who is unknown to a police officer in whose presence the 
offence has been committed may be arrested by such officer without a 
warrant. 

Sect. 2. Any violation of this act shall be punished in accordance 
with the provisions of section forty-six of chapter two hundred and twelve 
of the Revised Laws, or by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 


Before taking any action the Board prepared a list of 
questions which it submitted to most of the charitable societies 
in the city, asking their opinion upon the general question of 
the advisability of granting licenses to people who ask for 
alms or contributions of any sort on the public streets. The 
great majority of the answers received were decidedly opposed 
to. any licenses being given. Nevertheless the Board felt that 
in certain carefully selected cases, and under proper safeguards 
as to the manner of soliciting and the disposition of the receipts, 
licenses might be issued. 

Under the provisions of this law several applications have 
been made to us for licenses, most of which have been granted. 
The Board refused permission to one organization after a 
hearing. The Salvation Army was granted licenses to ask 
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for money at all their street religious meetings after due 
hearing. -They were-also given licenses to ask money contri- 
butions at Thanksgiving and Christmas, under certain re- 
strictions as to time and places and also as to accounting for 
the sums received by them for the purposes mentioned in 
their applications. 

The whole matter was considered at ereat length, both by 
the full Board and by a large subcommittee, and in a wholly 
judicial spirit. The duty was not one which we sought, but 
the Legislature having seen fit to put it upon us, we tried to 
perform it to the best of our abilities and with every advantage 
of careful and enlightened consideration. Certain news- 
papers saw fit to make a great deal of copy out of the incident, 
and somewhat magnified the importance of the matter. The 
public interest thus excited was doubtless of advantage to the 
solicitors, but we shall be better able to judge of the value of 
the advertising given when we have received the promised 
returns of the receipts of the licensees. 


DEATH OF JOHN H. Copy. 


By the sudden death of Mr. John H. Colby last summer the 
Board lost one of its most valuable members. He came to 
us after a long and honorable experience in both city and 
state affairs, having been a member of both branches of the 
city government and also of the Legislature. His interest in 
charitable matters was of long standing and we felt that we 
should gain a great deal in many ways from having him with 
us. As chairman of the finance committee he was of great 
service in the matter of investments and always showed great ~ 
interest in all the other activities of the Board. His early 
death was a distinct loss to the city, as 1t was to a very large 
circle of friends and to the many societies and organizations 
of which he was an active and efficient member. 


DeatH oF Marcus KALLMANN. 


In May, 1909, we were called upon to mourn the loss of our 
oldest visitor, both in years and term of service. Mr. Marcus 
Kallmann, who had served us faithfully since September, 
1884, died quite suddenly at his home in Dorchester. Born 
in Germany in 18438, he came to America as a young man and 
was for nearly twenty-five years a hard-working, painstaking 
and satisfactory visitor. He had charge at various times of 
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districts covering South Boston, Roxbury and Charlestown. 
His knowledge of the Yiddish dialect and German tongue was 
of great assistance to him, especially of late years since the. 
great increase of immigrants from Russia and Poland. Mr. 
Kallmann was a quiet, industrious man, respected and 
esteemed by all who knew him. Resolutions of respect and 
sympathy were passed by the Board and communicated to 
his family. 


Trust FUNDS. 


These funds are seventeen in number and are administered 
strictly according to the provisions of the various trusts 
creating them as interpreted from time to time by the Board 
with the advice of the Law Department. 

All applicants for trust pensions must prove a legal residence 
in Boston, and as a rule must be at least fifty years of age and 
have resided for a considerable length of time in Boston. 

The total amount of the trust funds in our charge as a 
corporation has increased $10,970.89 during the year, and is 
now $836,825.69. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the Pemberton, 
the Boylston Relief, the David Sears Charity, the Moses 
Hunt, the Thayer and the Rachel T. Stevens Funds is 246, 
an increase of 4 from the number aided on February 1, 1909. 
During the year 14 have died, 1 has gone to an insane asylum, 
2 to homes for aged women, 1 to alsmhouse, 1 has withdrawn, 
1 has been transferred to city list, and in 4 cases we have 
stopped the pensions previously given. Twenty-eight new 
names have been added. 

During the year we have paid $5,824.48 from the income 
of the Boylston Education Fund, and there are now twenty- 
nine children on this fund. 

At the end of this report will be found a statement of all 
the funds held by us in trust, showing receipts and expendi- 
tures since February 1, 1909, also extracts from the wills 
under which these trusts were established. 


FINANCIAL STATISTICS. 


All receipts and expenditures during the last twelve months 
are shown in detail by the reports of the secretary and treas- 
urer which follow. 

Agreeably to the custom of many years we have had an 
expert accountant audit our books and accounts and his 
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certificate is appended hereto.* There is also appended a 
schedule of the personal property in our hands February 
TLIO.

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TRUST FUNDS IN THE HANDS OF THE OVERSEERS 
OF THE POOR. 


Pemberton Fund.— This fund comprises bequests and gifts 
made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the present time 
from ‘‘A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, Alice 
Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pember- 
ton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel 
Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, “‘ A Citizen of Boston,” 
Anonymous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, . 
Walter E. Hawes, William B. Spooner, Rebecca A. Goddard, 
Matilda Goddard and Richard C. Humphreys. The most 
important, however, of the bequests was from Benjamin 
Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved June 25, 1782, and 
for that reason his name has been given to the fund. The 
income of this fund is to be expended, at the discretion of 
the overseers, in semiannual payments to the poor of the 
city. 

Boylston Relief and Education Funds.— These funds were 
from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, 
England. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One portion 
of the bequest is ordered to be paid to ‘“‘poor and decayed 
householders of the town of Boston, not under fifty years of 
age, persons of good character, and reduced by the acts of 
Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or other vice.” 
The other portion to be applied to the ‘“‘nurture and instruc- 
tion of poor orphans and deserted children of the town of 
Boston until 14 years of age.” 

Mason Fund.— A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by will 
dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually “to the 
standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, or by 
whatever lother name called’’; interest to be added until one 
is appointed. The interest is now paid semiannually towards 
the salaries of the chaplains of the House of Industry. 

Dexter Fund.— A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, “for supplying with firewood or coal such 
poor persons, objects of charity, as are not supported in the 
almshouse, though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of 
the Poor.” 

Jeffries Fund.— A bequest by David Jeffries, former Town 
Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786: “Income to be

of God, are, or shall be, reduced and obliged to take shelter 
in the almshouse, after having lived reputably; the Over- 
seers of the Poor to be judges as to the persons, but always 
giving the preference to the pious poor.” 

In 1908 the Supreme Court decreed that in addition to the 
above provisions of the will the income of this fund could be 
used by the Overseers of the Poor in their discretion for the 
benefit of Boston poor outside of the almshouse. 

Lucy Bullman Charity.— Consists of an estate on Cam- 
bridge and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the 
possession of the City of Boston in accordance with the will 
of Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk County, 
January 9, 1832, in which it is provided that, upon the death 
of certain persons therein named, said estate is given to the 
City of Boston upon the condition that the estate should 
never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the 
poor. By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor 
January 4, 1873, this estate was placed in charge of the Over- 
seers of the Poor. | 

The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed by the late 
Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the income only 
to be expended “in aid and for the support of citizens or 
families who may have seen better days, and for charity in all 
its forms in such a manner as may best tend to alleviate the 
sufferings of human life and render the condition of the poor 
more comfortable.” 

Pierce Fuel Fund.— The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the city 
of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that city 
May, 1861: “Income to be expended in the purchase of fuel 
to be distributed to those indigent widows whose husbands, 
before their decease, had resided in Charlestown at least one 
year, and the said widows still continuing to reside in Chazrles- 
town at the time of receiving said bounty.” 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James Holton 
to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: ‘Income to be 
annually expended forever in purchasing and distributing pro- 
visions among poor and indigent Protestant families in said 
town of Brighton on Thanksgiving or other holidays, or just 
previous to such holidays, to the end that such poor Protes- 
tant families may have the means, in some degree, of enjoying 
such holidays in common with their fellow-citizens; and I 
especially direct that in such periodical distributions unmarried 
Protestant females who are poor and needy shall receive a 
liberal share of provisions, and also other articles of comfort, 
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such as such distributors shall deem to be the most conducive 
to the comfort and happiness of that lone class of citizens.” 

Holton Protestant Pawper Fund—A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: “Income 
to be annually expended, in whole or in part, as necessity or 
circumstances may require, by the selectmen of said town, 
in providing good and plentiful meals on Thanksgiving day, 
or other holidays, to the Protestant paupers of said’ Brighton. 
If the whole of said income shall not be required to be so 
expended, then the surplus shall be added to the principal, 
and if such principal shall ever become thus augmented to 
three thousand dollars or more, then the surplus interest 
or income, over what shall be necessary for furnishing said 
festive meals on said holidays, may be expended by said 
selectmen for the comfort of the Protestant paupers of 
said Brighton in such a manner as said selectmen shall judge 
best and most conducive to the comfort and happiness of 
such paupers.”’ 

Stoughton Poor Fund.— A bequest of Lieut. Gov. William 
Stoughton, who died July 7, 1701. By his will he gave 
£50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be improved 
by the care of the selectmen, the income to be distributed 
to the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow. Fund.—A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to be 
paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of Boston 
and its assigns, ‘‘to be invested and the income applied for- 
ever to and for the relief, assistance and support of the poor, 
sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the said city 
in its almshouse, in such manner as the said city, or the 
government or officers thereof, may deem most judicious, 
but without reference to the religious faith or belief of those 
who may apply for or need the assistance of this fund.’ 
Five thousand dollars, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund.— A bequest of Rachel T. Stevens, 
the net income to be paid (after the death of a person named 
in the will) ‘‘for the support and maintenance of poor, 
worthy, Protestant single women of Boston, who have 
arrived at the age of 50 years (not including widows), pay- 
ing to each of such women during her life the sum of one 
hundred dollars in semiannual payments. Upon the mar- 
riage of any beneficiary under this will no further payment 
of money is to be made to her, nor is any further payment of 
income to be made to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy 
of help under this trust.’ 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute—A legacy from the 
late Moses Hunt: ‘‘The income to be devoted to the relief 
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and welfare of Protestant destitute residents of that part of 
said Boston which was Charlestown.” ‘Ten thousand dollars, 
received March 7, 1889, has been invested in a City of Boston 
note. . 

Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund.—A bequest of Caroline 
C. Thayer (who died about 1891), to be paid over to the city 
after the death of two sisters, the last of whom died in Sep- 
tember, 1899. The fund was received in May, 1900. ‘“‘ Income 
to be annually appropriated for the benefit and use of 
Protestant widows and single women, without distinction 
of color, preference always to be given to those who have 
seen better days.” 

In August, 1900, a small sum was received under the will 
of Susan T. Balch, which was added to this fund in accordance 
with the wish of the donor. 

Thorndike Fund.— Extract from will of George L. Thorn- 
dike, proved June 11, 1901: “I give, devise, and bequeath 
to the City of Boston ten thousand dollars ($10,000) in trust 
forever; the income from the same is to purchase coal to 
be distributed to deserving widowed women of East Boston.”’ 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor 
December 19, 1907, the income of the fund is paid to this 
Board.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


Hon. Joun F. FirzGEra.p, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dar Str,— The Boston Park Commission has the honor 
to submit herewith its annual report for the year 1909-10. 

During the past year the commission has bought land 
for Savin Hill Park, the William Eustis Playground in Ward 
17, two neighborhood playgrounds in South Boston and the 
playground at Orient Heights. All of these have been 
obtained for less than the assessed valuation of the land and 
in each case the balance of the appropriation has gone far 
toward grading, fencing and completing the grounds. 

Locker or sanitary buildings have been designed for Ash- 
mont, Mystic, Roslindale, Columbus avenue, Billings Field 
and the William Eustis Playgrounds, and these are either 
under construction or we hope are soon to be begun in whole 
or in part as the appropriations may permit. We have had 
the assistance of Mr. William Austin, architect, in the designs of 
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these buildings, working in collaboration with Mr. Putnam, our - 
engineer, who also has looked after the execution of the work. 

A large part of the Orient Heights purchase is under water 
to-day, but several acres will be available this spring, and we 
have funds. enough to complete the filling. We intend, 
however, to do this filling by degrees as economical opportunity 
offers and as was done at Charlestown and at the Strandway 
Playground. In the end we shall have a very large play- 
ground at a much cheaper rate than anything else the market 
offered. 

The only appropriation for playground purchase that we 
have not expended is that for Ward 19. We much desire 
to make this purchase, but such offer as we have made is 
refused and we have as yet found no land that we think can 
be accepted either because the price is too high or the land 
unsuitable. ) 

The Park Commission is most anxious to induce increased 
use of the parks and playgrounds that it administers. The 
neighboring ocean furnishes constant attraction at Wood 
Island Park and the Strandway, at Marine Paik and Fort 
Independence. The costly substitution of a filled roadway 
with a beach of gravel between the two latter or the building 
of aquaria at City Point (both of which have been urged) would 
only be adding attractions to parks that already draw vast 
numbers of visitors. 

Franklin Park lacks the presence of the ocean, and the sole 
fact that it is very beautiful seems insufficient to bring people 
to it in its fair proportion. It would undoubtedly be more 
used if automobiles were allowed to enter it, but thus far the 
commission has been unwilling to surrender to those self- 
asserting vehicles the quiet and seclusion and safety that the 
park now possesses. The approach by public conveyance 
into Franklin Park is from Columbia road entrance, or from 
Columbus avenue entrance, or from Seaver street, which 
connects the two on the northern border of the park, or from 
Forest Hills Station. From Forest Hills Station to the nearest 
point of the car line running through Seaver street is by the 
shortest possible route a very long walk for many adults or 
children. We grant a concession yearly to a firm that during 
summer weather and when it is profitable run barges at 
infrequent intervals through the park for a small fare. It 
might be better if this line were owned and managed by the 
park to run even at some financial loss between the entrances 
and through the park at frequent intervals and at all seasons 
for a slight fare. This would probably open the center of the 
park to many who cannot now reach it. 
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Useful as such conveyances would be we, however, also feel 
an increasing need of some centers of attraction to interest 
those to whom the leveliness of the landscape is not an ade- 
quate lure. If aquaria are built from the Parkman Fund they 
will be stocked with fresh as well as salt water life and they 
might quite as well be at Franklin Park as at the parks in 
South Boston, which have attractions enough. Deer or other 
animals would please many visitors and in the dovecotes that 
are now stocked with many varieties of pigeons there is the 
nucleus of what might be a good collection if they were 
housed in a suitable inclosure or aviary, to which might be 
attached the winter quarters of the many swans and ducks 
that have to be cared for when the ponds are frozen. Another 
attraction that we can create with little outlay would be a 
plain, simple out-of-doors garden with all the summer flowers, 
annual and perennial. Later by the aid of the Parkman Fund 
there might be added to such a garden lines of hothouses for 
winter exhibitions. An open-air amphitheater formed in a 
hillside for band concerts or for meetings or ceremonies would 
be most useful and be an improvement on the present band- 
stand, where there is no adequate seating. It might form one 
step toward the full completion of Mr. Olmsted’s original 
design for ‘The Greeting,”’ which was to have been the main 
and culminating feature of his park but which was abandoned 
for economical reasons. This “Greeting”? was to have been 
along mall running from Columbia road to “The Playstead,”’ 
shaded by many rows of tall trees and arranged for promenade 
on foot or in carriage — or to-day in motor — with the music 
amphitheater as its central feature. This grand focus of the 
park design had the cordial approval of Mayor Hibbard and 
we trust may be undertaken shortly through means of the 
Parkman Fund; but any or all of these “‘features’’ would help 
to draw people to Franklin Park and once there its intrinsic 
beauty will surely make them care forit. We hope that when 
possible funds may be provided to carry them into execution. 

Unlike Franklin Park the playgrounds that are in our 
charge need no “features” to make them draw the public to 
them. ‘To visit any one of them on Saturday or other week 
day afternoons only makes one long for more of them as places 
of inestimable benefit to the youth of the city. This is true 
of the large fields where ball playing and all manly sports are 
conducted with tremendous vigor, or the small neighborhood 
playgrounds in populous districts where little children and 
their mothers, escaping from the crowded houses and streets, 
have a chance to enjoy fresh air and quiet. Visit the play- 
grounds, however, on Sunday and they are deserted. The 
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boys, so vigorous the day before, are loafing on the corners, and 
it is well if they are not engaged in chucking pennies. Noth- 
ing is doing on the playgrounds. The police would stop any 
games. In winter we flood these places and for some reason 
skating is allowed. In Franklin Park we build toboggan 
slides that can be used on Sunday and hundreds of people 
gather to see this sport, but in summer there must be no tennis 
playing nor bowls nor quoits nor cricket even in the afternoon 
or after church, and even though on private grounds these 
quiet games are carried on by all classes of society to-day 
undisturbed. The logic of all this is a little hard to follow, 
but it appears that skating and tobogganing as “forms of 
locomotion”’ fare better than anything that can be called a 
game. Yankee ingenuity ought to be able to invent more 
“forms of locomotion” for Sunday use on our playgrounds. 
Certainly the laws that forbid quiet and unobtrusive games at 
reasonable hours, whatever may be said of them in other 
respects, prevent the full use of our playgrounds, and for that 
reason we should like to see the laws or their enforcement 
modified.. 

The commission is somewhat disturbed by the condition of 
the Fenway. It was originally intended that in case of flood 
the waters of Stony brook and Muddy river should overflow 
the low lands throughout the Fenway while awaiting oppor- 
tunity to reach Charles river at the fall of the tide. Muddy 
river now flows through the Brookline avenue conduit to the 
basin and Stony brook through the new conduit to the river. 
There are two sets of gates between Charles river and the 
Fens. When these are open there is nothing to create a 
current and when they are closed water in the Fens has no 
exit or entrance and is simply surface water. Besides, the 
bottom of the ponds in the Fens has never been thoroughly 
cleaned, and at any time there is likely to be an overflow from 
Stony brook that should be immediately flushed out of the 
pond. It is, therefore, only a question of time when there 
will be trouble. The Basin Commission have intended to 
install an electric pumping plant to pump from the Fenway 
into the Brookline avenue conduit, or in some other way into 
the river, thereby creating a cleansing current on the Fenway 
which would renew the water once in twenty days, but the 
appropriation last year was refused. It is much to be hoped 
it will be granted this year or that some other method of 
changing this water may be adopted. 

-But even then much could be done to make the Fens more 
useful. Their original use as an overflow basin being aban- 
doned there is nothing that prevents this great area, nearly as 
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large as the Common, from being turned into a useful park in 
some such way as a very useful playground has been redeemed 
at very little cost from its southern end. A large amount of 
earth is to be moved before long from the subway tunnels and 
if this could be placed on the marsh lands of the Fens there 
would be need of raising them only a little above their present 
swampy surface to turn them into useful upland through 
which the stream might still meander as now. 

At Savin Hill we hope to fill the spaces where dead and 
burnt trees stood with new planting and to level off some of 
the lower land for tennis or other games. The cliffs on this 
property are very grand and the view is extensive and beauti- 
ful. As time goes on this little park will be one of our most 
attractive possessions. 

As pointed out in the report of our superintendent, little 
has been done towards planting the extension of Common- 
wealth avenue beyond its junction with Brookline avenue. 
Appropriations that have been asked for have been refused. 
This avenue looks less as if it were in park control than any 
property under our care, and we greatly desire an opportunity 
to make it better. 

In accordance with the vote of the Park Commission in 
1907, the work of renewing the soil throughout the grass plots 
of Commonwealth avenue from Dartmouth street to Massa- 
chusetts avenue was carried out last summer. The soil there 
was very poor and dust and street sweepings had been 
whirled upon it by passing vehicles. It is now deep and 
rich throughout, and the comparatively slight job of moving 
the trees is to be undertaken at once. The avenue will then 
assume the appearance that it was originally designed to have. 

The park system has now been in operation so long that a 
considerable number of our laborers are, through infirmity of 
one or another kind, unable to do such a full day’s labor as the 
same pay would bring from youngermen. We believe that the 
public would not expect us to dismiss such assistants. We 
also think that to permit shorter hours or lighter work for the 
same pay would be undesirable for any force. If a retiring 
pension could be saved from the pay of men in their youth, 
redeemable at any time, the difficulty might be solved. We 
have asked the Finance Commission what course as regards 
such men would meet with their approval.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To Ropert 8. Prasopy, JAMES M. PRENDERGAST and 
DaniEL H. CoaKkLEy, Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN,— I herewith submit a report of the work 
performed in the department under the direction of your 
Board during the year 1909. 


FRANKLIN PARK. 


The plantations of young trees in Franklin Park continue 
to show the same satisfactory progress. These plantations 
have been regularly thinned, in order that the trees in their 
young stages of growth might not injure each other by over- 
crowding. The soil conditions are excellently suited for tree 
erowth, and within a few years the plantations should assume 
more the character of old woodlands than of plantations of 
young trees. This treatment of the thinning out of young 
plantations need not be continued to the extent of making 
each tree a specimen of its kind, but only until the trees have 
attained strength and show some individuality, when the 
thinning should be done with the view of forming pleasing 
combinations in groups and masses, having due regard to 
provision for development and healthy growth. This will 
allow for a fair measure of individuality in each tree without 
destroying the mass effects. 

Some of the old woodlands, of which The Wilderness, Long 
Crouch Woods and Abbotswood are examples, are underlaid 
with rock, with picturesque outcroppings of ledge and large 
boulders. These areas, by their location and the character 
of their topography, are eminently fitted for forest growth, 
but, unfortunately, they are thinly covered with loam and 
the growth consequently is stunted. Efforts have been made 
in the past to remedy this condition by the addition of loam, 
but, with the exception of the woodlands and bare slopes 
surrounding the glade, the work has been limited from lack 
of funds. Now, however, that the Parkman Fund is available 
for expenditures in Franklin Park the interests of the future 
call for an appropriation from this fund for the addition of 
loam to sterile areas on which tree planting or tree growth 
is clearly indicated. 
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To meet the requirements for road oil storage, a reinforced 
Portland cement concrete tank, with a capacity of 25,000 
gallons, was constructed in the,administration yard. Adjoin- 
ing this a similar structure was erected for the storage of 
inflammable oils, varnishes, etc. These are sufficiently distant 
from the buildings to insure to them a reasonable freedom 
from risk of danger in case of fire. The enlargement of the 
administration yard, by cutting into the hillside, has been 
prosecuted whenever a favorable opportunity occurred for 
using the excavated material. 

As is usual generally throughout the park system, all - 
diseased or overcrowding trees were cut down and sawed up 
into lumber or firewood. In the shrubberies, too, much work 
of renovation, by pruning, removal or replanting, was done 
during the season. Such attention keeps shrubberies fresh 
and attractive. 


ARNOLD ARBORETUM, OLMSTED PARK AND RIVERWAY. 


Little other work than that of maintenance was performed. 
The condition of the young plantations of trees at Olmsted 
Park and in the Riverway is very satisfactory, oaks, ashes, — 
magnolias and maples showing the remarkable growth of 
twenty to thirty-five feet in ten years from planting. 


THE FENS. 


Soil conditions in the Fens preclude the possibility of 
obtaining free growth in trees. Even its shrubbery is stunted 
in growth, planted as it is in a thin layer of loam laid over 
sterile water-washed gravel. These conditions, however, 
could be much improved by appropriations for the purchase 
of loam to reinforce its planted areas. For this purpose the 
Parkman Fund is available. 


COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


No further appropriation has been made for continuing 
the work of planting the line trees on that part of Common- 
wealth avenue west of Beacon street, and it is to be regretted 
that advantage is not taken of the possibilities of this fine 
avenue. Its course is laid for miles through a beautiful 
rolling landscape; yet, with the exception of a row of oaks 
planted between Brighton avenue and Warren street, it is 
barren of shade or arboreal charm, other than what may be 
imparted by trees growing outside of its boundaries. The 
reverse of this picture is arching vistas of greenery, with 


—_ 
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shaded drives and walks and the added softening effect of 
foliage on the hard architectural lines of the houses. 


CHARLESBANK AND Woop ISLAND PARK. 


No work other than that of maintenance was performed at 
these parks. 

The attendance at the Charlesbank men’s gymnasium was 
141,200 for the year and 38,575 at Wood Island Park 
eymnasium. At the women’s gymnasium at’ Charlesbank 
the attendance for the year of women and children was 35,000. 
This part of the Charlesbank was, as usual, ably supervised by 
Mrs. Kate Gannett Wells and Mrs. Anna Phillips Williams, an 
account of which in detail will be tound elsewhere in this 
report. 

MARINE PARK AND CASTLE ISLAND. 


The filling of the large pond in Marine Park progresses slowly, 
due to the great depth of the water. The material is received 
from the Street Department without cost to this department, 
the only expense incurred being the amount expended in 
erading. It is expected that the filling will be completed 
in two years more, when it would then seem wise to begin the 
filling of the two smaller ponds. Were these areas turf cov- 
ered they would, with their sheltering backgrounds of trees, 
prove admirable places for games and sports; such spaces 
are much needed in Marine Park. 

At Castle Island the sanitary accommodations in the fort 
have been completed and an opening made from the case- 
mates through the wall of the fort to the eastern slope of the 
island. This will prove very convenient for access to the 
shelter of the fort in case of storms. 

Marine Park and Castle Island deservedly grow in popular- 
ity with the people, thousands of whom during the hot 
weather crowd its promenades and benches to breathe the 
cool sea breezes. 


PARKWAYS AND MAINTENANCE. 


It is with regret that I have to report our inability to keep 
our drives in good condition with our present appropriations. 
Having no general appropriation for improvement or con- 
struction, we are compelled to draw from maintenance account 
for such works of construction or improvement as may be 
found to be absolutely necessary and for which no special 
appropriations have been made; for example, drafts on main- 
tenance for construction work were made during the past 
four years as follows:

While Boston possesses a compact and convenient park 
system, good soil and many natural advantages, the quality 


of its maintenance is only mediocre. 


This is discernible to 


the trained eye in the condition of the drives, which are worn 
down in many places to their foundations; in the lack of 
thorough cultivation in the plantations of young trees, and in 
the ragged edges of the paths and drives, as well as in many 


other ways. 


The use of oil for the suppression of dust grows in favor. 
The cost of oiling during the past year was $0.018 per square 
yard. It must be remembered, in comparison with the 
watering method, that oil controls the dust both day and 
night. The use of sand, as a cushion for the surface of the 
roads, as an absorbent for the oil, is still retained as an impor- 
tant factor for success, as are also the patch-wagons, equipped 
with oil, water, crushed stone, screenings and paving rammers, 
for patching holes in the surface of the roadways. 


PLAYGROUNDS. 


The department playgrounds now number twenty-five, 
four new playgrounds being acquired by purchase during the 
past year. These new playgrounds are located in Wards 1, 
13 and 17. A list of the playgrounds, showing their areas, 
cost, etc., will be found elsewhere in this report. 

Under an act of the Legislature and by an arrangement 
with your department, the School Committee during last 
summer operated the children’s corners in several of the 


a 
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playgrounds, paying the cost of maintenance. The School 
Committee, in addition, occupied such playgrounds as suited 
its purpose between the hours of 4.15 and 5.30 each afternoon 
during the summer. Although any plan which entails divided 
authority is doubtful of success, yet this one proved an excep- 
tion to the rule, due, I think, principally to the tact and 
judgment of Dr. T. F. Harrington, director of school hygiene. 

Of the construction work performed in the playgrounds 
during the past year the following were the most important: 

A locker building in Franklin Field, embodying shelter, sani- 
tary accommodations, spray baths, check and locker boxes. 
The erection of this building makes possible the removal of 
the old wooden sanitary buildings. 

At Rogers Park the Sewer Department placed the brook 
in a conduit below the surface of the ground. This will enable 
us to enlarge the playground area. Ss ! 

At North Brighton Playground the digging of the Cam- 
bridge Subway enabled the department to obtain filling at a 
cheap rate to extend the area of graded ground and increase 
the facilities for play; 7,000 loads have now been delivered. 
Loam beds for the planting of trees all around the border of 
the playground have been prepared, and European elms will 
be planted in the spring. 

At Billings Field a handsome design for a sanitary building 
has been selected. Owing, however, to a little deficiency in 
the appropriation, work has to be temporarily deferred. 

At Roslindale Playground a contract has been let for a 
sanitary building and work is to be commenced at once. 
The old brook, which was temporarily provided for by the 
department, has been placed by the Sewer Department in a 
conduit beneath the ground. 

At Columbus Avenue Playground a contract has been let 
and work commenced on a sanitary and locker building. 
A portion of what is intended to be a larger building is under 
contract for erection at Charlestown Playground. This will 
contain sanitary conveniences; the completed building will 
contain lockers and spray baths as well. A new sanitary 
building is nearly completed at Ashmont Playground. The 
designs of the various buildings contracted for during the 
past year are by William D. Austin. These buildings will 
be both attractive and convenient. 

William Eustis Playground: At this newly acquired play- 
ground the grading, including a shallow basin for a skating 
area, has been completed and loam borders have been pre- 
pared for the planting of trees around the grounds. In the 
spring a concrete post fence, with panels of electrically 
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welded wire, will be erected, the posts for which are now 
ready in the shops of the department. This fence will be 
10 feet high, and will be set 10 feet in from the lot lines. 
On the lot lines a low pipe rail and concrete post fence will 
be set. These fences will serve to stop many driven balls 
from leaving the grounds, and at the same time will protect 
the trees and shrubbery planted on the borders. 

At West Third Street and West Fifth Street Playgrounds 
in South Boston plans have been made for developing these 
new playgrounds. Work will be commenced early in the 
spring on grading and preparing loam beds for planting trees, 
for which purposes we have money available. 

Appropriations are needed for construction work in the 
following playgrounds: 


Franklin Field.— To complete the grading around the new 
locker building and to construct the piazza rail, the terrace 
balustrade and the cement floor in the basement; to extend 
the area of the graded ground in the field for increased playing 


- facilities now needed. 


Savin Hill Playground.— To provide for a little additional 
filling and grading, sand for the beach and enlarged accom- 
modation for boy bathers. 

Neponset Playground.— To increase the playing area, now 
cramped, by additional filling. 

Mystic Playground.— To raise the dock wall and to erect 
thereon a substantial iron fence for the protection of the 
children. 

Rogers Park.— To erect a sanitary building and to do some 
erading in the playground. Loam is also needed for the 
planting of trees around the boundary of the playground. 

North Brighton Playground.—To do additional grading 
for the enlargement of the playing area. Fences are also 
needed. 3 

Billings Field.i—To secure filling in order to raise the 
center of the playground; also loam to plant trees around its 
borders. 

Roslindale Playground.— To build a retaining wall. Some 
filling and grading; also fences are needed. 

Columbus Avenue Playground.— To erect fences. 

Prince Street Playground.— To . provide sanitary accom- 
modations, drainage and pavement. | 
Fellows Street Playground.— To provide sanitary accommo- 

dations. 

Cottage Street Playground.— To erect fences. 
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Forest Hills and Mt. Hope Playground.— To provide sani- 
tary accommodations and grading. 

Strandway Playground— To provide sanitary accommo- 
dations, grading and fences. 


GyPsy AND Brown-TaIL Morus. - 


We have succeeded in combating these pests so success- 
fully that serious damage has been avoided. The ccst, however, 
is a Serious tax on our resources, being last year $15,499.21; 
the amount of arsenate of lead used was thirty tons. The 
whole system was sprayed. Infestations are now only to be 
found on the borders where pupating larvee crossed over from 
neighboring property.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE IN CHARGE OF 
THE WOMEN’S AND CHILDREN’S DIVISION AT 
CHARLESBANK. 


To the Honorable Board of Park Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN ,— Oursupervision of the women’s and children’s 
division of Charlesbank during the past year has presented 
no new features of interest save those incidental to a change 
of population which has necessitated changing emphases. 

The frequenters at Charlesbank now are chiefly from the 
foreign-born southern classes of Europe. At Charlesbank 
they come into close contact with their Americanized country 
women, whose more formal behavior gradually modifies theirs. 
This transformation is interesting to watch and to hasten as 
far as friendliness on our part permits. 

With the children our task is far easier. They quickly 
~ assimilate our language and our ways, and though almost 
each day will reveal some ludicrous instance there is never any 
direct disobedience, yet occasionally a child may have to be 
sent home from Charlesbank for one or more days. At the 
opening of the summer season a week always suffices to reduce 
the good-natured turbulence of the women and children to 
a pleasing order. Very patiently will the lines of children, 
from fifty to seventy-five in each, wait in turn for entrance to 
the gymnasium or to the shower baths. Last summera baby 
and a baby carriage show with Charlesbank prizes of crochet 
and raffia work, made by the children and given for the best 
cared-for baby and the neatest carriage, stimulated the desire 
for cleanliness. 

Our previous reports have alluded to the free use of the 
ereen as a family picnic ground. Within the last two years 
croquet has been added as a favorite diversion and has brought 
to us an older class of girls, who come from their shop work 
for an hour or more of play in the late afternoon. Our daily 
average summer attendance is more than a thousand, with 
three hundred more on a Jewish holiday. 

The shower baths, on a summer day from 100 to 130, “ per- 
sonally supervised” by a teacher, are in constant use through- 
out the season and are frequently sought in winter. 

Besides the regular class work in elementary gymnastics, 
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the free muscular development of the children is greatly helped 
by gymnastic plays of which they never tire. The sand pens, 
reading, story telling and kindergarten work fill up the days, 
dramatics holding the place of honor. That each little play 
acted may be seen by all, the commission kindly had two 
large movable platforms built, on which the children become 
actors or take part in folk dances, to which a hurdy-gurdy, 
provided by a friend, lends enchantment. 

The winter work for the children every afternoon and all 
day on Saturdays consists of simple gymnastics, swinging, 
games, dramatics again, and many direct educative influences 
which we call play, the average attendance being about 
150, with usually more on Saturdays. The evening classes, 
four times a week for the older girls, include gymnastics, folk 
dancing and basket ball. 

Whenever music can be regularly provided for the dancing, 
the classes, which now average from fifteen to twenty an even- 
ing, will increase innumber. We have a piano but no pianist. 
It is very desirable not merely to keep the present interest 
but to create a demand among young women for what Charles- 
bank evening classes can give but which without music fall 
below the attractions of other gymnasiums. 

So large is the attendance all through the year and so 
difficult is a kindly watchfulness by the teachers over chil- 
dren of all ages and tongues that this summer (1910) a 
second .assistant has been provided during the vacations of 
the public schools, the superintendent and her two assistants 
taking turns in being present throughout the Sundays. The 
upper story of the lodge with its toilet rooms is open all the 
time. 

Miss Ann I. Loftus, the superintendent, is unwearied in her 
patience, inventiveness and fidelity.

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The average daily population has been 1,479, the 
largest since 1905, and an increase of 21 over the year 
1908, but it is gratifying to note that since March, when 
the largest average for the year (1,570) was reached, 
there has been a steady decline in numbers, until in 
January, 1910, the average had dropped to 1,350, and it 
is hoped, because of improved business conditions gen- 
erally and the increased application of the probation 
laws and the fine and suspended sentence law, that 
the number at Deer Island may be materially reduced 
during the ensuing year. 

The financial statement on previous pages shows 
that the appropriation allowed for the carrying on of 
the House of Correction was exceeded by twenty-six 
thousand eighty-nine dollars and ninety-two cents 
($26,089.92). The cause of this may be found in the 
fact that we were obliged to support many more 
prisoners than was anticipated and the increased cost 
of maintenance generally, particularly in the matter of 
food, cotton and woolen goods. 

The industries which are permitted by law have been 
carried on as in previous years, viz., the manufacture of 
overalls and cutting of stone for edging, and nearly the 
full quota of men permitted have been employed. 

The income from industries, it is thought, might be 
disbursed with great advantage and relief to families 
of our inmates who may be distressed financially because 
of the imprisonment of the head or main support, thus 
giving the feeling that the dependents are supported 
from the earnings of the prisoner rather than by charity. 

That this income may be expended in such a manner, 
would of course require a very close supervision and a 
revision of the laws. Such a scheme is perhaps worth a 
trial. 

The general health of the inmates has been good and 
there have been no unusual conditions worthy of note. 

Assistance to discharged prisoners has, as usual, been 
disbursed from the central office through clerks who are 
engaged in the probation work, under the general super- 
vision of the commissioner. Two hundred and thirty- 
nine have been furnished with articles of clothing; 282 
with lodging; 348 with meals; 170 with transportation; 
75 with gratuities; and 245 have been assisted in obtain- 
ing employment. 

There have been released on permit to be at liberty 
665 men and 109 women, a total of 774. In all of these 
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cases a thorough investigation has been made and usually 
work guaranteed before final action has been taken. Of 
these so released, 25 men and 4 women violated the 
conditions of their release and the permit was revoked. 

A new dining room adjoining the north prison, with 
accommodations for seating 500 at meals, has been built 
during the year. 

The new sea wall which was partly completed last fall 
undoubtedly prevented serious damage to the power 
house and the north prison during the great storm at 
Christmas time. 

Necessary repairs to many of the buildings and wharf, 
which have been put off from year to year because of 
lack. of funds, now seem imperative and I strongly 
indorse the recommendations contained in the master’s 
report to me, which is appended. 

The steamer ‘‘ Monitor” is in good condition, but the 
wharf at which she docks should be entirely rebuilt at 
once.

S1r,— I hand you herewith the annual report of this 
institution, with a few suggestions which I believe would 
be in order, to add to the efficiency and discipline of the 
institution. 

The Deer Island plant represents a total valuation of 
$1,399,004, of which $376,044 is for land and $1,023,000 
is for buildings. 

The stock of merchandise and general supplies on 
hand January 15 amounted to $77,238.09. 

During the year the men’s department has manu- 
factured 372 dozen of outer garments, 2,168 dozen 
articles of underclothing, 46 dozen articles of bedding, 
etc., and 3,463 pairs of shoes and 564 pairs of slippers. 
The women’s department has made 5,738 articles of 
clothing and 8,867 sheets, pillow-slips, towels, ete. 

The value of agricultural products produced during 
the year is as follows: 


Piggery . : ; $6,961 21 
General farm products ; 25,595 00 


In the industries department there have been cut 
25,366 feet of edgestone, 44 large curb corners and 66 
small curb corners. Thirty thousand three hundred and 
sixty-six feet of edgestone have been shipped. There is on 
hand 6,699 feet of edgestone, 22 large curb cornersand 111 
small curb corners, valued at $4,029.33. There have 
been manufactured 18,789 dozen overalls and 164 dozen 
coats. There is stock on hand valued at $7,772.06. 

I would respectfully suggest that a building of cement 
or brick be erected in the yard back of the office for the 
confinement of incorrigibles and those addicted to the 
use of drugs; this building to be lighted from the top and 
to be of sound-proof construction and to contain fifty 
) cells, one-half to be used for punishment or solitary 
cells. 
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I have before called to the attention of the commis- 
sioner the lack of proper conditions for protection in 
case of fire; this matter is of such moment that imme- 
diate steps should be taken to rectify it. I would advise 
the purchase of three hundred (3800) feet of new hose for 
each barn, to be placed on swinging brackets, and the 
water main to be tapped at the nearest point and a two 
and one-half (25) inch pipe be carried from the mains to 
this hose. 

The main building should be supplied with new fire 
hose, and our fire department should have an entire new 
equipment of hose; what we are dependent upon now is 
second-hand, formerly used by the Boston Fire Depart- 
ment. 

The water supply of this island should be given atten- 
tion at a very early date, as at times we are able to get 
only a pressure of eighteen (18) pounds and it seldom 
reaches forty (40) pounds, so you can readily see the 
condition in which we would be placed, in case of fire, 
with inadequate water pressure and second-hand hose. 

_I would recommend the installing of four (4) Bundy 
steam traps for the heating of the main building, as 
there is no economy in the present manner of heating, 
which requires as much steam pressure as is needed for 
the cooking. 

I would recommend the installing of a modern system 
of telephones, connecting the different departments of 
the institution, as at times it is imperative that instant 
communication be established between the office and 
some distant point on the island; with our present so- 
called system we are lucky to get anyone on the other 
end of the wire. 

Two padded cells should be constructed in the hospital 
for the care of insane patients. 

The hospital is in great need of repairs, two coats of 
paint on the outside, while the entire inside needs paint- 
ing, and a new roof should be put on as soon as possible. 

The men’s new prison should be rewired, painted and 
roof renewed; the bathroom is in need of a general over- 
_ hauling. 

The men’s old prison should have a new roof as the 
water pours through it during every rain storm. 

The agricultural department is in good condition, 
tools are well cared for, and about all of the land that it 
is possible to use is under a high state of cultivation; our 
cattle are in good condition and free from tubercular 
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troubles; we need four (4) new horses at once. I would 
suggest that a new hennery be built near the piggery and 
the old hennery torn down; this building could be 
erected-by our own help. 

The new sea wall in course of construction was so 
badly damaged in the December storm that it will have 
to be partly rebuilt. 

The brick building, formerly the women’s prison, 
should be turned into quarters for employees; this work 
can be done at a comparatively small expense. 

I have before suggested the heating of the hospital 
from the power house, at a large saving in wages and fuel. 

The basin at the coal wharf should be dredged to give 
a greater depth of water for coal barges and schooners; 
the wharf is in bad condition; piles should be replaced 
and cross-pieces put in to give strength to the structure. 

In 1902 the South Boston House of Correction was 
abolished and all the inmates transferred to this institu- 
tion, but no steps were ever taken to provide suitable 
accommodations for the care and separation of these 
long-term men from the petty offenders. I would 
respectfully suggest that money be appropriated for 
workshops and buildings to accommodate only those 
men who are sentenced to long terms and for serious 
offences. 

I would strongly advise the purchase of an ambulance 
for the use of the hospital, to take the place of the wagon 
that is now used for that purpose and which is entirely 
unsuited for the work. 

The new dining room was finished and occupied early 
in January; we can feed all the men in the new prison 
(500) at one time; the kitchen is lightsome and a great 
improvement over the one formerly connected with 
this prison. 

Our piggery is in full operation and is a great success. 
An experienced man has been placed in charge and this 
plant will be a good asset of the institution. Our loss of 
pigs has been almost nothing and the stock is all in first- 
class condition. 

I would respectfully suggest the purchase of some new 
books for the library; we are well supplied with maga- 
zines, but our other publications are fast wearing out 
and should be renewed. 

[ inclose the reports of the Rev. William J. Scanlan, 
8. J., and that of the Rev. George E. Stokes, chaplains 
at this prison, two gentlemen who have worked hard to 
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help the unfortunates who are confined in this institu- 
tion and to comfort the sick and the dying. 

The report of the resident physician is also inclosed, 
and I wish to commend the physicians for their close 
attention to their duties; duties that at times are trying 
and far from agreeable. 

I should like to suggest that the interne who serves in 
the hospital be placed under a salary, amount to be deter- 
mined later. . 

The discipline of the institution has been good; my 
officers are interested in their work and give me good 
support.

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REPORT OF THE CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN. 


Hovusk OF CORRECTION, 
Deer IsutaAnp, Boston Harpor, January 1, 1910. 


Mr. JamMsEs H. Cronin, Master: 


DEAR Si1r,— I respectfully submit my annual report 
as Catholic chaplain of the House of Correction, Deer 
Island. 

My work of the past year has differed very little from 
that of previous years. The needs of the inmates seem 
to be very much the same from year to year. Every 
Sunday and holyday I say Mass for the women at 6.30 
a.m., and forthe menat8a.m. At both services I give 
instructions and preach. The confessions of inmates 
are heard on the first, second and third Saturdays of the 
month, after supper. 

The care of the sick and dying is a matter of special 
concern to me, and I am very pleased to say that the doc- 
tors of the hospital have notified me of every case where 
there was need of my spiritual ministrations. A chaplain 
insuch aninstitution as this finds himself obliged to devote 
much time and thought to works of charity over and 
above the spiritual needs of the inmates. He is con- 
stantly appealed to by the unfortunate prisoners them- 
selves to help along their release. The demands of wives 
and children are very frequent and no less urgent in 
behalf of animprisoned-husband or father. In my efforts 
to be of some assistance to those who appeared worthy I 
necessarily have been obliged to talk the cases over with 
you, Mr. Cronin, and I wish to take this occasion to 
acknowledge that very ready and willing service and 
co-operation given to me in such instances by yourself 
and your worthy deputy. 

The work of Miss Berran in behalf of the women 
inmates while they are at the island and after their 
release is especially worthy of mention. 

My observations made in last year’s report regarding 
the very satisfactory relations existing between officers 
and inmates I am very pleased to reaffirm this year. 
There is one other matter of which I feel I should make 
mention, and that is the imprisonment of simple drunk- 
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ards with the habitual criminal in the same institution. 
Every day I am becoming more strongly convinced of the 
inadvisability of imprisoning the mere drunkard and the 
habitual criminal under the same roof. The habitual 
criminal may also be very much of a drunkard; but the 
simple ‘‘drunk,’’ as he is called, is frequently without any | 
criminal propensities — his drunkenness is more or 
less of a disease and may considerably diminish under 
proper medical treatment. Indeed, a long sentence with 
accompanying forced sobriety frequently wakes a man 
up to the value of temperance. It is quite enough for the 
drunkard to have to fight the temptation to drink after 
his release from prison, but if, by association inevitable 
in such an institution as this, he has acquired a knowl- 
edge of the habitual criminal’s methods he becomes the 
prey of a double demon — intemperance and crime. 
While the disassociation of these two classes may not 
bring about all the reformation hoped for, it is my firm 
conviction that it would help the work of reformation 
very appreciably.

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REPORT OF THE PROTESTANT CHAPLAIN. 


DEER IsLAND, Boston HARBOR. 
Mr. James H. Cronin, Master: 


My DEAR Si1r,— It affords me pleasure to submit a 
brief report of my work for the past year. The services 
under my care have been held during the year with 
unbroken regularity in the respective chapels for men 
and women. ‘The sermons and addresses have been 
heard by large numbers and have been listened to very 
attentively as a general rule. I have sought to preach 
the gospel of Christ simply and clearly to inculcate broad 
Christian principles without sectarian savoring, empha- , 
sizing only the recognized essential moral and spiritual 
truths; I have endeavored in all my preaching to raise 
the standard of my hearers in matters of personal purity, 
ideal home life, and to lead all to an appreciation of their 
duties as citizens commensurate with the importance of 
these matters. I have done whatsoever I could to show 
the great and far-reaching evil of indulgence in vice of 
every kind, the appalling results of intemperance and 
the use of ‘‘dope” in any and every form and have 
strongly recommended total abstinence from all these 
things, and this I have steadfastly done not only in 
public but in private conversation with the inmates 
whenever appropriate occasion presented itself. 

During the year I have made frequent visits to the 
institution each week, remaining sufficiently long to 
meet and talk with all who were at all inclined to inter- 
view in reference to their interests. There have been 
many opportunities to lend a helping hand in various 
ways and it is hoped that many have appreciated these 
little favors and perhaps won to a correct life thereby. 
I have sometimes been enabled to communicate with 
and to advise and comfort friends and relatives of incar- 
cerated persons, and though I have experienced a con- 
siderable number of disappointments occasioned by the 
failure of persons I attempted to aid, I yet feel that a 
large enough number have benefited to fully justify the 
efforts expended. Discretion is necessary in order that 
as little effort as possible be wasted. Yet no good work 
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is really wasted even though the one we attempt to aid 
does not respond to our efforts to aid him, because the 
reflex influence is beneficent. I have been able to follow 
up a number of hopeful cases after the person had left 
the institution and am sure reformation has taken place 
in a goodly number of instances.. It is a joy to know 
that with the Divine blessing some are led to the Chris- 
tian life; the sorrow of it all is that so few apparently 
are permanently reached. I think I can say that I have 
done what I could to the best of my intelligence and 
ability. 

There is abundant reason that I should express my 
sincerest and heartiest thanks to the retired commis- 
sioner, Mr. Vernon Y. Skinner (and his successors, as far 
as it has been in their power), for making it easy for me 
to discharge the duties of my office, and to the officers 
and especially to yourself for many courtesies and con- 
siderations that have aided me and made my chaplaincy, 
notwithstanding the many depressing experiences inci- 
dent to such a work, as pleasant as possible. Assuring 
you of my continued interest and pledging my best 
efforts for the benefit of the unfortunate and erring who

We have treated in the Out-Patient Department 
thirty-nine thousand two hundred forty (39,240); this 
shows the number of patients seen at the daily sick 
calls at both prisons and dressing room. 

Seven (7) male and eight (8) female children of 
sentenced mothers have been treated at the hospital. 
One (1) male child was born to a sentenced mother. 
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We have on several occasions received insane patients, 
who were difficult to handle without proper equipment. 
I would suggest, for the safety of both patients and 
attendants, that two or three padded rooms be fitted out 
in what is now Ward J. We should also have one such 
room built in Ward B for the care of insane women. 

I would also recommend that the windows, both 
ward and corridor, of the hospital be properly barred. 

I would recommend that a male nurse be appointed 
for duty in the male ward at night, on the last half. 

We are in need of a new X-ray machine, the present 
one being antique and useless. 

Drs. Paul Carsoh and Charles F. Mahoney are associ- 
ated with me in carrying on the work of the hospital. 
Edward M. Looney, M. D., was appointed interne 
September 1, 1909, wce Edward F. Moran, M. D., 
resigned February, 1909.
